PREFACE. 

HEKE is nothing, either 

toare iJfeful or Entertaifliftg, 

thail to be placed in the great 

Th&tre rf human Life, (o€ 

#hidi Hiflory givts us the inoft eiiten- 

fiveand eotopleitKeptefentation)and,ti)^ 

behalding htii-ein the gfeat Aaions and 

EngagehlenKs, thfe frequent Calamitiei 

aftdWrtreflea ol'wherSj wemay becoihefo 

eSufldiis and wife, 63 to fliun the Shoalj 

aiid Rbfcks on which niany have fplit. 

It is here, that we fee Whole Ages exhibit 

t«d td us in<)Be View ; with the various 

Of**tionsoffnbttilPaifions; thediffe- 

rehtPriricipiesby which ourFelloW-Crea- 

tuitis areaited ; ttie different Objefts they 

arc in Purftiit of j ftnd the different If- 

fue» 
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fues and Events which their Aflions at 
laft meet with. It is here, we fee the 
Beginning, the Progrefi, and the Con- 
clufion of the greateft Empires; and 
the probable Caufes both of their Riie 
and Declenfion ; both of their Gran- 
deur,and their Ruin; How the haughtieft 
States and Kingdoms hare rofe and 
flourifh'd, from the humbleft and moft 
uncultivated Simplicity of Life and 
Manners ; and how from thefe, being 
groily corrupted and depraved by Prof- 
perity and Luxury, they have gradually 
declined, and totally perilhed. It is 
Hiftory that furnifhes us with Exam- 
ples of all Kinds, and all Qualities, 
whether indifferent, vicious, or virtu- 
ous ; that ftrikes the deepeft Impref- 
lions on thofe, who are, cohf<^ious of 
its tranfmitting the >f[emojrs of thpir 
own Management to Pofterity; that 
encourages good Men in Power to be 
ilill more ulefiil, and often makes evil 
ones lefs hurtful to Mankind ; while 
ioth confider, that their Deeds will 
be foon viewed by theEyesof (he whole 
World, and Ages to come the Judges, 

"'Vl»o 
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who afe either to crown them with 
UQ&ding HohourSj or brand them with 
indelible Ignominy. 

It is prefum'd that moft of thefe 
ReileiSions are relative to fuch Writ- 
ings as give . us an Account of the 
Lives of particular great Men, who 
have been remarkable for the high 
Stations they have fill'd, and the great 
Scenes of publick, extraordinary AffairS) 
ia which they have been engaged; 
And therefore we fliall make this Appli- 
cation, That when Perfons, who prefide 
in any Nation at the Head of publick 
Bufinefi, read the Tran(a<£tions of thofe 
who have moved before them in the like 
Sphere,they muft make a proportionably 
l&ctoger Impreffion on their Minds, 
as they have a more itnmediate Relation 
to their Conduflsj The Charader of a 
bad MiniftCT, ftigmatiz'd in Hiftory 
for giving fuch CounfelS) and purfuing 
fuch Meafures; as were moft injuriotis 
to the publick Good, muft have a Ten- 
dency in it to deter all that are in the 
fame high Trufts, from a fliameful Mif- 
a, application 
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appiication of thtir Talents, and a >rfle 
Perverfion and Abufe of theit PAwisf t 
Becaufe the fame corrupt Principles ind 
Praftices muft cdnftqaently in time 
render theLivfes of fifch Men eijually de^ 
teftable and reproachful.- As, on llM 
contrary, the Life of a gooS kCiftftir, 
who was ever heartily zedoiB ilifeAlflg 
the Welfare of his Countty^ artd "««■«!• » 
aaive in promoting it, and who h^ 
attain'd a Portion of Gloi^ ade^Sfe W 
the Merits of his Services, will help 'toiit^ 
fufe into the Hearts of others fuCh Sft 
Emulation to follo^* his great Etaifl'- 
pie, as may make f hdf Chjftaa»fi 
hereafter meet with the faffie Eft««ij^ 
and fliine with the fame Lsftre. - 

The Time Cardinal ^o^ li«d in 
was very remarkable for Bftiiy great dftd 
extraordinary Events j fo that, 15 fdrt» 
a true Judgment of the-fep ScheMes 
;and extenfive Views 'of ft) penetrat- 
ing a Genius, efpecialiy when he arrive* 
■to be Prime MiniJiir^'VK iire ti^Only -t* 
confider his (Condudb, ^w^th regard 16 
-Affairs at Home, hut -alfo to- -the 
Situation of Things Abroad, which a 
Mini- 
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Minifter certainly fhould be well 
acquaintsd with, and have a Arid 
%e t« i becauft the Welfere of one 
^Mon can eever he rightly eftablilh'd 
lM«|>epdsnt <i the Felicity of others. 

Bpt, tn Ktum to our prefent Un- 
dntakit^, no Cve has been wanting 
tencolled fr^ aittient Records, Manu- 
scripts, and Hiftorians, the Material; 
to compofe a full Hiftory of this high 
Prelate and moft illuftrious Minifter, 
»od pi the Times in which he lived. 

It is probable fome may objed, that 
the Infemoji of that antientand curious 
Hfifiory of .the Cardinal, wrote by Mr. 
Caaendijb, will make inany Parts of 
this Hiflory of him a needlefs Repe- 
tition : To which we Anfwer, that his is 
inierted by itfelf, by way of Notes, and 
not intermixed with this in the Body 
of the Text : So that, by giving Mr. Ca- 
vaidijh'% Hiftory intire, the -Reader may 
fee, in the Courfe of this Work, the 
jiew Difcavjeries that have been made 
fince his Time, both in refpeift to ^;he 
Cardinal's Puilick znd Private Capa-

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Nor did we think it neceffiiry to 
confine ourfelves fo entirely to the Hi- 
ftory of the Life and Times of the Car' 
dinal, as not to introduce, here and there, 
a.Jhort Account of the Lives of feveral 
eminent Men, his Cotemforaries ; for 
thefe we conceived, as they were no un- 
natural, would confequently be no un- 
pleafing Digreffions j but rather prove 
fo many Reliefs to the Attention of the 
Header, which tires when it is confhuit- 
ly purfuing the fame Traft ; but, by 
making now and then an Excurfion, 
is refreflied and entertain'd with fome 
new, unexpefted Profpefl ;,and there- 
fore returns with fo much the more 
Pleafure to the Path, from which it 
had been diverted. 

The' the general Afiairt of Europe 
are interfperfed with thofe of England, 
Scotland and Ireland ; yet, as we have 
kept ftrialy to Order of Time, and 
placed the Date of the Year in the Marr- 
gin, the Reader will not be at a loft 
for the particular Period treated of 

If it fhould be asked, why we write 
tbs H'flory of fhe L'fe and fitnes of (iis 
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memorable Statefman, after the former 
had been penn'd by fo learned a Man, 
and polite a Writer, 3s Dr. Fiddes f we 
anfwer, firft, becaufe the Doilor him- 
felf feemed to hint, that the Hiftory of 
the AiTairs of Europe ought to accont- 
pany that of the Life of the Cardinal ;' 
which Defefl we have here attempted to 
fupply : And next, That we have met 
with feveral Pieces relating to Him, 
which the Dofior, we prefume, had 
never leen ; and with many Au- 
thentic Circumftances, that are of Mo- 
ment, and have a Tendency to refcue 
his, and ofher CharaSers from thofc 
unfiiir Mifreprefentations, under which 
they have long laboured, through the 
Negligence of fome Writers, or the Par- 
tiality of others, who have given too 
much into the common Traft of Preju- 
dices, without a juft Regard to real hif^ 
toricalTruth. Whether, on the other hand, 
we have been as partial in fevouring, as 
they have been fevere in cenfuring ; or, 
whether we have kept clear of all unrea- 
fonable, and unjuft Prejudices and Pre- 
pofleffions, muft be left to the Judg^ 
went 
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jpent of fuch Readersj «s ate thna&lvea 
void of them. 

It is ^ QuaJi&^tion moft iodifpfnlk-r 
bly tequifite m »n Hifloimq, that h« b* 
a Writer of Truth, to mrhich im ot>ght 
always to p»y theftriaeft Regvd in c-r 
very tiling he relates \ that he hav* aa 
Prgudice to byafs him, either for or .a-r 
gainft die Perfon whofe Hiitery he is 
writing ; that he have not the leaft 
Inclination, either to difguife his Viots, 
or to diminiih his Virtues ; either to 
contrad or leiTen his Merit, ix %a msg-^ 
nify and ftretch it beyond its juft Pro:* 
portion. It is thro' this Medijim we have 
endeavoured to fteer in compiling xhis 
Hiftory. 

For we declare with Mr.£&6ar^, " That 
" we have ufed our beft Endeavours to 
^' follow the ftria Rules of Sincaity 
" and Judgment,the two fupeliorGuides 
" to an Hiftorian. As to the former, 
" which includes or implies Impartial 
" lity, we may infill upon that without 
" the Breach of Modefty, and declare 
" that we are not confcious to ourfelvcs 
" of any Deviation from Truth and real 
" " "■"'*<"Faa. 
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" Fad. We are fenfible of the mighty 
" Difficulty in fome Cafes of discovering 
♦' Truth, and of knowing it when it 
" is dilcovercd ; and therefore beg that 
« feme Allowances- may be made. Fot 
" a ftria Impartiality is fo rare a Qua- 
" lity in foaie Writers of Hiftory, that 
« ifliny are 1-eSdy To think, that an im:- 
" partial Hiftorkft is not a Man to be 
" found in the World ; and fome car- 
■»* rj>- it furflia-, idd^fay, that, confider- 
" ing human infirmities, it is impofli- 
^' bie to be really impartial. But; while 
^' there are fuch -dungs vin the iW^ld 
'''■as "RbA attd HefAtfty, 'virtdoubted- 
»< Ty there may be an itapaVtial 'Hifto- 
^' -i^a, as well as, an irafxutial Judge,

— Rapin, fTolfef v/as aCIergyinan eminent for 
his Merit, tho' but a Butcher's Son of Ipfivich.—'DA- 
NiEL, Hiftory reprefents Thomas Wolfey to us as one 
of the mofl: vain, moft ambitious, moft wicked, and^ 
at the fame time, one of the ^bleft Men of iiis Age ; 
he was of very mean Birth, but his Genius and Ma- 
nagement raifed him.— Campion, He was a Man 
undoubtedly bom to Honour, fome Prince's Baftard» 
no Butcher's Son. — Echard, This extraordinary 
Perlbn was Son to an honeft poor Man of Jpfivicbi 
— Salmon, ff^ol/ey. was. a Clergyman of a fprightly 
Genius.— Biftiop BurNet does not mention Welfe/i 
Original •, he tells us, as a Minifter, Weljej was a very 
extraordinary Perfon ; but, as a Churchman, he was 

the Difgrace of his Profeffion.— Wood ob—

* his Time, as well as before and after

* were prodigious, and it mufl: be owned he wanted 

* not a Senfe of his own Sufficiency, and therefore his 

* Demeanour and Management of himfclf were fuch. 

* as were more fitted to the Greatnefs of his Mind 

* and his Fortune, than to the Meannefs of his Birth. 

* Many Hiftorians of that Time, whether out of Envy 

* of his Order, or Contempt of his Birth, or Hatred of 
*' his Rehgion, have not been very favourable to hi» 
' Fame i arid the traditionary Reporters fmce, who 

* have pretended to an exaft Account of his Actions, 
*- have, upon too flight Enquiries, and with too great 

* Confidence, tranfcribed the former Narratives : So 

* that we yet want an atad and feithfiil Hiftory of 

* thp gioceft, nuA w^h» and moft difinterefted 
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* Qergynan of thu Age.'*^The great Lord Bacon 
<^>es not, in his Hiftoiy of Hemy the VUth, mention 
Wolfey'^ Parents ; but only Jays, Wolf^ was Chaplain, 
and employed by Hemy the Vllth. The various Ac- 
counts, that bate been givfti of Wolfey'^ Origin^, occa- 
fioned «ie of out E^l^ Pt>ets to make the following 
witty Remark :

' lity he had neither Brother nor Sifter then living, 

* there being no mention of other Children, nor the 
^ leaft Provifion made in the Will for any.' 

It is now generally believed, from what Dr. Fiddes 
has advanced, that this Robert was IVolfey'% Father j if 
fo, and we refleft that he was feized of feveral 
Eftates, which, at tiiat Time in the PoQeflion of a Ple- 
beian, were veiy confiderable, we may infer, Weljef^ 
Father was not ib pc;.;- and mean as reprefentcd, nor 
do we find any or... got-d Authority that proves him a 
Putcher's Son ; for, if wi; compare the Accounts of feveral 
Authors, that have wrote concerning Wolfy's Original 
(ibme of which we have before mentioned) with what 
yife have tranfcribed from Dr. Fiddes-, it feems reafonable 
to believe, that ;hofe Authors have taken up their Ac- 
j:ounts one frpm the other, without examining into the 
Juftnefs of the Relation. In fine, upon a new and 
ftrift Enquiry, feveral Gentlemen in Suffolk are of 
Opinion, that PFol/ey's Father was in truth a reputa- 
ble Grazier in the Town of Ij>fwick, and not a 
Butcher, and poor, as ipany have aflerted. 

But could the Relators, who have reported If^olfy 
as a poor Butcher's Spn, fupport what they have al- 
iedgcd by fome good Authority, it was highly com- 
mendable in his Father, that he encouraged his Son'? 
|p?I^pon for Leaniing, by fending him to School, 
. inftcwj 
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inftead of putting him to a mean Trade, the latter 
being the moft natural to be expeded from a Perfoa 
in fo low a Station. 

However it is agreed, after ^olf^ had been at a 
Grammar School, he was fent to Oxford, and pkced 
in Magdalm College, feftious for breeding Men 
of found Learning. Here H^Blfey, at Fifteen, was 
made Batchelor of Am, and from thence called 
the Boy Batibelor ; he was foon dilKnguilhed in that 
Univerfity for the extraordinary Progrefs he had made 
in Logick and Philofophy, nor was he lefs remarkable 
for his Learning in Divinity, which he principally ac- 
quired by early reading the Works of "Thomas Aquinas. 

For the prefent, we fhaJI leaVe Wolfey at Oxford to 
purfue his Studies, and lay before die Reader the 
Hiftory of the Affairs of E^ope from the Death of 
Edward the IVth, incerfperfed with ft^olfey's Life ro 
the End of the Reign of Henry the Vllth ; and from 
ithat Peritxl we intend to continue the Remainder of the 
"Work, by way of Annals, to the Cardinal's Death. 

Edward the IVth died on the i ith of 
T4.8J. Jfairi ^il^ 1483, and was fucceeded by his 
iSis* «^^^ S°" Edward the Vth, at the Age 
ytb. of twelve Years, but was never crowned, 

being foon removed by the wicked Prafti- 
ccs of his ambitious Uncle Richard, furnamed Croueb- 
hacki Duke of Gloucefter. As he had only two Ne- 
phews, this King, and Richard his Brother, in the 
way to bar him of the Crown, he immediately formed 
a Projeift to get rid of them both. Firft, he got the 
Proteftorihip from the Lord Rivers, the King's Uncle 
by the Mother's Side, whom he feized, and fent hiixi^ 
with the Lord Grey and two Knights, Prifoncrs to 
Ponlefra^ Caftle, and placed his own Creatures abouf 
the King. Next, he got. into his Ckitches Richard, 
the King's Brother. (It is true, the Queen his Mother 
■with great Relin5tancy parted with him.) Having 
thus mr fucceeded m his wicked Defign, to blind the 
-■ -^ -„ People, 
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People, he ft»thwith gave Orders for the King's Coro- 
BUion. In the mean time be fecretly contrived with 
the Duke oi BttcHn^ham to fix the Crown upon his own 
Head, and for that Purpx^e he took c»re to difmifs all 
the oid Minifteis from their Pofe, except the Lord 
Hijtii^s, who was continued Lord Chamberlain, tho' he 
foet)c^«d. him to be a faft Friend to the King. After he 
bad modeU^l the Council to his Liking, he prevailed 
«i them to cenfent, that the Earl of Rivers, and the 
Kft ftf the Prifoners at PvMtfraSl Cattle Ihoiild lofc 
their Heads : Acceniingly an Order was fent down to 
Sir RkBard MadiUffe, the Governor, to fee the Execu- 
tion performed. 

A few Days after, Richard called a lecret Council of 
hii Creatures, who agreed in Opinion, that the Pfoteftor 
would more e^dyfucceed in his Projeft, in cafe he could 
draw the Lord Hidings from the King's Intcrefts i butj 
he being found immoveable, his Ruin was refolved on; 
and effefted in tiie following Manner. A Council was 
hcW on the 13th ofjime in the Tower, where Haftings 
attended, and Gloueefier came to them about Nine in 
the Mbming, feeined extremely merry, and foon left 
(he Room, defiring they would proceed in their Con- 
foltatiom without him. Aboat an Hour alter he re- 
turned frowning, and a time remained filent ^ an(l 
when he fpoke, he demanded in an angry Tone, }Vhat 
Pimijbmttit ihey defefuei., who bad conjpirtd agamft bis 
life ? It was anfwered. They ought to be punifhed 
^5 Trayrors. Gloueefier then named the Queen and 
Shor^^ Wife as the principal Parties concerned." Har 
ftmgs (who had taken the latter to his Bed) replied, 
Jf $hey bled hem gttilty ef futb PraSfices they deftrved to 
be fiveretf ■puniJhed.^jSi^ thea anfwer me ■arilb Ifs md 
/iiidft fays the Ptoteiaor. Itell /bee they are guilty, 
and that I will make it good upon tby Sodf, Traytitr i 
GktK^ir bad no fooner uttered the kft EScpreffion, 
than a Gly oi Treafon was heard without, anci a Com- 
pany of arnjed Men ruffied into^hc Council phant- 
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.ber, one of whom wounded the Lord Stanlrf. Th^ 
the ErotC(9:or ordered Haftings, Sutnkfy the Archbi- 
ihop oiTerk, and the Bifhop of is/r* to be taken into 
Cultody, and, leaving the Council Chamber abrapd^, 
<lcclared. He would not dine dll Hqftmgs's Head was 
.ftmck off. In brief, he was hurried to the Tewer- 
^eetiy and, being allowed only Time to make a Ihoit 
Confeflion to a Prieft, was there beheaded, at the 
■very Inftani the Earl of Rivers^ ^e Lord Grey^ and 
others, were executed at Ponte/ra3, in the £uQe illegal 
Manner ; to whofe Dea^ the Lord Ha/iings had 
I confented, which occafioned Sir Walter BaUigb to fay, 

* That a greater Judgment than this upon Hayings he 

* had never obfervcd in Story.' 

Cloucefter^ the better to put a Colour upon the 
^barous Murder oiHafih^Sy as foon as he haa dined, 
fent in all Halte for feveral fubftantial Qnzens to 
come to -him in the Tower; and, againft their Com- 
jng, he and Jiis Agent Buckingham hamefled them- 
ielves in old rufty Armour, as tho' fome fudden wid 
imminent Danger had neceflitaced them thereunto for 
their own Defence : When the Cidzens were introduced, 
Jie told them, ' That the Lord Hafiiugs, and others c^ 
** his Party had formed a Plot, to deftroy him and Btuk- 

* ingham that Forenoon as they iat at Council ; that 

* he had not the lead Notice of it rill Ten of die 

* Clock the lame Day i and, to prevent fo dangerous 

* a Confpiracy taking place, he hadcaufedi/i^/ffjr/s 

* Head to be ilruck.off.' The Citizens were greatly 
furprized at hearing what his Highnefs related, ex~ 
prefled their Joy to find him fafe, and congratulated 
jiim upon hw difcovering the Confpiracy : Which. 
<GlouceJler received with inany Thanks; afterwards 
idiey retired to their relpei^jvc Houfes. Rkbard, the 
letter to perfuade the Feeble inra a Belief of the Con- 
fpiracy, caufed an Herdd at Arms to proclaim it 
dutiugh the City, and commanded the Sheriff of 
Xas^n to repair to^ori^ Sbcrt?% H(»ife^ and dilpoirels 
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her of aU her Effefts ; and at kft procured the Bh 
Ihop to make her do Penance, for her former Dal- 
liance with Edward the IVth. 

Thefe fudden and violent Proceedings fo terrified 
both the Nobility and Gentry, that no one durft move 
his Head or Tongye againft the Adminiftration. Ri-- 
cbard now thought it a proper Time to declare, that 
he had a Title to the Crown j which he had no 
iboner done, but Buckingham prefled him to moUnt 
the Throne, and took upon himlelf to manage ihet 
Citizens of London, which he fo elFeftually did, that 
thro' his Artilice they were drawn in at laft to aeknpw 
ledge i?/c;&flr<^ King of England; and, at the fame 
time, the late King and his Ifllie were rcprefcntcd 
to the People as fpurious : So that the young King 
reigned but three Months, and, during moft part of 
that Time he and his Brother Richard, Duke of Terk, 
continued in the Tower, and ibon after they fell a 
Viftim to their cruel Uncle. 

iJifiarf/ the Illd, pretending a Right to Richard : 
the Crown both by Defcentand the Elec- '''"II". 
tion of the People, was proclaimed King ^ ^' 
oh the 22d of June. He began his Reign in grant-- 
ing a general Pardon to his Subjefls, very few ex-- 
cepted ; iat once in the Court of King' s-Bencb, and 
ord^ned the Knights of the Bath; the Lord Stan-^ 
ley he not only kt at Liberty, but made him 
Steward of his Houlhold 1 Morton, Bilhop of Ely, he 
caufed to be delivered into the Cuftody of the Duke 
of Buckingham, who fent him to his Houfe at Breck- 
nock. On the 6th of July he was crowned at IVeft- 
tninfter, in greater State than any King had been be- 
fore him 1 nor did there appear a Murmur or melan- 
choly Look to interrupt the Solemnity : After which 
AmbalTadors were fent Abroad to different Courts to 
notify his Accefiion to the Throne. 

When Y^m^ Edward was told, by-one of Glou- 
cefier'z Creatures, that his Uncle had left the Tide

and othprs with him, go in and out of that Place, 
either h^ Day bt by Night, as he ifaodd requeft. 
"When this Point was ftttfcd, Tyrrell employed two 
Wretches under him, A£its Forejl, one of the PcT&m^% 
that attended, or rathe^ guarded the young Princes, 
and Jelw Dighisn, his Horfe-kecper : Theft Villains 
foon learnt the Fart they were to ad, and, according 
to fyrreW^ Directions, entered the IVinces Chamber 
about Midnight, where, finding them aOeep, they 
wrapped them up in then- Bed-clothci, and ftifled them. - 
Thus retumed their innocent Souls into the Hands 
of God, &Qm whom they received them, and were, as 
fbme fay, buried by the Murderers under the Stain in 
the Slruwr ; but, as others relate, they were rolled up 
in L^ad, put into a Coffin fiill of Holes, and thrown 
iQto tovier-dittb. 

As foon as i^ic^t^ was informed, that die Childrea 
were difpacched, he caufed ic to be fpread abroad, that 
they died fuddenly ; but there were none, even at that 
Time, that believed any other, than that they were 
deflroyed, tho' they did not know in what Manner. 
The Queen and her Frjead^ greatly bewailed their un- 
timely. 
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liificly End, and cried to God for Vengeance on 
the Murderers.* A Reverend and Learned Divine,i- 
on a like Occafion* breaks out into thefe Expref 
fions. 
Findhm^ ye ASnjfters ofVmgeanct., find 
The ^hir^er, in Mercy to Mankind. 
O Earth difcover him ! ye rolling Floods 
Tell it in Murmurs -, hide him net ye IFoods. 
The Earth is burthen^ d till he meets his Fate, 
jind groans and labours with the Villain's IVeight. 
Behold the Goody the Pious, and the Fair, 
— ■ ■ flung' d in deepDeJpair. 

After the Tragedy we have been fpeaking of was 
performed, Richard repaired to Gkucefier, accompa- 
nied by the Duke of Buckingham, where they feem- 
ingly appeared to be the fame intimate Friends as 
before. When the King left GlouceJ^er, Buckingham 
retired to his Houfe at Brecknock. From tliat Time 
the Duke conceived a great Difpleafurc againft the 
King, the Caufe whereof is differently afcribed by 
Hifhirians. As foon as the Duke came home, he en- 
tered into Difcourfc with the Bifiiop of Ely concern- 
ing the State of Affairs, and dcfired him to fpeak his 
Mind freely i on which the Bifhop in general aniwered, 

* He loved not to talk with Princes, for that it was 

* not very fafe fo to do, fince the Words that are 

* fpoken,- tho' they be innocent in thcmfelves, yet 
' they may be taken in what Senfe the Prince pleafes 

* to confhue them to the Deftruftion of the Speaker.* 

In fliort, before the Bilhop quitted thf; Duke's 
Company, he perceived, that he had harboured an 
irrecondleable Enmity ^ainft the Ufurper, He thea 
delivered himfelf freely, and endeavoured to render

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the Tyrant as odious as poffible in his Eyes. The 
Biihop begged the Duke, ' for God and his Coun- 

* try's Sake, to contrive fome Way to rid the Na- 

* tion of lb barbarous a Prince, and reftore it to its 

* former Peace and. Tranquillity.' The Duke pro- 
mifed he would not be wanting thereb, and, to 
convince the Bifhop he was in earned, he entered in- 
to a Confederacy againft the King in Favour of //orry. 
Earl of Richmond, who was tlien in Srittairf, and 
claimed the Crown,* as Heir of the Houfe of Z.tf»- 
(qfier. Richard was foon informed, that the Duke 

. was plotting Mifchief againft him, whereupon he 
fent for Buckingham to Court, under Pretence he 
itood in great need of his Counfel : But his Grace, 
miftrufting his fmoodi Words, replied, ' He was fick- 

* ly, and not able to travel, and humbly defired to 

* be excufed ' Richard fent again, and commanded 
him to come. The Duke, feeing there was no put- 
piig hjm off any longer, fent this refolute Anfwcr, 

* That lie would not come to his mortal EJiemy.' 
As foon as Buckingham had returned this laft An- 
fwcr, he drew the Forces together, which himfclf 
^nd his Friends had privately lifted in ff^ales, and 
declared for the E^rl of Richmond i He marched at 
their Head towards Salijbury, intending (o have 
paffed into Confjial, where he expefted he flioqld 
have met the Earl. At the fame Time other No-

any of the other Party arrived, broke up their Camp, 
and left the Duke to fliift for himfelf ; which, when 
the reft of the Confederates undcrftood, they likewife 
difperfed tfaemfelves. The Duke in Difguife got 
p) his Servant Batif/ier's Houfe near Sbrewjintry, where 
he thought himfelf fafe ; but Richard, upon the 
Duke's Flight, iiruedaProclamation,pPomifingiooo/. 
Reward to any one that would difcover him ; and 
BtmifieTy for the Sake of the Reward, bafely betrayed 
his Mafter into his Enemy's Hands, who caufed his 
Head to be cut off wirfiout any Trial, or Ihew- 
jng the fcaft Regard to his former Services. On this, 
Klhop Morten made his Efcape into Sriiiafry. 

Whilft Buckingbem was acting fOr thtt Earl of Rich- 
Mojid in England, the Earl obtained fo much Credit 
with the Duke of Brittany, that he was pleafed not 
<mly to grant him his Liberty, (which he had been for 
fome time deprived of) but alfo Affiftance, (fo as to 
enable him to pafs into Ei^land) confifting of 15 
Veffels, and 5000 Men, with which Forces he de- 
parted from St. Mala on the 12th of OSeher. 
In his Paflage he met with a violent Storm, whereir^ 
he had like to have perilhed : This Accident 
was the Means of laving his Life ; for {Richard hav- 
ing difcovcred Buckittgham's Confpiracy, and difli- 
lated, the Earl's Party in England) if he had I^ided, 
he would, in all Probability, have fallen into his 
I^ands. 

On his Return he put in at Dieppe, and went by 
Land to Brittair^, where Matters were greatly altered 
with Tefpefl; to his Situation, tho* they had ftill the 
^tne outward Appearance ; for Richard, upon this 
Occafion, fent an Agent into Brittofy, where he fo 
' ' ■ € well 
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well afted his Part, that he prevailed with Lam. 
the Duke's chief Minifter, upon certain Conditit 
Xa deliver the Ear] up^ but, juftas he was at 
Point of doing it, Mn-ten, Bilhop of Ely, accic 
tally difcovercd the Plot, and gave him ] 
tice of it, who, upon receiving this cxtraordir 
News, immediately <juitted Remus, the Place of 
Refidence, in Dilguife, and gained the Frontier 
Frame. So lucky was his Efcape, that he had 
been mifling above an Hour, before Landeis 
Troops after him with Orders to feize him. B. 
mend foon after repaired to the Court of Fru 
where he was gracioufly received by King Cfc 
the Vlllth i and with this memorable Event 
Ihall conclude the Year 1483.

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After the Earl had been fame Time at the 3,^ 
Irencb Court, he received AffuranceB from 
England^ that liis Party had recovered their loft Spi- 
rits, were greatly encreafed, and that the King, by 
Jiis cruel Proceedings, rendered himfelf every Day 
more odious to his People than before, which en- 
couraged the Earl, in the Beginning of this Year, 
to fodHcit the Court of France for Affiftancc, and 
with much Difficulty he obtained an Aid of between 
two and 3000 Men, with ibme Veflels 1 but, before he 
could get Matters ripe for his intended Expedition, ic 
was the End of Jufy. 

On the firft of Augufi he fet Sail from i/<jf «, and 
foon arrived at Milford-haven in ^ales, where his 
Adherents came in great Numbers to join him. At 
.this Place he muftered his Army, and from thence 
itiarched t6 Shrewjbwj in the following Order. 

fliarypl*^^^'*^ Archers in the Front, of whom he 
made Captwn To*" Earl of Oxford, gave the Com- 
Inai^ of the right Wing to Sir Gilbgrt Talhet, and 
the left to Sir John Savage, referving to himfelf, and 
the Earl of Pembroke^ the Command of the whole. 
Army. 

In the mean time the Lord Stanley, and Sir Pf^lliam, 
his Brother, were employed in vaifing Forces in War- 
wickjbire, under a Shew of fiipporting the King's 
Intereft: ; but the Stanleys real Defign was to aflift the 
ElarlinhisPretenfionstotheCrown, which they tocJc 
care to let him know before he quitted France. 
From Shrewsbury the Farl marched to Litchfield, and 
Was there received as King. 

Richard kept his Court at Nottingham. When the 
Earl landed in IVaks his Forces were rcprefented to 
him as very inconfiderable, and unprovided, of all 
Things neceflary for the Enterprize, wliich occafioned 
the King to fay, * That he looked upon h.asa mere 

• Trifle, hot worthy to be minded 1 that the Earl was 

* mifled and childiih in atten^ting the Conqueft of 

C a „..,. ,^HK^("cJi 
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' fuch a Kingdom with fo thin and defpicable an^ 
' Anny ; and that, when it came to the Point, diat 

* he Ihould be compelled to fight againfl: hia Will, he 

* would be either taken alive, or flain in the Field.* 
Richard was anfwered by fome of his Friends* who 
looked upon the Earl's Expedition in a quite different 
Light, ' That great Things were often attemptol with 
' fmall Beginnings ; that this War, which he thought 
*' fo inconfiderable now, might, if negledl:ed» grow 
' greater, and prove more fetal than he imagined.' 

Richard was roufed at this Reply, and inftantly 
writ to the Duke of Norfolk^ the Earl of Surry, 
Catejhy^ and feveral other Noblemen and Gendemen, 
whom he thought he could truft, dire£Hng them to 
raife all the Forces they could, and repair to him forth- 
with. Soon after he received the unwelcome News, 
that the Earl was advanced beyond Shrewshcry, in- 

. tending to march direftly to London, Richard was 
fo grieved and enraged, that he imprecated Vengeance 
upon thofe, who, contrary to their Oaths and Promi- 
fes, had thus deceived him ; and became fo diftruftful 
of others, that he refolved to advance againft his Ri- 
val himfelf, immediately fent away fome to learn 
where he was, and obferve his Motions ; and under- 

' ftanding by them, that the Earl was incamped at 
Litchfieldy he advanced towards him in the Manner fol- 
lowing . Firft, he caufed his Men to advance four and 
four in a Rank ; after them the Carriages, then his Sa- 
tellites and Yeomen of the Crown, who being all 
pafled, himfelf, with a frowning Countenance, and 
dreadfiil Afpefl, mounted on a ftately white Courier, 
followed with his Footmen ; the Wings of his Horfe- 
men ranging themfelves on each Side of him ; he 
came to Leicefter on the 2 ill oi Augujl, about Sun-fet, 
and entered the Town in great Pomp and Splendor. 

Henry, hearing of Richards Refolution, niifed his 
Camp, and marched towards him ; and in his Progrefs met 
with an odd Adventure. The IjdidStsnley had promifed 
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*) aflift ihe Earl j but, as he had not heard from 
iiim fince his Arrival in England^ all of a fudden he 
became melancholy and penfive, mufing with himfi:lf 
as hd paffed on, what was belt to be done ; and lin- 
gered fo long behind, that, by Reafon of his Diftance 
from che.Anny, and the Darknefs of the Night, he 
could not fee which Way to follow them. Where- 
upon, afwr he had ip vain wandered feyeral Ways, 
in Hopes of fiiiding .them, he retired to a little Vil- 
l^e, -about three Miles from his Armj^, accompanied 
oaly with three Horfemen, where he tarried all Night, 
not daring to aflt any QyeftJons, left he Ihould be dif- 
covered and betray©! ; nor was he lels pci'plexed in 
the Morjiing, for fear of being intercepted by fome 
of Rkhar£& Scouts j and, in the Interim, his Friends 
were as much amazed and troubled at his Abfence as 
himfeU; 

The Earl gettii^ fafe to his Camp, his princi- 
pal ■ Officers congratulated him upon his Return 
in Safety ; but he prudently concealed the red 
Caufc of his flaying beh/nd ; telling them, ' That 
' he went, out of the Way on purpofe to hear glad 
' Tidings from his Friends.' In his March he 
received a Letter from the Lord Staydey, where- 
in he acquainted him where he was, and renewed his 
former Proinife, which was fo acceptable to the 
Earl, that that Evening he again left his Army, and 
prii^tely met the I^nl Stanley^ in a Utde Field near 
the Town of Jtherjiime in JVarwickpire. After mu- 
tual Embraces, the Earl confuked with him in refpeA 
lo giving iycWJBattle, and then parted. 

Richard flayed but one Night at Leicejler, conti- 
miing his March till he came near Bofwortb ; where, 
receiving Advice that the Enemy was, not far off, he 
drew up his Army in a fine Plain, and there made a 
Stand;, and about the fame Time the Eari of Rich- 
mmtd entered die fame Plain, and drew op his Army 
iij Battle Array, 

. ■' ■ C 3 , ' ' ;WhUe 
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While thefe Armies flood viewing each other, the 
Lord Stanley and his Brother appeared, and pofted 
their Troops between both, which gave Richmond no 
Uneafinefs, by reafon he had been fully fatisfied, 
that they would fupport him \ which the King was 
ignorant of; and, believing that the Stanleys were 
in his Intereft, fent to Lord Stanley to joiit 
him, who anfwered. He wmfd come wbtn be fava 
jit. This Anfwer difpleafed the King> who now 
looked upon Stanley as his Enemy ; therefore was 
for taking immediate Revenge, by cutting off 
his Son's Head, (who was then in his Camp, hav- 
ing been delivered to Richard as a Pledge for his 
Father's Fidelity) but, as the two Armies were fo ncaf 
(each other, fome of Richard's Friends begged him 
not to do it J and told him, no Time was to be loft 
in taking a private Revenge, Matters of greater Con- 
fequence being then depending. In fine, he took their 
Advice, by which Means this yout^ * Lord's Life wa^ 
faved, and after the Battle hewas reftored to his Father. 

Between both Armies there was a ^at Nferfti, 
which the Earj kept on the left Hand, that it might 
defend him on that Side, and that he might have the 
Siin on his Back, which then of courfe would 1^ in 
fhe Face of his Enemy. ■' ■

In fhort, the Soldiers fliouted, and the King's Ar- 
chers couragoufly let fly their Arrows, no^ did the 
Earl's Bow-men fland idle, but returned them again 
with equal Furyj which being over, the Annies 
joined, and came to handy Strokes, wherein neither 
Sword nor Bill were fpared. The Earl alfo was 
fo vigoroufly ' ch^ged by Richard in Perfon, that 
Jii» Tnx^s began to give Ground, and himfelf 
was in no little Danger; The King, having 
difcovered him in the Field, rode direftly to him, 
and came fo near as to kill Sir ff^lliam Brandon^ his 
StMidard-bearer, and difinount Sir John Che^^np^y one 
of the ftrongeft Knights in the Earl's Army. 

Another Party of Rtchard^s Forces were deeply 
engaged with thole under the Command of the 
Earl of Oxford ; and, at that Inftanc, the Lord Stioh- 
Uy and his Brother falling upon the Flanks of the 
King's Army, Richard was obliged to quit the Earl, 
to give ffelh Orders to his Troops, who were put into 
Diforder by the Stanleys ; What was yet worfe, the 
Earl 1^ Ngrthimherland, who commanded one Wing of 
dje King's Army, proved falfe to him, and ordered his 
Men to throw down their Arms. Some of Ricbar^^ 
Friends, feeing how the Battle was like to go, brought 
htfn a fwjft Horfe, and perfuaded him to fave himfelf 
by Fiig^ i to which he anfwered, ' No ; I will not 

* fly i for I am refolved diis Day ftiaU fiiiiih all Battles* 

* or elfe.i will flnilh my I^fe.' So, clofing his 
Helmet, he boldly rulhed among, the thickeft of his 
Enemies, and met with his Death, refufing to furviv« 
the Day, in which he f^^w himfelf fo generally aban- 
doned by his Subjefts, In this one Point Ricbardkcpt 
Jiis Word i for, the Day before the Battle, he dc- 
(Uared to b^ Army, th^t he would cither carry the 
yi€i«y» ,or di? ^^n the Spot.

He entered the City of London on a Saturd^ } 
for, as he had otrtained the Viiftory on a Saturday, 
he accounted that Day of the Week as a Day profpe- 
roustohim. The Mayor, Aldermen, and Common- 
alty of the City received him at Sboreditch, and 
condufted him in great State to St. Paul's; from 
whence he proceeded to the Biihop o£ LondoH's Pa- 
lace, where he refided for fome Time.

Henry had not been long in London before he 
gave Dirci5tion for his Coronation. As it drew near, 
he took the Opportunity of dining with Cardinal 
SoueBkfy Archbifliop of Canterbury^ at Lambeth ; 
after Dinner he returned by Land over the Bridge to 
ihe Tower, where he made twelve Knights Bannerets ; 
and created Jajper, Earl of Pembroke, his Uncle, Duke 
of Bedford ; 'Thomas, Lord Stanley^ Earl of Derby % 
and Edward Grurtaey, Earl of Devofi/bire : Thefe 
he preferred before he was crowned ; when he alfo 
fettled his Privy Council, whereof the Earl of Ot^ord, 
Sir Reginald Bray, Sir John Q^eyney, Sir Richard Gail- 
ford. Sir "Thomas Lovell, with the Noblemen iaft men- 
tioned were Part. 

On the gdth of Oiiober he wk crowned at fV^- 
minfier^ by the Hands of the Archbifhop of Canter- 
imry. hmocent the Vlllth then fet in the Papal Chair ; 
Frederick the lUd was Emperor of Germarrf -, Charles the

As ibon as he was crowned (under ftetcncc of better 
fccuring his Eflate) he fliut up the Earl oiWarwiekm 
the Tower, which greatly lurprized the People in ge- 
neral. This young Prince was but fifteen Years of Age, 
and was Son and Heir to George Duke of Qareaee^ 
who was ftiBed in a Butt of Malm/ey. After dte Death 
of his Father, Edward the IVth, his Undr, caufed 
him to be CM^fiilly educated, and created him 
Earl of fVarwick. When Richard was on die Throne 
he ordered him to be confined ; but after the Uluu- 
Iper's Death the Eari hoped for better Treatment 
fmm his SucceObr, though it proved c*herwife i fia* 
fi) far was Henry from releafing him, that he caufed 
him to be more clofely confined ; nor was this all, for 
„.... .KH,.-K he 
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fie put this unhappy Prince to Death by the Hands, of • 
the *!feecutioner, whereby he afted more the Tyrant, 
than the Tyrant himfelt^ from whom he boafted to 
have delivered the Kingdom. 

On the 7th of Nbvemhr the Parlia- 
ment met J the firft Bufineft they pro- 
ceeded upon, was to pals an Ad: to re- 
cognize the King's Title*. This A£t 
was worded according to Henry's ex- 
prefi Direitions -, but, before it pafled 
it leems feveral had been returned Members, who 
were attainted of Treafbn, and- the Opinion of the 
Jodges was demanded, as to their Right of fitting, wJio 
determined. That tb^ could not lawfully Jit in the Houfty

The Commons, as fbon as they had paffed t 
for Recognizing Henry's Title to the Crown, pn 
an Addrefs to him, wherein they prayed his Ma 
make the Princefs Elrzabetb his Queen ; and wh 
King came to the Houfe of Peers to give the 
AiTcnt to the Aft, and was placed on the Throi 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal alfo addreffed h 
the fame EfFedt. To which he anlWered, wi 
own Mouth, * That he was content to proceed a 

* ing to the joint Defire and Requeft of his (wo I 
t of Parliament.' 

Thefe two grwd Points being thus fettled, th 
liament next proceeded to pafs an A&. to attair 
late Tyrant Riehardj with tjis Adherents i among i 
were the late Duke of Nerfolky the Earl of Surry 
XjorA Lovely Catejby^ and others of lelTer Not 
which Aft Richard is called by the Name of the '. 
. of OlsHcefier. 

The King had two Views in getting this Afl 
fed. Firft, to fatisfy hig Vengeahce upon iiis 
mies ; and next, to raife cpnfiderable Sums of M 
out of the Eftates of the Attamted.

Ac firft fctting out the King did not di&orer his 
natural Djipolidon ; for, as this was the Erft Parliament 
held in his Rei^, he did not think proper to demand 
any SuppHes, propofing thereby to insatiate himfclf 
with the People ; and, as Henry had in every refpeft 
detained the End he defired from the Meetbg of the 
Parliament, there being no ferther Bufinefi before 
them, they broke up. 

After the King had difmifled his Parliament, and filled 
his Differs out of the Eftates of the Attainted, he iffued a 
Proclamation, offering Pardon to all Perfons that had 
been concerned in any Plot ^ainft him, before he came 
to the Crown ; which had fo good an EifeA, that many 
came in, and took the Oaths of Alle^ance -, but others 
chofe to rem^ inSanifhiary, till the Charafter of the 
new King was more known. 

Hairy having thus exercifed his Regal Office as well 
by Afts of Severity as Mercy, the next StepJie took 
was to confer HonouTB upon fbme of his Companions 
in Exile i the Lord Chffmos he' created Earl of Bath i 
Sir Giles Dawbeney he raifed to the Dignity of a Peer ; 
Jie fliewed the like Favour to Sir Robert fFillougbiy, by 
creating him Lord Brooke; Edward Staffbrdhe reftored 
fip the Dignity of Duke oi Buckingham, forfeited by his 
Father's Attainder, a Kece of Juftice the King could 
not well refiife, fince that Lord's Father loft his Life, 
Title and |itate in ^ding Henry againft Richard. A 
fad Fan; attendee! this noble Family ■, Lord St^ord'% 
Great-grandfather, Humphry Duke of Buckingham, was 
killed at the Battle of St. ^an's ; his GrandMier, Hunt' 
fbry Duke of Bu(^ngbamf at Northampton j hia Father 
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was beheaded * ■, and all this they fuHcred thro' their 
aflifting the Houfe of Ijxncafier againft that of York. 

His Majefty kept his Chrifitms at his plealant Palace 
in Sbtine (now called RicimoTid.) Sir Jobn Denham 
hte thefc beautiful Lines in his Cooper's Hill, when he 
Jjxaks of die River that glides by it.

Aid he requefted \ andj as foon a^ he was placed on 
the Throne, he fent OUver King^ Archdeacon, of Ox- 
ford, as his EnVoy into Frahce^ with Money to pay 
King Charles for what he had expended on his AC' 
count } whereupon the Man^ue^ had Leare to return 
homcv 

He had not been long In Eftglandi before Henrf 
grew jealous of himj owing to fome Expreflions 
he unguardedly let drop in France, relating to 
Henty's Tide to the Crown ; But, being inform- 
ed of his Majefty's Drfpleafure, he fet out fw St, 
Edmondflmryi (where the King then was) with a De^ 
fign to attend his Majefty, andjuftify himfelf; Ori 
the Road he was arrefted by the Earl oi Oxford, and 
conveyed to ihe Towers even without being heard^ 
whet^ he remained ibme Time i by which the Mar- 
queis exchanged an eafy Confinement in Fraiue, c<j 
that of a rigorous one in England. 

Some little Time, before the King had i^led Money 
cut of the Eftates of his Enemies, he fene to the City 
of Londett to borrow 6000 Marks.: This Requeft at 
firft met with gj^at Difficulties, becaufe ^ Citizens 
were fearful, and all he could obtain was but 2000^ 
which he afterwards pumflually paid; This gav^ 
him fo much Credit in the City^ that they always rea^ 
dily lent the King Money whenever he defired it. 

About the End of this Year he called to his Coun-; 
cil his good Friend John Morton, Bjiliop of Efy, and 
Riehard Fos, who was afterwards Wolfy'% great Pa- 
tron, Fox the King made Keepeip Of his Privy Seal^ 
then Bifhop oi ExelCTi and a? lafl: he tTanflated hin^ 
to Wincbe/ier. Thefe two Prelates the King empIoye4 
in his moll importani CommilTions* Entbaffic?, pud 
D NegcK 
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Negotiations ; And he chofe to employ EcclefialHcks, 
becaufe they received no Money out of his Pocket, 
he having always Preferments in the Church to re- 
ward them for the Labour and Pains they took in his 
Service. 

J - Henry being now fixed on the Throne, 
^ and having fettled feveral important Affairs^ 
he bethought himlelf of his Promifc in refpeft to 
making the Princefs Elizabeth his Spoufe ; the 1 2th of 
January he fent for her to London^ and on the 1 8th he 
was married to her in publick, whereby the two 
Houfes of Tork and lAncaJier became united. 

Tho* this Marriage was fo acceptable to the People, 
that they made very extraordinary Rejoicings on the 
Occafion, it was by no means pleafing to the King : 
For it was perfedly againft the Grain, that he 
confummated it at all, and would have droj^ed 
her if he could, or durft have done it : But the fo- 
lemn Promifc he had made, and the Fondneis of 
the People of England for this Conjunftion, did not 
permit him to take fuch an imprudent Step ; becaufe 
every body was convinced, that the Reafon of his be- 
ing called over was to unite the Titles of the two 
Houfes, making but little Account of his Right, ab- 
(bafted irom that of Elizabeth's. Befides, he had a 
mortal Averfion to the whole Family of Tort, with- 
out excepting even the Queen his Confort, whom he 
confidered only as his Rival, and mortified hex in 
many Inftances. 

Firft, he did not marry her till near three Months 
after his Coronation, tho' he delayed it fo long f<M* 
no other Reafon, than that it (hould not be thought 
he ftepped into the Throne by Right of his Wife, 
or at leaft by Virtue of the Rights of the two 
Houfes blended together by this Union. Next, 
he did not confent to her Coronation till two Years 
afer their Marriage, and probably never would, 
if the Uiwafineis, which luch haijh Treatment of 
„.... ,^HH>xi. her 
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her created among the People, had not made him 
apprchenfive of the greatcft Inconveniences : For, 
though they were properly the Friends of the Houfe 
of 3^orit, who had placed him on the Throne, yet, 
when he had f<mnea a Resolution to reign by his 
own Right folely, he was fenfible how much they were 
againft it ; therefore, from that Time, could never 
rcpofe any Confidence in them. It was this Partiality 
for the Partizans of the Houfe of Lanc^er., that 
brought all thofe Troubles upon him, to which he was 
expofed during ahnoft his whole Reign : Whereas, if 
the King could have kept an Equilibrium between 
both Houfes, and have humoureci the Intentions of 
thofc who called him to the Crown, in all Probability 
his Reign would have been more quiet. 

However, as they were a-kin to each other from 
the third to the fourth D^ree of Confanguinity, 
he thought it needful to have a Difpenfation ; 
which the Bifhop of Imola, then the Pope's Nuncio in 
EHgloKd and Scetiand, with the Power of I^ate a 
Latere^ grwited him, by Virtue of an Authority 
vcfted in him for that Purpofe. But afterwards 
Henry, fearing there might be fome Flaw found 
in it, becaule it was not natural to think a King' 
and a Queen fliould be comprized in the Power 
given to a Legate, defired and obtained another Dif- 
penlation from the Pope himfelf ; but, becaufe this 
made no Mention of the former, and was dated like- 
wife after the Ccnfummation of the Marriage, he 
procured a third, which fijlly confirmed that he hael 
firft from the Nuncio. '■ 

This Difpeoiation being at laft <Atained in the 
Manner he defired, he took care to get, the Aft, 
for fecuring the Crown to himfelf and his Heirs, 
confirmed by a Bull from the Pope ; to accompjilh 
which he pixxluccd -no lefs. than four Tides to his 
Hotinefi, without giving the Preference to any 
one. Thefe were, firft, his Defcent from John of 
D a Gaunt, 
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Gaunt, Vukz o( Lancafier; fecond, his Marriage vich 
Elizabeth of Tori -, third, his Viftory at Bo^ertb ; 
and fourth, the above-mentioned Ao; of Parliament. 
Though thefc Titles feemed to corroborate one ano- 
ther, they only ferved to fhew in the ntein how du- 
bious he was with refpe6l to the Foundation of his 
Right i fincc he was not married at the Time of his 
Coronation, and the Aft of Setdement not being then 
paiM, he could only gro^n^ his Claim upon the firft 
and third of thofe Titles. 

Shortly after the Queen's ^ferriage William JVain- 
jUet, Bilhop of fVmchefiert died ; who was firft edu- 
cated at Winchefier School, then removed to Oxford % 
afterwards made School-mafter of fVinchefter, and 
Provoft of Eaton ; and, laftly, preferred to the See of 
fVincbefter in 1447. He likewife had committed to his 
Cuftody the Great Seal for feveral Years 5 but that which 
will always perpetuate his Memory, is the Founding of 
Magdalen College in Oxford, the Place where the great 
Cardinal JVolfe^y the chief Subjeft of our Hiftary, 
Was educated. This College, for Buildings and large 
Revenues, can be parallelled but by few in Europe. 
By Endowment it takes in forty Fellows, thirty De- 
mies, four Chaplains, eight Clerks, and fuctcen Cho- 
riftcrs. 

About this Time his Majcfty fent an Ambaflador 
to the Pope, to acquaint him, that now, hke another 
Mneas, he had paffed through the Flood of his for- 
mer Troid)Ies, and was arrived into a fafe Haven \ to 
thank his Holinefe for the Honour he had done him, 
by the Prefence of his Legate, at the Celebration of 
his Marriage ; and to declare to him, that both his 
Matter's Perfon, and the Forces of his King- 
dom, were ready upon all Occafions to do liim Ser- 
vice. 

The Embaflador being introduced to a puWick Au- 
dience of the Pope, in the Prefence of bis CarSnals, 
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in a florid Speech he fpoke to the different Points 
before mentioned ; which was fo well received, that 
his Holinefs immediately granted the King a very juft 
and honoursjjle Bull, regulating the Privilege of Sin£tu- 
aries in three Refpeds, to wit, 

* Firft, If any Sanftuary-man did, by Night, or 

* otherwife, get out of Sanifhiary privately, and com- 

* mit Mifchief and Trefpafs, and dien come in again, 

* he (hpuld lofe that Benefit for ever after. 

* Second, That though a Man was protected in the 

* Sanctuary, yet his Goods fhould be liable to his 

* Creditt)TS. 

* Third, That if any took Sanftuary in Cafes of 

* Treafon, the King (hould have Privilege to appoint 
' Keepers to watch the Party in Sanctuary.* 

Mr. Callier reports, that the King had not long 
received from the Pope the different Bulls we have 
been fpeaking of, before a Synod was held under 
the Archbilhop of Canttrlmy-, wherein, among other 
Tranfaftions, * feveral indifcreet and intemperate 

* Preachers were called to an account, for taking too 
' much liberty with their Biftiops, and making 

* themfelves popular, by declaiming agdnft them i 
' the London Clergy were likewife reprimanded for 

* frequenting publick Houfes, and appearing too ex- 

* penfive in their Habits.' 

Whilft Henry was bufy in fettling his Affairs at 
borne, his Envoy at Parti concluded with the Court 
of France a Truce for three Years. Some Hifto- 
rians aver, that Charles was the more ready to com- 
ply with the King's Requeft, for that he had formed 
3 Etefign K> conquer Briitatrf, which //mry was ig- 
norant of: Though the Truce feemed in al! Ap- 
pearance to be very advantageous to him, as, he 
was but lately placed on the Throne ■, for thereby he 
rendered himfelf more formidable to his domcftick 
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Enemies, who were deprived of any Hopes of Afiif^ 
tance from France. 

. Having carried this Point, he again thought 
of his Friends, by Ihewing farther Marks of Royal 
Favour to the Earl of Derk^y and Sir IViUiam StattUy^ 
his Brother ; the Eari he made High Qinftabk, and Sir 
H^illiam hb I^rd Cbamierlain. Thefe, of all the great 
Men in the Kingdom, were the two Peribns the King 
was moft indebted to ; fince, as all agree, they ena- 
bled him to obtain the Viilory at Bejivsriir, which 
procured him the Crown. 

Though the King had happily attained his Ends, 
with refpeft to the Aft of Settlement and Succeflion, 
he knew what the Parliament had done was not agree- 
able to the People in general, which made him ftill 
uneafy : He alfo well knew, that the Houfe of Tork 
had moft Adherents in the Northern Counties, which 

?ut him upon going into the North, m Hopes that his 
'refence, with fome Afts of Grace ■ and Favour, 
might produce a good Eflcit. With that View he 
departed fixsm Londm about two Months after his 
Marriage, and kept his Eafter at Lincoln -, and was 
there informed, that the Ijord Lovell^ and others of 
the late Tyrant Richards Party were in Arms in the 
Norib : However, he conrinucd his Journey to Tori, 
where he rwfed fome Forces, purpoCng to go in 
Perfon againft the Rebels. In the mean Time the 
Duke of Bedford^ *ith the Troops under his Com^ 
mand, came up with them ; and the firft Thing he 
did was to proclaim a Pardon to all thofe that in- 
flantly l^d down their Arms, which had the dc» 
fired EfFc(5t, feveral of them fubmitting ; (the Lord 
Lovelly for fear of being delivered up by his Forces, 
-withdrew from them, apd retired into Flanders ;) 
Wid the Remainder, finding thcmfelves without a ■ 
Leader, aMb fubmitted to the King's Mercy. Two 
Gentlemen,, named Stafford, were then befieging 
f^qrte&tr^ bi«, hearing what had paffed in the JVer/A, 
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at once abandoned both the Siege and their Troops, 
which occafioned their Men to difperfe ; and they 
both took Sanftuary in a htde Church, which the 
Court of King's Bench adjudged had no Privilege to 
proteift Traytors ; therefore they wfre taken from 
thence by Force, the cldeft was executed at Tyburn^ 
and the youngeft pardoned. In a Word, this Reisel- 
lion was put an End to with only the life of one 
Perfon. 

September the 20th the Queen was delivered of 3 
Prince, having gone but eight Months with Child, 
whom the King ordered to be named Arthur, in Me- 
mory of the famous j4rtburt King of the antient Bri- 
tofts ; for Henry, being of the Welch, or Britifo Race, 
was fond of having it known, that he was a Defcen- 
dant from them. 

A few Days after the Queen's Delivery the 
Archbilhop of Canterbury died, and was there buried 1 
on which the King immediately conferred this great 
Dignity in the Church on John Morton, Biftiop of 
Ely; A Man (fa.ys Stow) ef excellent Wit, Virtue, and 
Learning : But his Majefly did not ftop there, for 
he not only made him Lord High Choftcellor; and 
Prime Minifter, but alfo procured him a Cardinal's 
Cap. 

During thefe Tranfaftions the People fliewed great 
Uneafinefs at the Confinement of the Earl of Warwick, 
who had been guilty of no Crime, and looked on it as 
very great Injuftice, a Report being raifed, that the 
King had a-mind to make away with this Prince, who 
was an Eye-fore to him ; by which it plainly appeared, 
that, though the King had lately put an End to one 
Rebellion, they were ripe for another -, and that his 
Enemies thought it their beft Way to improve it. 
For that Purpofe they caufed it to be fprcad abroad, 
that one of Edward the IVth's Sons was (till alive ; 
the Defign of this Report was, no doubt, to compare 
Hemy with Richard, and thereby make the People 
D 4 believe. 
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believe, that, in changing Kings, they had only re* 
ceived one Ufurper for another. The People cafily 
fWallowed thefc falfe Reports, which was a clear Evir 
idence, how ready they would be, if a favourable Op* 
portuiiity offered, to lift ^Mnft tne King. 
' Thefc Murmurs of the People were the Fore- 
runners of new Troubles \ for £he Sword of Civil 
Diflention, which had fo many Years been drawn be- 
twixt the two Houfes of Tork and Lancajler^ had noe 
been long flieathed on the Death oi Richard, and put- 
ting an End to the Rebellion we have been fpeaking 
of, before the Enemies, to Henry and EngUmd'i 
Quiet, raifed up Impoftore and Counterfeits, t6 inter- 
rupt the Pcac«, Joy, and Tranquillity, which this 
Nation might reafonably have expeft'ed from the 
Accellion of Henry the Vllth to the Throne, and his 
marryjng with tfie Heirefs of the Houfe of Terk. 

The ftarting up of the firft Pretender to Henry*% 
Throne was by the Means of one Richard SimotSy an 
Qxford Prieft, who, perceiving that the People were 
pveijoyed at what had been blazed abroad, as to one 
of Edward the IVth's Sons being alive, took it in 
nis Head to impofe upon the Wflrld a young Man, 
one Lambert' SimRell, a Baker's Son, who Ihould pcr- 
fonate the Duke of Tork. He had the Education of 
this Boy, who was then about tliat Dakeh Age, of good 
naturai Parts, and in all his Behaviour had fomething 
grand, and' above his Birth. Scarce had he begun t6 
inftruit his Pupil in the part he was to aift, but ano7 
ther Report was fpread, that the Earl of Warwick 
had efcaped out of the Tower ; and this, like the 
firft, thcQgh falfe, caufed among the People fo great 
Joy, that Simon thought fit to alter his Project, and 
make Simnetl pafs for the Earl of IVarwick ; but, 
judging it not proper to prefent him firft in Englandt 
SipinelK by the Dircftion of his Tutor, made the beft of 
jiis wy into Flanders to Margf.ret q^ Burgundy., who re- 
'" '■•■■-■ ■ j-cived 
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Ceived him with all Favour, and publickly declared for 
him. 

The Earl of Uncoln was then at her Court ; who 
was- Son of Johnde la Pole, Earl of Suffolk^ and EU- 
sutbetb. Sifter to Edward the IVth, and Richard the 
Illd. As foon as the Earl heard that the Dutchefi 
had efpoufed SimneiCh Caufe, he alfo declared for him. 

Margaret was Sifter to the Earl's Mother, and Wi- 
do* of CharUs, furnamed the Hanfy, Duke of Bur- 
gKndy, by whom flie had no Children. Still Ihe ar- 
dendy defired to fee her Family replaced on the 
Throne of England; and Hiftorians tell us, ftie 
hitted Henty the VUth, and that ftie had the Spirit 
of a Man, and the Malice of a Wqman. In 
truth, flie fo effeftually aided Simnell, that he 
paflfed into Ireland, where the Earl of Kildare^ 
who was then Deputy, received him like a Prince i 
wid the Populace attended him with great Solemniw 
to the CaftJe of Dublin. The Youth became it well, 
and did nothing that in the leaft betrayed- the Bafenefs 
of his Birth ; and foon after he was proclaimed in 
Dublin, by the Name of Edward the Vlth. 

No fooner had the People of Ireland proclaim- 
ed Simnelf King, but the Dutchefs of Burgundf 
fent them q Reinforcement of 2000 Germans, com- 
manded by Colonel Martin Swart^ who was acr 
companied thither by the Earl of Linccbt, the Lord 
Lovell, and the reft of the Englijh Rebels in her Court. 
All this while there was not one Sword drawn to de- 
fend King Henry's Title. 

Thefe Proceedings in Ireland greatly alarmed the 
King, who thereon called a Council, which was held 
with great Secrecy. It was faid, the Queen Dowager 
was accufed of being one of the principal Encouragers 
of this Rebellion ; bur whether that Charge was true, 
or not, does not fully appear, tho' certain it is, that, 
foon after the holding or this Council, the following 
Orders were publiflied^ 
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* Firft, That the Queen Dowager fliould be fliut 

* up in the Nunnery of Bermondfty, in Seutlntfort, 

* (fome Walls of which remain to this Day) and for- 

* feit all her Lands and Goods. 

' Second, That the true Earl of H^arwick ihould 

* be publickly ihewn, to convince the People that 
' the Perfon in Ireland, who had aflumed hu Title, 

* was an Impoftor. 

* Third, That a general Pardon fhould be pro- 

* claimed to all fuch as fubmitted themfelves by a 

* certain Day.' 

Thefe Refolutions of the King and Council were 
in time put in Execution j the Pardon was pro- 
claimed, the Queen Dowager was Ihut up in the Nun- 
nery, and all her Eftate fcized, though ihe was Mo- 
ther to the Queen. 

This J-ady was «ie Example of great Variety of 
fortune ; fhe was the Daughter of the Dutchefe of 
Bedford, and was firft married to Sir ^iomas Grrfy 
who had one Son by her, named Thomas ; the Knight 
was killed at the Battle of St. Atbaf^%t Bghting on the 
Behalf of Henry the Vlth \ his Widow and Son re- 
tired to her Mother, the Dutchefs of Bedford, with 
whom they rcfided for fome Time. Upon Edward 
the IVth's fucceeding to the Crown, he feized the 
Family Eftate ; but an Accident foon after fell out, 
that proved very advantageous to the young Widow. 

Edward, being a hunting near the Dutchels's Seat, 
made her a Vifir, where he found the young Widow 
and her Son, which Opportunity Ihe took to follicit 
his Majefty to reftore to tier the Family Eftate, The 
King, being charmed with her Beauty, readily com- 
plied widi her Requeft : And, in his Tum, became a 
Suitor to the Lady, for a Favour of another kind j 
but in this Edward met with a Repulfe, the Lady 
lignifying, that fie thought her/elf umeerthy to be 
his Wife^ and too good to be his Mifirefs. The 

King, 
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King, inftead of being difpleafcd, commended the 
Anfwer, at once changed his Suit, made her his 
Wife, caufcd her to be crowned Queen, and cre- 
ated her Son Marquefs of Dorfet. Soon after fhe 
founded ^eetCs Celltge in Cambridge, which will 
perpetuate her Name to late Pofterity. Not- 
withftanding her fudden Rife, after her Royal 
Hulbwid*s Demife, ihe Jived to fee her Brother be- 
headed, her two Scms defeated of the Crown, and 
cruelly murdered ; but, mth the Wheel, flie rofe 
again -, her Daughter married a King, and herfelf 
became a Grandmother to the renowned Prince /Ar- 
thur : But at laft fhe was banilhed the World, being 
commanded into a Nunnery ; (and it was even at that 
Time looked upon as a Crime to vifit her) where 
ihe ended her Life inConfinement, and was buried near 
her Huiband at iVbidfor *. The Treatment ftic met 
with from the King was fevcrely cenfured by the 
People i yet, as Henry was to get confiderably by the 
Confifcation of her E^tes, he little heeded the Mur- 
murs of his Subjefts. 

The firft and laft Refolutions of Council being per- 
formed , the King caufed the true Earl of tVarwkk to be 
Ihewn in publick, led through the Streets oiLottdon, and 
condufted in folcmn Proccflion to St. Paul's, where 
Multitudes were aflembled to fee him ; and he talked 
with many that knew him, particularly with thofc 
who were known to be well affcfted to the Houfe of 
Tori i after which he was again conveyed to the 
Tower : Yet this did not convince the People of Tre~

jhcwed at Londm was an Impoftor, and that theirs at 
Dublin was the true Earl. 

Haajt in the Interim, aflembled two Ar- 
mies, one of them he commanded in Pcrfon, having 
under him the Earl of Shrew/bury, and other expe- 
rienced Generals, which he polled on the Coafts of 
Suffolk and Norfolk, with a Defign to defend thofc 
Counties ^inll an Invafion from Flanders. The 
Command of the other he gave to the Duke of Bed- 
ford^ and the Earl of Oxford^ who marched to the 
iVeft of England, in order to oppofe a Defcent from 
Ireland. The King, having thus difpofed of his Ar- 
mies, returned for London^ and took Norwich in his 
Way, where he kept his Chriftmas i from whence he 
went in Pilgrimage (o WayiHgham, where he vifited 
our Lady's Church, ^mous fur Miracles, and made 
his Prayers and Vows for Help and Deliverance : 
And with th<tfe Tranfad:ions ended the Year i486. 

The Be^nning of the next Year the King 
■* '' again vifitcd the Sca-coafts, and the grea( 
Towns in Suffolk and Norfolk^ to fee that they were 
put into a Condition to refill the Enemy. 

While Henry was taking Meafures for the Defence 
of England, the Earl of Lincoln caufed Simnell, the 
pretended King, to be crowned in Chrift-ehur<b at 
Dublin ; from thence they carried him upon tall 
Men's Shoulders to the Caftle, amidll the Accla- 
mations of the People ; and the Crown, niade ufe 
of on this Occalion, was taken from one of the 
Im^es of the Virgin Mary : The Bifhop of Meatb 
a£hially preached the Coronation Sermon j and the 
Lord Deputy, Lord Chancellor, Earl of Lincoln, Lord 
Lovell, and many other Perfons of Quality were pre- 
jent to countenance the Ceremony. 

It is to be obferved, that though Lambert was ac- 
tually crowned, yet he met with a Check from OSa- 
vianus, Archbifhop of A-magb, who fent the Pope 
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Word of his being an Impollor, endeavoured to draw 
the Earl of Kildare from his Intercft, and refufcd to 
appear at his Coronation. 

But this Attempt did not deter SimnelTs Friends 
fix>m continuing to alTifl: him ; for, notwithltand-' 
ing Henry'% Precaution, the Earl of Lincoln, with his 
Forces (foon after Sitnvell's Coronation) embarked 
for England, and landed in Lancajhirt without Oppo- 
fidon, where he was joined by Sir Robert Breugtton. 
He then advanced towards Tork, expcfting to be 
joined by the Country as he marched on ; but, con- 
trary to his Expedtation, he met with no Remforce- 
ment. 

Lincsky feeing that his Army was rather' like to 
diminifli than encreafe, altered his firft: Defign of go- 
ing to Torkt and determined to give the King &t- 
tle, who was advanced as far as Nottingham : Ac- 
cordingly he ordered a Detachment of his Forces to 
take Polieflion of Newark, that he might command a 
Paflage over the Trent ; but the King prevented him, 
by encamping between the Rebels and that Town. 
And the Earl, finding the King's Army to be 1 5 or 
16,000 ftrong, and his own not above half that Num- 
ber, made choice of a Spot of Ground to engage in, 
where he could not be fuirounded, which was fo nar- 
row, that the King could not extend the Front of his 
Army beyond that of the Earl's. But Henry, relying 
CHI the Superiority of his Troops, having drawn up 
his Army in three Lines, on the 6th of June, near 
the Village of Stoke in Noitingham/birs, he attacked 
the Enemy. 

The Germans and Irifi> defended themfelves brave- 
ly for three Hours againft the King's firft Line ; but 
Uie Earl of Uneoln and Colonel Swart being killed, 
with moft of the Germans and Irijh, the reft fled. 
The Lord Lovell "alfo is fuppofed to have died in 
the Fieidj or to have been drowned in the Trent^. 
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as he was endeavouring to crofs the River, for he was 
never heard of after the Battle. 

Among the Prifoners taken in this Batde was 
Lamiert Smnell, tc^ethcr with his crafty Prieft, 
who was committed dofe Prifoner •, but it was never 
known whether he died a natural Death* or by the 
Hands of the Executioner. SintHtU iarcd better, for 
he was conftdered as let on by the Ducchels of Bur- 
gunif \ the King, finding him ingenuous in his 
ConfeOions, was pleafed to pardon htm, made him 
Turalpit in hb Kitchen, and afterwards his Fal- 
coner, in which Station he died *.

Lambert Simnell was no fooner defeated, buc the 
Pope granted the King a Bull, by which thofe con- 
cerned with him in his Rebellion were declared ex- 
communicated ; and the Archbifliop of CoHterbury 
caufed it to be folemnly publiflied throughout his 
Province before the King returned to London. 

After the Battle was over the King proceeded firft to 
Utuoln, and then to Ttrk, where he caufed feveral 
Ferlbns to be apprehended and fined, for Ipreading a 
Report fome time before the Batde, that his Army 
was beat. 

On the fecond of Nevemher he came to London^ 
where he made a triumphant Entry j the next Day he 
went in ProcefHon to St. PauTs, and had Te Detim 
fung for his Vidory over the Rebels, being glad to 
render it as confpicuous as poflible> in order to ibike 
Tenor into his Enemies. 

The Rebellion being thus happily put an End to, 
the King had Time more ferioully to conlider the 
Caufe.of his Subje^ UneaTinefs, and being at laft 
convinced, that his treating the Queen fo inglori- 
oufly, both by delaying the Marriage and her Coro- 
nation, was one main Spring of the People's Dif- 
content, he immediately determined on the Per- 
formance of the latter, which was compleatcd be- 
fore the End of November: This was extremely 
pleafing to the People ; and his Grace of Bedford 
a&cA as High Steward, by fpecial Commiflion, on- 
that folemn Occafion. 

Soon after the Queen's Coronation, the King re- 
leafed the ^farquefs of Dorfet without Examination, 
probably to give the People fome Satisfadion, and to 
leave the M^quefe in Fear of being flill called to an 
Account. But it may be prefumcd, that, fince he 
was fo little inclined to ihew Mercy to the Torkifts, he 
would not have difchai^ed him fo eafily, had there 
been Proofs to convift mm.

Yews of Age when he came to the Crown 1 Scotland, 
as foon as he was out of his Mmoriry he chofe 
three Miniftcrs, Men of mean Birth, ;o advife him in 
relpeft to the Government of his Kingdom, who, in- 
ftead of counfclling him for the Good' of himfelt^ and 
his Subjefts, they influenced him to aft independant 
of the Laws, for no other End but that they them- 
fclves might rule in his Name-, both which they 
eifefted, and thereby rendered the King extremely 
odious to his People, Without entering into a te- 
dious Detail of the Outrages he committed on his 
Subje«5ts, it may be fulEcient to fay, that many of 
the Scotch Writers have reprefcnted him as a real 
Tyrant. 

The King had two Brothers, /Sexander, Duke of 
Mbany, and Jobttt The latter having taken nodce 
to the King, that his Proceedings gave the People 
great Difcontent, and begged him to alter his Con- 
duct, it was (b ill received, that he was thrown in- 
to Prifon and put to Death. 

The Favourite* being afraid, that Alexander would 
revenge his Brother's Death, perfuaded James to 
confine him in a Caftle : And, having thus far car- 
ried their Meafures, they prevailed on the King to 
go on, governing his Kingdom with Oppreflion and 
Violence.

g. The King's Enemies have reprefc/ited, that 
'' his capricious and turbulent Behaviour to his 
Subjefts, was the Reafon that excited the chief No- 
bility of Scotlafid, in tRc/Beginning of this Year, to 
take up Arms againft him ; being no longer, as tfifty 
have alledged, able to bear his oppreflivc Govern- 
ment i and, to give a greater Sanction to their Pro- 
ceedings, they got yatnes, the King's eldeft Son, into 
their Hands, who was about fifteen Years of Age. 
As foon as they had formed an Army, they put die 
young Prince at the Head of it. 

When the King was informed of the Seeps taken 
by his rebellious Subjects, in order to fupport him- 
fclf againft their Defigns, ht (tM ont Smwden, a He- 
rald at Arms, to Heijry the Vllth, to beg his.

Henry and 
Charles Interpofed their Mediations in a Very princely 
Manner, not only by way of Requcft and Per- 
fuafion, but by Proteftation and IVfcnace ; both 
declaring, ' That they thought it to be the com-r 
' mon taufe of all Kings to prevent Subjects' from 
' giving Laws unip their Sovereigns ; that, if 

* James's Subjefts did not fubmit, they would not 
' only refent it, but revenge the Injury he might fuf- 

* tain by the Obftinacy of his People.* 

* The Malecontenfs gave little hped to the 
'^ ■ Threats of thefe Princes, and replied, ' That 

* there was no Way for the King to procure Peace 

* with his Subjefts, unlefs he would refign the Crown 

* to his Son.' The King, finding by this Anfwer 
that no good was to he done by fair Means, had re- 
courfe to Arms, and, in a Ihprt time cpllefted an 
Army together, with which he marched againft the 
Rebels.

TheKingwasflaininthe thirty-flfthYearofhisAge, 
and the twenty-ninth of his Reign.

Some little time ^)efore the Death of Jmits tlw 
nid, the Pope fent jidrian de Cajlello, an Italian, hb 
Legate to Scetlaiid^ in order to recwicile King James 
and his Subjedts j but came too late for what he 
was fent upMi, the King being killed before the Le- 
gate arrived in England, who, hearing of his Death, 
£ 2 proceeded 
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proceeded no ferther. However, the Legate did not 
come too late to fervc himfelf i for, upon his Arrival 
at Court, he was honourably received by King Hmiy^ 
and his Chancellor, Morton \ and the King, upon 
converting with Cajiello, took a Fancy to him, and, 
apprehending he might be ufeful to him in Italy, pre- 
ferred him firft to the Bilhoprick of Hereford, and af- 
terwards to that of Bath and If^ells i and that was not 
all, the King alfo^ employed him in many of his Suits 
that he had to'^ranfaft at Rome. Caftello was for 
many Years eft^ emed a Man of great Learning, well 
fkilkd in State Aflfairs,' ■ and by degrees obtained 
the Dignity of a Giri;W. The Pope, finding that 
Cafiello was in the King's Favour, was pleafed to con- 
fbtuce him his Collcftor in England. Upon his Re- 
turn to Italy he fcnt over Polfdor Virgil as his Deputy, 
for which Reafon we Ihall have occafion often to 
mention them both. 

James the llld's Charafter we have extrafted from 
fevcral of the Scotch Hiftorians, who in general -fay, 
that he was a Prince of an haughty and toVring 
Spirit, who loved to govern alone, affefting an abfo- 
lute Power, in which he was buoyed up by his turtiu- 
Jent Subje^, who would not fuffer him to reft. 

Many Princes, in the Beginning of their Reigns, 
have been admired for their great and good A6tions j 
but in time, by the Implacablenefs of their People, 
have been quite changed, and, from one Extremity 
to another, have become both unreafonable and bafc : 
And tiiere is Reafon to think, notwithftanding what 
fome fay, this King was provoked to do many Things 
by the Infolence of private Men, and that, what fome 
called Tyranny and Fiercenefs m him, was, in many 
Cales, but juft Severity. 

It has been obferved of this King, that he too much 

delighted in Retirement, and hated Bufinefs ; that he 

■troubled not himfelf with any, but for Formality 

fake J and that he was more defirous of Quietncfs than 

Adaon : 
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^abn : If this was mie, it was certainly thfi Fault 
of the Governors of his Youth, who put him off* the 
Bufuiefs of State. 

On the other hand it is allowed, that he was much 
given to building, and repairing of Chapels, Halls, 
and Gardens, and that the fineft Edifices of Churches 
and Palaces in Scotland were moftly performed in his 
Time. And, notwithftandir^ thefe Inclinations in 
this Prince, he has not efcapcd the Charge of Ava- 
rice i yet there are no great Matters recorded of it, 
&ve hiis difpofing of Church Bene^s to whom he 
pleafed. He was of a credulous DifpoTition, ajid 
eafy to be impoied on, which hath .occafioned fome 
to write, that he was given to Divination, or d^e 
Study of future Events, which was the general Fault 
of thofe Times ; for it has been faid, that our Ed- 
ward the rVth gave into the fame, and that, by the 
Mifinterpretation of the Prophecy of a Necromancer, 
which foretelling, that one, the firft Letter of whofe 
Name was G. Ihould ufurp the Kingdom, and difpof- 
iefs the Children of King Edward, in order to pre- 
vent that Prophecy's being fiilfillcd, he caufed the 
life of his Brother, George Duke of Clarence, to be 
taken away j yet that Aft did not prevent its coming 
to pafs, fince Glouc^er, the King's Brother, aftet- 
wa:^ caufed the two young Princes to be cruelly 
murdered in the Manner before related. 

Mr. Drummosd, in his Hiftory of 'James the Illd, 
breaks out into thefe Expreflions on this King's unhap- 
py Cataftrophe : ' Many have thought, that the fatal 

* Chariot of his Precipice was, that he had equalfy 

* offended Kindred, Clergy, Nobility, and People ; 

* but, fuppofe this had been true, why fliould fuch 

* an horrible Mifchicf have been devifed, as to arm 
' his own Son againft him ; and that neither the Fear 
' of Divine Juftice, the Imputation of Infamy by the 
' prcfent or after Times, the Danger of the Ejtample^ 

* had Power to divert the Minds of Men from fuch a 

' cruel 
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* cruel Defign ? This was really to fecth the Kid in 

* the Mother's Milk, and to make an innocont Yaueb 
' obnoxious to the moft heinous Crime that could be 

* committed ; Whatever Cuirains couldbe fpread to 
' over-fliadow and cover this Mifchicf, the. Honor gf 

* this FadpolTefled this Prince to his Jafi:. Hour, and 

* God, out of his Juftice, executed the Revenge of 

* his Cruelty upon the Nobles, Commona, and the 

* Prince himfelf at the Field of FleMtHt where Jbmc 

* of the chief A»5tors of this -Parricide were, in their 
' own Perfons, and others in the Pcribns of their 

* SuccelTors, facrificed to the G^ft of this King.' 
The Prince was immediately, . upon his. Eathct's - 

Death, proclaimed King, as has been relatol ; but 
many of the Scottb refufed at iirft tti own .him as fuch 4 
becaufe, faid they, he murdered his Father : This 
being the Cafe, that Country was for fome time in mo 
little Confufion, in which Condition we fhall at pre- 
fent leave it, and proceed to Germaiff. 

Frederick the Illd was cleAcd Emperor 
^mnX °^ Gertrnfff about the Year 1440, and was 
Freierick ctovineA ax Ax-l^hapeUe' In theBegJnning 
the IIIJ. of his Reign 1^ -made diveiS good Laws 
for the Adminiftratiort of Juftice, the Civil 
Government, and the Cwnage, 

Fretierkk had ■ ont^ Son^ namsd il^Htt- 
Maximilian. tnilian, who. In his Infiuicyi was fabjeft w 
fo miuiy Infirmities, that, even when he 
was nine or ten Years x>Id, it was queftioned whethir 
- he would not be dumb, or a Katund : But this Oe- 
fetft was fo well cprre£ted in his riper Years, that 
there appeared in him all the CJualifirationa ncceflafy 
to form a great Prince, being admired for his Elo- 
quence, and Elegance, in fpeaidng divers Languages. 
He had a ftrong Inclination for Learning, and was a 
great Patron to all who made Profeflfion o£ it s 
and, not content widi barely reatUng Hilborians^ and 

other 

". t;.H,si. 
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<lther Authors, he often took Pen in Hand, and 
employed fome Hours in writing Hiftory. 

Lewis the Xlth received the Kingdom of 4?""' rf 
Fraxa in a more fJourifiiing Eftate than it Lewis ibe 
had been in for many Years before j that Xlli. 
Cmwn having regained Jnjou, Normatufyj '4^'- 
anti Prvoence., which Provinces, as well as Briitatrf, 
were anciently Pbrtiom of it, but had been diiTeve- 
red fo as they were aUicd to her only in Homage, be- 
ing for a fang Time governed by abfolute Princes 
of their own. There remained only what the Eng- 
li0> poClf&d about Calais, with BitrguTukf and Brit- 
imff-, CD be reunited, which once e^fted, the French 
Mimarchy would be eftablilhed upon the ancient 
Footing. 

To Ihew how far this was accompliflied, in re- 
focft to the two laft mentioned Provinces, we 
fhall for a while leave our firft Purfuit, and trace 
the S^» taken by Lewis the Xlth. 

The Dukes dS Brtttat^ cxercifed all Afts -^f"'" '/ 
of Sovereignty, without any EJtceprion : ?.'^"*""^v 
They entered into Alliances, and even ju 
againft the King t)f h'once himfelf, with- 1461. 
out Apprehenfion of incurrii^ any Dif- 
pledure. They were conffimdy fupported by Eftg- 
Isndy Arragm-, and Burgundy ; fo that, till the Reign 
of Lewis the Xlth, thi: Dukes of Brittatrf may he 
faid to have been rather like AlHes than Feuditaries. 

Lewis^ a few Weeks after his Coronation, took 3 
Tour into Brittai^^ under pretence of vifiting the 
Abby of St. Scrvieur's of Radon, where Francis paid 
him Homage : But his real Defign was to obferve 
the Situation and Condition of the Country. 

Philip, Duke oi Burgtindf, was prefent at -^ff"'" •/ 
Lewis's Coronation, and paid him Hornage" ^"J|'|,"''^' 



in Perfon for the Earldoms of Flmders, jir-

tots, &c. which was not expcded from the 

puke of Brittar^y whicji yn think plainly fhc^ra. 
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that the JDukes of Brittany were not looked upon, by 
even the Fretub Court, to have been dcpenaent on 
that Crown. 

Notwithflanding this prefomptive Pioof 

'*^*- of the Ind^cndcncy of the Dukes of Brit- 
taofi in which all French Authors concur, Lewis^ 
who had formed Defigns of defpotling the Duke of 
his PoflefTions, raiied a formidable Army this Year : 
But, juft as he was on the Point of fetting out for the 
Invauon oi Brittofrft a domeltick Storm arofe, which 
■ feemed to threaten both his life and Crown. The 
Rinccs of the Blood, and the fer greater Part of the 
ancient Nobility, who had been neglei^ed and unem- 
ployed ever fince his AccelTion to the Throhe, entered 
into a League for the Maintenance of their own Dig^. 
nities, and the Rights of the Subje^ in general. 
This Confederacy, called the League of Publick Good 
(Ume iu bim pubUque) was fennentcd and'fupported 
-fcy Edward the IVth, and the Dukes of Burgwiay and 
Britlaf^ ; the Duke of Berry, the King's Brother, be- 
ing at the Head of it, fupported by the Duke of 
Bottrben, Brother-in-law to Lewh^ the Duke of Ne- 
mmrs^ the Count de Dmois, the Count d'j4rminacy 
the Count d' Albert, of the Houfe of NavarrCy and 
moft of the prime Nobility, and the City of Paris. 

The great Men, concerned in this League, retired 
from Paris, fome into Picardy, to join Charles, Son to 
the Duke of Bttrgundy^ who was ready to enter Fraacf 
on that fide ; fome into the Southern Provinces to 
laife Forces ; and fome, among whom was the Duke 
of Berry, into Brittany, to join Duke Francis, who 
was preparing to aft offenfively ag^nft his OppreffoF, 
htwis, thus environed on every fide, by foreign and 
domeffick Foes, was obliged to poftpone his Defigns 
upon Brittany., in order to preferve his own Lifej 
Crown, and Poffeifions. 

Our Intention not being to enter further into the 
Detail of this War, than yhat Klatc§ to Brittary and. , 
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Burgundy^ VK fliall only fajr» thatj after the King had 
been repujfed by GbarUs at Mont-lay^ near Orleans, 
and at other Pofts in the Neighbourhood of Pd^ 
rist and fome of his Generals defeated by 
the Duke of fir/Waff)' about G&fWft-w, aPeaee H^S- 
was concluded at Gonfians on the 30th of / 

OSaier, 1465 ; in which Treaty Lewis (^e«l to the 
Demands of the Confederates, particularly thofe of 
the Duke of Brittany, in relation to the Rights and 
Immunities of his Dutchy, and paid him a 
Sum of Money to defray the Expences of his u66. 
Armament. But we fhall foon fee, that 
Lewis was onfc of thofe Princes, who paid ho othef 
R^;ard to Treaties, than that of Convenience. 

For it appears, that in 1467, he difpoffeffed 1467. 
his Brother of the Dutchy of N^rtrumdy, ■ivhich 
he had given him by the Treaty of Cenflansy and con- 
ftrained him to take Refuge in Brittany, where Duke 
francis received him as an Ally, whom he was ob- 
liged to maintain in the Poflefilon of Normandy, not 
only as Guarantee of the Treaty of 1465, but for his 
own Prefervation j therefore he fent Ambaffadors to 
Z>WJW to mediate a Reconciliation between him and 
his Brother : But Lewis had other Views ; he defigned 
nothing lefs than the Con^ueft of BrittOKy^ and had 
purpofely laid his Snare for the Duke, whom he was 
fure would not abandon his Brother 1 the Amba(&- 
dors of Brittatfy were difmifled, and the Preparations 
for War were diligently carried on. 

The Dukes of Briilany and Berry, having about this 
Time concerted Meafures with their qther Ally, the 
Duke of Burpindf, entered Normandy with a good 
Force, imagining the Burgundians would attack Z^ajw 
on the Side of Picardy at the fame time : But he had 
artfully cut out other >york for the Duke of Bttr* 
^vndf, thM: he might meet with lefs Oppofition in 
his Defccnt on &ritlany.- This was by fermenting an 
Infutre^on at Uegt ; aiid his Expectations were fo 
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fully anfwered, that he entered Britta?r^ at the Head 
of fifty thoufand Men, and carried all before him : 
Yet being apprehenfive, that the Rebellion at Ltfge 
would be quelled before he could compleat the Con- 
queft, he condefcended to grant Duke Fraacis a Peace, 
but on very hard Terms : One Condition of which was» 
' That he Ihould for ever renounce all Alliance with 
' the Dukes of Bitrgundy and Berry.' This Treaty 
was concluded at Amiem in 1467. 

Philip the Good, Duke oTBurgUHify, died 
Jb"™."; O" "-e ,5th oljun, this Year, aged 72, 
and was fuccceded by his Son GharleSy 
who had had, for fome time before his Father's Death, 
the fole Direction of Affairs. This Duke was twice 
married ■, by his firft Wife he had one Daughter, 
named Mary ; but no Children by his fccond, the 
famous Margaret, Sifter to Edward the IV th, whom 
we have already mentioned. 

Charles had always been zealous for the Duke 
of Brittany ; and, looking with Regret on the hard 
Conditions impofed on him by Lnvis, in the laft 
Treaty, was induced to prepare to enter France, after 
he h^quelled the Infurredion at XJege. On the 
other hand, Lewis found Means to ftir up the Inha- 
bitants oi Liege a fecond time i and» that he might 
take away all Sufpicion from the Burgundians, he 
propofed an Interview, the better to adjuft their Dif- 
ferences ; but, happily for Duke Francis, the Gallic 
Fox was caught himfeif in the Snare he laid for the 
other. 

To carry off his Difguife the better, L-ewis would 
'needs meet Charles at Peronne, a Fortrcfs belonging to 
Burgundy -, where being met, after the ufual Compli- 
ments, Z.ewis jMopofed to aflift him with Troops, in 
order to reduce the Rebellion at Uege^ and offered 
him three hundred thoufand Crowns, if he would 
-abandon the Duke of Brittaftjr. 

'•■ - ■ ■' ' ^HH.yi. But 
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Bat CSiorUs rejefted the Propolal with Difdain ; 
and, that it might be out of lJwis\ P&wer, to exe- 
cute his Defigns on Briiia/pfy whilft he himfelf fliould 
be employed againft 2j^i;» he compelled him to ac- 
company him in Perfon to the Siege of chat rebelli- 
ous City, and obliged him likewifc to revcJte the 
Treaty of Aniens : By this laft A6t Briitaa/ was pre- 
fcrved, and that at a Time when it was almoft im- 
poffible fhe Ihould fupport herfelf a^inft the whole 
Power of France. 

England, during thefe Tranfaftions, was not idle -, 
for Ihc not only armed at this Juncture in favour of 
Britamr/y but her Monarch, a little Time after, afted 
the pnulcntiaj Patriot and Politician on the following 
Occa{ion. 

Whilft Lewis accompanied Qjarks, he propofcd a 
Match between the Duke of Berry, his Brother, and 
Charles's only Daughter, Mary. Our Edward the IVth, 
on heorit^ this, was jutlly alarmed at fuch an Alli- 
ance, which would, if it took place, raife the Power 
of France to an Hei^t, that muft have given Um- 
bri^e to all Euroft, efpccially to Ei^land-, who, as 
ihe had been a conftant Check to die Ambition of 
that Crown, was the flrft that would, in all proba- 
bility, feel the Weight of her Refentment. Wife- 
ly then forcfeeing the Confequcnce of fuch a Match, 
lie, as it were, moved Heaven and Earth to prevent its 
Accomplifliment, and wrote to the Duke in the moft 
moving Terms ;. his Ejqjreflions'in the Letter are 
worthy of a Prince, who had the future ProfoeEity 
of his own Kingdom, and that of Eurepe at Heart. 
' Can you fo forget your own conftaitt Maxim, for 

* the Prefenration of the Ballance of Pbwer, las to 

* beftow your Daughter and your' Poflfcffions on a 

* Prince who is likdy to fuccced to the Crown. It 

* is poflible I may be able to preferve my Kingdom 

* &Ofn the impenditfg Riiin, whilft I have Health 

* aad Vigour to defend her apinft the Ambition of

* France *, but, perhaps, when you and I are no more, 

* ihc wiU, by this Addition of Strength, difta^c to 
' England and the reft of Eurcpe.' Happy had it 
been for this Nation, if all our Mon^chs had been 
endowed with Edward's Penetration, and haA been 
aftuated, like him, with Love for their Country. 

This Letter had, in part, the dcfued Effeft i ip 
putting off the Match for the prcfenl. 

The Beginning of the Year 1472, the Truce 
147^- between Charles and Lewis -was changed into a 
perpetual Peace ; by which the former Prince 
left Brittaay entirely at the Mercy of the latter. It- 
is true, Ofarles obtained very lai^e Conceffions from 
{.twist who was ftill intent on the Conqueft of Brtt- 
tajTf. 

Charles, like Lewis, had no Thought of obferving 
the Treaty, tho* he had fwom to it, as is apparent 
(rom the I-ettcr he writ to Ehike Francis -, in which 
he fays, * That what he had done was to recover tho 

* Polieffion of his Fortrcfles on the Somme ; apd 
■ that, tho' Lewis might think he had abandoned 

* him, (the Breton) yet he fliquld find in him a bitter. 

* Enemy, in cafe he fhould attack him. That it 

* was true, he had fwom to obferve the Treaty ; but 
'■■ as t.ewis had fwom and violated his Oaths, as Co 

* the Treaties of Ctmfkns and Perorate, he could not 

* take it amifs, that he fliould foUow his Example in 
' theprefent.' 

Hiftorians report, that Charles did pot want Sen^, 
but had not that folid UndeiAanding which ' is necef^ 
fary for conducing Aflairs of Weight and Confe- 
qucncc i that his Non-obfervance of Treaties, the 
Variety of them, his double I>caling, and the little 
Faith that was to be repofed in him, m the End, 
rendered him contemptible to all bis Neigbpyrs, and 
|pft Hw thfcir Friendfliip. 

Lewis, apprehending that he had now a fine 
H7i- OfpQrwnity «( cany hjs fevQuriw Poitit, in 
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the following Year entered Brittatr/ at the Head of 
threcfcore thoufend Men, and would have ftripped 
the Duke of his Dominions that Campaign, if he had 
not met with a Check from our Eda-ard the IVth, 
who had taken the Alann, and was juft fetting out 
with a powerful Army, in order to affifl: the Duke -, 
which Lewis hearing of, he granted a Peace, at Pent 
de See, to Duke Francis, who, tho* much to his Dif- 
advantage, was glad of any Terms, finding that he 
was not at that Time in a Condition to withftand the 
Power of Lewis. Francis was obliged in this Treaty 
to difclaim all Alliances with Charles of Burgtoufy, 
whofe Deftruftion Lewis had alfo long meditated, 
and who neither was then in a State alone to oppofc 
die ambitious Defigns of the French Court. 

Thus Charles, by his own miftaken Policy, endan- 
gered the Lofs of his own Dominions, as well as 
thofe of BriltMTf. 

France, having thus artfully withdrawn •475- 
Charles from his Alliance with Duke Francis^ ■ 
prepared a mighty Army, and detcrmmed inftantly 
to attack Duke Charles's Dominions, who had fillily, 
about the Year 1475, engaged himfelf in the Siege 
of NiiiZf near Colegn, in virtue of a Donation m^e 
him by the Duke of Guelders, which gave Lewis a 
far Opportunity to invade him ; and he would cer- 
tunly luve iallen a Sacrifice, had not our gallant 
Edward paffed the Seas into Picardf, at the Head 
of ^well-chofen Army, and refcued his Brother-in- 
law out of Leivis'i Hands' ; whereby he prefcrved 
the Ballance of Power in Europe, and drove him 
back into Francs. 

Letvisy UniiiaQEdward refolute in afTiiting the Duke 
of Surgttt/ifyy was glad to conclude a Peace with him ; 
which was fighed near Amiens on the 28 th o{ Auguft 
this Year ; iti which Treaty Care was taken boUi 
of the Intereft of Ghtrles, and that of the Duke 
pf Brittaify % although ^ Marriage, between Ed- 
■ ■ V-. ■ ' ^rd'i_ 
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V>ard\ Dai^ter Elizabeth, and Lewis's only Son 
Charles, was therein ftipulated, yet that did not alter 
tas Sentiments i he wifely forefeeing the Views and 
DeH^s of LewiSy was determined, at the Hazard of 
his Crown, k> Itop him in his Capeer, before he 
ibould grow too fonnidable for his Neighbours. 

After the Conclufion of the Treaty arid Marriage, 
there was an Interview between Edward and Lewis at 
Preguim, a Vill^e near jimiensy which did not an- 
Iwer what Lewis had in View : For whenever Lewis 
couched upon the Strings of Burgumfy ^d BriUofty, 
Ldward grew referved and impatient ; fo that our 
French Ulyjfes was obliged to drop the Diicourfe : But, 
tho' thus difaj^inted, he was too cunning to ^ve 
over the Purfuit. He imagined, as Edward and 
Cbarks were Brothers by Marriage, that that was 
the Reafon of Edward's Attachment to the Houfc of 
Burgundy ; but as there was no fuch Tye in refpeft to 
Brittmtyy he hoped to prevail on Edward to abandon 
that Duke : For this Purpofc, he foon after fent Am- 
b^&dcvs to Ediwardy who was then at Calais -y thefe 
Gentlemen, in order to give a greater Weight to 
their Negociations, were fumiftied with munificent 
Prefents, both for the King and his Miniftcrs » but 
they were greatly difappointed, Edxoard abiblutejy re- 
fufmg to grant the French King's Requeft ^ and, to 
put an End to all future Intreades on the Side of 
France, he publtckly declared, in the Prefcnce of the 
French Ambafladors, ' That if ever Framey during his 
' Life, did attempt to moleft his good Ally the ]^ke 

* of Brittany, h? would repafs the Sea in Per£bii to 

* affifl: him, and revenge his Quarrel.' 

Here was a Saying worthy of an EngUJb King ! 
who preferred the future Good of his Kir^dam ta 
the immediate Intereft of his Qwn Daughter,, whon^ 
he muft then look on as entitled to the Diadan of 
France. Here was a glorious Indication of his Wif- 
dom and Refolution ! Happy had.k beoi for «3» i£ 

Henrf 
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Hemj the Vllth had been as fteadily prudential ' It 
is more than probable, if he had, that Brittaay would 
not have been annexed to the Crown of France, even 
at this Day ; which would have prevented her di- 
ctating fo impcriouny to her Neighbours, as Ihe has 
done tor almoft a Century and a half. 

Lewis, failing in his Attempt to divert Ed- '47^ 
ward from his Regard to the IXike of Brittany, 
thought it beft to do that Juftice voluntarily, which 
he faw he ihould be compefled to j therefore granted 
Duke Francis all he could wilh for, in relation to the 
Sovereignty of his Dutchy ; and agreed, that all 
Things fliould be on the antient Footing. Thts fo- 
lemn Treaty was confirmed at Stnlis the Beginning of 
this Year. I 

But we ftuUl foon find Lewis returning to the old 
Game, and meditating the Conqueft of BritlatPf as ar- 
dently as before. He ftrove, however, now to arm 
himfelf with a more fpecious R-ecence, than hehad yet 
had ; and for thb Purpofe procured a Donation or 
Ceflion of an old Pretenfion, which one Eonjfac had 
to the Dutchy, in Right of his Wife, who was of the 
Houfe of BrittoJ^. Duke Francis faw what this -Ccf- 
fion tended to, and prudently acquainted his faithful 
Ally, Edward, of Lewis's Defigns. 

yVhilQ: Lewis was thus calling his Mcafures, '477- 
Charks of Burgundy, who had for fome time 
tumed his Arms another Way, was killed before 
Ntncy on the 5th oijaamry^ which diverted for the 
prefcnt Lewis's Intentions upon Brittany, to make 
way for his Defigns in the Netherlands, Burgundy be- 
ing expofcd and dcfenceiefs by the Lofs of the Duke 
and his beft Troops. 

Charles was fucceeded by his Daughter, ^J^^y 
Mary, at nineteen Years^of Age, who faw ^^^'^^^^ 
herfelf forfaken, not only by the Friends of '"^*" 
her fate F^er on the Continent, but by pur Edward 
alTo, who was much changed fron^ what he had been -, 
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for, as he ripened in Years, he gtei^r indolent and c<S- 
vetous, and was more eafily perfuadcd to fuffer France 
to go on with her Conqueft ; and it is not improba- 
ble, that the Match, concluded between his Daughter 
and the Dauphin, had fomewhat influenced him, be- 
ing afraid of lofing, if he fhouid affift againft: Lewis, 
the Remittance of 50,000 Crowns a Year, regularly 
paid him at the Tower of Lendm, by Virtue of the 
laft Peace, as a Maintenance for the Dauphinels in 
England, fo called. 

On the' Death of Duke CbariiSy Lewis got into 
liis Hands Peromte, Ham, Bouchntni St. Sittinttn, Mont- 
didier i he alfo got delivered up by Bribes y^ras, Hef- 
din,Bologne, and Camlfay ; and, as a Lure to the States 
of both Burgundies, he declared, he did not feize upon 
any Part of thofe Countries to detain them, but to 
preferve them only for the Princefs, againft the Stoi/s 
and Germans : Yec, when he thought himfelf fecure, 
he changed his Note, and declared his Titles, to wit, 
that of Rcveriion for want of Heirs Male to the 
Dutchy,and that of Donation, becaufe, as he pretend- 
ed, it had been given to the Crown of Frame by 
Count Otbo the Vth, when he married his Daughter 
to Phil^ the Long. 

Indeed the greateft Diforder, m the Affiurs of the 
Princefs of Burgundy was occafioned by the Gheulois, 
who were ftirred up by Lewis : For, as foon as they 
heard of the Duke's Death, they rofe in Arms, killed 
their Magiltrates, feized on the Perfon of their Pritt- 
cels, and would needs manage every Thing at their 
Pleafure. Thole of her Council were the late Duke's 
Widow, the Lord Ravejiein, the Chancellor Hugenet, 
and the Lord Imbercourt, who called to their Afliftance 
• the BilhopofZif^e, the Duke of Ci.-y«j,and the Count 
ofSt. jPaw/'sSon i who were very much divided about 
the Marriage of the Princefs. 

In the mean Time the Deputies of Ghent attended 
the i>ww:A King on the Behalf of the States ai Flan- 
ders. 
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ifcrj, and alledged, they had fuU Power to negotiate 
X Feflce, hewUt on the other hand, to keep up 
die Divifions he had artfully raifed^ fhewcd them 
Lettes from the Dutchefs's Court, that intimated 
qmte rfie confrafy j on which they ignorantly, aa 
ioon as they returned home, without examining into' 
the TrtJth of the Letters, fefzed both Hugmet and 
hnhercdtrtt two of the Dutchefs's feithful Minifters j 
and, nocwithftanding the Prayers and humble Entrea- 
ties of the poor Princefe, who, with dilhevelled Hair, 
came to the Pliice of Eirccutioh to beg their Lives, 
cat off their Heads. With the feme brutifh Fury 
they removed Raoefiein, and the Dutchefs Dowager 
from her, add affigncd her a Council of their owri 
cfanfing. 

Soon after riiir cruel Execution, they con- Maximilian, 
finted- that Maxtmlmn, Son to the Empe- jjf^„^ 
for Frederick^ ffiould marry their Princefe ; ^s° /• 
and accordingly the Marriage was confummated ac 
Ghent abbut thii^ End of July ; but he was fo poor, 
diat his Piince6 was forced to be at the Charge of the 
Wedding, his Equipage, and Maintenance of his 
Servants : She had litde Advantage at firfl: by her 
Marriage, either from Mveimtlia^s Father, or hii 
rich Uncie Sigifmtmd : However, Lewis, in rcfpeft 
to the Emperor, entered into an Agreement with 
MaxmHimii and granted him a Truce for a Year. 
Some refate, that Lewis reftored to him ^ejhoy, Bou- 
ibatrr^ and Cambrof, which were within the Tcrriro- 
rics belonging to the Empire ; but others aver, that 
they drove out the French Garrifons, and furrendcred 
CO A^aetmilim. 

Uport the Expiration of the Truce, "47'- 
MaxTmiHaTt had recourfe to Arms, and 
caufed fome Forces to enter into that Part of Jfaf- 
pat^ that was pofleffcd by the trench, who, in Ihort, 
fucceeded more by the Affcdion of die People, con- 
cerned for file Race of their anticnt frinces; thari; 
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thro' any great Matters thefe Forces did. ■ It's true, 
they took Chaftillon^ Bar, SemWy ?nd divers other 
Places, and with fo much Eafe, that if the Emperor 
had affifted his Son ever fo Uttlc, he had at that 
Time reconquered all the Dutchy : But d'Anhoife, 
who had Men and Money enough, foon chafed poor 

Maximilian out of the Places he had taken ; 
'479- whereupon the Truce was again renewed for 

fome Months. 
But, as loon as the fecond Truce was expired, 
Cbaument, the French General, fcoured all the Coun- 
try before him, even to DoU^ which was deliverpd up 
tluo' the Treacheiy of the German Forces j and they , 
introduced the French-, who lacked and dcftroyed it 
in fuch a Manner, that it became a Heap of Ruins. 
At the fame time, Miximiliaa, with his FcHx:es, lud 
Siege to Teurmrf ; but on the Approach of the French 
Army under Dejquerdes, he drew off to give him Bat- 
tle : They engaged near the Village of Gttfn^afie, 
where the Flemings at firft were forced to give Ground j 
but the French pulhing their Charge too far, the 
Counts of Najfau and Romania rallying their Tnx^w, 
put them to t light, and obUged the Enemy to qiut 
the Field, which ^ned Maximiliau no little Rcputi' 
ti(Hi, and was the Means of putting the Affiuis of 
Bttrgtouiy upon a much better Footing. 

In March this Year, Z.ewis happened to be 
1480. at a Village near Cbinen^ where he was fud- 

denly deprived of his Speech and Scnfcs, nei- 
ther of which did he tecovcr for two Days i and 
even then his Body remained weak and la pgtijfhin g, 
under which IndifpoTttion he laboured to his Death. 
Bdng in this Condition, he was glad to make a 

Truce with Msximilum for fcvcn NbutliSa 
1411. to commence from jIi^k^i and the £une 

was afRTwards polonged for a further Time. 
Thio' thefe pKiccedings, the Duithcfs of Bmrpet- 
i^*s Afairs begun to have a £ivounib!e Afpcd, and lud 
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a good Ptofpefl: of enjoying Peace for the fu- 
ture ; but flic was then taken off by a Fall from her 
H<»ie as flie was golnga Hunting, and died 
jtt Ghent the 25th of A&y, being pregnant ^ ■4^1- 
however flie left two Children behind her, 
fi^ip and Margarety of whom we (hall fpcak more in 
the Courfe of this Hiftory. 

Upon the Death of the Dutchefs, her PtJI"p. 
only Son Plnltp fucceeded as Duke of g^^"^ 
Burgwidy ; and foon after War betwreen ""^ 
Lewis and Maximilian was again renewed, and car* 
ried on with great Vigour and various Succefs on 
both Sides ■, buc at length it was terminated by 3 
Maxch betwcm darks the Dauphin, and Margaret, 
MaximiUan't Daughter, who was then fcarce two 
Years of Age, and Q>arks not thirteen. This 
Treaty was concluded at G5wy, where Lewis then 
was 5 but A^rgaret was not carried into Frarue till 
the .^ril following, and the Wedding was celebrated 
xtAmboifi'inJufy, 1483, which Match, as was faid, 
gave fo great Uncafmefi to our Edward^ that it haften- 
cd his Death, tho* it afterwards came to nothing. 

tMois was now, by this Ag^reement, at full 
liberty to put his Defigns on Brittany in Exe- '4*3^ 
curion ; and for that End he again prepared 
for the Cbnqueft of that Dutcby. In the firfl Place 
he feized a large Quantity of Arms, which Duke 
Francis had caufed to be made for him at Mitan i 
' next be endeavoured to prevail on the King of ^- 
ragon to abandon the Duke, and drop the Alliance he 
h:ul lately made with him for his Defence. So furc 
was Ijeans of being able to reduce Briitairf^ that he 
rejedsd the Alliance oi Richard the Hid of Engltvid, 
who eamefUy fought his Fricndfhip : But the Sut^ 
duiaion of Brittatrf was not yet come -, fw Lewies 
Death put an End to his vaft Defigns, and left the 
Completion of them tt> his Succc0br. 
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This King <Ued in the Month dii^^^k this Tear, 
«rho had, widiout all Difpute, grou Talents for gi>T 
verning, having a wondertul Viv^udty of JufJ^nent^ 
a fingular Quiabiels of Imagination, 2, g^eat deal 9f 
. Art and Facility of Speech, gre^ Cfiuxage in Wv, 
^d a liberality worthy the primitive Heroes. 1^6- 
verthclefs, he had no Sincerity of Heart, his Hefor 
lutions never aimed at any Thing t^ Cn^t and Dif- 
guifc ; he had rcalJy a Medley of Collides as of^xh 
fite to each other, 9s they were contrary to hi? own 
Repofe and Glpiy. During his Tjine Iron Ca^e« 
were made to confine State Prifoners i and a finiib- 
t.ig Stroke was put to the Authority of the ^ntienc 
Parliaments of Francs. 

Two Things h^PP^cd very remarkable 14 ||i^ 
^eign, to wit, a League was made between the French 
^aA the Smfs-t whereby the latter gndertook to ^flift 
the former with Troops for hire, which was the firft 
league that 'was made of (hat kind > ^e QthA 749 
the Settlement of the pefi^ which |ias fince been of 
infinite Advantage to the Pubjick in general. To 
film up X^ewis'i CharaAer in a Word* tho' he w?» al- 
lowed to have feme good Qjalitics, yet he was ge- 
nerally efteemed a very cruel Prince. 

He caufed Cibarlfs his only Son B> be educated 9C 
jbuboife, and, fave fus ordinary Ssrvants, none were 
admitted to his Frefence. 
*n. 1 B-»Tr Notwithftanding this Prince had met 

*£? witlifuchUfagc,heafcendedtheThfone 

France. on his Father's Death, by the Name of 
Cbarki the VUIth ; and there was no 
pifpute about a Regency, becgufc, as he was entered 
into his fourteenth Year, he was no longer a Minor, ac- 
cprcUng to the irrevoc^Ie Ondin^iice of Qxixks the 
Vthj, who fcttkd the A^ of Majority : But this Age 
^4 Dot exempt him item the KecciTity of having 
ibme Perfon aoout him, on whom he might rely for 
t&i^ Management of Af^irs, and who in his Name 
ipi^ exercife the chief Authority in the GoTcmment. 
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The Iw King Iu4, before his Death, declared it to 
be his Plei^uf e, that 4'l>t of Frmce, his eldeft Dau^ 
ter, fhould h^ve the Adminiftratton (during die Nfi- 
nori^ c^ hifi Son) who w» called MiKkm ^ Au^oc. 
3he is defcrihed in Hiftory as a Lady of fupcrior Ta>- 
Jents, cS 9 penetrtfing and judicious Underflmding; 
couir^;Un|5 and conftant, acempt irom the wdinaiy 
f oibtef of her Sex, and every way qualiBcd by fundfy 
great £ndowniepfs for t^ Piret^on and Comnund ctf 
the State. 

At the lame time the Court was divided between 
two odier Rivals for the Regency, namely Lewis 
Pujce of Orietmy and Jelm Dute of Bowhon ; each of 
whom had hjs Abettors, and thought of forming « 
Party, which unhappy Competidon held all Frave in 
Sufpen£s. Madam dc SiMfjeHy who fore&w the dan^ 
geipu^ Cooiequences of thefe Dtvilions, propofed an 
Expedient whereby to end them, was. to refer the 
Matter to the Determinadon of the AlTembly of the 
States -J to which Propofal the Dukes of Orkaiu and 
Bffurk^H were obliged to conjent, and the States were 
ordc^ tQ aflemble to fettle the Point : But the Duke 
of OrU^aUt in the mean dme, to fecure a proper Rc- 
Ireat, in caSx he ihould be difappointed in his Preten^ 
fion^ entered into a clofe AUknce with the Duke of 
^ritWff, whi^by he &cured fuch AJEftance as would 
ffu/t^f him to defend himfelf a^ainft his Enemies i 
and the Reafon, that at firft prevailed tm the Duke of 
itnttMst tP dvlare for the Duke (^ Orkensy was 
owing to the following Accident. 

Fraifis the Qd, Duke of Brittai^y had a Favourite, 
nvned latdokt who we have before mentioned ; he 
vas, «B fome Hiilorians relate, only the Son of a poor 
Taylor at yitre^ and, by being employed by the Duke'a 
Taylor as a Jowneymwi, had fome Accefi tt> the Bi- 
IfKC i where lie was firft taken Notice of, for his Vi;- 
ncity, by fome of thofe that had been em|doyed by 
A« Duke ia hn I^re Intrigues. He no foooer get 
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Admiflion to Court, than he made his Way, even 
over the Shoulders of thofe who had been the In- 
-ftnimcna of his bdng taken notice of ; Iw he was 
Ix^d and ambitious, and never tied down bj Confci- 
«nce, Honour, or Gratitude : He was fo alfiduous in 
his FunfUon of Imping, that the Duke thought it 
pFoper to raife him to the important Folt of Treafurer, 
againft the Advice of thofe who was his moft faithfiil 
Servants. But others aver, Laadois was a Man of as 
much Craft and Subtilty as any at that Time in Eu- 
rope. The Breton Nobility, whom he depreOed, con- 
spired to deftroy him ; their firft Attempt proved un- 
iuccefsfiil, and the Sentence, that was given againft 
them, was no te& than Death, which obliged fevera] of 
them to quit Britttarf, in order to avoid falling a Sa- 
crifice to the Favourite's Revenge, who applied to the 
Lady Am of Beaujeu^ to obtain the King, her Bro- 
ther's Protection, which he was plealed to grant 
them. 

Lattdois, on the other hand, feeing his Enemies had 
recourfe to the Lady Am, thought he could not do 
better than rely on the Affiftance of the Duke of Or- 
leans. To that End he intrcated Mm to come' to the 
Court of Brittair^, aiTuring him, that he fhould not 
Want the Duke his Mafters Afliftance upon all Occa- 
fions ; and the Duke, pleafed with the Hopes Zjondois 
had infpired him with, came to Brittairft where he was 
extremely careffed. 

Madam de Beaujeu, who had Reafc»i to Hifpeft; 
that fome 111 might enfue from the Duke of Orleans 
being fo kindly received, and flaying in Brittany, pro- 
cured an Order from the King, to require him to re- 
turn immediately to France, to aflift in the States al^ 
fembled at Ttmrs, and at the King's Coronation. 
-There could have been no Pretence for recallii^ him 
more fpecious than this, and the Duke of Orkant had 
no vtfible Reafon to excufe his Compliance wth thefc 
two Duties i thcie^tfc he Ktok Leave of the Duke 
' ' ■ ■ ■ of 
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^Sfifta^i but not without a great Crois ta hIs: 
oim Inclinations. 

The-firit important Af^r that the States went on, 
was the Choice of a fit Ferfon, to whofe Care the 
King itiigbt be committed. Madam- dt Beaujeu had 
&) dextroufly contrived Matcen, as to be fure of Suc- 
cels i ihe had already perfuaded the Duke of Bottrhon 
to lay afide his pFetenfiont, by aflurijig him of die 
Dig^^ of Conft^ble, which he fondly defired. In a 
Word, this Duke's Adherents and hers united, fo that 
her FafUon in the States beaune incomparably 
finmger than that of the Duke of Orleans % and it- 
was there refolved, that, in Compliance with the In- 
tentions of the late King, Madam Am oi Frame IhouU 
have the Chara;e and Care of his M^jcfty's facred 
Perfon, till his Age and Experience would permit. 
him to govern alone. 

Madam de Beaujeu having gained her principal De- 
lign, and feeing her Authority confii^ned by that of 
the States, thought only of preferving a Harmony,, 
and afting in Concert with them, in regard to the Go- 
venunentof the Kingdom; infomuch, that every 
Thing was tranlaftcd in that Aflembly with much, 
more Agreement and Unanimity thiin could haye. 
beoi e:^e£ted. 

As loon as the Slates were difmilTed, Pre- 1484. 
paraticms were made lor the King's Corona- 
tion, and the Ceremony, was performed tt Rhetmst on 
the 30th oi Mrf. Madam de Beaujeu, with the Coun- 
cil, which confifted of the Princes of the Blood, and 
twelve Perfons chofen, or aj^ovcd of, by the Staws,. 
proceeded in taking. Care of the important Affiiirs of- 
che Kingdom. 

The Duke of Orleatu was by no means iatisfied 
with the Detettninaiion of the Sutes \ and, as foon as 
the Coronation was over, he quitted the Court, and 
came from Tows to PariSy where, by lus Munifi- 
cence, he drew the Eyes of all the World upon him, 
„.... ,.HH,x^d. 
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and eadavuired to gaiii ^ AfieAior» of ike b^liij 
t^tants by popular Methods and lib^i^iy. - ' He fif^ 
ft£tcd to appear often in iSiblick, {btftctftnei atTen-i

The Duke, being tlu^ compelled to difinifs- fan^ 
FoKes, the greotefl Part of 'Aem^lfSnl in Ae Duk^ 
of Mrittafiy*% Atmy ag^ft-die coridennHkl Lords ; tfct 
which, j4»» of Beatgm fent to the AOUbatec of thofe 
L(»ds ito of the King*sTroops. 

The ftjocflft of die Eapedition ^ainft the Dbfee 
of Orkam was- much to die Honour of MadaM J^ 
BeMfeu: Bb< OM hui too muchrgbodSenfe to lay any 
great Strc& on Ac' Fidelity of a Prince, that quitted 
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liis Arms out of mcer Ncceflity, which Confidcration 
|)uc heron her Guard \ and we HiaU foon fee Ihe was 
light in fo doing. 

OrleoHS continued ro rely on the Duke of Brit- 
Anvy's AOiflance againft the Court, which that Duke 
readily promifed, for that as he had been greatly pet^ 
iecuted by Lewis the Xlth, during his whole Reign, 
he belief jhm of Beaujeu was of the like Difpoli' 
tion, and followed the fame Maxims -, he thought he 
could not do better than aflift the Duke of Orleans, 
whOy he doubted not, would return the like Favour, 
in cafe he fliould be attacked by Jnn of Beaujeu j thefe 
being the Views of both Rinces, after fome private 
Negotiations, they formed a League together, into 
which cunsJoimdeCbalktUt Prince of Orange, Ne- 
phew to the Duke of Briitaxrf, the Duke of Bourbon, 
the Earl of Jugeulefme, the ^1 of Ditmis, the Duke 
of Lorrain, and fe^ral other Princes and Lords. 

The B^nnir^ of January the Earl of '485- 
Dmeis returned inco France without Leave, and 
irithdrew to his Seat at Partn^ in Peilfou. The 
King was yet ignorant of the Duke of Orleant's Do- 
ftgns i but the Earl's Return convincing him fome 
Plot was contriving in fevour of Orleans, (who was 
gone to Biois) his Majefly fent him a po{itiye Order 
to repair to Court, which the Duke obeyed upon a 
feccmd Summons ; but next Day, being informed 
fome HI was intended him, he feigned to go a Hunt- 
ing, inftead thereof, he immediately returned into 
BrittaiP^i where he was kindly received ; and was 
fo<Mi folkjwed by the Nobles concerned in th» 
I^eague. 

Whilft the Duke of Orleans was at the Duke of 
Brittafrf*& Court, Ijs»deis every Day made himfelf 
more odious than before to the People, by his wicked 
Proceedings, which put the condemned Lords upon 
forming ^ new Plot afi^inft him : And, for the bct- 
H tcr 
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ter executing their Defign, France, ind fevera) of their 
Fellow-Subje^ aflifbed them both with Men atid 
Money. 

Landoii, hearing of what iras forming ae^nft hiffl, 

before the End of Jmrnary, levied an Army 
•486- in the Name of the Duke has Mafter, and pw 

himfelf at their Head. In fliort, Kbtcers at 
laft were arrived at fuch lITue, that both Parties were 
on the Point of coming to Blows. At that Inftant, 
the condemned Lords caufed it w be repreftnted to 
thofe that oppofcd them» * That they did not ap- 

* pear in behalf of their commcMi M^er the Didc^ 

* but of Ijmdois his wicked Minifter ; that it was un- 

* juft to ihed the Blood of their Countrymen in the 

* Quarrel of a Man who had colorioufly abufed his 

* Maftcr's Confidence : That therefore, to appeafe at 

* once the Troubles of Britlarry, there was a much 

* more namral and ready Way than that of Arms, 

* namely, to rid themfelves of this unworthy Favou- 

* rite ; after which, not a Man would reftjfc to render 

* due Obedience to the Duke.* The Barons of the 
Duke's Party, after feme Con&ltadon, apj»oTcd of 
their Propofal, and declared, that they thought it was 
for the Intereft of the Duke and the Country in ge- 
neral, that Landois ihould be fecured, Landeis, hew- 
ing both Parries were contriving fome Mifchief againft 
him, caufed a Declararion to be drawn up in the 
Duke's Name, wherein he fet forth. That thofe un- 
der his Command, who held Intelligence with the 
other Army, ftiould be deemed Rebels j but this only 
fcrved to haften his Ruin. The Chancellor rcfufed to 
feal the Declaration, and informed the Lords of it, 
who refolved to have no further Regard for the Favou- 
rite } fo, without giving him Time to take other 
Meafures, they went in a Body to the Palace, and

it is no wTMider a Man of his Caft fhould fall •, it 
is rather to be admired that be held his Poft fo long. 
If FruHcii the lid had been capable of feeing into 
the true Intereft of his Family, he would never liave 
transferred his Power to a Man who was become 
olMU»dous to his Subjects ■, but he was both wilful and 
ObeltinaEe, as moft weak Men are. 

,. One cannot conceive a greater Grief, than what 
, the Duke of Brittany felt, when he heard of his fa- 
.vourite Minifter's Fate -, neverthelefs, he was forced 
to contain himfelf, and grant a Paidon to all the 
Lords that had been concerned in putting him to 
H 2 death. 
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death, for fear of being intangted in a bloody War 
the latter Part of his Life \ ' but this would not 

* ferve his Turn, (fays A£zyfr«,) the Time was come 

* to put an End to that Eftate.' 

The Duke of Brittettj, after the Death of LanJois, 
did not know who to truft with the Adminiftration of 
his Affairs ; he confidered ftill his Barons as fo many 
Enemies, tho' he had granted them a Pardon. The 
Duke of Orleans finding him thus embarrafied, gain- 
ed fuch an Afccndant over him, that he governed 
BriStarr^ as if he had been the Sovereign. The Ad- 
vantages he enjoyed in that Country, where almoft 
every thing was at his Difpofal, drew thither many 
Frenchmen, who came to offer him their Service. 
Mean while the Duke of Brittany affembled the States, 
caufed his eldeft Daughter j^ to be declared Heir- 
efe of the Dutchy, and, in cafe fhe died without Iffue, 
it was decreed J/ahel, her younger Sifter, Ihould 
fucceed. 

The Lords of Britlavy, newly reconciled to their 
Sovereign, perceiving the Duke of Orleans ruled ab- 
folutely in the Duke's Name, and that the French 
flocked to him in Crowds, began to entertain Sufpi- 
cions of their Prince -, and were afraid he had fcnt for 
all thefe Strangers to help him to be revenged of 
them for their Outrages on his Favourite : In this Be- 
lief they aflembled at Chateaubriant, to confult what 
was to be done, to prevent the Danger with which 
they thought themfelves threatned, being headed by 
the Lord of Rieux, Marfhal of Brittatt^. 
- Charles the Vlllth, being ftill Intent upon the 
Conqueft of Brittany^ and as the Duke of Orleans ma- 
naged the Affairs in that Dutchy, the King was ap- 
-prehenfive that he-intended to make ufe of the Duke 
of BrittafTf's Forces, to raife frefh Troubles m 
■France,- and therefore thought it his Intereft to che-

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f^ the IMfconenw of the ^mn Ixirds to fervc both 
ius PeD^iu. To that End be fent to the Barons, 
afl^bled tt Oattatdri^t, Andrew tEpna^, Car- 
ina) ^ Bemitamt with an Offer of his Proteftion, 
which was ^a^ received by many of them, who pet- 
t^ w«e all>ea(^^inedbythe Court of /rj/rcf ; but 
ethers, {cH«fee(ng the Inconveniences that might fol- 
low, were forrcjefting.it: They alWged the feveral 
Attempa ef Cbarleis Predficeffijn to become M^fters 
ol Britiair^ m^ how dangerous it was to admit the 
^tancb' into their Country ; In fipe, to prevent this 
A£fchief, it was a^ed, that a Treaty (hould be made 
with the King to detepmice the Number of Men he 
was to find th«M, in cafe of n.eerf -, pur&ant to which 
RdbhiaoH, they and the Cardioal figned a League, 
inqwFting, 

' That the Breton Locds (hould immediately take

dories was wttremeljr rqoiced upon recei\dng the 
JJews of the ConchifiMi of this Treaty, and inflantly 
latified it ; ^c, as he aforwards mewed, he had 
(odwr Defigns fer different from what die Bretefi 
JLoids propofed from the Agreement. 

Abcwt this Time the Duke of Brittat^ was taken 
dangerouSy ill, «i4 die King advanced as &r as 
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Tffarj, with a DeCgn to enter Brittatrf^ In cafe of the 
Duke's Death ; but, he recovering, the King re- 
turned to Jmbois in November, where he held feve- 
ral Conferences with the Breton Lords, relating to 
compeUing the Duke of Orleans and his Adherents to 
c^it Brittatef. After fettling thefe Points the King 
returned to Paris ; and with thefe Traniaftions ended 
the Year i486. 

J g At the opening this Year the Lady Bern- 

jeu was wholly taken up with her Friend*, 
in endeavouring to reclaim the French Princes that 
had declared for the Duke of Orleans ; plyitig the 
Cour.t of /btgoulefme &i clofely, that he was obliged 
to have recourfe to the King's Clemency) and Ihe 
managed the Duke of Bourbon with fo much Art 
and- Contrivance, that flie entirely gained him, and 
reconciled him with Monf. de Beaujeu her Hulband, 
this Prince's younger Brother. The great Power of 
the Younger raifed a Jealoufy in the elder Brother -, 
but Means were found to convince him, that it was 
for the Intereft both of the Government and the 
Houfe of Bourbon, that a good Harmony ihould 
be fetded between them ; the Count of Vendofme 
being the Perfon that manned this Accommodation. 
On the other hand, the Duke of Orlean^^ Friends 
in France were not idle ; they formed feveral Schemes 
in order to affift him, one of which was, to cany off 
the King, who wouid, as fome Authors lay, have 
warranted them therein ■, this would have ended the 
Quarrel to the Duke's Advantage ; but, the Contri- 
vance having taken Air, by means of a Valet, Cemints, 
and fome others, who had the Management of the 
Confpiracy, were arrelfed. 

Comings, according to his own Account, was con- 
fined Prifoner near three Years, eight Months of 
which he was (hut up in an Iron Cage before he was 
brought to his Tryal, and then he was condemned by 
Sentence of the Court of Parliament to lofc the fourth 

Part 
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pMt of his Ellatt, and to remain a Prifoner for ten 
Years in one of his Houfes. 

Father Daniel obferves, thac the Reafon Comines 
m^iged in this Confpiracy was principally owing to 
his being difgdixd at his not having the lame Re- 
gard paid to him in this Reign, as had been in that 
of the former ; and which this Author condemns as 
ointrary to the noble Morality that (Amines from 
time to time fi^efts in his Hiitory, concerning 
the Honefty and Fidelity of Subjects to their Princes, 
and intimates, that he was one of the evil Coun- 
fcUors, that advifed the Duke of Bourbon to join 
the JDuke of Orleans againft his Sovereign. 

After the Duke oWrUans's Projefts in Franceh^d 
mifcarried, Omrlts became very intent to execute 
his Defigns upon Brittatrf : Early in the Spring he fent 
three different Armies into that Country ; the one 
commanded by the Lord of St. jhdre, another by 
the Count of Montpefier, and the other by Lewis de 
TrimovilUt under Pretence of affifting the difcontent- 
ed Lords, purfuant to the Treaty he had made with 
them. Tiu firft alone was Ox thoufand ibong, which 
exceeded the Number he had promifed to find by the 
Treaty. Upon the News of this Invafion the Duke of 
BrittoKf, feeing himfelf forfaken by leveral of iiis Ba- 
tons, retired mto the Centre of his Country, accom- 
panied by the Duke of Orleans, and the Earl of Duf 
aww, with ibme other French Lords of the Duke of 
Orleans's Party \ and, flaying fome tinfc at Maktroiti 
he very haftily affembled an Army of fixtccn thou- 
sand Men, ill armed, and undifciplined. 

The French Troops joined at Ploermel, which was 
taken by Storm and pillaged j from thence they 
marched to Vatmes to beficge the Duke of Brittarr^, 
who had retired thither i when this Prince would cer- 
tainly have been taken, if the Prince of Orange had not 
arrived by Sea' with fome Veflels, in one of which he 
made him embark, and go widli him to l^anix. Van- 
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ms, being ttirificd mth the IilighC of thtir Sm> 
reign, fumendered without nuking an^ RcTiAatic*.

* defirous to give them both real Marks of his Gra- 
' titude ; and therefore he would take t(}« prefent 
' Opportunity to difcharge the Duty of a trac Friend, 

* by endeavouring to heal their Differences in an ami- 

* cable Manner, and would very fpeediiy difpatch 
' Ambaffadors to theni to offer his Mediation.' 

Hiftorians tell us, that Henry was not fo blind as not 
to fee what the King of France was driving at \ but, 
unluckily for England as well as Brittcaef^ he was pof- 
feffed with a Notion, that Cha^lt! couM never be 
able to put his Defigns in Execution. He grounded 
his Confidence on the Forces of Brittany^ wliich had 
hitherto withftood France fucccfsfully ; on the fickle 
Temper of the French, whofe Heat is foon abated by 
Difficulties ; on the Troubles which the Duke of Or- 
leans could raife in the Kingdom, by means of his 
Friends \ and oh the Divcriion which the King of the 
Romans might make in Flanders. 

This being Henry'i prefent Opinion, purfuant there- 
to he fent Ambaffadors to King Ovaries to offer his 
Mediation ; and, in cafe it was accepted, they had 
likewife Orders to go and make the fame Offer to 
Duke Francis. Charles was then employed in the 
Siege of Nanlz, and, as he hoped to be foon Matter 
of that Place, he faw nothing capable afterwards of 
hindering him from wholly fubduing Brittany j where- 
fore all his Endeavours tended only to order the Mat- 
ter fo, that Henry Ihould fend no Succours to tho 
Duke of Brittany, before Nantz was taken. 

When the Ambaffadors had offered him the Media' 
Oon of the King their Mafter, Charles anfwered with a 
great deal of Diffimulation, * That he willingly con- 

* fented the King of England IHould aft not only as 

* Mediator between him and the Duke of Britta^t 

* but as Judge, and that Matters fhould be left co 

* him to decide as he pleafed/ He was in Hopes, ei- 
ther that the Duke of Brilttmy would rejcft dus Pn>^ 
po6I, or that, in cafe he clofed with jt, it would iH|t

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be impoITible to gain as much Time as pight fervr 
his Turn, 

His Majefty's Minifters, im^ning dicyhad got over 
the grcateft Difficulty, repaired to the Duke of Bjit- 
tdfy-t who was fliut up in Nanlz, Mid made him the 
fame Offer frpm their Mafter. The Duke of Orleans 
told them, in the Name of that Prince, • That, at a 

* Time when his Country was iiivaded, and ready 
' to be fwailowed up by the French^ he expcfted 

* actual Succours fronl the King of En^lfutd, rather 

* than a Mediation, which muft needs be fruidefe, 

* fince nothing was more eafy, thap to fpin out a 

* Negotiation till Briiiaay was loft : That he intreat- 
' cd the King to call to mind the Favours he had re- 

* ceived from the Duke, and confider of what Confc- 

* quence it was to England, to hinder that Dykedom 

* from becoming a Province of FratKC* The Am- 
baffadors having brought back this Anfwcr to King 
QsarkSt he took Occafton to tell them, ' That for his 

* Part, he was very defirous of Peace, as plainly apt- 
' pe^d by the Propofal he had made ■, but that he 
■ . was forry to find, that the Duke of Brtttaity, befet 

* as he was by the Duke ofOtleans, would never com- 

* ply without being forced to it by tl>p Continuation 

* of the War.* He was fo cunning as ^o inftil this 
I*Iorion into the Ambafl^dors, who, at their Return 
into England, gave the King to underftand, that i^ 
■pas proper to leave the Duke of Briitarfy under his 
prefcnt ill Circumflances, that he plight be induce^ 
of himfelf to fue for the Mediation he had rejeftcd. 

Thus flenry's jVmbalTadors traverfed backwards and 
forwards, and in the mean time there arrived two Aids 
\n Briilofff, thp one from Ef^la^ of four hundred 
Men, under the Comm^d of the Lord WoodviUe-^ un- 
|tnown to Henry the Vllth, and the other of fifteen 
hundred Men from Miximilian, under the Coiufpand 
(}f Saudpiriy Baftard of Bttrz^^J- 
• -■ ■ <^^ 
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ThcEarlofDiwiowwasthcn at St. J^fc/o's waiting for 
a Ship to cany him to England ; but, when thel'e Forces 
arrived, he altered his Defign, and» inftead thereof, he 
judged it advifeable to attempt the Succour of Nan.z % 
and having joined to the fifteen hundred Men iint by 
Maximilian-, between four and five thoufand BretoHs^ 
that came to offer him their Service) he marched to 
that City, and entered it without any Oppofition, by a 
Paffagc which the French had left unguarded for want 
of Troops. The King, upon Advice of the Entry 
of this Succour, the Slacknefs of the Btetons that 
joined with the French in the Siege of Nakiz, and 
of the lai^e and continual Defertions they made, fenc 
them an Order to raife it. 

Gfcar/w's Army, after they had marched from be- 
fore Nantz, were for the prefent feperated and quar- 
tered in feveral Towns in Brittatrf for Refrelhment. 

At this Time there happened in Brittatpf a Rcvo- 
hition, prejudicial to the King of France's Affairs. 
The Lords, who had treated with him, plainly 
perceiving his Intention was to conquer the Dutehy^ 
made their Peace with the Duke^ and obtained 
a full Pardon ; the Marfhal de RieUK, their Head* 
being the laft that complied, defiring firft to be tho- 
roughly convinced of the French King's Defigns. whith 
yet he only fufpefled j for which Purpofe, after pri- 
vately a-eating with the EHike of Orleans, he found 
the Duke willing to quit Brittany^ on receiving rea- 
fonable Satisfa£Uon from CbarkSf as to the fafety of* 
his and his Friends Perfons ■, on which thd Marflial 
fent a Mefla^e to the King, to let him know, chaE 
the Duke oX Orleans offered to quit the Country with 
all his Followers : Therefore, fince the FteHcb Troops 
had cntttred BrittaOf only to expel that Prince, m 
moll humbly bcfoi^t turn to recal them, purfuant 
to his Treaty with the Barons, jlnit of Beaajeu, who 
was haughty and proud, imagining there was no need 
of any further Ceremony, told the Mefleiiger, the 
I 1 King 
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King had gone too for to recede, and would iee Ac 
Ifllie of the Affair. This Anfwer convinced the Mar- 
Jhal of the French King's real IntentioD, which in&i- 
ced him to follow the lixample of the reft of the Ba- 
rons, and was reconciled to nis Sovereign, who gave 
him the Command of his Army. 

The Frmcb Commanders loft no Time, for, as (boa 
as their Troops were rcfreflied, they again united in one 
Body and entered upon Aftion. The firll Place they 
attacked was the Town of Dol, which they took by 
Storm i whereupon the Duke, not thinking himfelf 
fafe in Nanlz, retired to Raines -, and, tho' he law him- 
felf extremely prcfled, did not hear, that PrcparatiwM; 
were any where making for his Relief: And in this, 
unhappy Situation we fliail for the prcfcnt leave him. ■ 

Hemy, as fagacious as he was, had a wrong Notion' 
■ of the. War in Brittany. It's allowed hewaafiiily 
convinced, that it was the Intereft of England to hia.' 
dcr that Dutchy from falling into the Hands of the 
French ; but then, he thou^t it was in his Power to 
prevent it by Means of a Megouadon only, without 
^ving the Duke any effeftuaj Succours i he alfa be- 
lieved, tlur Charles would never run the Rifque of 
entering into an open War with Engiaiid ; and that, 
to tejiify him with the Fears of fudi a War, would 
bc.givingcffeftual Relief to the oppreffed Duke. Be- 
ing thus ftrongly poffeflcd with thefc Chimera's of 
his own covetous Heart, lie attended to the Afeir of 
Brittattf no further than he might be a G^ner. Sure» 
never was there a Prince more greedy of Pelf than 
he, nor more dextrous at converting every thii^ to . 
his own Profit. 

As the French had greatly diftrcflai the Duke of 
Britioffff by the War they had carried into his 
Dutchy, Henry every where gave out, that England'^ 
Intereft was too much concerned not to fuffer Brittatff 
to be loft, and reiblved to make uic of fo lair an Op- 
portunity of getting a Subfidy, under Pretence of enx- 
ploying 
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ployii^ \\ in afllftipg the Duke againft Frmce \ for 
«4iich £nd he g^vc Plre^tions fbr calling his Farlin- 
menc 

The Parliament being met at Weji' ^ fr^tH'^t 
mi^er. Cardinal A&r/wi. by the King's %J^i'Jl^jf 
Direftions, opened the Seffion with a htidtbei^tiif 
Speech, the Subftance of which here November, 
fgllows, H87- 

He took Notice w both Houfes, ' That the King 
' ordered him to let them know, that he retained in 
' thank&l Memory the Love and Loyalty they had 

* fliewed to him in the laft Parliament, both by efla- 

* bUihing his Royalty, and freeing and difcharging of 

* his Partakers, and Confifcations on his Traitors and 

* Rebels ; more, £ud the Cardinal, could not come 
' from &ibjefts to dieir Sovereign in cme Aftion : 
' That there wkc two Caufes of their prefcnt aflcm- 

* bling, the one a foreign Bufinefs, and the. other 
' ^bttcr of Government at home. 

* As to the firft Point, no doubr, the Parliament 

* was informed of the deplorable Condition the Duke 
' of Britta?^ was reduced to, thro' King Charki^% in- 
' vading his Country, and that the Frttub would cer- 
' t«nly conquer the Dutchy^ if the Duke was not 

* timely affiftcd i he therefore admoniflied the Par- 
' lianKnc to grant the King a fufiicient Subfidy, 

* whereby to enable him efteitually to fuccour th© 

* Duke. 

* The fccond Rcafpn, laid he, was for them to 

* piard the Government at home, by fuppreffing all 

* Seeds of Sedition and Rebellion, by taking Care to 

* enaft proper Laws for the encouraging of Trade 

* and fupprefTing Ufury ; for, in Ihort, they knew 

* that the King was a good Husband, and only a 

* Steward for the Publick •, and therefore, as other 

* Kingdoms were growing into Greatnefs, and the 

* Times ftirring, it was not fit to find the King with 

* an empty Puife.* 
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The Parliament readily granted an ample SubCdf 
liar the Purpofes defired, and with great Warmth re- 
commended the King to aflift the Duke of Brittafty. 

After they had granted what the King requefted, 
theyproceeded to take intoConfiderationthe latter Part 
of the Cardinal's Speech, and pafled fevcral Laws, 
the mok material we have mentioned in the annexed 
Note * ; and after the enafting of thcfe, and fomc 
others of Icis Importance, they broke up.

For, no fooner was the Parliament broke up, but 
the Commiffioners employed to gather the Subfidy 
proceeded to execute their Commiflion, who very 
ealily fuccceded throughout the Kingdom, till they 
-came to Torkjbire and the BKhoprick oi Durham, the 
People in thofe Countries rifing in Arms, and refu- 
fing to pay what was demanded. 

Hereupon the Commjflipners applied to the Earl 
of Northumberland^ (who commanded in that Part of 
the Kingdom) and informed him of the Treatment 
they had met with.

The Pdpulacft 
vmdcr that Notion, as foon as the Earl was returned 
home, fuddenly aflaulted him in his Houfe, and in 
the Fray murdered both him and feveral of his Ser- 
vants I they then proceeded to chufe for their Lea- 
der Sir John E^remond, a faftious Perfon, and an Enc 
my to the King j and were much encouraged in their 
Proceedings by a forty Fellow, named John aOfamher^ 
who was in high Eflimation among the Rabble. Thus 
being proridM, the Rebels gave out, that they would 
march to Leaden, and gi?e the King Battle. 

Hatryt being always watchful to fupprefs Rebel- 
lions in their Infancy, immediately raifed an Army, 

and ient them, in the Beginning of the Year 
* '488. under the Command of the Elari of Surry t in 

order to oppofe and fupprefe this Rebellion. , 
The Earl foon came up with them, engaged with the 
principal Band of thefe Rebels, defeated theni, and 
took John a Chamber Prifoner ; but Sir Jolm Egremottd 
efcaped into Flandert. The King followed me Earl 
with another Body of Forces, intending to have 
engaged the Rebels in Perfon ; but whilft he was on 
the Way he heard, that Surry had beaten and difperfed 
them. Tho' the Affair was ended, his Majefty purfued 
his Journey to Tork, where he ordered John a Qtam- 
her to be hanged on a Gibbet, raifed in the Middle of 
a fquare Gallows, and twelve of his Followers round 
him. After that, he returned to Loriden, leaving the 
Earl of Surry Prefident in the Nsrth, and Sir Richard 
Tunjiall his principal Commifiioncr, with fiall Directi- 
ons to levy the Subfidy, of which he would not re- 
mit a Denier. In this Manner was an End put to the 
third Rebellion raifed againft Henry, fince his afeend-- 
ing the Throne, tho' he had po^ then reigned three 
Years.

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As ibon as the Farliunent was broke up A'&in «f 
and the Rebellion fupprcflcd, Umrj begun ■^"'^" 
again to afltft the Ddcc ai Brittany on his '^ ' 
own Scheme, not with Forces, as was expefted, but 
by way of Negotiation, which little availed him ; though 
Experience afterwards convinced the King, when it was 
too late, that the only Means to have laved Brttttatf 
was to have, fcnt thither a ftrong Aid, and declared 
Ww ^;iunft France, according to the Parliament's 
Intentionfi ; whereas the Plan Heyvy had formed ro 
hirofelf was founded only upon his extrcnTc Defire, 
that the Difierence mi^ be decided without his being 
forced to expend the Money lately granted him for 
that Purpofe. 

However, the "Winter procured the Duke of Brit' 
taiy a Ceflation of Arms, (which all Henry''s Sotlicita- 
dons at the Court of France had not been able to get 
him) that Seafon obliging Charles to put his Troop* 
into Quarters of Refreflunent, which he had no fooncr 
done, bat he returned to Paris. 

There Henry'% Ambaffadora attaided, and notified 
10 him the Parliament's Defire : But, as if he was 
afraid of going too far, they declared^ that, if their 
Mafter entered into a War, itwwjld be only defcnfive, 
»nd fofcly with refpeit to Brittaay. 

The Court of Prance eafily perceiving, that Henry 
had no Inclinarion vigoroudy to fupport the Duke, 
Ontries told the AmbaflTadors, that he was al- 
ways ready to accept of the King of England for Ar- 
biter of the Differences between him and the Duks 
of Brittatrj -, but did not intend to fuffer himfetf to 
be amufcd with a Treaty, which would only ferve to 
give him Time to reftore his Affairs. 

As the Duke of ^tttafrf had refufed to firfjttMt to 
what Charles had firll offered, Henry took a DiSafte 
tQ^^ him ; who therefore finding, by the Kill's 
Prbcecdings, that he was not to expe£t any real Suc- 
cours frwn him, held a Council of his Gcneral.OBl-r 
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cers, (at which the Duke of Orleans aflifted) to con- 
fult Mcafures the moft ell^ble in their unhappjr 
Situation ; when it was relblvcd, that the next Cam- 
paign fhould be opened early in the Spring, appre- 
hending that, by fo doing, the Duke had a Profpcfl; 
of reaping feme conlidcrable Advantage, before the 
French could affemble their Army, which Rcfolution 
was accordingly put in Ezecudon. 

The Bt^iraiing of M^chj Marlhal de Riatx, who 
had taken on him the Command of the E>uke*s 
Forces, marched with the Army, and entered upon Ac- 
tion, which at firft was very favourable to him ; for he 
retook Fannes and Dinanty and garrifoned Jncetmts and 
Cbaieaubriant. In the mean time, the Lord </*^ 
bert's two Troops of Men at Arms deferted the French 
Service, and joined the Duke's Forces. 

Charles was foon informed of the Marflial's Pro- 
ceedings, and in the Month of j4f>riJ took the Field, 
which put an Ejid to de Rieux's further Progrefi. 
The firft Place the King attacked was Jncennis, then 
Chateauhriantf both whidi he immediately took and 
razed to the Ground ; from thence they marched to 
Fongeres, and befi^ed both that and St, Aihin du 
Cormier at the lame time. 

Whilft the French were thus afting, the' Lord 
£Mhert came into Britiatrf, and with him a thou- 
land Horfe ; this Lord was the more diluent to 
ferve the Duke, for that he fully expefted to have 
his Daughter Am in Maniage. On his Arrival, he 
prcffed Francis to conient to the COnlummarion 
of it : But he, having before privately promifed 
his Daughter to Maximilian of Burgundy, was 
gready embarrafied at this Requeft i but at laft he 
found out an Expedient to make d^Jlbert eafy for 
the prefent, and that was, to put the young Princefi 
upon declaring, thai Ihe did not like him; which 

Sve the Duke a Pretence to elude his Requeft, dll 
e Princels's Obltinacy could be conquered. 
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Sd]l the unfortunate Duke's Affairs being in a bad 
Situation, (for he was yet but little able to refift the 
French^ having been deferted by England, and re- 
ceived no Affiflance from Maximilian) hefent the Earl 
of Duaofs to Charles to lue for Peace. To which 
he returned no pofitive Anlwer, being defirous firft 
to fee the IlTue of his two Sieges, as well as of the 
Treaty on Foot with Henry for renewmg the Truce ; 
by the Succeis of which, or the contrary, he had re- 
ralved to be determined : So, keeping i^o/i fiill ac 
Court, under divers Pretences, he put him ofFfrom Day 
to Day, till he had received certain Advice from En- 
^fand, that Henry had figned at Wind/or a forther Truce, 
to commence the 14th of Jufy this Year, and to end 
Ae 17th of yanuary, 1490. Thus, having nothing. 
to fear from England, he wholly applied himfclf to 
continue his Conquefts and refufed to enter into any 
Treaty with Brittany. 

In the mean time the Duke of Britlatrf was in 
the utmolt Confufion : Tho' both Maximilian and 
the Duke of Lorrain feemed to efpoufe his Quar- 
rel, yet it did not ap^xar, that either of rhem 
yfCK preparing to affift him. In this Extremity a 
Council was held in the Duke's Prefence, to confider 
what Courfe was proper to be taken ; when moft of 
die Council were for marching to the Relief of Fon- 
gtrest and joining Battle, rather than fuifer that Place ■ 
tt) be loft. The Marfhal de Rjeux oppofed, in vain, 
this dangerous Advice, by reprefenting, ' That the 
' Lofe of a Battle would certainly be attended with 

* the Ruin of Brittarrf ; that it would be much wifer 

* to delay the Time, till the neighbouring Princes 

* fhould fee it their own Intereft to freely affift -, fince 
' it coidd not but be extremely prejudicial to them, to 

* fuffer Brittany to be fwallowed up by Fratue.' To this 
it was replied, * That, as Affairs were now fituated,: 
' probably Briltar^ would be loft before any Succouis 

* arrived, and therefore the only W«y to lave it w^ 

K 2 *aVia- 
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* a Victory.' But the Duke of Briltar^'s Underftand^ 
ing was fo impaired, that he was incapable of judging of 
an Affair of Tuch Confequence ; fo, (ufTering himfelf 
to be governed by the Counfels of the Duke of Orleans, 
and the Prince of Oraw^e, his Nephew, he relblvcd to 
marchtothcReJiefof fow^wfj; on hb Approach, he 
found the Town had already capitulated, he therefore 
determined to relieve Si. Aubm au Cormier j but the Go» 
vettiOT, for want of Provifion and Ammunition, had 
furrendered a few pays before the Duke's ArrivaL 

Thefe two important Haces being car-, 
^i-' *^h1' ried by the ^rnif*, all their Forces joined 
Julj"' ' ' inoneBody,wheni>EW(j(fc?V/m<jwVl&took 
upon himfelf the Command of them : 
And in a few Days the two Armies, were fo near one Sr 
nother, that it was not probable they fliould part with- 
out a Batde. Wliilft they were preparing on both 
Sides, a Rumour being fpread among the Bretons, that 
the Duke of Orleans and the Prince of Orange were go-; 
ing to betray them, they were upwi the Pdnt of diP 
banding ; But the two Princes removed their Fears, 
by going amongfl: them to charge on Foot. On 
the 2Sth of July both Armies came to a general 
Engagement, which proved fatal to the Duke of 
Briilany ; though the Sretos Infantry performed 
well, yet the Horfc abandoned them upon the firft 
Chaise, which determined die Viftory on the Side of 
the French -, five thoufand five hundred Bretons fell 
upon the Place, and on the French Part one thou-: 
fand five hundred. But what compleated the Viftory, 
Was ths taking the' Duke of Orleans and the Prince of 
Orange Prifoners. The King commanded the firft w 
be confined in the Tower of Bourses, where we ihalJ 
for the prefent leave him ; but the latter he fet at Li-: 
berty. The four hundred Englijh, brought over by 
the Lord Weodviile, were almoft all kill'd, with their 
Leader, in the Field of Battle. As the Et^lijb were 
then diftinguifhed by a red Cro&, one thoufand two 
'■ ' ■„.... \,w!l^^drcd 
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hundred Sretens were joined to them with the lame 
Badges, to make the French believe, that frefli Suc- 
CDun were arrived from Ei^land; but that wouldnotdo. 

The Taking of the Duke of Orleans was Matter 
of extreme Joy to Madam de Beaujeu, (having now 
no Ccmipetitor in the Government) wJio foon after 
became Dutchds of Bourbon, the Duke of Beurhon, 
Omftable of France, dying about this Time without 
lawful Iffoe, the Lord de Seaujetc, his Brother, took 
the Title of that Dutthy, and became Head of the 
Houfe of Beurhon. 

After the Battle of St. Juhin, the French General 
fent an Herald to Renms, to require that City to fur- 
render at Diicrerion ; Mid the Anfwer returned was. 
That they would foener he nolhingy than hi unfaithful 
to their Priace. 

Henry, hearing of the Battle of 5/. Jubin, again 
fent AmbaflTadOTs to King Charles, under Pretence of 
pevailing with him to conclude a Peace with the 
Duke of Brittaaj, but, unfortunate for England, we 
find he iecmed little to heed the Duke's Intereft, 
flJiich may be gathered from his being fatisfied with 
the AnfwCT his AmbaiTadors had before received 
from the French Court, * That, his Majefty would ■ 
' gladly have fettled Matters with the Duke in an 
* amicable Way, but that he had refiifed it.' 

Whilft thefe Ambaffadors were in iriwwtf, the Pep-' 
pie of Ei^hnd were very uneafy at the King's not 
aflifling Brittany, as he had promifed ; and, in order 
to palliate their Difcontent, he caufed it to be blazed 
abroad, that, in cafe hb Ambaffadors did not pevail 
with the Court of France-, to conclude a Peace with 
Brittat^ the cnfuing Winter, he would, the next 
Spring, affift the Duke with a confiderable Body of 
Forces, in wdcr to drive the French out oi Brittany. 

Thk Declaradon was very acceptable to the Peo- 
ple, which made them inclinable to forget what waa 
p^ft, and doubted not but Henry was in eamefl. 

Notwith- 
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NotwitWbnding Heary'% fair Speeches, by the Lofs 
of the Battle of St. Juii/ty the Duke of Brit/arrf was 
reduced to a State worthy of Pity, and, as he could 
no longer fupport himfelf, he thought it advifeable to 
fue for Peace, and not to rely on any Affiftance from 
England; to effeft which, he fent the Earl of Dunois 
with a Letter to the Freitcb King, flibmitting in a 
Manner not uliial for the Dukes of Briiiairf : CharUs 
received the Earl very kindly ; and confented to a 
Peace with the Duke on certmn Conditions,^ particularly 

* that he fliould not marry his Daughters without his 
' Confent j that the Duke (hould renounce all foreign 

• Leagues and Alliances, and fliould let Charks keep 
' thofe Places he had conquered in his Country.' 
The Treaty was agreed to in the Caftle of Fergy in 
^njou, where it was ligned by the King, and by the 
Duke at CoirirL 

Soon after the Duke, being grown very old, and 
overwhelmed with Sorrow, to fee his Country in Co 
mangled a Condition, and, having received a Hurt 
hy a Fall from his Horfe, died of Grief at Nantz, 
the 9th of December, having reigned 32 Years. By 
his Will he appointed the Marflial de Rieux Guardian 
to his two Daughters, Jnri and Ifaliely and named 
J^aaces de Dinan, Lady of Chateaubrian!, for their Go- 
vemcfs. For the prefent they both retired to the 
City of Guerand; faut the youngeft died in two Years 
'after her Father. Thus terminated the unhappy Reign 
of Francis the laft Duke of Brittarty. 
Af&ip of During thefe different Tranlaftions in 

F/anJer, and Brittany^ upon the Death of A^try of 
CirmaiiyA ^i$. Burgutidy, Maximilian was for a time 
fully employed in Flanders, thro' a Difference 
that had arifen between him and the States, re- 
lating to the Guardianfliip of his Son PhU^ ; 
who on the one fide infifted they had a Right 
to it, which Maximilian oppofed ; From Words 

they 
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they came to Blows, and a War enfued, that was 
carried on for fome time, with various Succefe, which 
.QumtcIs were as much to the Prejudice of the Coun- 
try in genera], as they were to the Advantage of 
GtarJes of France^ for it thereby rendered turn the 
better able to execute his Defigns, both on „, 
Barpotdy and Brittarrf. After a two Years '* 
War, Means was found out to put an End to thofe 
Broils, by the States confenting to kt MatmilioH 
have the Guardianlhip and Care of his Son 
Pbil^. 

This Point being fctded, MaximilsaH ^aximiRim 
fct out for Germa^t where he was foon eleflcd King 
after elected King of the Remans. On of the Re 
the 9th o(Jprilhe was crown'd by the '~"-'' '+^''' 
Archbifliop of Cologn, and then he re- 
turned into Flanders, and was foon followed by the 
Emperor Frederick^ attended by a laige Body of Forces, 
who behaved fo ill, that nothing was heard for a 
time JaVe Complaints and Murmurs. 

At laft the Diforders were got to that height 
in many Pans of Flanders, that the Inhabitants '^ ' 
took up Arms, particularly at Bruges -, where they, on 
the 2d of February, not only made King Maximi- 
lian a Prifoner, but cut off the Heads of feveral of his 
Creatures. This fo incenfed the Emperor, that he 
threatned to bring a frefti Body of Troops out of 
Gemaity, to his Son's Afliftance ; and withal pro- . 
cured an Excommunication from the Pope ^ainfl: the 
Mutineers ; they, on the other hand, applied to the 
King of France for Proteftion, who was pleas'd to 
grant their Requeft. 

On this the People of Bruges declared, that they 
were neither to be terrified with the Threats, nor the 
Forces of Frederick. On the contrary, whatever the 
Emperor could fay or do, they were not to be pre- - 
vailed with to give up his Son -, refolving, as they 
were fupported by France, to delivor him to the 
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Frmcb King, who had demanded him. When they 
were juft on the Point of fo doing, Frederick had rc- 
courfe even to Tears and Intreaties in Behalf of his 
Son. 

This Way of R-occeding at laft fubdued the FiMy 
of the Burgois ; fo that they fet him at Liberty, but 
not before they had entered into a formal Treaty with 
him. When Maximilisn was out of their Hands, he 
retired into Germatrf to his Father, and left the Go- 
vernment of his Son Philip to yilieft Duke of SaxoTtf^ 
Upon his Arrival in that Country, he dignified J»- 
ftria with the Title of Arch-dutchy, which it has 
borne ever fince. 

King Maximilian had not been long in Germauf 
before the Emperor and himfelf pubJickly declared, 
that the late Behaviour of the People of Bruges was fo 
very unnatural, that they did not look upon themfelves 
obliged to obferve a forced Treaty j and both Father 
and Son ftriftly forbid any one to mention it, where* 
by the War was again renewed, in which tiie FUm' 
ings were aflilled by the French. 

The Emperor and his Son foon raifed a gallant Ar- 
my (in which were 2500 EngUJh) palTed into Flaih 
ilers, and attacked Ghent ; after fix Weeks Siege, the 
Emperor's Affairs called him into Germart^y and the 
Command of the Forces was conferred on/?,/Jw/, Dtdie 
of Saxo/Tf. The Event did not anfwer Expeftation, ' 
for the City flood out all their Aflkulls, and c 
bliged them at laft to quit the Siege. Yet the 
War continued till the Year 1490, when the 
Flemings fued for Peace, which was granted uptwi 
Terms much to the Advantage of Maximilian, and 
hb Son Philip.

* Some' felate this' Refflonftrance made a confiderable 
Impre/fipnin .the. King* and induced him for the pre- 
fcnt to flop his Progrefs in Brittany, in order to confi- 
fler what was proper to be done ; but others fay, that 
the chief Reafon that induced the King to think of 
pacifick MeafUres, was, that he Heard of the Arri- 
val of the fix thoufand Englijjj Forces fent purfuant 
to the Treaty of Raden. Thefe Forces the Dutchefs 
employed in garrifoning her Towns, and aJl (^ a fud- 
den Matte;? Teemed to have a favourable Afpcft on 
the fide of "the young Princefs. " 

The Cafe being thus altered, Q>arUs and Aitt en- 
tered into an Agreement to leave all Matters in Dif- 
ference between them to MaxmiliaHi King of the 
RgmanSy and the Duke of Bourbon, On which the 
Dutchefs thought, fhe had no farther Occafion for 
the Englijh Forces, and therefore fuffered theln XQ 
feturn home. 

Several Months of this Year were fpent 
•1490. in frequent Conferences, held by the Depu- 
.""., ties of the Arbitrators who met at Francfort^ 
but nothing material was concluded on. In the 
tnean time Maximilian took the Opportunity to ne- 
gotiate for himfelf a Marriage with the Dutchefs, 
^d accordingly was married: to her by Proxy, with 
the ufual Ceremonies: ■ "^ ■ . 

Lord Bacon ■(beaks 'of ' this Msrriage to thft follow- 
ing Effeift : ''That Maxipjitian fo far prevailed, both 
' with the young Lady and principal Perfons about 
*- her, that Ihewas married by Proxy, and that MaxU 
••wi'/ws's Tenifer was to leave Things, when they 

* were almofEcome to Perfeftiori, to end by Imagi- 

* nation ; and.that he afted Jike ill Anrhcrs that draw 

* not their Arrows up .to the Head, or othowifc he 

... . ' ■ ; * woyld 
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' would have bedded the I-^y hlmfelf, and not have 
^ made a Play and Difguife of it.* 

The French Miniflers, when they were acquainted 
in what Manner the Marriage was performed, made a 
Sport of the pretended Confummarion : Tliey laid, 

* It was an Argument, that Maxmilian was a Wi- 
' dower and a cold LoTer, that could content him^ 
' felf to be a Bridegroom by Deputy, and would noc 

* make a little Journey to put all out of- the Que^ 
' ftion.* And, in FaJft, ^iro" Maxmflian*% Negli- 
gence, he loft both his Wife and the Dutchy. 

On the Rumour of this Marriage, Qwles being 
convinced- that no Good -was -to be expctftcd trom the 
Arbitrators, took up Arms a^n^ and cayTed- his 
Forces to march and belicge the Dutcfaefs.herfelf in 
Rernia. 

The Spinning of this Year Ihe fent jfor >49,'-- 
AlUftances both to England and, Gemuay, but - ' 
haA. very weak Returns ;' Henry, inftead of (cndiHg the 
Dutchefs Forces, difpatehed Anibafladora for i-raac* 
to intercede with Charles ow^fier Behalf. Maximiliai 
did not beftir himfelf as he fliouM iiarc done for fo 
£ur a Miftrcfs, and never fumifhcd her with above 
two thoufand Men. By thefe- Means the Affairs of 
Brittary every Day grew worfe and worfe •, for the 
Lord d 'jSbert being enraged to fee himfelf fi^planted 
by a German, treated with jheirflifyfr, and gave them 
up the City of Nantz, "oh Condition of. fome pro- 
tnifed Sads&ftion for- the Pretenftcois he: had to the 
Dutchy. 

Nothuig could have b?en more eafy at tlus Time, 
than for^Gwr/fj to have-taken away the Dutchcfe by 
Force; howerver,^ he was again advifed to cry whe- 
ther he could not' carry, his Point by it)arrying her. 
This Advice was occ^taiiletto-tht.Kiti&.'snd all of 
a fudden, he changed firon an ^nfiniy to a Lover, 
and fought to win her "by Gourc&ip ; but Ihe wa« 
haughty in her Misfortunes, flie feemqd determined 
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not to Istak her Faich» having proceeded fo fiv wuh 
Maximilien. In fhort; Ihe could not think of bcftow 
ing her Heart won « Prizuce that had treated her & 
ill, and trho had too much Power not to violate in 3 
Jiole Time &e Laws and liberties of BriiiMry. 

Y^e Jeft the Duke of Orleans in a melancholy 
PHfon i but this lucky Incidoit happenings y/as the 
Means of procuring him his libetty. It vas well 
known he had acquired i great deal ^ Credit with 
the Dutchefe, during his Rdldence' at her Father's 
Court Some of the great Lords about the King 
adv^ lum 00 make ufe of the Duke to conquer her 
h^ SfinU which Advice CbarUs ^eady s{^>roved 
of, and, without fiitdier Confttltation, repaired to the 
CsfUe of Bourgts., g^re the Duke his Libeny, took 
him inu Favour, and employed him to m^tiate 
tlw Nbtdi with ttn Dutchels. OrkaHs, with the Af- 
fiftance of his Friends, omitted no PerfuaTions to in- 
duce her to favour the King's Suit ; for a. while Ihc 
relifted, but at laft yielded to the Duke's Importu- 
nity, and, with a Si^, gaVe herfeif up, and with it 
the liberty of her Country.— Save thus far, Jhe took 
Care of her People, that in the Contrad: of M»ij^Cj 
which was figned the 1 6th of Bectmher at L^^ii 
in ToKraitu, it was agreed, * That in cafe of the 
^ Death of either Par^, the whole Right to the 
* Dutchy fliould devolve to the Survivor •,' , and die 
King made 3 feperaie Treaty with the Eftates of that 
Country, for the PrefbrVation of their Lav9 and Pri- 
vileges. 

No fowicr was the Treaty figned, but the Mtoti^ige 
was folemnized, and the King difmtffixi his Siftefj 
the Diitehels of Bourbani frcnn the Authori^ty Qx had 
had in the Government of PnxHce. 

When the Maiii^ was oiade pi^^ek, the King of/ 
the Reimtns cried out, Tradiery in Charles ! for thus 
injuriouily robbing hiih of his Wife •, .nay, he was tn 
fuch a Fury, th^ he fhreatocd ig .car^ Fire aa4 

Sword 
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Sword in^ the Heart cXP^anttt to reftnge fo gren 
an Affit)n£ ; hat thcfe Threats foon Tanifbed. 

It's here likewife to be obferved, that Mar^^^ 
Sifter to PM^ of Bargutufyj now become Ardi-dulu 
efjA/iria, had been ever iince the Year 1483 at Pa- 
risy and iqlemnly afHanced to Otarles "when EUuphin 1 
which ContraA the King made no Difficulty to break 
without affigning any Reafon. This fo cocalpcrated 
Philip, that he lent a fpecia] Mencnger to detnand ius 
Sifter die Princefe -, but darks reftifed to comply 
with the Donandi and eyen detained her at Paris 
againft her Will, which was highlj relented b/ 
Pbilip. 

Charles the Vlllth, upon diftrufTing of the Dun:he6 
of Bourbon, immediately took Ac Reins of Goronv- 
fnent on Kim, and at firft endeavoiircd to form hin^ 
felf Ibr Btifinefa, by (pending great Pait of his Time 
in attending the Affairs of State, and leading and 
ftudyii^ of uieful Books, delighting in the Conrer- 
fadon of learned Men, and thereby m^e fome A- 
mends for hts former neglcAed Education. Thefe 
Proceedings were by no means pleafing to his flat- 
tering Courtiers. 

In fine, before Charles had perfevered one Year in 
his laudable Intentions, he was diyerted from a fw*- 
ther Frogrels in them, thro* the ArtiBce of Ibme of 
thofe Sycophants diat continually hung about hiro, 
and at htft phinged himfelf into die Delfts of Fop- 
peries and women. 

' Henry the Vllth's Ambafladors omtinuing at the 
French Court for no other Purpofc, than to interceed 
with darles on the Behalf qf die DunJtefs of Brit- 
ttnpf, ^fhilft the Afiairs of the Marriage were nego- 
tiating, they were amufcd under various Pretences. 
At laft they difcovered CJarilf j*s Defigns, and, hearing 
that he tad a£hally carried his Point, they ftmnd 
jhar NegotiatJons at an end j and therefore, as the 
Ki^g had deceived riiem, they hid nodiing more to 
■ ■,;.... ,.,wu;iSEttie 
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fettle than to-prepsre for returning homCj wluch they 
did without taldng Leave. 

• FrtHn what has been mentioned, wc may fee the 
ridiculous Pohcy of fufFering .ourfelves to be amufed 
with £mba0ics and Negotiations, when Eflendals arc 
(:<meemed, and the Balance of Power is vifibly at- 
tacked : Even Henry himfelf couM not fee without 
CtxifuTion, that he lolt the Fruit of his avaricious 
Policy, for that he had not faved Brittairf ; and fur- 
ther, the Sums he had advanced for that End wcrc> 
by G&ar/«'s marrying .^, become more precarious 
than ever. 

To fum up this Matter, it plainly appears, that the 
chief Views of Lewis and Obarles were to deftroy 
both Burgufufy and Brittaief -, a Piece of Hiftory but 
very fuperficially taken notice of by our Hiftorians, 
(thp* it oi^t to be well underftood by every true 
Englijbman.) Nor has Rapin fpoke fo fiiUy on this 
Subjedt as might have been expected from fo politic 
ca! a Writer, who could be no Stranger to an ASiir 
of fuch Confequence to England, efpecially as France 
was fo deefJy engaged in it j whence we may con- 
clude his not being more pardcular in fuch a vo- 
iuminoiB Work, refulted from a Prejudice in favour 
of his Native Country. 

Tho' Monfieur B/tpin hath declared himfelf an 
£nemy to that Government, bccaufe of the Reftnunf 
by them laid on Liberty of Confcience ; yet the Aaer 
Patrue fecms to have had too ftrong an Afcendant to 
.permit him to illulhatc his Hil3»ry with a minute 
Relation of a Faft that muft rcAeft Dishonour on a 
.Country to which he was fo nearly allied. What other 
.Modve could deter him from giving a more ample 
Relation of the encroaching Defigns of Lewis and 
■ Charles on Burgundy and Brittofr/ ? Every Man is 
jnore or lefs a61:uated by thb Prqmffcffion in feyouf 
■of his own K'atitMi, but none in fo great a Degree 
■j^ a Fraubman ; this prevalent PaQion nath very qiu^ 

contri- 
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conmbitted to the prefcnt ftupendous Height of the 
Power of France^ confequently Impartiality is not to 
be expeftcd from a French Writer, where the Intcreft 
of his Country interferes. 

Time has fmec fdUy fhewed us, that it was 
certainly a very great Failure of Policy in Hemy, 
in fo IhamcfuUy neglefting the Affairs of Brittair/ j 
Sot the Dutches ought to have been fupported, even 
at the Ejqience of E^land, In cffder to l^ve prevent* 
cd that Country*s ever falling into the Hands of tbt 
Frmcb. The Privateers that were harixiured in the 
different Ports of Britumst particularly in that of St, 
Mtie, durmg the laft War with France^ did our Trade 
very great Damage, which muft neceOariljr be the 
C^e, whenever we are engaged in a War with that 
Nation. 

Tho* England has fuffered thro' this unhappy Ne- 
gled, yet, as to the King's Part, he had ftill one Refi^ 
kit that he well knew how to improve, which brought 
him off, if not with Honour, at leaft with a pecu- 
niary Advant^;e, which the Hiftorians affec was the 
Thing he had all along aimed at. To carry this Point 
he at once feigned an actreme Reientment againft 
(3>arleSf for the Affront he had conceived from his 
marrying the Dutchefs, and poffefllnghimfelf of ^n/- 
tarjr unknown toiiim. He [Hiblickly declared his 
RtiToludon of taking his own Satisfaction of the French 
King \ and, to nme the World believe he was in 
cameft, he iffued out Orders to levy Forces, and 
prepare .Tranfports, intimating, that he was grang 
to undertake me mod formidable, dreadful War that 
bad eyer been between Finland and France. He 
feemed to tread in the Steps of Edward the lUd, 
and Hairy the Vth, giving out, that he would not reft 
till he had forced the Crown o( France fiom th£ Houfe 
of Valois i but enough of this for the prefent. And 
911 xbe ^(«/(^ generally interfered in Favour of Fi'onee, 
M when 
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vhen Ei^kmd wu at Wv wish her, let w ipak ^ 
tbe Cooduion that Cotntrj waa tiii ami of the Stm^ 
laktii by our Prince to prcveai their o^agug on the 
French fide.

In the Pope's Letter to the Nobles were the fol- 
lowing Espreffions : " Confufions followed where Obc- 
*' dience ceafed, ,and left Contempt •, and Kings were 
, ** no longer Kings, when tjieir Subjeifts rcfiife to 
^' obey them. 

** That good People made good Kings, which he 
*' requefted them to endeavour to be, as they would 
" aniwer to God, whole Lieutenants Princes were, 
*' and by whofe Power they ruled." 

Thefe' Letters had a very good Effeft, both upon 
the King ai)d his Nobles, and Scotland at laft found 
the Benefit that accrued to her by the Union that 
was afterwards cftablilhed between ^er Prince jtnd 
People.

between Etiglatid and Scotland -vrAa near eroired, ef-" 
feftually to prevent any Inconvenience ariung from 
ihencc, he difpatched Ambafladors to treat vimi James 
about renewing the Trace for a fiirther Time. 

James received Henry's Ambafladors kindly, and. 
^ve them Hopes of fucceeding in their Commif' 
fion i yet he thought the King of France might 
ftand in need of him, which induced him for a Time 
to delay complying with Hemfs Requeft j but at 
laft the Ambalfadors concluded with the Sceteb Mi- 
niflETS a Treaty, whereby it was agreed, that the 
Truce ftiould continue to the End of the Month 
of November^ 1492 j which was approved of by both 
Kings, and was afterwards prolonged for a nirther 
Time. 

By obtaintDg this, Henry apprehended he had fe- 
cured the Nation fixim being difturbed by the Scofs^ 
whilft he was employed abroad ^ainft France ; and 
further, he entered into a League with Maximilian 
King of the Romans., who appeared to be more 
enraged than Henrys for the Reafon before-menti- 
oned. 

Th^ agreed by this Treaty to join their Forces, and 
forthwith attack France on the Side of Picar3y j Henry 
and Miximilan having alfo concluded a Le^ue with 
Ferdinand, King of Aragen, the latter undertook to 
aOift both thefe Princes in the intended Enterprize, 
I and unanimoufiy refolved, not to give over the War 
before France had made ample Satu&^on to each of 
them. 

In the mean time the King gave Diredions for 
al&mbling his Parliament, not doubting, as he had 
made fuch a Noife about the War, and great Prepa- 
rations for it, they would readily grant him a conft- 
■ _ derable Subfidy. 

The Parliament being met, the King made a 
Speech to both Hpufes, ifi SubA^nce as follows,

* In the Conclufion he did not foi^et to men- 

* tion the chief End of his calling them together, 

* which was to demand a Supply of Money, pro^ 

* portionable to the Greatnefs of the Enterprize j 
' but he exhorted them to fpare the Purfes of the 

* Poor, and lay the Taxes upon the Rich.' 

The Parliament were highly delighted with the 
King's Speech ; and, to enable him to carry on the 
War with Vigour, they granted him a very confider- 
able Sum, which was levied upon the Rich by the 
Name of Benevolence, the Citizens of London in par- 
ticular paying 9682/. 

This Ibrt of Tax was introduced by Edward the 
IV th, and faifed without the Confcnt of Parliament. 
Richard the Illd, to ingratiate himfelf with the Peo- 
ple, abclifhed it ■, but this Parliament revived It^ain, 
and gave it the Sanftion of their Authority. 

Hall makes a pertinent Remark upon this Occa* 
fion, faying, ' By this a Man may perceive, that what 

* is once praftifed for the Utility of a Prince, and 

* brought to a Precedent by Matter of Record, may 
■* turn to the great Prejudice of the People, if Rulers 

* in Authority will fo adjudge and determine it.' 
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Lord Bacon informs us, that Cardinal Morton wM 
faid to have made ufe of this Dilemma in his Inflm- 
ifiions to the Commiflioners who were employed to 
colIe<5t the Bmevobnce, ' That if they met with any 

* that were fparing, they Ihould tell them that they 

* muft needs have, becaufe they laid up ; and if 

* they were Spenders, they muft needs have, becaufe 

* it was vifible in their Manner of Living.' 

After the Parliament had granted the necelTary 
Supplies for the intended Expedition, and paffed 
fome other L^ws * mentioned in the Note below, 
they were prorogued. 

Charles of France hearing thpt HeTny of England 
had been fome ume employed in raifing him Ene- 
mies on all Sides, to prevent a Rupture, he fent 
over to Englavd a folemn EmbaiTy, which the King 
received, who afterwards returned to France (as it was 
given out) without fucceeding in their Emb4fly. 

All this while Henry had been preparing for his Ex' 
pedition to France, but before he fet out, the Quepn 
was delivered of a Prince at Greenwich, who after- 
wards fuccecded his Father by the Name of Henry the 
Vlllth. Sanford will have it, that Prince Henry was 
born on the 28di of 7«»f, and not on the 22d, as 
Stow alledges. 

But Henry's Mind ftill mn on negotiating, rather 
than embarking for France ; for which Purpofe he fent 
fix Ambal&dors to Charles, and among them Bilhop 
Fox, under Pretence of firft trying whether he could 
not obtain, by fair Means, Reparation for the Injury 
he alledged he had met with from that Crown i Theic, 
Ambaffadors foon retumed (as pretended) without re-r 
ceiving the Satisfaftion fxpcftcd. Henry then fent

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^er Amballadors to MatmiUm and Ferdmnd t9 
defire them to take the Field, and enter Pieardj/ ac- 
cording to tlicir Treaty -, and at laft Hmry Wnifclf pror 
ceeded for France j having firft conffimted by Pa- 
tent, Arthur 'Snac^QiWaUs^ Guardian of the Rcahn 
during his Abfence, and embarked the zd of OSfoher ; 
fiebert Lord Willoughby de Brook b^ing Admiral, and 
3ir Robert Pointz Vice-admiral. 

Henry was attended to France, among otheis, by 
the following UluftriousPerfonages, Thmas Grey, Mar- 
fluefs of Dorfet ; Thomas Earl of Jrundel i "Thomas 
Earl of Derby ; George Earl of Shrewsbury •, Edward 
Earl o( Devet^ire; Henry Earl of Efex; and Thomas 
^rl of Ormend. When he airived at Calais, feme of 
his Courtiers, who were ignorant of his Deligns, could 
not forbear telling him, jt was very late to begin 4 
Campaign ; the King anfwered, ' he intended not R) 
' m^e a Summer's Bufinefs of the War, and therer 
f fore it did not fignify when it begun ; that he had 
f Calais at his Back, where he could Winter, In order 
' to open the Campaign early in the Spring.* 

Late as it was in the Year, his Majefty muftcred 
his Forces at CaZa/j, which amognted to twenty-five 
thoufand Foot and one thoufand fix hundred Horfe ; 
and on the 15th of Oileber he marched from Calais at 
the Head of his Forces. In four Days he appeared 
before Bologn, making as if he intended to betiege 
it. The next Day after his Arrival Maximilian fent 
a Mcflenger to inform him, that he was wholly 
unprovided to enter France this Year, as he promifeA 
This News was immediately made known to the 
whole Army ; and fome Days after he received Let- 
ters from his Ambaflador in Spain, purporting, that 
King Ferdinand had aftually concluded a Peace with 
France. On receiving thefe Advices, he at firft feign- 
ed to be very much mrprifed ; but at len^h confent- 
pd, that Bimop Fox, his conftant Ambanador, who 
was lately returned from the French Court, and Mair 
flial Z>' EfqmrdeSi the French MinJftcr, flj^Id^ again 
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Confer together, to fee whether they could not find ap 
Expedient to make Peace between the two Crowns,; 
and, after ibme time was Ipent in Meeting, they 
^reed upon certain Articles, which were to be left to 
the good Pleafure oi Henry zad Charles ■, the latter, 
upon their being prefented to him, readily approve^ 
of them. 

As to Henry, he made loud Complaints of the Ift- 
juftice he pretended he had met with from his Allies, 
in leaving him to begin the War by himfelf ; Yet this 
■Was die Opportunity he wanted, to Ihew he was ob- 
liged to make Peace. 

The Bifliop foon returned to the Camp, and laid 
the Articles before the King ; whereupon his Majefty 
called a Council of all the great Courtiers and Gene-* 
ral Officers of the Army, that they miglu be fully 
examined in his Prcfence, and to advife with them as 
to what was proper to be done. The Council were 
tinanimouHy of Opinion, he ought to accept of them* 
Hemy followed their Advice, and the fame was redu- 
ced into a Treaty, which was (igned at EftapUSi Nov. 3. 
The molt confiderable are thefc : 

ift, ' That the King of France Ihould difcharge' 

* the Debt contradled by his Queen for the Defence 

* of £rittatty, amounting to 620,000 Crowns of Gold 

* French Money, or 120,000 /. Sterling. 

2d» * That he ihould pay the King of England' 

* the Arrears of the yearly Penfion of 50,000 Crowns, 

* paid by Lewis the Xlsh to Edward the IVth, 

* amounting in all to 125,000 Crowns, which is 
' 25,000 /. Sterling. 

3d, ' That the King of France Ihould pay thofe 

* two Debts at feverai Times> namely 50,000 Livre? 

* each Year, at half-yearly Kyments, till the Whole 
' was difcharged/ 

On the ijxkoi December the King came to Le^ 
don \ foo» after .his AniVal he pulslUhsd th? Reafoos 
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that his Council offered, in order to prevail with hint 
to conclude a Peace (or, as Ra^n calls it, a Trua) 
with France^ the Subftance of which here foUo^tra : 

1 . That the King had honourably kept his Word 
with his Allies, tho' they (the Council) nad foUidted 
him to defer his Expedition to a more convenient 
Seafon, and that he had led his Army into France, 
put himfelf in Condition alone to encoimter all the 
Enemies Forces, and eximfed his Perfon to the great- 
eft Danger, at a Time when hb Allies had dilappoint- 
ed him -, and therefore, if the War was not continued, 
he might very juftly caft the Blame upon them. 

2. That the Sum offered fer exceeded any yet paid 
by France to the King's Predeceffors, and that his 
Majefty ought to confider the Seafon, both in rcfpefl: 
to the Length of the Nights and the Coldnefs of the 
"Weather, which muft fubjcft the Troops to Diftenv 
pers, and the like. 

3. That the King was far from being in the feme 
Situation with Edward the IVth, when he led an 
Army into France, who was joined by the Duke of 
Burgufidy with all his Forces, and by feveral French 
Lords, and not only begun the War in the midft of 
Sualnleri but was in Poffeflion of all the Towns as 
far as the Somme ■, whereas his Majefty was not af- 

• Cfted with any Foreign Troops. 

4. That he had razed feveral Places in his March 
to Bologne, as Aldrefs and Montsry, and flood four 
and twenty Days ready for Battle, defying the Armies 
of France ', and that very likely die People of England 
would thank the King for a Peace, which would put 
an End to Taxes and Exactions, and reftore the pub- 
lick Tranquillity. 

5. That a Peace would-be a great Advantage ti» 
the King of the Romans and the Arch-duke, whereby 

^the latter would be reftored to his Dominions, which 
' eculd not but redound to the King's Honour and 
^ "' thft 
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the Nation's Advantage, by reafon the EngUfh Mer- 
chants would be more fecure in their Commerce with 
Flanders. 

They concluded their Reafons, with obfcrving, ^ 
that, before the Siege of Bologne^ it was thought to be 
a weak Place ; on the contrary it was found to be well 
fortified, and plentifully provided with every Thing 
neceflary to fuftain the Siege, and that in all Appear- 
ance, ihould the King continue it, he would in the 
End be obliged to quit the Place with Difgracfi \ 
■whereas by niaking a Peace he might retire with Ho- 
nour ; and that it was impraftic^ble to continue the . 
War. during the Winter, without almoD; deftroying. 
the Army, which would extremely affift the whole 
Kingdom. 

In fliort, whatever could be faid in Juftification of 
the Peace, the People were much divided in their 
Opinions concerning it ; fome commending, but many 
more condemning it as difhonourable to the Nation. 

But to proceed : It was very odd, that, notwithftand-. 
ing the Noife Henry made of War againft Franety 
Charles fliould be taking his Pleafure at Tours, when 
the £»^/5/!& Forces were entering m^QPicardy -, and, what 
was more extraordinary, he at the fame time had no 
Troops in thai Province to oppofe the Enemy, which 
]& clear Proofthat they were both agreed before-hand. 
Thus Henry luccceded in ijig darling Purpofe, Jillin^ 
bis Coffers. 

For, tho' he obtained of hi? Parlianieiit a Tenth 
of all the Perfonal Eftatej of his Subje(fts, he expend- ■ 
ed no more than what w&s necelTary for levying 
and maintaining hjs Aripy for eight Months, the 
Money being only advanced for Ae prcfent, which 
was afterwards repaid him with Intereft : They 
likcwife granted him a Subfidy, under the Name of 
a Benevolence, which amounted to a very great Sum : 
And he alfo received, by the Treaty wc have juft 
"^ 2 men. 
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mentioned, 125,000 Crowns from Frfl»« forArrcan( 
due on the Penfion to E^ard thie IVth. 

By Henry's giving Way to his penurious Difpofi- 
tion he furred Britlat^ to be Igft, to the rrrcparable 
Pamage of Engldnd^ as we have before obferved ; 
Imce the Alliance with that Dutchy gave her that 
Advantage over France, which (he could never after 
recover. But this Monarch, ever greedy of Wealth, 
found Means, whether in W?r or Peace, %o turn every 
thing to his own Gain. 

Avarice is ever infatiable, and the older a Man is 
feized with this Vice, the ftronger the Paifion grows 
S*ith him ; he has no Intervals of Refleftion ; his 
Third after Gold prevents him jfrom feeing even his 
own Intercft, much lefs xhzt of others. 

Tho' Maximilian and the Arch-duke his Son difap- 
^inted H^nry the Vllth, in not fending an Army intq 
the Field, yet they refufed to be included in the Treaty 
of Eftaples. On the contrary, they got fome Forces 
together, but not fufficient to encounter the French in 
rtie open Field j and, that being the Cafe, Maximilan, 
was obliged to make ufe of Craft, in order to effcfl: 
his Defign againft France. 

' The Fifth of November, he took by Surprize the 
two Cities of Arras and St. Omerst and alfo by Night 
entered into Ainienj ; but there he met with a Re- 
pulfe, and was driven out of die Town. The Winter 
advancing apace, and his Anger a little abating, he at 
laft agreed to a Truce with Charles for a Year, in the 
Kame «f hb Son Philip -, tho' he would neitfjer be 
comprifed nor named in it himfelf. 

Maximilian, having concluded this 
Further Jcctuttt Truce, gave over his further Projedb 
^g*' ^£'"'" f againft Frame, and retired into Germairf. 
1493. He had not been there l©ng beftwc 
Means were found out to feftle the remain- 
ing pjfFcrences betweep France and the Houfe oi At- 
prid\ for which End a Conference was agreed on, by 
'' - ...^ ■ ■.. ^ 
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^e Mediation of fomc German Princes and tlie Sw'tfi- 
Cantons, to be held at Senlis, in order to turn the 
Truce, between King Charles and the Arch-duke 
Philips into a general Treaty of Peace with the whole 
Houie of Aiftria. 

. To this Place the Emperor Frederick, Maximilian 
his Son, and the Arch-duke Philip, fent Ambafladors, 
where they met with thole on the Part of France -^ 
and on the 23d of May they concluded a Treaty, 
■wherein it was ftiputated, ' That France Ihould fend 
* back Margaret oi Aujiria to the Arch-duke her Bro- 
ther, and with her give up the Countries of Jrtois 
and Burgtmdy -, wid that the French fhould retain the 
four Caftlcs belonging to the four Cities in Jrtois, 
till four Years were expired, when Philip would 
come of Age •, at which Time he fliould fwear to 
ratify the Peace.' Accordingly this Treaty was ra- 
tified and performed pn both fides. 

Frederick, from the Time of his Returning out 
of Flanders, had given hlmfelf wholly up to 
Peace and Quietnefs, wherein defiring to die, as 
he had always endeavoured to live, his Wilh 
was at length accomphlhed j for he peaceably end- 
ed his Days at Linlz, a fmall Town on the Rhine, 
on the 7th- of September, this Year, after he had 
reigned fifty-three Years and four Months ■, therein 
exceeding all ^Ejnperors before him, except Auguftus 
^far, who reigned three Years longer, tho' Frede- 
rick exceeded him in Age, being at the Time of his 
Death eighty-fcven Years old, and Auguftus was but 
eighty-five. He was munificently buried at Vienna, 
with a Latin Epitaph upon him, which in Englijh is 
tothisEffedt: , '

Withif^ this Marble lies interred Frederick III. Em- 
peror, pious, augujl, andfovereign Proteilor of Chrijien- 
4om •, King of Hungary, Dalmatia, and Croatia ; Jrch-

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ComU Prince of Hab{bourg and Tir6l ; Landgrave 
iJ^Alfacej PriBCf 0/ Swabia i Marquefs,izc. Aprince 
mofi religieuSf who governed the Empire fifty-three Years 
with great Wifdom and Moderation, and who, by the 
Marriage of the Emperor Maximilian, his Sen, with the 
moji ferene Dame Mary, Daughter and Heirefs of Charlc$ 
Duke of Burgundy, had annexed to the Houfe of Au- 
ftria all the Dutchies, Principalities^ Marguifates, Earl- 
doms, Lordfbips, and Demefnes, which tl^t Duke poffef^ 
fed, both by Land and Sea ; <M which the Emperor 
Maximilian now preferves with his Sword, 

This Epitaph fhcws, that the Houfe of Aifiria 
has always placed, in the Number of their moft 
glorious Aftions, the Alliances which they have rnade 
by Afemtf^f, and that not without Rcafon ; for to 
thele Alliances they have been beholden for the prC' 
fent Grandeur they enjoy. 

Frederick the Ifld, notwithftanding his long Life, 
was but once married, and that was to Eleanor., 
Daughter of Edward King of Portugal, who died 
long before him, and by whom he had Iflbe three 
Sons and two Daughters. His Sons were Cbrifiopber, 
who died a Child 1 John, who alfo died young ; and 
Maximilian the firft, who fuccecded him in the Em- 

Eire. His Daughters were Helena, who died in her 
ifancy, and Conigunda, who was given in Marri^ 
to Albert the IVth, Duke of Bavaria, by whom that 
Prince had the fcyerfd Dukes, fVilliamy Lewis^ and 
Emefi. 

The Emperor was a Prinee thoroughly qualified 
for the high Truft repofed in him, and endued with 
many Virtues ; for over and above his Courtefy, der 
fire of Peace, Temperance, and Devotion, he was ne? 
ver heard to IWear but twice in all his Life 1 once at 
Aix-la-ch^elle, when he was there crowned ; at Rmu, 
when he had the like OiEce done for him in that 
pty by the Pope, He Iiad great R^ard for the Prc- 
ferv^tiop 
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fervation of the Dominions of the Empire, which he 
jdways tnaintuned to that Degree, that he fometiihes 
made Peace to the diminifliing of his own Fatri- 
mony : He could never be brought to inveft Francis 
SferzOf nor his Son Galeaxao Maria in the Dutchy of 
AGlan^ tho' they were in the quiet Pofleflion thereofj 
looking upon it of Right to belong to die Empire : 
His Maxim was, // is a Ht^inefs to be able to forget 
•what we have no Power to retnedf. In this Emperor's 
Time it was that the ineftimable j^t ef Printing was 
invented at Mentz, afterwards improved at Slra/hurg, 
and thence tranfmitted to Rome, and other Countries. 

Maximilian having been elefted and crowned King 
of the Remans, during his Father's Life-time, found 
but litde Difficulty to get to be advanced to the 
Imperial Dignity ; for immediately after Frederick's 
Obfequies were performed, he was elefted Emperor 
at jH^-la-ehapellei the ufual Place for that Purpofc. 

He had been a Widower for fome confiderable Time, 
and now was greatly prefled by fome of his Council 
to marry again ; whereupon Blance Mthy^ Sifter of 
John Gakazzo, Duke of Milan, and Niece to Lewis 
Sferza, furnamed, 316^ Meer, having, among others, 
been propofed to him, ihe being one of the moft 
beautiful Princeffes of her Time, he took her to 
Wife, and was married to her on the 6th of March 
in the fame Year. 

That Part of Ettrope called Spain was an- ■^«>^ ^/ 
ticntly divided into many petty Kingdoms, ^^'"' 
which were reduced under the Government 
of the Kings oiJrragon, Leen^ Cafiile, and the Sara' 
cem. 

Henry the IVth, King of Cajiile, died t:us Year, 
and left a Daughter named Joanna, married to M- 
phenftts King oi Pertugaly whtf formed in Right of 
his Wife a Pretenfion to the Crown of Cajiile. She 
was faid to be a Baftard, yrhomHemy tud pri- 
vately 
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vately fcnt away from his Court. Ferdinand (after- 
wards the famous Ferdinand, King of Spain) being 
then Prince Royal of Arragen, well underftanding 
this Matter, having married Ifahella, Princefs of Ca- 
jiile. Jure Marita, waged War againft /iipbonfus, and, 
having defeated him in Batde, annexed to the Crown 
of Aragon the Kingdom of C^ile^ Old and Newy the 
Kingdom of Leon, with GalliciSy A/iuria, jindah^^ 
and Murcia. 

Upon ending this War, the King of FDrtugal en- 
•tered into a Treaty with Ftrdinandy whereby they 
agreed, that Jlphonfo, the King of PertugaPs Grand- 
fon, Ihould marry Ifaiella, laughter of Ferdinand) 
when the Parties were at a fuiiable Age to confunr- 
mate. ■ 

This Year, the Spaniards poffeffed thenv 
1484. felves of the Canary IJlands, which ftill be- 
long to the Crown of Spain -, and in the 
Year following, Jobnt King of Jrragon, died, on 
which Ferdinand his Son became King of Arra- 
gott in his ftead, when he was engaged in a War 
againft France ; the Occafion of which was this ; King 
John had borrowed of Lewis the Xlth joo,ooo 
Crowns on Security of Roufilhn and Cordagne -, and, 
one of thefe Prownces revolting, Jobn endeavoured 
to perfuade the Inhabit^ts to Subjection till he could 
pay off the Mortgage 1 but, whilft he was labouring 
on that Head, Lewis caufed Perpignan to be befieged, 
and fliut up John himfelf in it. After three Months 
Siege, Ferdinand came to his Father's Relief, and ob- 
liged the French to retire \ but the French foon renew 
ed their Attack, and became Mafters of the Town* 
On this Ferdhiand Infifted, that the French ought to 
reftorc RoufiUon and Cordagne without Payment of the 
Mortgage Money, in order to reimburfc him the 
Expence he had been put to on that Account, which 
LeKts abfolutcly refilled. 

Ptrdimnd 
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Perdinaad was no fooner feated on the Throne of 
3/ltTa^m, but Charles of France fent an Am- 
baffador to compliment the King on his Ac- I4.36. 
ceffion, who reiufed to receive him, unlefs he 
iiad full Power to rcfign both the mortgaged Pro* 
Vinces ; And, as the Ambaffador had no fuch Inftni- 
^ons, he immediately returned home. 

However, fome Years after, Qyarles, as it was faJdj 
did, of his own free Will, fuirender up thofe Pro* 
Vinces to Ferdinand without any Acknowledgment, 
fave a Promife to be a Friend to France -, but others 
fay, Ferdinand carried this grand Point by corrupting 
the French Miniftcrs. 

Be that as it will, Ferdinand, by the Acquifitions of 
the Kingdoms and Provinces, juft mentioned, 
foon became a powerful Prince, and more than '4^9' 
a Match for the Moors, (they were then called 
SaracenSy becaufe they pretended to be defcended 
from Sarah) who pofiefled the fine Kingdom of Gra^ 
nada, which made Ferdinand begin to think of con- 
quering it, and driving them quite out of that 
Country. When that was effected, he would then be 
Matter of all Spain. 

This Year Ferdinand, mth an Armyoffixty Hg'- 
thoufand Men, befiegcd the well fortified City 
of Granada, where their King refided, which contained 
no lefs than fixty thoufand Houfes, and two hundred 
thoufand fighting Men. In a fhort Time he con- 
quered the City, and caufed to be maflacrcd above a 
Million and a half of the Moors, fparing only thofe 
who profeffed themfelves Cbriftians, renounced their 
Nation, and - called themfelves Spaniards. Thofe 
Moors, who efcaped the Fury of Ferdinand and his 
Army, fled over to the African Shore, where they 
fettled, whofe Pofterity maintain an implacable Ha- 
tred againft the Spaniards, even to this Day. 

The Pope was fo well pleafed with Ferdimnd'i 
Zeal for Uniformity in Religion, and for expelling 
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the ^ors out of Spain, that his Holinefe conferred on 
him the Title of the Cathelick King, which his Suo- 
Ccffors have ever fmce retained. 

About this Time another extraordinary Acddent 
Fell out of great Confequence to Spain in particular, 

■«nd to Europe itj general. Cbrijtopber Cohmbtts, a Ge- 
noefi by Nation, found a Manufcript in his PofleP 
fion diat had belonged to a certain Manner ; by 

•■which, when he came ferioufly to confider the Dilpo- 

-filion of the World, and Roundnefs of the Globe, 
compiled of Sea and Land, he was fidly convinced 
that there were habitable Countries in Parts oppolite 
to thofc which we inhabit, not then known to the 
Ekropean Nations. This put him upon applying to 
feveral Princes for AiTiftance, in order to fail in queft 
of what he was almoft pofitive of. After he had in 
VMn follicited feveral Princes for that End, particu- 
larly our Henry, he went into Spain, and theie ob- 
tained with much ado three Veffcis of Ferdinand and 

■Ifaiella. 

Columbus being thus fumifhcd, departed from 

■ Cadiz in the Month of Aeeufi, in the Year 1492, 
and failed fo far that he difcovered the Iflands of 
Florida ; where, making but little Stay, he returned 
to Spain in March following, bringing with him 
convincing Proo6 of his Difcovery, and the in- 
finite Riches of' thofe Countries j on which the 
Spaniard/ gave them the Name of the IV^-InMes ; 
but the Whole of that Side the Globe was called 
yimerica, from Americus Vefpatius, a Florentine, who 
failed along moft of its Coafts, tho' the Extent of 
the Continent has not been difcovered to this Day, 
many of its Heathen Kings remaining uodifturbed 
in their Dominions. 

Spain, by this Difcovery, which our fordid Henry 

miflpd, got Poflcfllon of a prodigious Country in 

Jmerica, that brings in more Money than all Europe 

can yield, tho' both the Continent and Iflands are but 

h' .. , V. .1. 'u^flightly 
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fii^tly inhabircd, owing to the Spaniards Batbtuicf, 
by murdering and drowning above fifty Millions <^ 
the Natives j the Horror of which driving alfo Mul- 
litud«s fiirther into the Country, Spam was obliged to 
iokd the more People from Europe. 

Thefe Proceedings made the Name of a Spaward 
fo odious in thofe Parts, that an Atnerican King, on 
iJie Pomt of Execution, being told fomething about 
Heaven and Hell, asked, fVhetber the Spaniards went 
to tieaam ? and, the Reply being in the Affirmative, 
he iaid, / -would rather go to Hell with the Indians, than 
ta Heaven with the Spaniards. 

When the Ei^lipt Frencby and other Europeans 
planted CoJonies in America., they treated the Natives 
more like Brothers, .which had fo good an Effe^ 
that the latter were as much eftcemed as the former 
were abhorred. 

ft]t the. Spaniards did not confine their Cruelty to 
the Moors and jimericans only -, for Ferdittand intro- 
duced intx> his own Dominions the terrible ^irifual 
Tribunal of the Inquijitian ; and the Profecutionsthat 
followed were fo numerous, that they would fill many 
Volumes ^ he alio expelled out of his Dominions the 
JetBSt whofe Families amounted to not left than 
J 70,000. Hence it plainly appears, that every thing 
hitherto in Henry's Reign contributed to fiD the 
Houfe of Spain with Grandeur and Riches j which 
was afterwards transferred to the augull: Houfe of 
Ji^ria by Pbilip'% marrying Jotu of Spain. In thb 
Situation were the Spanijb A^uts at the End of the 
Year 1494. 

In.the.Beginmng of Henry's Reign, there -ifaWs^ 
were five great Governments or. Powers in II 
Italy ; to wit, two Rcpublicks, Vemce and Fh- 
reme ; the DuGchy oiMilMi the Kuigdom of Naples^ 
aad- the Holy, See. . 

Venice was governed by her Senate^ elcftcd '''«<«. 
by fbe People &om among themlelves. 
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fkreaet. Ax Fhrettft^ the itftififi Farnily, by degrees, 
obt^ned all the Authority* after they had oct 
firpatcd phe Pi^. 

John QakazKo was Duke of A^ltm, (of 
^'**- whofe Ori^nai and Family we IhaU ipcak 
more fully hereafter) but the Dotdiy wa^ 
principally governed by Ludevic Sforza, his Uncle, 
who was a deceitful, fanguinary, crafty Prince, and 
very apdy fimamed The Moor, not only becaufe his 
Skin was tawny, but for that he exceeded the Afri-! 
fans h^ Treachery and Difloyalty. 
f, . The Kingdom of Nicies was pofiefied by 

"^ '' Ferdiftaady Baftard of Mpbonfo^ King of Af- 
T^gon t But Charles the VlUth oi France pretended to 
have a Tide to that Kingdom, in Right of Succefi 
fion from the Houfe of ^Jou, which he afterwards 
(End^vourcd tp enforce by Arms. 
_ At Rome, Imoceni the Vlllth, one of the 

*"*^ many eminent Persons deicended from the 
noble Family oi Gbo, pofleffed the Papal Chair, be* 
jng eje£t^ die oth of Aigufi^ 14841 on the Death qf 
Sextuj. His HoUncfs remembepuig the People's Comr 
plaints againft his Predeceffor, for beii^ too indiilr 
gent to his Kindred, refolved to be very cautious ii» 
fhat Point, and give no Occafion of Scandal. 

The greateft Honours jic conferred on his Family 
were, firft he procured a Marriage between Frtmcifct 
Cibp and Magdalen of Me^cis, Sifer of Leo (who 
wns afterwards ft^ by the Name of Les the Xth.) 
Next his Holinels gave this Nobleman the Country 
pf Jnquillara, which was then not of mi;ch ImportT 
^ce, and at lail made him Captain.-f;eneral pf the 
Forces of the'Churdj. 

A few Days before the Death of the Em- 
f493; peror fret^rici. Pope Itptocent quitted this 
tmnfitory Life for a better, which mvlf Tooni 
^r a ifievf EJeftion, 
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Jlacander the "Vlth was cle£tcd Pope the 2d of 
'4agtili ; ^d the Method he took to make himfeif 
great in the Worid was by Force of Arms, and a 
Kocadon of Truces, Leagues, and Treaties. 

He proved too a very barbarous Prince, both in 
Spirituals and Temporals ; in the one he fcrupled 
pot at brji^ing Dcfolation on the Church ■, by the 
other he imbrued his Hands in innocent Blood, to ad- 
vance and a^jandize his Kindred. The People of 
Rome ufed to fay, That the Emperor bad taught ^yrarh ■ 
py, andtbePopt frafiiftd it. He fpcnt his retired 
I^njrs in all &ns of unlawful Pleafurcs, taking great 
Delight in fine Women, by whom he had fo many 
BaAards, which occafioncd another Saying, That he 
ftadfiUed Rome with Bajiards, and Spain with fVheres j 
iho' he acknowledged no more than four Sons and 
fwo Daughters. Notwithftanding his Variety of La- 
dies, his chief Favourite was FaneciiOy a Roman Cur- 
fizan, with whom he would fport and toy even in 
Publick, and kept her at his Table. 

Godfrey, his youngeft Son, he made Prince of ^^■- 
ntillaae, a. City in Ulterior dlaltria, and of the County (^ 
^t. Q^oderus 5 to CefarBargia, his fecond Son, he gave 
a Cardinal's Hat j and he obtained for John, his eldeft 
Son, the Dukedom of Cendia in Spain, who foon af- 
jCcr married a Baftard Daughter of the King of Naples. 

Cefar, being highly difpleafed to fee his Brother 
John above him, and qiore beloved by his Father, re-r 
folved to have him murdered ; to etfefl: which, hfi 
contrived to fup with his, Brother at their Mother Va- 
poccfa% where he exptcfled great Affeftion for him, 
at the iame time he tetd planted fome of hb Confi- 
dants to aflaffinate him ; accordingly, John after Sup- 
per going into the City, the Ruffiwis fell on hin^ 
fiabbed him^ 9nd i^ft him half alive headlong into 
iJa/c Tyber. 

This fo ftiocked and frightened the Pope, that, left 
^ St^n Ihoijld ufg h'lin in the fame Manner, he con- 
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cealed die Fratticide, aod finothered die Blood of Jiis 
eldeft Son. 

£w^», having dius 'nlldnDufly goc rid of his Bm- 
ther, turned Soldier, r^arding not die Funftion of 
a CardinaJ. What induud him to play thefe Fninks 
were die Hopes of obtaining the Digni^ of Standatd- 
Bearer of the Church, and Captain-geoerat of the 
Pope's Armies, which the old debauched Father vfA 
onJy gave him, but tnvefted him with all the Ho- 
nours of his murdered Brother. 

Let us now return home, and view dw Dutchefe of 
BurgtPidy's fecond Scheme for railing another Preten- 
der to the Crown of England. 

Henry, having now no Quarrel widi 
Furtbtr Acuaia gny foreign Pnnce, had Hopes of a 
t^tlS"'"^ peaceable Reign for the future, efpe- 

U9}! cialJy as he had not heard of any Di- 

llurbance at home ;_but he cmititiued 
not in this State of Eafe long -, for, whilft the King 
was employed in his ^cpedidon againft France^ a new 
Spedre was formed in order to haunt him, who prxjval 
a more exquifite Counterfeit than the firft, being bet- 
ter infirufted, and more amply countenanced. 

This was the darling Contrivance of Margaret of 
Burgundy, who would never be at reft, notwithftand- 
ing her former Difappointmcnt, rill flie had produ- 
ced a new Duke of York to embroil the Afeirs of 
the King, always entertaining an irreconcilable Ha- 
tred againft him and the Houfe of Lana^er, tho* her 
Niece was the King's Wife, and had brought him 
two Sons and a Daughter ; yet flic valued, not what 
Fraud or Injuftice Ihe was guilty of, if fhe could 
but accomplifli her End. She was called, by Hmryi 
Friends, Juno, becaufe Ihe was to him what Juno was 
to jEneas^ Itirring up, as it were, both Heaven and 
Hell to do him Mifchicf 

As foon as the AS^r of LanAtrt SimneUwis over, it 
was given out, that Richard, Edward die IVth's 
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younger Son, was not murdered, but in CompafTion 
fp^^ and fent fecretly away i and, ^ make People 
beliere this Report, a Boy was tmmped up to perfo- 
nate diis young Prince, who had all requiiite C^ialifi- 
cadtms, as Years, Wit, Comelinefs, and even Majefty 
itfelf a{^>eared in his Demeanour, tho' of very mean 
Extract, being the Son of one Jolm Osbeck^ who lived 
at Tounutft till he was necefEtated to retire with his 
'Wife to LendffH, where fhe bore him this Son, named 
Petefy which, according to the Cuftom of the Duicb 
Tongue, was converted to Perkin ; and thofe who 
did not know him, inftead of Oshck, called him 
W^beck i from whence he afterwards went by the 
NameofPfTibji Warheck. 

The Youth was brought to the Dutchefs's Court, 
who was fo pleafed with his graceful Behaviour, that 
fhe immediately refolved to make this Perkin afliime 
a Character that no ways belonged to him, in order 
K) prepare him for affing the Part Ihe defigned ; in 
which flie took fo much P^ns to make him perfeft, 
that even thofe who had fecn and known the young 
Prince could hardly perceive but that this was he ; 
and tho' he was not King Edward's legitimate Son, 
yet he was his Godfon, and might perhaps (as was 
fiifpefted) have in him fomc Blood of the Houfe of 
Terki tho' meanly bom. 

"When Perkin had perfectly learned his LefTon, and 
Margaret thought he was fit to come upon the Stage 
to aft his Part, fhe fent him into Portugal, that, com- 
ing from a ftrangc Country, it might be thought he 
had been driven to wander from one Place to another, 
for the Safeguard of his Life, ix at leafl; that Ihe of. 
all others might not be fufpe6ted of fetting him up. 
In Portugal he had Directions fent him to pafs into 
Ireland. Hertrj having at that Time declared War 
;^inft France^ it was judged a proper Time to dif- 
cover this grand Scene. Accordingly ^nr^^ir^ pro- 
ceeded to Csrky where he foon, tJu-o' his Princely 
n Elep^rsment 
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Deportment and Pknty of Money, was taken Notice 
of, and looked on as a Perfon of great Confecjucnce \ 
at length, with a feeming Relufl:ance, he acknow- 
ledged hhnfelf to be the Duke of Tcrk^ who, havii^ 
efcaped out of the Tower,* and paffed. thro',-vaiic«« 
Fortunes, was come to that Ki;^dom, in ht^s cfie 
AfFeftion, it had ever borne to the Houfe of T&tkt 
would now be continued to him. 

This News ran like Wiki-firc all over the King- 
dom, and feveral expreffed their Joy to find lum m 
Safety ; infomuch, that he had not been lor^ there 
befote the French King fent cme Stephen Fryon after 
him *, who foon became a principal Engine in all 
his Proceedings j and, as Ovaries was then at Variance 
with Henry t he thought Perkm might ferve his Pur- 
pofe, tho* a Pretender to Hettry's Crown j therefore 
he invited him over to France, which he readily 
accepted of. On his Arrival at Paris, he was enter- 
tained in a Princely Manner ; and, to dp him greater 
Honour, Charles appointed him a Guard to attend 
his Perfon, of which the Lord CongrefiiaU was made 
Captain. 

Perkin having thus far fucceeded, feveral of die 
Friends of the Houfe of Tork attended him, and o^ 
fered their Service, particularly Sir G^or^f iVef///, Sir 
John Taylor, and Richard Robinfon. This Magnificence 
of IVarbeck itParis laftcd but a very little while t 
for, as foon as the Peace was concluded between 
France and England, he had Notice to be gone, which 
he as readily complied with, for fear he fhould be 
facrificcd as a Peace-offering. He took his Way into 
Flanders, and attended the Dutchefs of Burgundy, 
which Lady and he afted their Parts with the ucmoft 
Exaftnefs ; he made as if he had never been in that 
Country before, and Ihe as if fiie had never feen him. 

At 

" Thia Maa had been King Henry's Secretary for the Frmi 
ToDgui;, but on fome Difconteut flsd xDtoFranct. 
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At the 6rft Interview Margaret treated him very 
toughly, and appeared not a little amazed, that In 
her Prefcnce he fhould dare to ftile himfelf Duke of 
Terky and told him in Publick, ' That, having alrea- 

* dy bee« impofed on by a counterfeit Earl of fVar- 

* wicky ihe Ihould be more on her Guard, and it 
' would not be eafy to deceive her a fecond Time ; 

* therefore (he advifed him to retire, left he incurred 
' the Puniihment due to his Prefumption.' To which 
lie fighingly replied, ' Thar, tho' ihe had Reafon to 

* be dubious, he hoped fte would not fhiit out all

* file fhould think proper.' The Diitchefs did ac- 
cordingly -, and Periin anfwered her in fuch a Man- 
ner, that ftie feemed aftonilhed -, and he told her fur- 
ther, ' That it was no great Novelty to fee a young 

* Prince, perfecuted by Fortune, facrificed to thePo- 

* licy of two potent Monarchs -, "that this very Arti- 

* cle was a ftrong Argument in his Favour, fince the 
' Peace between Charles and Hettry could not be efta- 
' bliflied but on his Ruin.* The Dutchefs at length 
pretended, that Ihe could not refift fuch evident 
Proofs of Pwi(Vs being her Nephew, and publickly 
declared herfclf convinced, and owned him as ..fuch j 
and, to put a better Colour on the Matter, Ihe aflign- 
ed him a Guard of thirty Perfons cloathed in Blue 
and Murrey, and ftiled him, ^e White Rofe of 
England.*

The' King was furprized to ftc with what Elager- 
nefe the News of PeHiin's being Duke of Tork was re- 
ceived in EnglMd and other Pans, and was fully con- 
vinced <rf the great Danger he was in : However, he 
appeared unconcerned, left his exprefllng any Fear 
Ihould «icourage his Advofaries ; but he took a par- 
ticular Care to fend out his Spies to watch the Mo- 
tions of his Enemies^ who afted their Parts fo well, 
that by degrees they learnt where Perkin was bom, 
who were his Parents, and the different Steps taken 
abroad in his Favour ; this they ibon informed the 
King of i nor was Htnr^ and his Friends-lefs afliduous 
at home, to watch the Motions of Perkin' 3 Abettors. 

Philip, Arch-duke oi Aujiria, gave into the Humour 
that then prevailed, as » Pericin'% being the true 
Duke oiYerk, and fetretly encouraged him in his 
Claim to the Crown of England -, which being made 
known to Hemy the VUth, he fent Sir Edward Peyn^ 
h^s, and WilUttm B^arham-, Dodor of Laws, Am^f' 
f^ors to expoftulate with Philip coHceming what he 
had heaid, and to defire that Prince to dehver up the 
Impoftor. 

In the Audience, which Henry's Ambaffadors had of 
Philip and his Council, Wm-bam being Spokefman, 

He reprefented to them, ' That it was contrary to 

* the Law of Nations, and the Alliance that fubfifted 

* between Henry and Philip, for him to proted: a 

* Counterfeit, who (ought to rob the King of hi» 

* Crown, and who was in fad: an evident Impoftor : 

* That their Mafter was infonned of all the Circum- 

* ftanccs of Perkin' a Life from his Cradle, and offer- 

* ed to produce authentick Proofe of the Cheat, as' 

* well as of the Death of the Duke of Tork, whofe 

* Name 
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* Name Warbeck borrowed : That Perkin was only a. 

* theatrical King, formed by the Dutchcfe of Bur- 

* guni^y and as fuch he hoped the Arch-duke would 
' not fcruple to deliver him into the King their Ma- 

* filer's Hands, in order that he might be dealt with 

* according to his Demerit.' 

In anfwcr to Warham^s Rcqueft, Philip's Council 
told the Amballadors, * That the Arch-duke's Inten- 

* tions were always to preferve a good Underftand- 
' ing with the King of Eng^nd, and therefore would 
' give no manner of Afliftance to the pretended 

* Duke of Tork ; but the Dutchcfs of SurgUKtff being 

* Sovereign in the Lands of her Dowry, the Arch- 
' duke could not intermeddle with her Aff^rs, or 
' hinder her from doing what fhe thought fit.' 

The Ambafladora were highly diflatisfied with this 
Anfwer, and, finding they could obtain no further 
Afllirances, returned home, and made their Report 
to their Mafter. 

Heary was fofprovoked at the Treatment his Airr- 
^(Tadors had met with, that he baniHied all Flemings 
out of his Kingdom, and prohibited Commerce with 
them i the Arch-duke dia the like , by the Er^lijb 
that were in Flanders ; but the Animofity of thefe 
two Princes went no further -, each fearing that he 
might one Day want the other's Affiflance. 

Whilft the King's Enemies were employed, both 
at home and abroad, in afllfling of Ptrkin, Henry 
himfelf was no lefs intent to avert the intended Tem- 
pefl:, fijid fent cert^n Knights with a Band of Sol- 
diers into every Port, to watch the Shores and Sea- 
Coafls, that no one might come in or go out of the 
Kingdom without being fearched and examined j he 
alfo took all the Pains he could to undeceive the 
people, by producing Evidence of the Duke ofTork's 
being murdered in the Manner we have before men- 
tioned, and that the Perftm yiha h^d borrowed his 
Name was a Counterfeit, 

Kotwithi 
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Notwithftanding his Majefty's Precaution, his Ene- 
mies perfifted in declaring, that Warhecld was the true 
Duke of Tork^ and as fuch the Friends of the Houfe 
oiTork continued to make a Party for him in Eng- 
lattd ; and fame of them fecredy got over to Flanders^ 
to confer with the Dutchels, Perkin, and Clifford, 
who freely opened their Minds to each other ; where- 
by Sir Rsbert Clifford was fully informed of the Steps 
that were taken in England in favour of Margaret's, 
White Rofe ; and with thefe different Proceedings 
ended the Year 1493. 

The Beginning of the enfuing Year, Henry 1494. 
Found Means to draw Clifford off from his 
Party j fo that he betrayed all the Proceedings of 
Perkin and his Friends both in Flanders and England. 
His Majefly having carried fo material a Point 
with Sir Robert Qifford, conftantly received an exaft 
Information of what was tranfafting J and, as it could 
not but be dangerous to let the Evil increafe, he re- 
folved to apply proper Remedies ; for which Purpofe, 
in the Month of July, he caufed to be arrefted in 
one Day, and almofl at the fame Inftant, Jehn Rat- 
cliffe. Lord Fitzv?alter, Sir Simon Mounlford, Sir Tho- 
mas 'Tbvsaites, and four others, who were immediately 
tried and convicted of High Treafon, for adhering 
and promifing to aid Perkin. The Lord Fitzwalter 
■was fent Prifoner to Calais, with Hopes of obtain- 
ing his Pardon ■, but his Impatience caufing him to 
attempt to efcape, he was difcovered and beheaded 
before the End of OSiober. Sir Simon Mountford and 
two others were executed diredly after their Con- 
demnation J the reft were pardoned on certMn Condi- 
tions. 

The King kept his Chriftmafs at W^min- 1495. 
Jier ; and, upon hearing that Sir Rohett Clifford 
was returned to England, he removed to the Tower, ^ 
where he ordered Sir Robert to attend himi The 

Reafon 
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Reofon why Henry chofe to fee Qifferd fitlt in that 
Place was, in cale he acculed any of the Nobility, 
they might be called thither, without Sufpicion iB to 
any 111 being intended agaJnit them, which anfw«ed 
his M^efly's Vjew. 

Clifford attended according to Order, and was id- 
troduced to the King, who received him very graci- 
oufly, and in Ferfon confirmed the Pardon he had 
promifed him. Sir Robert made a foil Confeflion to 
his Majefty of all he knew, in refpeft to Peria's 
Defigns, and named feveral of his fecret Friends in 
England, among which Sir IVtlliam Siatiley was one, 
of whom the King was not informed before. 

When Henry firft heard the News of StanUfs 
Treafon, he bid Clifford take Care, fince his Life lay 
at ftalce, in cafe the Accufadon was groundlefs j but 
Qifford^^Ti\&m%,,Svc William was apprehended, and 
confined to his Room within the Square Tower. Oa 
his Examination he confeffed enough to condemn 
himfelf J yet he hoped he Ihould not be treated with 
Rigour, both in refped: to his former Service and the 
Intereft of his Brother ; but two Things very likely 
Eendcred his Crime unpardonable -, the firft was his 
immenfe Riches, which of courfe muft fuffer Confif- 
cation, and therefore put his Majefty upon refolving 
to lacrifice him to his Avarice, under Colour of pu- 
nifhing his Crime : The other was his faying to Clif- 
ford, fpeaking of Perkin JVarbeck^ ' That if he was 
' fure the young Man was Son of Edward the IVth, 
* he would not bear Arms againft him.' This laSt 
was wounding the King in the moft fenfible Part, 
fince he feemed to acknowledge the Hoyfe of 2erk 
had a better Title to the Crown, than the Houfe of 
Lancajier. 

In fliort, Sir William was immediately brought to 
his Tryal, and convided of Treafon, for holding In- 
telligence with Perkin and the Dutchefs of Burgtfmfy i 
and all the Favour he could obtain waj a Delay of his 
I, v.,^£j|e£utioii 
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Execution for fomc Weeks, to prepare himfelf for 
Death, which was compleated by beheading him on 
the 1 6th o? February *. 

; The King's Severity on this Occafion fecmed e3£» 
ceflive i all the World expefted he would have par* 
doned a Lord to whom he was fo much obliged, and 
who enabled him to execute Ails of Mercy by pror 
curing him the CroWn. 

Hiitorians in general ^ree, that the Execution' 
of the Lord Chamberlain terrified the whole King- 
dom, he being condemned for a Crime of which few 
Englffiimen were innocent, namely, for preferring the 
Title of Terk to that ^ iMHeqjier j the great Men 
durft not fpeafc their Thoughts one to another for 
fear of SfHes ; but this Reltraint was in Tome Mea- 
fure made up by Swarms of Libels publiOied againft 
the Judges, the Council, and the King himfelf-, 
which fo enraged him, that he ordered five Perfons, 
convifted of difperfing libels, to be executed at dif- 
ferent Times.

Chamberlain, extremely difconcerted Perkm*& De- 
figns ; thofc that were with iiim, after Qifford had 
defeited the Party, looked ftrange on one another, 
not knowing who was faithful to their Side ; inib- 
much, that the King by degrees drew off the moft 
valuable of them from aiding him. Border was one 
that, ftuck by him the longeft ; tho' even he at lall 
made his Peace. 

Sir Wiiliam Stanley was fuccceded in his Place of 
Lord Chamberlain by Giles Lord Dawbaie;, a Man 
of great Valour, a gentle Difpofition, courteous Be- 
haviour, and hig!ily refpefted by the People. 

The Earl of Derby, Henry's Father-in-law, conti- 
nued, whilfl: thefe Matters were tranfefting, with 
his Countefs, (the King's Mother,) at his Seat at IjO- 
tbam, who both greatly lamented Sir fFiUtam's unhap- 
py Fate : But his Majefly, in order to demonftrate 
to the World, that the Proceedings againft his Lord

Merit, the Kind's Wit began 
to fug^eft unto his PaJSon, tiiat 
Stanley at B^iiMrlb Field, tW 
he came Time enough te lavs 
his XiJe, yet he Said long 
enough CO endanger it j yet, 
having DO Matter againft him, 
he co^rmed him in his Placet 
until this his Fall.' 



,,t;ioo<^lc 
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Chamberlain iiad noi in any Degree dimjmllied thff 
AffeifUon he bore to the Earl, made a Topr to La- 
tbam, to pay him a Vifit, wlwre he continued feve- 
ral Days. 

Soon after the King's RcOirn from Latham^ he 
created his fecond Son, Henry, Duke of Tork, and 
conferred the Honour of Knighthood on fcveral Gen- 
tlemen : And about this Time Cecil, Dutchcfs of 
Torkt Mother to King E^/ward the IVth, died in 9 
good old Age, who lived to fee three Princes of hcj* 
Blood crowned, and four murdered. 

After the different Executions we have been fpeak- 
ing of, Perkm's Party much dcctsafed both ai homp 
and abroad. 

The Beginning of this Year the Dutcbefs of 1496. 
burgundy began to aift vigoroully again in fa- 
vour of Perkitt i for ihe could not bear the Thoughts 
of relinquifhing the Idol formed by herfelf ; and, 
judging It neceffary to take Dther Steps than before, 
Jhe, withoyf waiting any longer for the Affiftancc 
of the great Men in Engla»£, (whp were narrowly 
waEchedf and become extremely cautious,) gave Or- 
ders to draw together fome Forces and equip Ships, 
DO board which ihe caufed Perkin to embark with 
I)ire£tions 10 land in Kent. 

The King was not apprrfed of thcfe Preparations, 
and, having heard nothing lately of Perkin, deter- 
mined to make a Progrefs into Torkjhire-, on this 
Journey he fet out the 28th of June. Henry had not 
been long gone before Warheck arrived on theCpad of 
Kent, near Sasdwicb, where he landed fome Men to 
found the Inclination of the Inhabitants, who boaft- 
ed to the Kentijbmm, that he was aflifted with a 
very confiderable Force, and invited them to take up 
Arms in his Quarrel. The People, perceiving moft 
of them that landed were Foreigners, jLnftead of join- 
ing diem, adYJfcd with the neighbouring Gentle- 
Q^a me» 
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men what was proper to be done ; and it wb re^ 

folved, that they Ihould feign to «ffift P^riw, in order 
to alure him to the Land, -whereby they mi^c hare 
an Opportunity to take him Frifoncr. According tx> 
this Advice they took Arms, and appeared on the 
Coa(ts, making Signs to him and his Men to land i 
but the WTsite Rsfe and his Counfellor, fufpcfting the 
Artifice, kept on board, waiting the Return of fomc 
of their People to inform them what palled on Shore, 
And at laft the Kmtijbmm, finding they could draw in 
no more, fell ijpon thofe that were landed, and cut 
them in pieces, except a hundred and fifty which they 
took Priloners. The Youth hearing what had paflfed, 
weighed Anchor, retreated in the utmoft Hurry, and 
was no more heard of till he landed in Ireland. 

HisM^cfty in his Progrcfs heard with Plcafure what 
the KentifimKn had done, which caufed him to return 
to London fooner than he intended, in order to be pre- 
fent at die Difpofing of the Prifonerj. The Sheriff" 
ef Kent conducted them to London^ raled in Ropes 
like Horfes drawing a Cart, where they were put 
into the fewer, Newgate, and other Goals : About the 
End of September they were brought to their Trials, 
epnvidted of Treafon, and, to ftrike a greater Terror 
into the People, many of them were h^ged about the 
Sea-coaft in Kent^ Effex, Sttfex, and Nwfolk j tht reft 
were executed at T^bum and U^t^iMg. This gallant 
Adtion of the KentiftitiKn fo pleaied me King, that he 
fcnt Sir Richard Guilford into Kmt, to thank the Peo- 
ile of that County fof their Fidelity, ^nd, for greater 
l^fegijard of (he 0>aft, caufed Beacons to be ereftcd. 

On the 1 3th of OStoher^ Henry af- 
^hi PreeKdir^i fcmbled Ills Parliament j but we do not 
^thi fifth Par- find, that cither the King, or his Oian:- 
^mw/, hiU cellor, Morton, made any Speech to 
wA^' them, or demanded Aid ; fo thatit feems 
the chief End of the Parliament's Meet- 
ing 
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ing was purely to cnaft fucb Laws as were wanting 
^ the Good of the Conunonwealth. 
Jjard Bacon lays, * It may be juftJy fufpefted, by 

* what followed, that, as the King did excel in good

Soon after the Parliament broke up, the King re- 
ceived Advice, that ^dr^wi was landed in htUmd;

to fcveral Places in Perfon. 

The Dutchefs of Burgundf now fent proper Peribns 
to treat privately with theKingofi'ro/jWf, about aJTift- 
ing Perkitt to raife a Rebellion in E^land, who came 
into her Meafures : And it was alfo believed, that

Pirkin having thus pathetically delivered himfelf, 
Jaius anfwered, * That whatfoever he was, he Ihould 

* not repent putting himfclf into his Hands.' In 
(hort, his Expreflions, Compafllon to his feeming 
hard Cafe, die Recommendations and fecret Promifes 
of many Princes, prevailed on the King to give him 
the Aflurance of his Aflillance. Some, who knew he 
was only a Pretender, endeavoured to diDTuade his 
Majefty &om it, tho* m vain j for he not only ap- 
pointed him an Attendance and Entertainment an- 
fwcrable to his pretended Quality, but gave him in 
Marriage the Lady Catherine Geurdon^ Daughter to 
^xander Earl of Huntley, his near Kinfwoman. 

The King did not think thde fufficient, he 
SBuft needs undertake to place his Coufm Perkin on 
the Throne of England^ ^e^^g, as he had been 
told, that, as foon as he (hould arrive there ac the 
Head of an Army, the Torkifts to a Man would de- 
ttoc ioT .H^arbeck. Accordingly ^lowj entered iV^r- 
tbumberlartd,' and immediately publifhed a formal De- 
daratiot), in his Kinfinan's Name, to this Efiedt :

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• That being, by the Grace of God and Favour of

^ Sir William StarUefy the Lord Chamberlwi, and fe< 

* vcral others, who were ready to withftand his Op- 

* preffions. Wherefore as he, RicbardVi^ji^sjt oi Tork^ 
■ was come to free them from Violence, fo, by his 

* Regal Authority, he from that Time abolifhed all 

* that had been impofcd i^n them by Heitry ; and 

* granted them a general Pardon for having illegally 

* obeyed an Ufurper, on Ccmdidon they now fubmit- 

* ted thcmfelves, and acknowledged him for thdr 

* King'i withal promifing one thoufand Pounds in 
' ready Money, and an Inheritance of ah hundred 

* Marks a Year to any one that Ihould cdu or kill 
. * Henry Tudor' 

This Declaration proving of no Effefli, and Jame^i 
Eicpeftation, of the People's declaring for Perking be- 
ing fruflxatcd, he fuffered his Army to delfaroy with' 
out Mercy. 

Perkin, on tfiis Occafion, aflred the Part of a 
Prince well enough i for, when he faw the Scotch wa- 
fting the Country, he addreffed himfelf thiB paOio- 
nately to the King, faying, That it grieved him to the 
Heart to fee fitch Havock made of bis SuhjeBs. To 
which James anfwered, jHoSj you take Care for 
them, •who, by any Thing to the contrary that yet ap- 
fears, ere none of yours. After the Soldiers had en- 
riched 
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riched themfelves by the Spoils, James, hearing thai 
great Forces were marching againft them, took him- ' 
felf and his Army in all hafte back Into Scotland. 

At this Junfture, December 1 8, the Duke of 5f(/* 
ford. King Henrfs Uncle and faithftjl Friend, died, and 
was honourably buried in the Abbey of Keynjham in 
Gkuc^erjbire. For the prelent we ihall quit the Af*- 
fairs of England^ and proceed to Ireland. 

In this Year his Majefty appointed his fe- jlfain if 
cond Son, Henry, Lieutenant-Governor of l'^l^"<^> 
Ireland, and Sir Edward Poynings his Deputy, ^^''' 
a Man Well verfed in Affairs both at Home and 
Abroad, having been employed in feveral Embaffies. 
This Gentleman was intmfted with mere Power than 
any Governor had been before. 

Sir Edojord, on his Arrival in Ireland, made ftri£t En- 
quiry after thofe fufpe£bed of DifatFeftion to the King, 
particularly the Earls of T>efmond and Kildare -, the 
latter was the Son of that Earl, who was killed in 
^fting Lambert Simnell. The firft took Care to keep 
himfelfout of Po>'»i»|'j's Reach, but the other was 
taken and fcnt Prifoner into England. 

Ireland was then divided into two forts of Inhabi- 
tants, the one civilized, by converfing with different 
Nations, efpecially the Englijb -, the other wild and fa- ^ 
vage, living by Theft, inclined to Rebellion and No- 
velty, deflroying one another, juft as they were fet 
on by their Chiefs. Perkin, thinking the turbulent 
Difpofitions of the wild Part of thofe People would 
beft fuii his Purpofe, principally addrefled himfelf to 
them ; and Poynings knowing them moft guilty, turn- 
ed his Arms moftly againft them -, but they would ne- 
ver ftand an Attack, always flying to their Bogs and 
Mountains. 

Peyningi called b Parliament, which met, oil Mond^ 
before the Feaft of St. Jndrew this Year, at Drogheda, 
*hich was famous for the Statutes there enacted for 
the Advantage of the CifeWn of Engiand, and of the 
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EngUJb fettled in Ireland* ; which are in force to diU 
Day, and called Poynings's Laws. 

After Ireland was reduced to a quiet Condition, 
his Majefly was pleafed to recal Sir Edward, having 
other important Affairs to employ him in ; and for 
the good Services he had done, during his Refidence 
in Ireland, made him Knight of the Garter. 

About the Beginning of this Year, the King 
1 495 . appointed Henry Dean, Biihop of Banger, Lord- 
Deputy luPtr/nings'i Place j and alio made him 
Chancellor of Ireland, which Offices he held till the 
6th of Jugtift, i4y6; when the Earl of Kildare was ap- 
pointed Lord-deputy in his ftead, owing to the fol- 
lowing Accident. 

^(i^K had been kept Prifonerin England for fomc 
time ; at laft he was brought before his Majefty in 
Council, where, many Crimea being alledged againfi 
him, the King told him,- he Ihould have what Coun- 
cil he defired, for that he doubted his Caufe was very 
bad ; the Ear! anfwered, I will pitch upon the hefi 
Council in England, IVho is that ? faid the King: 
Marry, evenyoitr Higbnefs, rejoined the Earl ; where- 
on his Majefty laughed, and, without more ado 
the Council againft him was ordered to proceed. 
The firft concluded his Pleadings with obferving. 
That all Ireland could not govern this Man. To which 
Henry merrily anfwered. That Jince it was Jb, Kil- 
dare was thefittefi Man to govern Ireland. Accord- 
ingly, for his Jeft Sake, he not only difmilTed the 
Profecution, bur made him Lord-deputy'^ of that 
Kingdom. ' In which Poft {ihtlrijb Hiftoriansfay)

Lt^ck and Philofophy ; then he was elefted Feliow 
of M/igiaUn College, commenced Mafter of Arts, 
and foon after he was chofen Mafter of the School,

Mr. Wolfey, during Jiis Refidence at Oxford, had 
the Sarisfadtion of an early Acquaintance with the 
femous Erafmusof Rotterdam, who for fome time ftu- 
died both at-Oxford and Cambridge, and jointly with 
Wolf^ gready promoted what was then called the 
New Learning, particularly the Greek I^n^uage, which 
gained Welfp^ great Reputation in the Univerfity. 
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,He had the Pleafure, whilft he was Schoolmalter, 
<jf having committed to his Care the Education of 
feveral Noblemen and Gentlemen's Sons ; among 
which were three of the Marquis of Dorfei\ that 
proved very happy for him. Thus fVolfrfy at the End 
of the Year 1496, through his Diligence and great 
Capacity, feemed to be in a fair Way for fiirther Pre- 
ferment. Now, to return to the Publick A^rs of 
£figland and Scotland, 

Henry was very much imaged, when he heard what 
tfie Scotch had been doing of ; he inftantly raifed an 
Army, in order to oppofe them, and gave the Com- ■ 
ta,zna of it to the Earl of Surry, who foon after pro- 
ceeded on their March towards rfic North, but before 
they fet out, the King thought proper to call his Par- 
liament» which met on the 1 6th of Jatmery. 

He opened the Parliament with a

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Henry, having thus far fucccededwith his Parliament, 
he begun to endeavour underhand to fettle Matters 
amicably with SeoiUftd, in hopes of finking the in- 
tire Subfidy ; ftill he pereeived it neceflary not to 
flacken his Preparations for War, without which Ne- 
gotiations generally prove fhiitlefs. He alfo gave 
ftriift Orders to his Oimmiflioners, who were to ga- 
ther the Subfidy in the feveral Cotmtics, to haften 
their CoUeftions, cunningly fu^efting, that if he 
fliould conclude a Peace with Scotland before they 
had gathered it, his Subjects would pay it with Re- 
luftance. 

Thefe Gentlemen proceeded in their OfBce with 
great Rigour, they had no feoher begun to levy 
the Subfidy in Contwal, but the People there 
murmuired, and faidj ' That if the King muft have 

* Money, it was better to receive it from thofc 

* who lived idle j as to their Parts they earned their 

* Bread with the Sweat of their Brows, and no Man 
' fliould fadte it from them.' Thefe Murmurs were 
encouraged by two Poffons ; One ACfhael Jofipb-, a 
Smith, a notable prating Fellow, who vns willing to 
do fomething to be talked of i the other was Thomas 
Banmock^ a Lawyer ; the latter made a Speech to the 
People, whCTcin he itifermed them, ' Tlut Subfidies 

* were not to be granted or levied in this Cafe, for 

* that the Law had provided another Courfe ; and as 

* the Scotch War was ended, it was only a Pretence 

* to pillage the People -, therefore he advifed them to 
' prefer a Petition to the King to forbear exafting 

* the Subfidy, and punifti thofe who had given him 

* that Counfei.' Their Aim waB at ArchbiJhop Mst" 
ton and Sir Reginald Eray^ becaule they were gene- 
rally eftcemed die King's Inftmments in Matters of 
this Nature. 

- The Cmrnifi) Men, one and all, approved of Flam- 
mck'i Speech^ and ofFtrcd (o chiifc the Lawyer and 

the

the Blackfmith for their Leaders, which they accept- 
ed of. 

They foon formed thcmftlves into an Army, and 
marched out of Cormoal under the Command of thefe 
two Champions into Devon/hire, and from thence into 
SoTnerfetJhirey without doing any Injury to their Fei- 
low-fubje(5t9 i at firft contenting themfelves with de- 
claring where-cver they came, that the Subfidy was an 
unjuft Impofition on the People ; but when they came 
to Taunton they killed in a Fury an officious and ea- 
ger Commiffioner for the Subfidy ; then they pro- 
ceeded to fVellst where the Lord Atdley, a diicon- 
tented Nobleman, came and joined them, and was 
immediately accepted as their General j who led them 
direftly to Salisbury., and from thence to Wincbeftery 
and fo to Kent, where they expefted to have great 
Aid, Fiammoci having told them, that the Kenttjb- 
mfs were fond of Liberty : However, they were great- 
ly difappointed ; for inftead of Aid, they found the 
Earl of Kent, the Lord Jbergaveir/, the Lord Cehhamt' 
Sir Edward Poynings, Sir Richard Guilford, and others 
in Arms, ready to give them a warm Recepuon, nor 
did one Man offer to take Arms in their Favour. 

The cold Treatment they met with in that Quar- 
ter, difcouraged many of the Rebels, who, forefeeing 
that their Enterprize would not be fuccefsful, return- 
ed quietly to their Homes -, but thofe that remained 
being encouraged by the King's Remifsncfs, who had 
fuffered them to proceed fo far unmolefted, boaftcd 
they would give him Batde, or take London before 
his Face -, in which Refolution they went and en- 
camped at Black-heath. 

The King was under fame Conftemation, when he 
beard of the Pn^refs the Rebels had made ; a War 
with Scotland, a Pretender ready 10 enter his King- 
dom, and thefe Rebels fo near him, were three Af- 
fairs of vaft Importance, elpecially as they came upon 
him at once. Happily for him this Rebellion happen- 
ed 
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ed at a Time when he had an Army on Foot ; for 
upon receiving the News of the Proceedings of the 
CorniJhmeH, he ftnt after the Ear! of Surry^ with Or- 
ders for his Forces to return and keep about LcndotJt 
contenting himfelf with only fending a fmall Part of 
them, under the Earl's Command, to die Borders of 
Scotland. 

James of Scotland, hearing of wliat pafled in Eng' 
land, again invaded the Frontiere, and foraged the 
Biftioprick of Durham^ and at laft befieged the Ca- 
ftlc of Norham, whereof Richard Fox then Bifliop of 
Durham was Owner. But as foon as the Earl of Sur- 
ry arrived in thofe Parts (who . fo far encreafed his 
Army in his March, that he got tt^ether little lefs 
than 20,000 Men) he not only forced the Scotch to 
raife the Siege of Norham Caftle, but purfued them 
irito Scotland^ and, following their Example, his Men 
plundered and deftroyed all before them. 

In, the mean time the King exerted himfelf a^inft 
the Rebels ; and the City of London was not wanting 
on her Part to oppofe them. Tate^ the Lord Mayor, 
Sba'O} and Huddon, the Sheriff and the other Ma- 
giftrates put, the City into a Pofture of Defence, and 
the Citizens in general armed themfelves, in order to 
prevent a Surprize ; and at the fame time the Rebels 
prepared for Batde. 

As foon as his Majefty was informed how they 
were fituated, he fent the ILarls of Oxford and Effex, 
with fome Part of the Army, againft the Rebels, in 
hopes to furround them ; then he fet forward him- 
felf, and encamped in St. George's Fields ; and, that the 
Rebels might have the lels Sufpicion, the King 
caufcd it to be reported in the Army, that he would 
not fight till thz Mojfday following; but on Satur' 
dayy which of all Days of the Week the King fan- 
cied to be the moft fortunate to him, he direftcd 
the Lord Dambent^ to fet upon them ; -wluch Or- 
ders 
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ders he fo well executed, that, tho* the Rebels 
received Ac 6rft Attack with great Refolution, 
two thousand ^ them were flain, and the reft forced 
to fijtrender at Difcretion, there being no Way to 
efcape. Among the Prifwiers were the Lord Aui- 
ley their General, and their two Seducers the Lawyer 
and the Blackfmith, who bafely fuffered themfelvcs 
to be taken alive. Three diou&ad of the King's 
fide were flain, and nw^ly by Arrows ; for the (5r- 
mjhmen ufed very ftrong Bows, and Arrows of a Yard 
long. 

A compleat Vidory being thus dbtaincd, the King 
created divers Bannerets, as well wi Black-bestb as in 
St. Geerge's Fields, and gave all the Goods of the Pri- 
(bners to thofe that had taken than, either to have 
them in kind, ot by Compofition. The Lord jfud' 
ley was for the prefent fent to Newgate, from whence 
he was ignominioufly led to Tower-bUl in a Paper Coat, 
torn and painted, with his own Arms reverfed, and 
there beheaded \ the Lawyer and Blackfmith were 
drawn to Tyburn, hanged and quartered. 

It was very remarkable, yofeph the Blackfmith 
cheared up himfetf at his Execution, faying, He hoped 
hy this Exploit to make bis Memory immortal -, fo dear it 
is to vulgar Minds -to perpetuate dieir Names, tho* 
even by infamous Aftions. The King gave the reft 
of the Prifoners to the Captors, with leave to com- 
pound with them as they Jhould judge fit ; moft of 
which purchased their Liberty, and returned home. 

'■It is not unlikely, obferves Rapin, that the Mode- 

* ration of the Rebels, in their March from Comwal 

* to London, tempered the King's Severity, efpecially 

* as they had not afTerted the Tirle of the Houfe of 

* Tork, a Crime he never foigave.' Thus an End 
was put to the fourth Rebellion in Henry's Reign. 

His Scettijh Majefiy was by this Time greatly tired 

with his Englifi) Guefts, which put him upon fending 

an Herald to the Earl of Surry^ to fight him in a linglc 

h v.iutGpaibat> 
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Combat, on Condition, that, if the Viftory fliould fall 
on his Side, he Ihould deliver for his Ranfooi the 
Town of Berwick. To which the Earl made Anfwer, 

* That the Town of Berwick was the King his Ma- 

* fter's, and therefore not for him to difpofc of : As to 

* his Offer of fingle Combat he willingiy accepted of 

* it, and ihould think himfelf highly honoured by fuch. 

* a Match i* but this Propofal came to nothing ; for 
the King, on the Return of the Herald, retired to 
Edinburgh, and the Earl to Berwick, HoftUities on 
both Sides ceafing. 

Now the feveral Irruptions began to fubfide, 
and Henry had Leifure tD attend to the Propofals 
of the Spanijb Ambaflador, -Fedro D'jUla, a cele- 
brated ^kn, who had been in England fometime. 
Ferdinand and Ifabella, his Mailer and ^liflrcfs, had 
difpofed of two of their Daughters in Marriage, and 
had call their Eyes upon Fnnce Jrtbur, the King's 
eldeft Son, for a Hufband to Catherine their third 
Daughter, who had been educated with all Care and 
Tendemefs ; fo that the Purport of his Embafly 
was to negotiate as well a Treaty of perpetual Peace 
and Amity between the two Nations, as this Match, 
and he fucceeded in both. ' The firft Part of the 
' Treaty was a reciprocal Engagement between the 

* Kings of England and Spain, of mutual AlTiftance 
' cm all Occafions ; and was thus far particular, for 
' that it extended not to all the Kings of Ej^land and 

* Spaitty but only to all Succefibrs defceriding from 

* them. In the other Part, the Marriage between 

* Prince A-lhur and the Princefs Catherine was con- 

* firmed.' 

D'Aila, by his Negotiaticais in England, had ac- 
quired very great Reputation, and was much efteem- 
ed by our. Sovereign -, and, as he knew the King 
would gladly fettle Matters with Scotland^ in an ami- 
cable Way, he obtained Liberty to go ii .to that Cour- 
uy, with no other View than [o endeavour to make 
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Peace between the two Crowns. On his Arrival at 
Edinburgh, he fo dextroufly condufted himfelf, that 
he perfuaded King James to hearken to Peace * ; 
and, having thus difpofed that Prince, he wrote to 
King Hmry to fend fome difcrect Man on his Part, 
withal alTuring his Majefty, that there was a fair 
Profpeifl of terminatii^ the Difference between the 
two Kingdoms. Fox, Biihop of Durham, was entruft- 
ed with this Comtniffion i and as foon as he arrived 
in Scotland the Conferences were cmened. 

The Bifhop firft demanded, ihztPtrkin Ihould be de* 
livered up to the King his Matter, obferving, at the 
fame time, * That a Prince fiiould not eafily believe 

* with the common People j that Perkin was a RftiMi j 

* and fuch a one, that, if a Poet had projected the 

* Figure, it could not have been done more to Ad- 

* miration :

At laft a 
Truce was propofed by the Sfantjh Ambaflador, which 
was agreed to on both Sides ; and James undertook on 
his Part to difmifs Perkin out of Scotland. 

The Truce being fettled, King James fent for 
Perkin, and informed him, that, according to his 
Promife, he had done what lay in his Power to ferve 
him, but that the prefent State of his Affairs required 
he liiould retire out of his Kingdom *.

This Invitation fFarhci readily embraced, fet out 
for EnglaTid about the latter End of June, and foon af- 
ter landed in 'CamwaH-];^ where he was received by the 
Rebels with great Applaufe ; three thoufand Cemijb- 
men prefent6i themfelvcs before him on his Arrival, 
all armed, in the Town of Bodmin -, from whence he 
iffiied out a Proclamation under the Name of A!/VA<zr(/ 
the IVth King of England \ in which he was very 
free of his Reproadies and Inveftives againfl: the 
King and his Government, nor did he forget to 
make large Promifes to fuch as Ihould take Arms 
to deftroy the Ufurper, as he was pleafed to call 
Hettry. 

After the Publilhing of this Proclamation, he held 
a Council, the Principal of wliich were Stephen Frion, 
John Heron, a Bankrupt Mercer, Richard Shiort, a" 
Taylor, and John Jftley, a Scrivener. It was there 
determined, that they fhould firft attempt the Win- 
ning of Exeter., which was prefcntly put in Execution. 
Perkin with great Violence aflauIlJng the City, and 
the Citizens with as much RefolutioR defending it. 
When his Majefty heard what he was at, he mer^^ 
riiy faid, liat the King of Rake-hells was landed in tbe

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immediately fubmitted to the King's Mercy, who 
pardoned them, except a few Ring-leaders, whom 
he -caitied to be hanged for an Example : And thus 
the King put an End to the fifth Rebellion fince his 
Acceffion to the Throne. 

His Majefliy, hearing tlut PeHsin had taken Saafhi- 
afy, paid fuch RefpeSt to the Place, that he oidered 
liis Iroops not to ufe Violence in taking him out, 
caufing only a fufficient Guard to be placol about 
the tJoufe, to prevent his Efcape. - 

Then the King fcnt a Detachment of Horfe to 
St. MkbaeVs Motmt to bring away his Wife, -who 
had rerired thither, left, if ftic was witii CHld and 
efcaped, the Bufinffs mi^t not 'ciid in the Perfon 
of her Spoufe. This virtuous t-ady, who loved her 
Husband entirely, tho' unworAy of her, gained fo 
mucli his Majcfty'? Favour byttW- Modefty, that he 
gave her a very gracious Reception ; had her coth 
duifted to the Queen, and aSigned her an hc^iourable 
Allowance, which Ihe enjoyed many Years after ^ 
Deceafe ; She was called the While Rofe, as well on 
the Account of her Beauty., .as of t^e "^atne given hy 
the Dutchefs of l^r^wt^-tis lier Husband. 

Perkin being thus in a ^iacc ftom wiieace he 
could not efcape', Henry, to ' enquire more dofely 
into the Caufe and Origin of the Rebellion, pro- 
ceeded to £wfJ!ff,.dnd imde-ajciyfulEntnyiQto ithat 
City, and gave the Townfmew gt^&t ComrnHndarions 
and Thanks "for the Services they liad done; and, 
taking the Swrad from his Si^e, he gave k Co 
the Mayor, commanding, that it Jhoirfd be ifor<e»e!r 
after carried before fiim andhSsSuccelfors, as aid- 
ing Signal of their-great 2eal .and Loyalty towards 
him. He alfo gave to the Mayor a Cap oS Mainte- 
nance, to be worn and carried m, State 'bdbtt'him and 
his Succefibrs foe ,cver, as iifnii in the City of .Lea- 
don 1 and, for ,tlie;^ further !pignity of this ancicrit

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City, it Tiras onlered, ' ThM: all future Mayors Oiould

* Colour in Grain.' Thefe were not the only Favours 
he^-anted them i for be regulated die Method of E- 
leCting the Mayor aod Officers of die City, and deli- 
vered the fame engrofled on Parchrncnt under his 
Privy-ieal, which hath ever finee been duly ohferved. 

During his Majcfty's Stay diere, he advifed wirix 
his Council what ihould be done with Warbecky who 
was Ilill m Sanftuary ; Some were for forcing hinj 
dience, and punifliing hun with Death j tut otherg 
were of C^inlon, that the King ought casefully ta 
avoid being deemed a Violator of Sanftuaries. One 
of the Council in particular teUing Hm ' That he 
' weuld never fatisfy the Pet^ile that Perkin was a 
' Counterfeit, except he freely undeceived thole who 

* were fcduccd by his Artifices j that -the beft Mc- 

* thod to ei^age the Jmpoftor to . mal« an opeij 
' Confefliao, was to ^rant Jiim a Pardon.' This Ad; 
vice he Ibllowed, »id it had the defued Efibd;. 

On iis Enlargemenx he was ilriiHy examined, wheij 
he made an ample Cbnfefllon both of his being m 
knpeftor, and of hb Aiders -aftd Ahettots : By which 
Means hjs Majefly became ftiDy acqu»nted with thp 
Steps caken by the Dutchefs a£ burgundy to im|)ole 
,thifi Pretender on the Nation, ievoS Particulars of 
which rill then he was a Str^iger to. " " ■ 

The King ordered Perkin to he Iwoughtto. Court;, 
then kept at £x^r, -as if inately at Liberty, but 
was clofely attended by feveraJ Perfons, comnund- 
ed to ^uBrd him, left he ihbul^ efcape. During the 
Time 'fie was there^ every Body was permitted to talk 
with him. He earn^jjy be^cd die King's Leave, 
that he plight duxjwtun^elf at iiis Majelly's Feet, 
"' " which 
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which was denied ; tho' Hemy^ to &tisfy his own ' 
Curiofity, faw him, without being feen. 

From Exeter he was conduced to Londott in iafe 
Cuftody, fufFering, by the Way, all Idnd of oppro- 
brious Language, which he bore with great Refolu- 
tion and Magnanimity j nor did he ever aft the 
Prince better than on this Occafion, neither zffe&- 
ing too much Infenlibility, nor Ihewing too great a 
Dcjcftion. 

Being come to London, he was made to ride tmca 
thro' the City, that People might have Time and 
Opportunitv to view him well, accompanied by one 
of nis chief Confidants, that had been Farrier to the 
King's Stables, (who, rather than take SanAuary with 
him in Bewley^ had chofe to wander about in a Hei- 
mit's Dre& *, but, for all his Difguife, was taken) and, 
after the difgracefial ProcelTion, was bound Hand and 
Foot, carried diredly to Tyburn, and there hang«l and 
quartered. 

When Perkin had undei^onc different Examinari- 
ons, the King ordered liim to be fet -.in the Stocks, 
on ScaBblds built for that Purpofe in difierent I^rts 
of the City, where he read his Confeflion, and then 
was fent Prifoner to the Tower^ where the Earl of 
Warwick ftill remained. 

This Rebellion, tho' fupprefled with fome Difficul- 
ty, anfwered the End of Henry's Avarice j for, as foon 
as Perkin and his Adherents were defeated, he ap- 
pointed Commiffioners to make ftrift Enquiry after 
the Offenders, rwfmg Money out of their Eftates by 
Fines. Thefe Coipmiffioners were Sir ^ias PazokU 
and Robert Sherhep, Dean of St. Paul's ; who afteq 
with fo much Severity, that it became a Saying, Tlgr 
ebfctared the King's A^cy^ the* the Blood of bis SUhjeSis 
was /pared. 

Whilft Warheck vras Prifoi*?jf^h the Tower, his Con- 
feffion as well as private Exaiqinations were printed 
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and publiflicd -, but this fervoi the King's Purpofc 
but little, it being only a laboured Account of Per- 
kiiCs Father, Mother, and Kindred -, but not a Word 
mentioned of the fecret Praftices of the Dutchefs of 
Burgundy on his Behalf j tho' all the World knew who 
was the Pcrfon that gave Life and Morion to the whole 
Intrigue ; fo that People miffing what they principally 
looked for, were in more Doubt than before ; but 
Hfloydidnotmattcrthat, he chufmg rather to let them 
renoain diflatisfied than embroil his Government, by 
kindling Coals that would not be eafily extinguilhed.^ 

This Year opened with an Event that at firft 
feemed very inconfiderable, but produced a 
great and happy Effeft. As there was a Truce be- 
tween Englmd and Scotland, fome Scotch young Gen- 
demen came to Nerham to divert themfelves with 
the People of the Town, and, having little elfe to do, 
went fevcral times to view the Caftle ■, oh which the 
Garrifon fufpefted they came with an ill Defign, and, 
taking them for Spies, defired them to depart •, but^ 
die Gentlemen not re^rding the Soldiers, a Qjarrel 
enfued j from Words they fell to Blows, and in the 
Skirmifli fome of the Scotch were killed. This fo in- 
cenfed JaiheSy that he fent a Herald into England to 
demand Satisfaction for the Injury done his Subjc£bs. 
Bifhop FoXt being informed of'^this Matter, was much 
troubled that the Caufc of Complaint arofe from the 
Mifconduft of his Men, and wrote feveral fubmiffive 
Letters to the Scotch King in their Behalf. Thefe 
Letters were well received ; he was defired by James 
to come to him in Pofon, not doubting but 
diey ihould put a final End to that Ai&r, which 
might be the Means of bringing other Matters 
about for the Welfare of both Kingdoms. 

The Bifliop foon obtained the King's Leave to go 
into Scotland ; and on his Arrival he was introduced to 
King James, who at firft (harply reprimanded him 
for the Offence of the Soldiers : To which he made 

fuch

iiich a fmooth, humble, and pacifick Anfwer, that 
both the King and his Council readily accepted of his 
Apology, and difmifTed the Complaint. His Majefty 
afterwards conferred with him in private, to whom 
he difcovered his Mind, telling hini, that, if King 
Henry would give him the Lady Margaret, his el- 
deft Daughter, in Marriage, he thou^t it would 
make an indiffolvable Union and Fnendflup be- 
tween the' two Crowns j the Management of which 
he woultj leave to his Prudence and Fidelity : And 
the Biftiop replied, * That he thought himfclf rather 

* happy than worthy to be employed in an Affair of 

* fuch Confcquence, and would ufe his beft Endea- 

* voius to give him Sarisfaftion.' 

At his Return to England, he repaired to Court, 
opened the Matter to his Mafter, and, finding him 
ready to clofe with the Propofirion, he advifed him 
firft to turn the Truce into a Treaty of Peace, and 
then proceed to the Marriage. His Advice was ap- 
proved of, and foon after a Treaty was concluded, 
whereby both Princes agreed Peace fliould continue 
between the two Kingdoms during dieir Lives. In 
this Treaty there was an Article, that no EngUJlh 
nan fhould enter into Scotland, nor no Scotcbman into 
England, without Letters Commendatory from their 
refpeftive Kings. 

if^arheck was now confined in the 'Tower, and little . 
Mention made of him ; but, a£ he had been accuflom- 
ed to live like a Prince, his Confinement became very 
jrklbme to him, which put him on endeavouring 
to efcape, and, with fome Difficulty, he found Means 
fo to do ; and immediately took the Kentijb Road 
with a Defign to quit the Kingdom : But hearing 
by the way, that Orders were fent out to apprehend 
him, he took Refuge in the Monaftcry of BetbUhem, 
where he difcovered himfelf to the Prior, and begged 
him to intercede for him. It was difficult fw the Prior

fo protaft fiich a Pertbn j yet he did not care to let 
him go elfewhere, or violate the Privilege of the Houfe, 
in deliTtring him up. The Prior waited on the King, 
and acquainted him xhAX Pvrkht *as in his Hands, and 
|)ttitioned for his Life. 

Many advifed his Majefty to take him out by 
Force, and put hitft to Death j btlt ths King, Who had 
too great a Spirit 'm hate any that he derpifed, only 
feid, Takt eta the Knave^ dftdfit him iii tht Stocki. 

In fhort, HeToy granted* iVibw his Life, whereupoft 
he was initently delivered up. T*o Days after his 
coming to Ijondon, hft was let upon a Scaffold, ere- 
fted in the Palace-court at fP'tftmhJitr, where he Was 
fettered, and put in the Stocks for the whole Dajr ; 
the following Day he Was ferved iti the fattie Manner 
at the Oofs in Chtdpfiit i and then a fecond Time put 
into the Timtr \ where he had not been long, beroh: 
he again began to plot Mifchief. In a fhort time he 
grew intimate with four of his Keepers, who were 
Servants to Sir John Bigby^ Lieutenant of the 'Tower, 
and, making them beheve he was the true Duke of 
Tvrk, he fo far pFevailed with them, that they pfo- 
mifed to aflift him in his Efcape ; and at the fame 
time perfuaded the Earl of W'arvsic^ to fly with him,. 
But this Confpfracy was revealed before n. was c<ccu- 
ted, which gave Countenance xki the King's fending 
both Terkht and the true Eafl dXt^drwUk out of the 
World. * . ' . . 

Perkm was tried by a fpccial CommiffiDr*, and cotN 

demned to die with JobA a ffaieriy fometi'iVie Mayb'r 

of Corif one of Perkm's chief Adviferi ;■ and accord-

Thus fell this famous Impoftor, after he had been 
acknowledged lawful King of Englani in Ireland^ 
France, Flanders^ Finland and Scotlandy and had per- 

?Icxcd King Hemj by Intervals for the Space of fix 
'cars, one of the longeft Plays of that kind that 
ever was known, and might perhaps have had a dif- 
ferent Event, if he had not oppoied a King wealthy, 
wife, valiant, and fortunate. 

Henrys having got rid of Ptrkith began now fcri- 
oufly to confider the different Troubles he had met , 
with, as well from Pretenders as the real Heirs of the 
Houfe o^Terk \ and, as he had got one of that Fa- 
ttiily in his Power, he was refolved to take him off too, 
thereby to free himfclf at once, as he thought, from 
all fijrther Uneafinels.

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However, the Death of thefe di&rent Perfons paf- 
fed not without fevere Refle£tions upon the King \ 
firft, that he fuffered Perkin to efcape» that he might 
hare a Pretence to get rid of him ; fecond, that he 
was kept in the Tower as a Bait to enfnare the Earl 
of fVarwicky that he might at one Stroke, under the 
Shew of Jufticc, dcftroy both his Enemy and Compe- 
titor. 

Notwithflanding die King had fwept fo many off*, 
more Work was cut out for him ; for, while Perkin 
and the Ear! of IVarwick were in the 'Tovosr, another 
Pretender was fet on Foot by an Ji^in Friar, who 
had a Scholar named Ralph Wtlford, a Shoeniaker's 
Son, who the Friar caufed to perfonate the Earl, as 
lately by good Fortune efcaped out of the 'Tower : 
They went together into Kent, where, tho* the 
Friar found he had but little Credit, he had the 
Confidence to declare Ralph the true Eari of iViar- 
Koick openly in die Pulpit, and defired all good Sub* 
jc(5hs to aflift him i but diis Cheat was won difco- 
vered, the Friar and Ralph were apprehended, and 
foon after tried and convi&ed. Poor Ralph was 
hanged on Shrove Tuefday, at St. Thomas a Waterings, 
near Southwark, in Surry i and the Friar was con- 
demned to perpetual Imprifonment ; for at that time 
fo much Riifpeft was pwd to Holy Orders, that the 
life of a Pricft, tho' he had committed High Trea- 
fon, was fpared. 

Some have offered, in Excufe for his N&jefty's 
fevere Proceedings againft the Earl of fFarxeuk, that 
thefe repeated Counterfeits fo exafpeiated the King 
againft him, tho* innocent in himfelf, that it 
put him upon finding out a Pretence to bring the 
Earl to his unhappy Fjid. But neither one Pretence nor 
the other could ever allay the Cenfures that juftly ret 
mained on Henry, for putting that unhappy Prince to 
Pc^th fo undefcrvedly. 

Tho 
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The IGngi tho' pcftered wich thefe different Im- 
poltors and Rebellions, did not foi^et to promote the 
Difcovery of the new Lands in the Wefi-Indies ; for 
which Purpofe he granted a Patent to John Cahoty a 
Venetum^ and three of his Sons co go with five Ships 
under Englijh Colours, on thefe Tenns r That, after 
all Charges dedufted, they Ihould ^ve the King a 
Fifth of the Profits ; which they undertook, and en- 
gaged to land at Briftol at their Return ; but it does 
not appear in Hiftory what was made of this Expedi- 
tion. 

Mr. Wolfy ftill continued at Oxford, indefadgably 
employing his Time in Studying and Teaching. But 
before Cbrtftmas this Year, the Marquefs of Dorfet 
was pleafed to fend for his Sons home, and requefted 
Welfy to attend them, in order to keep that FefUval 
at his Lordfhip's Seat. 

The Marquefs received IVolfiy very kindly, who 
had not been long with this wife Statefman b«Fc«e he 
difcovered his fine Genius ■■, Mid his Lordfhip, upon 
Examination, finding his Sons were much improved 
in their Learning far beyond what he expeifted, he 
exprellcd his Satis^dion diereat : And as the Living 
of Lymingten in his Gift was vacant, he bellowed it 
unasked on his Sons Schoolmafler ; and, at the fame 
dme intimated, that he Ihould be glad on all Occa- 
fions to do him Service. 

After the Holidays were over, If^olfey returned to 
Oxford with his Cha^e, hi^y delighted with the 
kind and generous Treatment he had met with from 
his Patron, Which feemed to prognoflicate further 
Preferment. With which Incident we fhall conclude 
the Year 1499, in rcfpeift to the AfFdrs of England. 

We left the Emperor in his German 
Dominions, regulating die Government of -^"rs af 
the different States belonging to the Im- f^^^' 
perial Crown. After this was effeftcd, iuj^spdn, 
he returned into the Low Cewiiriest the 149s- 
GuardiaruQiip 
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Guardianftiip of wKicA he then felled w hiS Son 
Philip^ tho* three Years under Age. 

During the firft Pwt of the Rebellion raifcd by 
Perkin and his Adherents, all Cottefpondence between 
England ax^A Flanders had been broke off \ PbiUp 
tfierefore took this Opportunity of fending Ambafln- 
dore to King Hemy, to notify the taking upem him* 
felf the Government of the i>w Csuntrits, and to fi>- 
licit the renewing a Treaty of Commerce with &^^ 
land. They were gracioufly received by his Majefly, 
and found no Difficulty in fucceeding in theirCommif- 
fion, it being no lefs neceflary fot the Englijb than 
rfie FUmings : And, Ftbrmry the 24th, a Treaty ih 
form was concluded at LoTtdm, which proved iatisik- 
ftory to both Nations. 

A Marriage having been propofcd between young 
PbiUp-, then eighteen Years old, and the Infanta Jme, 
one of the Daughters of Ferdinand and Ifahlla, King 
and Queen of Spain. Maximilian expreffed his De- 
lirc of feeing it accomplifhed, which took place ac- 
cordingly i and, notwithltanding the Infanta's feem- 
ing Diftance from the Succeffion, (the Infant Jebn, 
her elder Brother, who was afterwards married to Pbi- 
iip's Sifter, and the In&nta Ifabella, her eldeft Sifter, 
"Wife to Emanuel^ King of Portugal, intervening) Ihc 
uncjtpededly, by the Deaths of her Brother, Sifter, 
and their refpedive Children, at laft became fole 
Heirefi of the Kingdom of Spain : Thus the Alliance 
by this Union was no lefs advantageous to the Houfe 
of /fuftria^ than was that cX Maximilian to the Heirefs 
oi Bftrgundf. 

In Oiloher this Year, the young Lady Jam arrived 
in the Z.«y G)««/n«, Mid loon after was ptiWickly 
married to Philip. The fame Ships that brought y^wf 
into Flanders, "carried Market, Philip'^ Sifter, into 
Spain, where her Marriage with Don John, King 
Fer^ttond's only Son, was confummated. 

He 
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He died in the Flower of liis Youth at Sa- 
iamancay OSfober 24, in the 20th Year of his '496- 
Age, to the unfpealcable Grief of his Parents 
and the whole Kingdom, leaving hb Prineefs with 
Child, who was afterwards delivered of a Hill-bom 
Infant. 

This Lady Margaret was unfortunate, being in her 
Iniancy contraded to Charles King of France, which 
did not take Effect. The Match with Prince Jsba 
proved unhappy, as the very Elements fecmed to pre- 
dift J for, in her Paflage from Holland to Spain, they 
met with fo fiirious a Tempeft, that feveral of the 
Ships perifhed -, and Ihe was in ilich Danger, that fhe 
tied her Jewels, and an Account of herfelf in Writ- 
ing, to her Arms, in order that her Corpfe, if it ever 
ihould appear, might be known. 

But, being left a Widow, flic returned to Flanders, 
and was afterwards married to the 'DuVsoi Savvy \ 
■with whom Ihe had no better Fortune, he hkewife 
dying foon after the Marri^e ; upon whofe Death 
flie again retifed 10 Flanders. 

That Country flie governed many Years, was a 
Prineefs of fuch fine Parts, that fhe was intrufted with 
Negodarions of the greateft Confequence, wherein 
flie fo well acquitted herfelf for the Service of her 
Royal Houfe, that her Name and Memory, even at 
this Day, is held in the higheit Eftecm, both in Ger- 
tnafiy and FUmders. 

By the Deadi of Don John, his Sifter Ifahelk, Wi- 
dow of ji^)ho7tfo. Prince of Portugal, became Heircfs 
irf the Kingdoms of Cajiile and Arragon ; who, after 
the Death of the Prince her Spoufe, had been con- 
trafted to Emartuel, King of Portugal ; which Marriage 
was fo clofely prcffed, that it was folemnized even 
before Don JoIm expired j but, poor Lady, Ihe en- 
JojTCd not this happy State long j for Ihe died in 
Child-bed ax Satagoja, having been firft dehvercd of 
X a 
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^ Prince, named Michael^ who was proclaimed prc- 
lumptive Succcffor of Ferdinand and ' Ifabella.

* the Roman Empire declined, the Principalities of

* the Yeaf 1490, being on all fides in Peace and 

* Tranquillity, the Hills and barren Places were tilled, 

* and niade no Icfs fruitful than the Vallies -, it flou- 
■ rifhed with Men of Wit, well verfed in all the Arts 

* and Sciences ; In a Word, they were diftinguiflied 

* for their. Knowledge and Difcipline in War, and 

* diereby bore a very great Reputation among the 

* other Natidns of Europe. This was the flourifhing 

* Condition of Italy, when Ludovu on the one hand, 

* and Charles the Vlllth on the otiier, began to dj- 
^ fturb its Rtrpofe.' 

There had, ever fince the Year 1490, been fome 
Dlfcourfe on foot concerning Charles'^ Title to thp 
Kingdom of Naples, and many Arguments were ufed 
tt> iriflam.e that young Prince with the Defire and 
Love of fo fair a Conqucft. The Earl of Salema, and 
fome other Noblemen, who had been baniflied from 
Naples, and taken Sanftuary in France, wpre the firft 
that propafcd it to the King j but thefe Exiles could 
not have prevailed on him, had he not been encou- 
raged by Ludovic Sforza, Uncle to the Duke of 
Mik?i. ' 

The Dutchy of Mifl« fometime be- 

^krJlvJes fo that of Sforza, Fhill^pe Mtria Vif- 
'ifU^T^ fOttiU the l^.Duke of that Houfe, ha- 
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ving adopted Francis Sforxa^ who had married Blanch 
his only Daughter, 

Francifco Sfffrza becoming Duke of Milan, on thd 
Death of his Father-in-law, in the Year 1 466) died 
foon after, leaving tvro Sons. IjtdeviCt his eldeft 
Son fucceeding him, was in a very little tiih? affaffi- 
nated ; on whkh John the Youngeit came to the 
Tide and Dignity, under the Guardianfhip of hil 
Mother, infamous for her Lewdnefs, and Ludevic hid 
tJncle, whofe whole Defigns, fpun with incredible 
Artifice, tended to no lefs than mdting himfelf Ma* 
fter of the DUtchy. John was indeed a young Mart 
of but litde Courage -, yet, hating married the Daugh- 
ter of jUpbonfo^ Duke of Calabria^ Son of Ferdinand 
King of Naples^ he was for a Time preferVed by theif 
Affiftance from the wicked Machinations of his 
tJncle. 

Ferdifiand of Naples's Family confift- . 

tdof two Sons, Jlphonfo and Fredefiik; g?^;. 
the Eldeft had two Children, a Son and fi^,fami^. 
a. Daughter, and the Youngeft died un- 
married- JSphdnfo's Son, named Ferdinand, was about 
twenty-two Years old, who, by his good Behaviour, 
had gained the Love of the Nobility and People % 
Whereas the Father and Grand-fedier Were rather fear- 
ed than beloved, on Amount of their dfprcflive 
Government. 

Dtdovic, in puriuing of what he had defigped, by 
degrees engrofled the whole Power and Gcvemmcnt 
<>t Mian, leavmg his Nephew only the bare Title of 
Duke, without his being much concerned ; but Ifa- 
helta, his Dutchefs, being urteafy to fee the Duke her 
Spoufc without any Authority, complained to the 
I)uke of Calabria of this ill Ufage, who Ihortly after 
perfuaded Ferdinand, hb Father, to proclaim Wat 
againft Ludevic, in order to compel him to ref^n 
the Government to his Nephcnf.

To avoid this War it was, that Ludovic joined 
in exqting Charlet to undertake the Conqueft 
,of Naples, putting him in Hopes of the AITiftancc 
of all his Forces ; and had alfo a further Defign 
to make ufe of Charles's Aid to become Mafter of the 
Dutch/ of ^lan, and difpoflefi his Nephew, for 
which End he had already taken fome private Mea- 
fures. 

There were at that Tinle two eminent Statefmen 
that wholly influenced King Charles'^ Mind, who 
were Stephen de Vers, his Chamberlain, and William 
Bricomet, his Treafurer, General, and Bifliop of St. 
Malo, and the War was at firft agreed on by their 
Advice : But Briconmt, having afterwards more tho- 
roughly confidered the Confequences that might cnfue 
from the Undertaking, became of a quite contrary 
Opinion 1 whereby the Matter was then laid afide, 
but foon after it came again under Confideration, 
and was debated in Council. At length his firft 
Determination for War prevailing, he rejfci5ted , the 
pacifick Counfels of his beft Advifers, and concluded 
a Treaty with Ludovic'^ Ambafladors. The Subftance 
of which was, ' That his Majefly*s Army fliouldhave 

* a free Paflage thro' the State of Milan, and that the 

* faid Dutchy fliould at their own Charge provide him 

* widi 500 Men, to be ready to join the French Ar- 

* my, and alBft them in their Undertaking. More- 

* over, that the French in Genoa Ihould be allowed 
' to equip what Number of Veffels they pieafed for 

* their own Service during the War ; alfo, that Im- 

* dovic, before die March t}f his Army, fliould lend 

* Q>arles 20,000 Ducats. On the other hand, the 

* King obliged liimfelf to defend that Dutchy againft 
' any Power whatfoever, to maintain Ludovic in his 

* Government, arid during the War to keep 200 of 
' his Troops within the City of .,^, for the Service of 

* Milan ; and at laft, if the War was fuccefsfiil, to 

* beftow the Principality alTarrajSa on Ladovic* 

Thf 
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The French Writers take notice on this Occafion, 
that there was not Wifdom in the King's Council, nor 
Money in his Coffers, nor Aflurance of Allies, fuffi- 
cioit to carry on the War ; for in Itafy he had none 
but the perfidious Lxdovic attached to his Intereft. 

Guicciarditiy on the other fide, fays, * This was 
' the Eftatc of the Kingdom of France ; it was very 
' populous in Multitudes of Men ; for Wealth and 

* Riches, every particular Region moft fertile and 

* plentiful J for Glory in Arms moft flouriihing and 

* renowned ; a Policy well direded, Difcipline admi- 

* niftred, an Authority dreadful, and in Opinion and 

* Hope moft mighty ; laftly, their general Condi- 
' dons and Faculties lb well fiimifhed, as perhaps it 

* was not more happy in thefe mortal Felicities, fince 

* the Days of C&ar/bmsm, and was newly amplifisd in 
' every one of the three Parts, wherein Gaui flood di- 

* vidcd by the Antients for 40 Years before Charles 

* the Vllth reduced Normandy^ and the Dutchy of 

* GuytTme, holden by the Englijh, to the Obedience of 

* the French Crown : Lewis the Xlth reduced Pra- 

* vence, Part of Burgundy, and almoft all Picartfy, 
' and Charles the Vlllth, by Marriage, annexed Brii~ 

* tarry to the Crown oi France' 

Therefore the King could not defire to be in a better 
Situation for the Conqueft of Nicies, a fit Opportur 
nity now offering to make him furmount the Renown 
of his Predeceflors ; for, if he overcame Naples, a 
ready Way would be opened to bring under Subjeftion 
. the Empire of the Tttrh. 

There then refided at Charlei'% Court Fonjeca, Am- 
bafiador from Ferdinand and Ifabella of Spain, whofc 
Commifllon was, as Ovaries had fo generouOy reftored 
to Ferdinand the Countries by his Father mort- 
gag'd to Lewis the Xlth, in return for that Favour, 
to enter into a League with Charles, not to difturb 
or oppofe him in his defigned Expedition on N^les j 

and 
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and for diis End a Treaty was figned by die rdpe^re 

However, on the Rumours of this War, the iCitig 
of Naples fent to offer Charles Homage, and to pay 
him a yearly Tribute of 50,000 Crowns: This he re- 
jeAed, and publickly dedared, he would carry on the 
War with Vigour, which made fo great an ImfMrOion 
on the poor King of Naples, chat, ^Xiut the Begin- 
ning of the Year 1494, he died of Grief, and was 
fuccceded^y Aiphmfo. 

lia the mean time Qtarlts was getting his 
'494* hfmy ready, in order to proceed to Napkin 
■^' and in Jufy the King departed for tyenSj 
(having Brft conferred the Regency of his Kingdom 
upon PeteTy Duke of Bourbon) where he remained 
fome Time, being divided in his Mind, whether he 
Ihould go on with the War, or return bac^ : At laft 
p. he pafled on to Vienae, where again he was 

"' doubtful a-whiie, and tiien fet out for j^Ji % 
but here, being taken ill of the Small-pox, and likely 
to die, he was obliged to continue there above a Month 
to recover his Health. During this Stay his Soldiers 
were cmploy'd in drawii^ his Cannon over the Moun- 
tains, which they with great Difficulty effefted. 
J. Whilft Charles was at Afty he lent Comnes Am- 
baflador to the fcveral States of Itaiy^ particu* 
larly Venice, Rome-y and Florence., to defire their Ad- 
vice and Ainftance in his deligned Expedition, and 
to declare, that his Mafter had no Defign on rfieir 
Towns or liberties ; that his only Aim was to pro- 
cure the Reftitudon of the Kingdom of Naples j and 
that, when he had conquered it, his IncenttcMi wasj 
with God's Affiftance, to make Wa- on the 'Turks, 
for the Advantage of Chriftianity. The Senate of 
Venice anfwered Charles's Ambafladbr,- * That it was 

* not for them to give Advice to fo great a King ; 

* that they could not alBfi him it^ his Expedition, Tot 

* Fcarof theTur^i but thacchey ihou0 begl^ to 
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' fee htm in Itaij^ and fliouM be more dlTpoTed to 
* aflifl: him, than traverfe his Defigns.' 

0}arlei'% Ambafladors, both at Rame and Florence^ 
received only general Anfwera, without any Affu- 
rance of AlTiftance, yet the Expedition went on ; the 
Army raifed for this great Eiitcrprizc c(Hififted of no 
more than 1 600 Gms ^.^rms^ each having two Arch- 
ers on Horfeback; befides 200 Gentlemen, three or 
four hundred Light-horie, and 12,000 Foot, half 
Swifs^ and half French : The Commanders under the 
Kii^ were the Duke of Orleans, Lewis de la Tretno- 
vilk-, the A&rfiials de Gie, de Ejeux, and D'yhHgtrf 
the Scot *, all Men of uncommon Merit in the Field, 
wherein they had fignalizcd their Prudence and Va- 
lour on many Occaiions. Charies was alfo accompa- 
nied by a great J^umbcr of young Nobienien, who 
went Volunriers, all very fit for a Day of Battle, but 
no ways proper in Af&ira that required great Fatigue, 
or length of Time to accomplish them, not being able 
to undergo HardJhtps. 

Akbonfo of Naples was not wanting on his I^ in 
making Preparations to oppofe the French, and, as he 
was well allured Lttdavit ^fas one of thofe who ftined 
up France to undertake 'the Conqueft of Nc^les, he 
came to a Refolution to attack Ljidcvic in his Ne- 
phew's Country, hoping thereby to drive him out of 
Milan before the French could arrive in Italy, and for 
that Purpofe fent an Army into Romania, commanded 
by young FerdinandHs Son, and another on board his 
Fleet, under the Command of his Brother Frederick ; 
the latter landed at Rapulo, in hopes that the Geneefe 
would take Arms for his Afliftance ; but at that In- 
ftant ihc French Fleet, under the Command of the 

Duke 

• Rohert Stuart, Lord of .AJ^, and Marihal of Fraiict, called 
tbe Srai, from being born in SmUikJ, nnu Knight of the Order of 
JSt. Michatl, and commanded tlie Forces fent over by Charki the 
yillthto afflft CHir HCTrr'the Vllth, when E»rl of ^(cAwwirf, and 
^t at the Battle af Be/iuerih ; he was in great Favoar with Lnutt 
fbc Xlch, and was (Ijlcd by the Frtncb the Flower of Chivaliy. 
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puke of Orleans^ cune up inth the NeapeUtanSt en- 
gaged and beat them, fo that they were obliged to re- 
tire to Leghorn. 

And at the fame time the Marihal D' jiuhigfrf\kt out 
from France with Troops, in order to opppfe Mpbonfo*% 
Defigns, who put his InftrufHons fo expedidoufly in 
Execution, that he out-marched Ftrdiaaad's Army, 
and got before them, whereby their getting into Rt- 
stania was prevented. By thele Mc^uis neither of j£- 
phonfe's Armies were of any Service, and foon after 
they were difbanded ; fo that Frederick had nothing «> 
do but to return to Nicies, to prevent his being taken 
Frifoner, which accordingly he did, and Ferdinand 
made the belt of his Way to Rome ; and it may be 
properly faid of thefe two Armies, that they appeared 
and difappeared in a Moment, 
y . Such was the. firft Aftion of this War, 

that happened on the eighth of September^ 
the News of which the King received with great Joy 
on his Arrival at Turin. 

The Anfwer Comines receiv'd from the Senate of 
Venice to his Propofal, being by no means latisfaftory 
to the King,' his Majefty fent him again to that 
•Republick, to try whedier he could not perfuade them 
to alTift him, but the Ambaflador found them im- 
moveable in their Refolution to continue neuter : Still 
that did not deter Charles., he perfiftcd in his Refolution 
of proceeding, in which he was not a little encouraged, 
through the Succefs his Troops firft met with ; but 
being in want of Money, he borrowed the DuKhcls 
of Savoy's Rings, and at Cajfal he took the fame 
Oiffal. Freedom with the Marchioneis of Monferrat's 

Jewels, which he pawn'd for 20,000 Ducats. 
_. Ludovic Sforza and his Spoufe came to 

*i""- jneet the King at V^ene, and accompamed 
him as far as Piacenza. 

„ . Charles arrived at Pavia the thirteenth of 

***** OSobeTt where he found iDuke Galeazza verr 
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ill, owing to a Dofc of PoiftHi, that his Uncle Im^ 
•vie Jiad caufed to be given him, of which he focMi 
after died. 

No fooner wasthc young Duke dead, but Zjidcfvit 
left the King, and immediately feized the Dutchy, 
reaping thereby the Fmit of his Wickcdnefs, not 
fliewing the leaft Regard to Galeazzo'% Son, who was 
then but five Years old. 

The French indeed trembled with Horror, at the 
firft News of the Wickedncfs of this Wretch, who 
aded ib far as to bring their King to be a Witnefs of 
a Parricide upon the.Peribn of his Coufin German ; 
Mid fcveral of his Majcfty's Council thought it much 
better and fefer, to revenge Galeazzo'% Death, and 
conquer the Dutchy of Milan, than march any 
farther. 

DukeZidw/c, by his Intrigues having gained Ste- 
phm de Vers to his Iniercft, foon overthrew all the 
good Counfel thit was given the King -, and, among 
otiier Arguments, he was told, that his Reputation 
would fufFer, if he abandoned his Attempt upon 
Ni^les-, and which would alfo be^very ftrange, inre- 
• gard he had now a very good Profpeift of fuccecd- 
ing in it. 

This prevailed on the ffing to renew Strmfmik. 
his March, and take the Road fot^Hfcarrft 
in order to go for 'Rone, and from thence to enter the 
Kingdom of Naples, and in his Way he took a fmall 
Caftle by Storm on the Confines of Florence j then the 
Fort of Serezeftello on Articles, and defeated fome 
Succours marching up under Paul Urfine. This fo ter- 
rified Peter de Medtcis, that he refolved to go to his 
Majefty and make Peace with him, who received him 
gracioufly, and foon after he agreed to all the King's 
Demands -, which were to deliver into his Hands four 
Places in Tufcat^, that were the very Keys of that 
Country, with llberry for Charles to keep them a H- 
miicd Time, and to permit him to bwrow 200,000 
y Crowni 
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' include any other Prince in it \ and with this An- 
fwer the Bilhops returned to Rome. 

From Viterbof where the King left a Gar- 
^fp'- rifon, he proceeded to JSfepi ; and on the 1 8th 
of December he came within fight of Ramty 
having feized feveral Towns in the adjacent Parts, 
where he difperfed his Men \ he alfo fent two thou- 
fand Swifs^ and five hundred L-aunces to conduct Car- 
dinal de ia Rovere to his Bifhoprick, who for fear of 
the Pope, his declared Enemy, durft not venture till 
now to refide there i which Forces had Orders to join 
the Celomtis on the other fide the Tyber, in order to 
proteft the Correfpondence thofe Lords had at Rsme. 

On thefc Tidings the Pope was feized with fuch 
Conftemarion and Al^eftnefs of Mind, that, being, 
as it were, deftitute of all manner of Counfel and Af- 
fiftance with Intrcaties and Tears in his Eyes, he be- 
gan to recommend his Affairs and the Safety of his 
Perfon to his Domefticks, being diipofed to leave 
Rome, and retire to a Place of more Safety, in Com- 
pany of thofe Cardinals whom, fome time before, he 
had in a Confiftory obliged by a Writing to follow 
}iiin> 

But Borgia, his Son, thinking, that if' the Pope left 
Romt^ it would not be ia much yielding the Field of 
Battle to the Enemy* as the Ryining of their Family 
to fuch a Degree, that it might chance never to rife 
4gain i he therefore be^ed his Holinefs not to depart 
from the City on any Acco^n^, afliiring him, that he 
would ufe Im bcft EJideavoiirs to prevail with the 
Inhabitants to defend both his Perlpn and the City. 
, For that End, he atSed Jiinifelf in. a very hujnblc 
and affetSiionate Manjipr towards the People, malting 
(hem great Promifcs, and at the fapie rime diftribut- 
ing l-argelTe* among the Heads of the Factions : Be- 
fid^ the befter to ftrengthen his Jntereft, he refom- 
pEkcnded ^ fuS^ pi tlje Fpre^ Minifters, and aU 

fbftfc 
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thofc who had Intereft with the Frencby that were 
there at that Time •, but he could obtain no other 
Anfwer from them, than as they were the Subftitutes 
of their refpedHve Princes, they could not aft any 
odier Way, than a§ they were direfted by their Prin- 
cipals. After all, both Father and Son found their 
Affairs in a very bad Situation ; and what added to 
their Trouble was the Murmurs of the People, when 
they found all Provilions by Sea intercepted, and it 
was looked upon as a bad Omen, Part of the City 
"Wall faUing down. In Ihort, Matters at laft came 
to that pafs, that the Pope was necefTitated to fhift 
for himfelf, but the Difficulty was how to do it 
widiout endangering his Perfon, or diftionouring his 
Pignity. He could not but fee with great Regret de 
ia RBvertt and fome other Cardinals, in great Truft 
and Fayour with Charles, all of them capable of the 
inoft violent Refolurions ; the unjufl: Means by which 
he arrived at the Pontificate, the fcandalous Life he 
had led, and aflembling a General Council to depofe 
him, were publickly talked of; So tiiat upon the 
Whole it was more eafy for the King of France to 
fiSi offenfively againft the City of Rome, than it was 
pofliblc for the Pope to defend it ; his Holinefs, there- 
fore. Judging it in vain to contend with Charles, un- 
der fuch diudvantageous Circumftances, refolved to 
yield to Neceffity, and rather undeigo the Inconveni- 
pncies of a precarious Peace, than expofe himfelf to 
jhe certain Danger of a War. 

Whilft the Pope was thus perplexed, Charles Rem*. 
on Cbri/imas Eve fent Ambafladors to his 
Holinefs, whofe InftruSions were to demand Leave 
for their Matter to enter Rfime, and to require, that 
the l^mpolitaa Troops Ihould he difniiffed from 
thence, ^nd the French Army have Provifions al- 
lowed them it tJ^e King's Charge, Thcfe were 
Terms of a hard Digeftipn for the Pope ; but of 
two EviJts I>e cI)oi$ lii? \t^ ^d sccordingly yielded 
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» his ^fejcfty*s Defire. Two Days after Jie fent to 
acquaint Carles, that he might pafs thro' Rome when 
and in what manner he pleafed ; but, before he fent 
die Meflenger, the Duke of Calabria was introduced 
to the Pope in the Prefence of rXe Cardinals, where 
Jlexander complained, ' That hard Fate had obhged 

* him at laft to yield to the Career of Charles's For- 

* tune to evade the Fury of his Arjns, and prevent the 

* Dignity of his Pontificate, and the holy Things at 

* Rome from being expofed to the Infolence of the Sol- 

* diets J and then he begged the Duke to retire with 

* his Army, to a Place where he might have an 

* Opportunity of exerting his Valour in the De- 

* fending his Right, and where he hoped he would 

* encounter fuch good Fortune as he had always 

* wiflied might attend him ; He turther told him, 
' that for tiijs End he had obtained Liberty from 

* the French to let his Army march thro' the Eccle- 

* fiaftical Territory without Moleftation.' To which 
the magnanimous Youth made Anfwer, * That 

* fince he had not the Fortune to ferve his Holincfc, 

* according to his Wifli in coming thither, he was 

* willing to retreat j and as to that which die Pope 

* faid he had obtained for him, he gave him Thanks, 

* but that it was the Maxim of the Princes of j4rra- 

* gun not to feek Security from the Enemy by any 

* other Means than what they carried along with 

* them, pointing to his Sword,' Accordingly, after 
Mafs was celebrated, he took Leave of the Pope and 
Cardinals, and riiarched his Army diredlly towards 
Naples, being accompanied out of Town by Borgia, 
who aiTured him' at parting, ' That it was nothing 
' but downright NeccITity had obliged his Holinefs 

* to yield to the French King's Defire in the Manner 

* he had done j' at (he fame time telling him, * That 

* a forced Compliance could never be able to inter- 

* rupt that Union of Blood, AfFedtion, and Intereft, 

* which was between them, and that he wilhed for 
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■ nothii^ fo much as. for an Opportunity of giTing 

* him unqueftionable Prooft thereof by his Aftions,* 

This was tn.n{aSxd Becemb. 3ifl, and the King 
made his Entry into Ri)me in the Evening by Torch- 
light at the Head of his Soldiers xmder Arms, order- 
ing all the imporunt Pofts to be feized, and a laige 
Guard to furround the Palace of St. Mark-, where the ' 
King took up his Lodgings. "With thefe glorious Ex* 
ploits ended the Year 1494. 

The King's Intention was to have immedi- i49S- 
ately paid his Holinefs a Vifit; but he was 
fdzed with fuch a Tremour when the French entered 
Romty that he ftiut himfelf up in the Caftle oi St. An- 
gela. This was fo rcfented by Charles^ that he fent 
him a Summons to deliver up the Caftle, and, on his 
refufmg, he made his Artillery twice advance to bat- 
ter the Place ; both the Pope and Borgia vfcre there- 
upon feizedwith fuch a Panick, that, to avoid the im- 
pending Danger, Alexander fent, in a very humble 
Manner, to the King, to beg that he would treat 
■with him, which was complied with, and foon af- 
ter a League was concluded between them ; where- 
in his "Holinefs was made to declare, * That he uni- 

* ted with his Majefty for the Security of Italy, and 

* that Charles fliould have the Poffeffion of five of 
' his beft Towns, nor ftiould he moleft the Cardinab 

* or the Lords who had declared for France.' The 
Remainder of the Articles regarded only the Security 
of the French Troops, and the Reftitution of the 
Towns to the Holy See after the Conqueft of Naples. 

The Pope, upon the concluding this Treaty, deli- 
vered into the Hands of the French Oefar Borgia, aiid 
ZemeSy the exiled Brother of Bajazet, the Ottoman Em- 
peror, as Hoftages for the Performance of what he had 
ftipulated -, but Zemes ibon after died, not without 
Sufpicion of being poifoned by the Pope's Contri- 
vance, and that for the Sake of a Reward from the 
^urkijh Empergr. 

As 
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Upon figning the Trfeaty, jSexander and Qiarlej 
had an Interview, Janumy ^e i6th ; and it was fo 
contrived, that they flioiiM firft meet in the Private 
Ganien of the Vatican,, wljither from the Chamben 
of that Palace the King^eicended, as foon as he was 
infonned diat the Pope had pafled thro' the Gallery, 
which leads from the Caftle of St. Angeh. 

No fooncr did the Pope enter the Garden, than 
the King advanced towards him, and at fome Di- 
ftance kneeled according to the Roman Ceremonial. 
Ac firft the Pope made as if he had not feen him ; 
but approaching a little nearer, and Charles having 
kneeled a fe,cond rime, the Pope then, as if it had 
teen the firft Time, took off his Cap, and moved 
forward, lifting the King up by the Arm, then 
kifled his Mouth, nor would he be covered till 
his Majefty firft put on his Hat, which his Ho- 
Hnefs offered to do with his own Hand. After fun- 
dry Compliments paffed between them, the King 
defired a Favour of him, namely to create the Bi- 
ffiop of St, Mala a Cardinal, his Requeft was imme- 
diately granted ; then the Pope led him by the 
Hand into the Chamber called del Papagallo, where 
they no fooner arrived, than Alexander pretended to 
fall into a Swoon, and being taken up and fet in a 
Grtat Chair, Charles placed himfelf on a Stool near 
' the Window ; the Whole being .artfully contrived by 
his Holinels to avoid any Diforder, which otherwife 
might have happened in the Ceremonial about Prece- 
dency. 

As foon as the Pope was recovered, he propofed 
the Bifliop of St. Malo to be a Cardinal, to which 
the whole College unanimoudy confented, and he 
accordingly was exalted to the Purple Dignity j af- 
ter which the outer Doors of the Vatican Palace was 
refigned to the Scots^ who were then the King's Ufe- 
Guards, as were in like manner the other Doors, 
which more immediately led to the King's Apart- 
ments. The 
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The Day folldwing, while the Pope, tc^ethcr with 
fome Caidinals, mid the Mafter of the Ceremonies', 
were confulring in what.Manfter the Solemnity of 
receiving the King ift the Publicb Confiftory Ihould 
be performed, Charles^ whofc Mind was abo-re Cere- 
monies, came uneipeitedly to the Pope, to adjuft 
fome Points that were Aill depending between them. 

Two Days after the Pope held a Confiftory, in 
which the King had ^reed to perform his Homage, 
and accordingly his Majefty came attended with a 
fplcndid Train, as well of Prelate, ^ French and //a- 
Mat Nolrility ; he was met by four Cardinals, amJdft 
vfaom the ^g walked till he t^ame to the Chamber, 
where his Holinefs was, and after the Ceremony of 
kilGng his Feet, Hands, and Mouth was pver, a Sigft ' 
was given to proceed to the Remainder. Where^ 
wpon the firft Prefident of the Parliament of Paris 
^o\x in the following Manner: 

* Hoif Father y 

• Here is my King come in Perfon to pay Hpmag* 

* to your Holinefs ; and as it is the Cuftom in Franc f, 

* that whofoever makes an OiFer of Vaflallage to his 

* Lord, receives, by way of Recompence, a Grant 

* of whatfoever Favour he asks. On this Ac- 
' count, his Majefty, not doubting but he ftiall ob- 

* t^ of your Hohnefs thofe Things which he Ihall 
' requeft, aflurcs you, on his Part, he is likewife 
' ready to grant what will recompence the Favoui^; 

* There are two Things which the King demands of 

* you ; firft, a Confirmation of the Privileges con- 

* tained in the Book, the Title of which has been 

* before mentioned by my Mafter. The fecond 

* Demand is, the Invcftiture of the Kingdom of iVa- 

* pies for himfelf and his Succeflbrs for ever.' 

Maiander was very much furprized at thefe unex- 
pe£ted Demands -, yet he anfwered with a remarka- 
ble Prefence of Mind, ' That he very willingly grant- 

* 9I the fore-inentior«d Privities- as ofual : That as 

Z * K> 
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* to the Inveftiture of the Kingdom of Naples^ ^ it 

* was an Affair in which the Intereft of another was 

* concerned, fo it could not be determined till after 
' mature Dehberation, and .the Advice of the Ca^ 
' dinals taken therein, with whom he would ufc his 

* bcft Endeavours, that his Majefty mig^t receive 

* Satisfaftion.' 

OmtUs. fcemed fatisfied with this Anfwer, and pro- 
ceeded in performing his Homage, which he expref- 
fed in very few Words -, where, flanding on lus Feet, 
the Prefident fpoke again as follo^ra : 

' Holy Father^ 

' It is an ancient Cuflom among the Chriftian 

* Princes, particularly the Moft Chriftian Kings of 

* France, to teftify by their Ambafladois the Venera- 

* tion they have for the Holy See, and for thofe 

* Popes whom the Almighty places oyer the Church j 
' but his Majefty, here prefent, . having been defirous 

* to vifit the Sepulchres of the Holy Apoftles in this 
'. City, is come in Perfon to perform that Duty. On 

* this Account he acknowledges you. Holy Father, 
' to be Vicar of Chrift, and lawful Succefibr of the 

* Holy Apoftles, St. Peter and St Paul^ rendering wil- 

* lingly that filial Obedience which the Moft Chri- 

* flaan. Kings of France^ his Predeceflbrs, ufed invio- 

* lably to profefs towards the Popes. His Majefty 
' therefore offers himfelf and his Power for the Ser- 

* vice of your Holinefs and the Church.' 

The Pope, holding in the mean time the King's 
Right Hand with his Left, conferred on his Majefty 
all imaginable Marks of Honour and Efteem, ftiling 
him Firft-begotten Son of the Church. The Cere- 
mony being ended, the Pope led the King by the 
Hand to the Chamber, where his Veftments were put 
off, and ftiewed a Defirc to accompany him to his 
Apartments -, but Charles would not permit that. 

His Holinefe paid the King one Piece of Relpeft, 
which furprized all the World, giving Orders, that 

every 
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tvery TJiing fliould be tranfafted by this Prince*s 
Dir&Sions while he ftaid at Rome. Juftice was ad- 
miniftered in his Name, and by his Officers, thofe be- 
longing to, the Pope pot in the leaft intermet'.dling i 
and two Gallows were erefted there, as Marks of 
Royal Juftice. 

The King fet oat from Rome^ Jan. zSth, having 
made near a Month's Stay there, accompanied with 
Borgia, and directed his March towards Naples. The 
S^jfo Ambaflador was very uneafy at the Succels 
riiar had attended his Majefty, which put him, by the 
Dircftion of Ferdinand, upon endeavouring to find 
fome Pretence for a Rupture with France, in an Au- 
dience he was to have with Charles ; in which he was 
lb free as to tell him, ' That the French intended no 

* Icfs than to make thenifelves Mafters of all Itafy, 

* infmuating, That though in the Treaty his Mafter 
' made with him, he had promifed not to oppofe him 
' in his Pregreis toconquer the Kingdom of Naples j 
' yet now, as he had taken divers Places from the 

* Florentines and the See of Remty he conceived it 

* concerned his Catholick Majefty to oppofe his for- 

* ther Proceedings.' Charles fmartly replying, the 
Difpute grew fo hot, that the Ambaflador tore the 
Treaty in pieces before his Face. This Behaviour fo 
incenfed the French Officers, that they could fcarce 
forbear offering Violente to his Perfon in the King's 
PrefencE j wliereupon "the Ambaffadbr retired and 
quitted the Court ; and we Ihall foon fee Spain 'ydm- 
ing with his Majefty's Enemies, in order to drive him 
out of what he afterwards conquered, 

The Kingdom of Naples continued quiet till Ae 
King's Arrival at Rome ; but, as foon j|S the Rumour 
was fprcad, that the French Ajiny was marching 
thro* Qiit^gna di Roma, the ft^alecQntents, who hated 
King Mphonfo no lefs than they had Jiatcd his Father 
and Grand-father, becaufe of their Cruelty, Avarice, 
and Impiety, took up Arms in moft Places. ThcTown ■ 
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of Aipila^ and all the Province of Ahruxs^ revolted 
opetdy, fet up the Prenfb Bannere, and Fabricm 
Oloma took Pofieflicm of feveral Fortrefles in the 
Name of King Charles. 

This Uproar foon communicated itfelf thro* tho 
whole Realm, in feveral Places of which there ftill 
remained many of the jbtgevin Party. King Jl- 
fbonfa feeing the French Army approach, and not 
daring to quit Naples, for fear it fhould follow the 
fiample of other Parts of the Kingdom, came to an 
uncommon Refolution, by which he was in hc^ies of 
Declaiming the People : He quitted his Crown, and 
placed it on the Head of his Son Ferdinand, a young 
Prince of a brave and generous Difpofition, and be- 
Ibvcd by the Net^oUtoHs ; proclaimed him King at 
N(^s, and, without any further Suy, fled hil^elf 
in his Galleys to Mazara in Suihf. 

In the mean time Q>arles advanced forward, 
FeUtri. and arrived at Vetetri, Jan. 29th, having 
dined at Marigm ; from whence Borgia tiaep- 
ed, which fiom that Time fully fatisfied the King,- 
that the Favour the Pope pretended to ihew him at 
Rome was only feigned j and, tho' he ufed all Endea- 
vours to clear himfelf from havit^ any hand in this 
Efcape, the King did not believe him. 

The French King being juft arrived 
Mmif^ting. upon the FrcHitiers of the Kingdom of 
Naples, Engilhtrt of Cfewj, Count of Ne- 
versy who led the Vanguard of the Army, begun to 
enter on A^cm, attacking Mentefertino, and feized i« 
Sword in Hand, He then laid Siege to the Fortrefs 
of Mount St, John, ^d forced it with the fame Vi- 
gour, put all to the Sword, and reduced it to Alhes ; 
which was done to terrify the Country. 

This Execution made the Kii^om of 
St. GrriuMt. Naples tremble, and intimidated the new 
King's Army, who hod advanced as far as 
M. Germans with fifty Squadrons and fix thoufand In- 
fantry, 
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Emery, all choice Soldiers, conunanded by good Of^ 
fic«s. The Place was die KeyofiW»p/fj, ftrongly 
ftxtified by Situadoo, and by diree ireil-built CaiUes* 
encompafTed partly widi Marihes, and partly with 
Mountains, very diiHcult of Accefs. It being necef- 
£try for Qmrles to pals the River of Gariglianc, and a 
very narrow Lane, before he could go forwaid, Fer* 
dimad of Naples was determined to guaid this Pa& 
p^e, or periih. (3>arles was aware of the Difficulty 
in forcing it, but, trufting to the Bravery of hu 
Tnx^)5, he inarched up to it. 

iJmis of jkmi^nac. Count of Gutfe-t and afterwards 
Duke of Nemours^ had that Day die Command of the 
Vanguard, and came up with two thouland Foot and 
three hundred Horfe ; and as foon as he a(^)eared, 
he fpread fo great a Terror in the Enemy's Army, 
diat, in fpight of all that i^iTf^rnM^ could do, they moft- 
lydifl)anded,forfook hini,and, St.Germans furrendering, 
he had no other Way to take, but ro repair with part 
<rf hisTroops to Gjp«w, whilft others by his Orders get- 
ting into N^tpks and G^eta, the Remaisder deferted. 

The Difficulty of fuch Conjundhires as thefe is, 
that there are Several Misfortunes to fear at the lame 
Time, and one c^moc be avoided withcnit being lia- 
ble Co ia^ into the other. Ferdinand fled to C^ua, 
becaule a ftrcMig Place, and always weil-affe6ted to 
the Houfe of JrragoH j but his Frefencc wasas nccef- 
fary at NapUSt to encourage that Capital to continue 
firm to his Intereft, wluch was quite di&nayed at the 
JLjoIs of St. Germans. The Queen, whom he had left 
there, wrote to him, and conjured him to come widi^ 
out a Momoit's Delay, to prevent the general Re- 
volt of the People, who were upcm the Point of re- 
ceiving the French. 

On this Advice Ferdinand fet out ftom Capua^ pro>* 
mifing the Inhabitants_to return die next Day, leamg 
Jobn Jamts Trponka^ one of his moft erperiencea 
Officen, . whom he moft omfidcd in, to command in 

his 
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liis Abfence : But, as foon as Ferdimmdvras got to No' 
pies, this Lord went to Charles, and affured him, that 
^imfelf and the Inhabitants of Capua waiKd only for 
his Orders to deliver themfelves up to him. 
Capiia Trivulca made too agreeable a Complimeni^ 
not to be received with all the Welcome pof- 
fiblc : His Majefly affured him, that neither he nor 
the Inhabitants of Capua fliould ever repent their ha- 
ving had recourfe to his Clemency ; and accordingly 
the King took FoffefTion of this 5ne City, and he im- 
mediately gave Trhulca a confiderable Command in 
his Army. Italy was furprized at this Lord's Con- 
duct, who till then had pafled for a Man of fo much 
Bravery and Integrity, as to be incapable of fuch a 
Step 1 but he protefted fevcral times afterwards, that 
he had afted m liiis particular with Perdinojid's Con- 
fcnt, in hopes of making fome tolerable Agreement 
for his Matter with Charles. Be that as it will. Per- 
diftand, who was coming back to Capua, hearing whst 
had pafled, turned (hort for Nt^les, On the Way, he 
was informed, that the Inhabitants had fent a Mef- 
fcnger to the French King with an Offer to furrender. 
Notwithftanding this, he went into the Town 
again, and, having called together the Chief of the 
Nobility and People, fpoke to them in fo very affec- 
ting a Manner, that Tears fell from the Eyes of fe- 
veral of the Slanders by, but had no other Effeft; 
this Prince, therefore, refolvcd'toquit a Place which he 
could not keep^ fet fire to tKa Ships lying in the 
Fort, and Wont a-board his Galleys, with his Queeti, 
fane his Daughter, the old Queen his Grandfather's 
Wife, and a few Lords, whowould not forfake him m 
his Misfortunes, and failed to the Ifle of IJchia, thirty' 
Miles from Naples, to wait there for fome favourable 
Opportunity of recovering his Af^rs, 

Q>orUs, by f<TiioHWii*s . Flight, was left 

Ntfla. Mafter of almoft all the JCingdom, and made 

his Entry into Naples on the ztd of FeBhtary 

. with 
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with the AcclamatJcms of the People : He was him- 
felf furprized at his Succefs, and he had Reafon to 
be fo, having paffed the /Spi without either Money 
or proper Provifions for fuch a great Expedition ; but 
then, on the other fide, feveral of the Princes of Jtafy 
continued quiet, for no other Reafon, than that they 
believed fo ralh a Projeft would come to nothing : 
And, had he met with more Oppofition in his PaiTage, 
his Army muft have perilhed for want of Forage and 
Provifion, through the Rigour of the Seafon alone, 
Hb furprifing Succefs on fuch an ill-concerted Scheme 
was, therefore, by ^Europe, attributed to the parti- 
cular Providence of God, who deligned thereby to 
punilh the enormous Crimes of the three lafl Kings 
of Nt^ks. 

In the next Place, the Caftles of Nt^ks were at- 
tacked, and carried in about eight or ten Days, tho* 
Ferdinand had left fome Troojs to defend them ; in 
which a great C^iandty of Artillery, Arms, and Pro- 
vifion were found. The reft of the Cities foon 
followed the Example of the Capital ; fo that in fif- 
teen Days Charles conquered the whole Kingdom of 
N^ks, except Brindes. 

His Majefty's whole Expedition, and the inceflant 
Succefs of his Arms, if maturely confidered, will not 
appear inferior to Julius Cafar himfelf, having con- 
quered, with fo great Eafe, wherever he came, that in 
all the Expedition he never had occafion to difplay one 
Banner, or break a Spear againft an Enemy in the open 
Field J and, asPopd^xi»n^ufed to fay, fHif French 
had over-run all Italy with Wooden Spurs : Nay, a great 
many Preparations which he had made, were found 
alcogether fuperfluous, particularly his Fleet, which 
had been equipped at a great Charge, by the Vio- 
lence of the Weather being driven to the IlTand of 
Corjica^ was not yet arrived in any Part of the King- 
dom ; fo that on Account of domeftick Broils, the 
Wifdom of the /w/wnPrincea were baffled, and a large 

and 
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and nMift powerful Fart of their Dominions aliaiated 
from their native Governor, and delivered up to Fo- 
reigners, to their ProprietcH^ Shame and ^oininy, 
and the Derifion and Contempt of the Italian Arms. 

The King being now got fafe to Nicies, the Duke 
of Orleans fee out for Fratue-, in order to bring back 
with him a &eih Supply of Troops ; and in the mean 
dme this Sunlhine of Fortune fo du2jed CharUs and 
his Courtiers, that they Icarce took any Care at all of 
the Government, fcveral Cities chat had fet up the 
Wrench Colours, now declared againft them, the King 
having fent no body to take PofTelBon of thofe Places. 
His Favourites fquandered away the Stores, his Sol- 
diers lived at Difcretion, and his Lords grew info- 
lent ; the People were not eafcd, no Jufldce done 
to the Gentlemen of the Jngeain Party, who had 
been difpofleffed of their Eftatcs, of which the Eari 
ef Salema was one of the Principals or Head, and 
for wWch he was baniflied fix)m Ni^Us ; fo that the 
Love, the NeapoUtans firft Ihewcd for the Fraub, was 
c(Hiverted into Hatred, and this made them foigeC 
die Trouble they fuffered under the preceding Kings. 

But now to return to Ludovic: He firft engaged 
with the French, from the Defire he had of ufurping 
the Dukedom oi Milan, dhd out of Fear of die King 
of N^Us and Peter da Medicis. 

It IS true, by the French coming into //<»§', he ob- 
tuned his ambitious Aim j but feeing the Neapoli- 
tans were now reduced, he begun then to conli- 
der a more rational Fear ; namely, of feeing his 
own Dutchy, and the Liberty of all Italy in the ut- 
moft DMiger, if Charles fhould be allowed to keep 
his new Acquifirions, having imagined to himfelf 
at firft, that that Prince would have met with far 
greater Difficulty than he did, efpecially in the H>- 
rentine Dominions : But bang deceived in this Point, 
and perceiving that Charles had palTed likewife 
thns* the , Eccleiiaftical State without the leaft Op- 
pofition. 
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pofidon, and had ^ftuaUy nude himfelf Mafter of 
Naples. On dm he thought it was Time for him to 
fiJI in with new Meafures. , 

The feme way of Thinking poffcffed the Minds 
of the yertetians^ who, notwithftanding they had hi- 
therto pcrfifted in their Refolution of keeping an ex- 
aft Neutrality •, yet, feeing the French had met with 
fuch a prodigious Run of Profpcrity, and penetrated 
into the utmoft Bounds of Ilafy without the leaft Rc~ 
fiftance ; on this they began to be of Opinion, that 
die Misfortunes of others were, at length, to become 
their own j more efperially fince Charles had poflefled 
hitnfejf of/*/^, and the other ftrong Holds of the 
FhrcHtineSj and left a Garrifon within Sienna. On _ 
this th^ began, with Ljtdovic, to diink on the com- 
mon Welfare and Safety of Itafyy and confequently of 
then refpedive Dominions, to find out fome Meafts 
to put a Stop to the viilorious Career of the French, 
and to join with the other Powers of Itafy in forming 
a League againft them : But dories, fufpefling Ijidth- 
Wf's Treachery, after taking Pofleffion.of JVd^ifj, fcnt 
^rrvttlca widi fome Forces to fecurc Genoa, and to 
raife a Party for him within that Place ; which be- 
ing known to Lud^c, he arrefted twelve Gallics, 
wmch were arming for Charles in Genoa, and alfo pro- 
iiibited any more Veffcls to be equipped for the French 
within the Harbours of his Territories, 

The Pope and Borgia, perceiving that the Negotia- 
tions formakingaLeague againft the French were fo fir 
advance!, that the Afi^r could be put in Exeeunon 
whenever they pleafed, on puroofe, therefore, to make 
the World jjelieve that they all afted, not fo much f6r 
promoting their own particular Interefts, as that 6f 
Zeal for the Gloiy of God, the Publick Welfare, 
and the Advantage of the holy See, Alexander there- 
fore convened together feveral Cardinals, many of 
whom were his own Creatures, to whom he gave a 
diftinft Account of all Qmrles's Procedure, and of ^e 
A a , y^9^^ 
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JPn^rcfs which hb Arms had made in Itafy, laying, 

* That the greater his Succefs had been, the more 

* Jealoufies had it raifed in' the Minds of Princes, and 

* confequentiy the more had they been induced to 

* unite together for their common Defence and 

* Safety i and fince they had no other View for m- 

* gaging him to concur in thofe Mitters, but what 

* belonged to his Fiinftion, as the Vuar of Jefiis Cjbr0, 

* and the common Father of all Chriftians, he there- 
, * fore prayed thtrfe who were Companions with him 

* in fupporting the Weight of Ecclefiaftica] Affairs, 

* and who by their Practice and Knowledge of State 
" Matters were able to judge therein, that they, with 
' all imaginable Freedom, would declare their Senri- 

* mcnts ^ut this grave and important Affair.' TIk 
Cardinals unanimoufly advifed his Hollnefs to Join 
with the other Italian Princes for the Defence ofltafft 
as well againll the French, as any other Power that 
■Ihould offer to difturb her Repofe. 

His Holinefs readily dofccf with iheir Advice, and 
made no Difficulty in breaking the Treaty he had {b 
lately made with Charles ; for even at the Time the 
Pope was thus ading at Rome, hb Minifters at Venice^ 
, and thofe of other Princes, were upon the Point of 
. concluding the above-menrioned League ; fo that in 
a little Time it was determined in this Manner j 
namely, ' That between the Pope, the Emperor, A£wb- 
. * miliaa, Ferdinand^ and Ifabelloy King and Queen of 
• ' Spain, the Republick of Venice^ and the Duke oi Mi- 
i"* ^», a Confederacy (hould be eftablifhed for the Pub- 

* lick Welfare and Defence of their reipeiftive Tcrri- 

* tories, referving an Opportunity for other Princes to 
■_ * join with them, and even to Charles himfejf, provided 

* he would agree thereto on honeft Terms.' This was 
the fpecious Title by which the League was diftin- 

,. gmfhed to the Publick ; but as every individual Prince 
united therein, had imagined to himfelf, that their 
publick Safety, and Defence of tlieir Pioperty were 

. _ impraiSi- 
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impraftkablc, whilft Charles was pofreiTed of his new 
Acquifitions in Italy, there were therefore private Ar- 
ticles ; in which it was agreed, ' That each of djeio 
* ihoiUd attack the French in difForent PJaces with the 
' aitmoft Vigour at one and the fame time. 

Upon the News of this League's being concHidpd, 
it filled the Pope and his Son's Minds with great 
Joy. Accordingly, with much Solemnity and Often- 
cation, die fame was publifhed within St. JPetet'i 
Qturch on the Pa&i Sutiaa<f following, where Te Dam 
was fang -, after which the Bilhop of Concordia made 
a moft eloqueru Oration on that Occafion, which 
was publifhed. 

During the Time the Confederacy was forming, O- 
i»f»«, the French Ambaflador at Venice, went daily 
CO the Palace, and yet the Treaty was fo privately 
managed, that it was concluded before he heard of 
it : And, the next Day after the Conclufion of the 
league, Comines was fent for to attend the Senate ; 
where, being acquamted with what they had done, he 
behaved like a Man bereft of his Senfes : But the 
Prince telling him, they did not conclude the Treaty 
with Intention to make War upon any one, but pure- 
ly to defend themfelves, Omines, by degrees, recover- 
ei his loft Spirits, and {aid, My Kingjhall not return 
into France ; and the Duke of Fenice anfwerod. But be 
Jball : Ani if he will return at our Friend, we will wil- 
lingly help him with wbalfoever hefiall want. 

On this Anfwer Comines went out of the Senat&4»oufe 
fo amazed, that, being at the Stairs-foot, and tupiing 
to the Chancellor who attended him, he faid. Good 
Sir, tell me what the Prince faid, for I have forgot it ; 
whkh the Chancellor did ; and with this unwelcome 
News Comines returned to his Houfe, from whenc? 
he immediately fent a Meffengcr to inform his Ma- 
iler of what had pafled. 

On the Arrivjil of this Courier, the King began to 
^nk of r^imiing into France^ but n±folv«d £rft to 
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make his triumphant Entry into N^Us % which, Mrf 
13th, he did in this Manner : He was on Horfeback in 
an Imperial Habit, with a Crown on his Head, the 
Globe in his Right Hand, and the Sceptre in his Left, 
under a Canopy carried by the grcateft Lords of that 
Country ; and the People fhouting aloud, Jjong live 
eur Att^uji En^eror ! In this grand State being con- 
duced to the Cathedral, he dicre received again the 
Oath of Fidelity from the Ne^elitans. 

This Ceremony being over, die King declared his 
Intention of returning to France, and immediately 
fettled his Affairs at Nt^Us ; firft he ordered 4000 
of his Forces to remain there to defend that King- 
dom, and the Country readily fupplied him with 
twice as many, defigning, as foon as he arrived in 
france, to fend a Jrclh Supply of Troops for the 
better Defertce of diat Kingdom. 
, Next, Charles conftituted the Duke of Msn^fiit 
Viceroy of Naples^ a good Man, but of little Judg- 
pient, and one that loved his Eafe to much, that he 
feldom rife before Noon. The Kifig gave to D'jA~ 
iigtrf the Office of Conftable, and conferred on him 
the Govcmment of Calabria ; he gave to Qeorge de 
Sully the Government of die Dutchy of "TarentOy 
i^uerre a Gafon, and Abrvaax \ and to Stepbtn de Vers 
^e Government of the Dutchy of .Nola. 

A few Days before the King fet forv 
'feanuil ef King ward from NopUsy On his Way to 
•^^m ^7"t ^^^'- the Duke of Or^eatts paffcd 
^/ii^Rtisiri^' P"t °f That Kingdom with a confides 
I'lancc. able Body of Troops under his Com^ 

mand, and entered the Miiatuje ; but, 
inftead of purfuing his March, he Helped fliort 
and attacked Nevara^ which he took 1^ Surprize. 
The Frendt Writers ia^, that neither the Duke of 
Seurhon, nor the King intended they ihould be thus 
employed, being, as they fay, fent for no other Puft 
^^ Chan to. fficU^pite his Majefty's Retreat : But, tq 
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excufe this on the other fide, it was faid,- th»t the 
Duke of Orleans pretended, as Ludavic had engaged 
with the Venetians and other Powers, in order to drive 
tUMiFrmcb outof/j't^^tliattin cafe he had not To a£ted, 
he mull have loft his Army -, but others fay, tliat he 
might have proceeded without Inteimpdon, and fo 
placed his Forces as to have been of r»l Service to 
Charles in his Return to Praiue. As he did not fo do, 
Ibme have thought that he meditated a Revenge on 
the King for his being confined two Years in th« 
$ower of Bourgei, when taken Prifoner at the Battle 
of ^/. \4uhm ; and that therefore, as he believed the 
King would be much diffa^lTed in his Return, he wv 
^Uing that ChiO'les Jhould tafte fomewhat of H^r 
Jhm* ae he had done. 

The King, as Toon as he had fettled the Rmt, 
Government of his new conquered Kingdom, 
fct forward from Nt^les in his Return to France on. 
the 20th of ^S^t (being tJiree Months after his firft 
enceting into tbu- Kingdom) and marched back u> 
Rome the fame Way that he came. 

"When Charles arrived in that City, be found the 
Pope was retired to Perugia, the old Father not caring 
to look him in the Face, as Affairs were now fituat- 
ed ; liowcver, the King contented himfelf in barely 
paffingthro* jReme, without offering Violence to any 
one. Off the iithcfj^ww heanivedat^rrtww, 
where Gimiues was come hy his Order. This W'*"^. 
Lord ftdvifed the King td haAen his March^ and 
^ reach ^ as foon poffible, for that the Enemy were 
On Motion in every Pkce to (^}pofe him. 

This judicious Advice was not tt^rded. The 
Ring Ibft fifteen Days at Sitnna^ in Mdering fome 
A^^ of much lefs Confequence, than the Safety of 
Jus-Perfon and Army, Lewis of Luxtmbettrgt Count of 
iJgnit his Favourite, leading him int^ tlus Mifiake, 
out of fome private Views ; beftdfis, he weakened 
)us Army by gairifoning the iTovn^ of ~4ha Repubr 
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lick fii Fbrence^ and by fending a Detachmenc to fur-' 
prize Genoa, in which tie did not fucceed. 
JaiuumtS. ^'^ ^'^^ arrived at the long Lane between ■ 
Pietra SiMfi and PentermoU, where a fmall 
iNumbet of Men tni^t hjnft eaHly hindered his Aimy 
-from palliilg : But the Inliabitants of Porttermeli opened 
their Gates to him, and njet with a very bad Return for 
lb doing ; for the Swi/Sj belonging to the French Army, 
remembering a Quarrel that had happened between 
them in their former March, in which fome of their 
Comrades had been killed, refolved to be revenged 
of them, and, running thro* die Streets like Mad- 
men with their drawn Swords, deftroyoi all that they 
met, and fet feveral Places on Fire : And, tho* the 
Seditious were not then punilhed, they acknowledged 
their Crime, and fome Days after made fuch Amends 
for it, as thoroughly merited the King's Eardon. 

On his Departure from Pentermli he found him- 
felf extremely ftraightcned for want of provifion, 
and hard put to it to pafs the Mountains, which 
were very high and ftecp in thofe Parts % and that, 
which yet more perplexed the King, was how to car- 
ry the Artillery thro* Ways that no Carriage had 
ever paffed ; feveral advifcd him to nail up or burft 
hjs Chdnance, ajid kave it behind him, which he muft 
Kave done, had not the Swifs taken a very cipaordi-r 
nary Reibludon, which faved the Army. 

They knew that the King was very jnuch enraged 
^ainft them for the Cruelties they had exercifeaat 
PtHtervoliy and themfelves olfo were alhamed and 
concerned for it j upon this Account they told the 
King, ^ That if he would pardon their Cnme, they, 

* would endeavour to expiate it by drawing the Ar- 

* tillery themftlves in fuch Places as the Horfes could 

* not draw it'. The King, being as much delighted 
as furprizcd at^he Offer, anfweredj • That he would 
^ not only pardon them, but alfo Ihould never forget 

* the Zeal they (hewed for his Service on fo necel&ry 
■ and preffing an Occafion.* , -..wu^k AP^ 
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Accordingly dicy went to work, 200 Swi/s were 
yoaked two by two, and, aotwithftanding the occcf- 
' five Heat of the Seafon, they, having drawn all the 
Cannon up to the Top of the Mountains, with i}0 lels 
Difficulty convey'd them down the Defcent on the 
other Side. 

During this toilfome March the Marihal Je fir»w»w. 
Gte had always gone before with the Van- 
Guard, (to place himfelf at the Head of the I.anes, on 
the Entrance of the Plam) which confifted of only 15 
or 1600 Men, and encamp'd near the Village of Fer- 
mtevo in the Parmefan, waiting there three Days for the 
reft of the Army. The Enemy's Army in the mean 
Time were aflcmbled by degrees at half a League's Di- 
ftance, which Place, if the King had not loft fo much 
Time at Pi/a and Sienna^ he would have palKd, be- 
fore they had been in a Condition to attack him : 
But, by that Time he arrived, the Italian Confede- 
rates had colleAed almoft their whole Force wither, 
confifting of 35,000 Men, and incamped at Chtarvola. 

The MaHhal, Ending this, thought proper^ for his 
greater Security, to draw nearer the Mountains again ; 
but, as foon as the King with the reft of the Forces 
joined him, the whole Army encamped at Formtevt^ 
on Simday^Ju^ the 5th. 

Upon the Marihal de Gi/s rqurdng the ^at 
Number of the Enemy and their Situation, before 
which it was neceffaiy for them to pafs, )t was unani- 
moully agreed in a Council of War, that they ccnild 
not have fallen into greater Danger, and, refolving to 
try what could be done by Negotiation, Cemints wrote 
to the two Provcdiiors of the Venetian Forces ; but 
they anfwered, * That it was too late now to talk 

* of treating, when they were already fightii^ in the 

* AGUmefe.' 

Having got their Anfwer, they prepared to njarch. 
The King, notwithftanding his Cbncem,. never ap- 
peared *more chearfiU j he furvcy'd the whole Camp, 

and 
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and die Soldiers cvety where criad ouc, ?^ were re- 
folved to ptrijh with him, or conquer ; and delircd hisi 
to lead them imrticdiiiteJy up to the Enemy. He ha4 
not abov? 7000 Men in his Anny that were regular 
Forces, but they took in all die.ScTrants, and crcnr 
one that was capable of bearing Arms, to the Num- 
ber of about 2000. 

The Anny wis divided into three Bodies, and, 35 
it was thought, diat die Van-^;uard would bctiiemoft 
|M-effed, the King ranged all hi? beft Trwjps there, 
under die Command of the Marihal de Gie^ and de 
Trivulea ; placed himfelf at the Corpfe de SaitaOle, 
with, the Lord de la Trfvtovilte, to command under 
him ; in which Body there were fcveral Lords, and a 
great Number of young Gentlemen : The Count of 
'Ffix wps placed at the H^ cf thp Rur, and the 
Baggie at die Irft of die Army, under the Guard of 
Captain Odet. 

In this Order ^ey began to march,, the Army ha- 
ving on the light a litdc River, or Torrent, napied 
die 9in7. When they came ovcr-againft the &iemy, 
tfeey were but a quarter of a Lc^e diftant, and 
had only a Utde River and a Meadow between them. 
• In the -mean Time the Confederates Forces were 
ranged in Order of Battle in the Fonn of an Aniphi- 
theatre, reaching from the Meadow to the two neigh- 
bouring Hills J they had polled themfclvcs in this 
"Place, being die Road to fanm-, to hinder the Fretab 
Af my fixjm getting thap City 1 which would have 
t«n of greitt Service to tficpi, -in regard they had a 
-very great InccrCft there. 

Tthe Armies being in this Pqftpre, Qmmes and tJie 
- Caidinal^nVowwf, wrote again to the Proveditws to 

ffopofe a Conference j which was at fe:ft accepted, 
ut when the Enemy's Trumpet went to the French 
Army, to agree upon the Place for holding the Cqd- 
'fcrence, the Count deCajazza, who commanded the 
■ ^hnefe Troops, gain'd over one of die Provcditops, 

and 
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and Francis de Gonfagues, Marquis of Mantua, chief 
Commander of the Venetian Forces, and carry'd it for 
a Battle. 

The Freneb were furjwiz'd to fee the Elnemy ^ 
thdr Artilleiy, inftead of Treating ; but notwith- 
Ibuiding they anfwer'd them fo well, that they threw 
down the Venetian Battery. 

Mantua undertootc to attack the French Rear, and 
the Count of Cajazza their Van ; the firfl: was received 
bythe Gens d'^ms with great Fury, and both Sides, 
having broke their Launces, came to fmali Arms ; 
the Fight was very bloody, and Rodolphus de Gon^ 
fagues. Uncle of the Marquis of Mantua, taking (^ 
his Vizard to give Orders, was the fame Moment 
fmittcn in the Face with a Sword by a French Gens 
d'Arm, diihuHinted, and trampled to Death by the 
Horfes. 

Charles, feeing his Rear hard prefled, and borne 
down by Numbers, with fome Regiments march'd 
up to their Affiftance, and entered fo far into the 
■Fi^t, that he found himfelf in the foremoft Rank, 
where he was attacked, and would have been taken, 
had it not been for the Goodncfs of his Horfe, which 
was fo furious no one durft come near him, and car- 
ried him through, till ■ Succours came to his Affift- 
ance. He had no fooncr ranged himfelf, with the 
Lwd de laTremovilk, at the Head of about 120 Men, 
to whom were joined 100 Archers of his Guard, 
but he was charged by two of the Enemy's Regiments, 
who aiined pnocipally at his Perfon, which Effort 
he fuft;uned and broke : Tho' after all the Parries 
were fo uiiequal, he muft have funk, if it had not 
been iat that gallant Refoludon, which often converts 
the g^teft Dangers into Succefs, efpedaliy in the 
Bufinefs of War. 

Some of the Stradiits, who were a li^t Horfe of 

the jManais, made ufe of by the FetietiMSy pafied the 

B b River 
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River to Fornovo, and, according to their Ordcra^ 
fell upon the Baggage of the French Army, which 
had but few to guard it, becaufe almoft all the Troops 
were in the tight. Thefe Stradiots, having got 
their Prize, began to retire to the Van-guard : The 
Other Stradiots, who were to fupport the Gens d'./frms 
of the Marquis of Mantua, feeing their Comrades 
bringing away Mules and Carts in great Number, 
Could not contain themfelves, but, being eager to 
partake of the Booty, difbanded in a Moment to run 
after the Plunder. 

The King's Side made an Advantage of this Dis- 
order, the Archers of the Guard and a great Number 
of young Nobility falling furioully upon the Italian 
Gens d'Jrmry, (whom the Struggling of the Launce^ 
as it ufually happens in fuch Cafes, had forced out 
of their Ranks) prevented their joining again, made 
a great Slaughter of them, and fo terrified the Infan- 
try, that they began to fly. 

Such was the Condition of the French on this Oc- 
caiion, that they were under a Neceflity of making a 
thorough Conqueft of it : For the Defeat of the Mar- 
quis of Mantua would not have faved them, if the 
Count of Cajazza had fucceededin his Attack of the 
Van-guard -, tho' the Cowardice of his Men left the 
Marfhal de Gie little other Glory, befides that of his 
Prudence .; the ASlanefe Gens d'Jrms no fooner per- 
ceived with what a fierce Countenance the French ad- 
vanced to meet them, but they immediately made a 
fudden Halt, and then fled. The beft Judges of the 
Aflair greatly commended the Marflial de Gie^ for 
not going far in the Purfujt, tho' he was fure of cut- 
ting them in Pieces \ becaufe, being uncertain how 
. Things went in the Rear, it was moft proper to fceeg 
his Ground. 

This important Adtion lafted but one Hour, and a, 
much greater Number of the Enemy perifhed in tht 
Flight than in the Battle ; many were drowned in the 

River, 
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River, which was much raifed by Floods ; their Lofs 
■amounting to 3500 Men, among whom were feveral 
Perfons of Diftiniftion. Commes reckons not above 
100 Slain on the French Side, and Guicciardin not 
aoo ; among which Julian de Bourneafy Captain of 
the Guard de la Porte, was the only Frenchman of Dif- 
tindtion. Qtarles, having obtained this important Vic- 
tory over the Confederates, who were at Icaft 
four to one, marched to Jji, where he arrived Aft. 
on the 15th) much harrafled and tired. 

From hence he went to ^iers, and Turin, Quien 
where he was follicited by the Florentine Am- ^'-1 
baOadors, for the RefHtution of their Towns 5 1 
but, though he ordered them to be given up, the 
King was fo little obeyed, that the commanding Of- 
ficers prefumedto fell them, fome to the Pi/ans, and 
the reft to the Fenetians. 

The Confederates, after the Battle of Fomove, 
fent Part of their Forces to lay Siege to Novara v 
where the Duke of Orleans, not having made the 
proper Difpolition to (ultaid it, foon faw himfelf 
cooped up on all Sides ; yet he was refolved not to 
mve up the Place ; For as the Battle was oyer, he 
had fome Profpeft of being relieved by the King 
and his Army j this induced him to make a vigo- 
rous Defence, But, as he had entered Novara un- 
known to the King, and had before neglcdted his 
Orders, his Majefly did not hurry himfelf to his 
Relief, (efperially as he had a new Amour in hand 
at Sifters) whereby Orleans and his Men endured 
the extremeft Famine. And, if his Intention was 
to have been revenged on the King, when he flop- 
ped in the A^lanefe, it was now returned on his own 
Head. Be that as it will, after the King's amorous; 
Paffion Vias abated, he began to think of Orleans, and 
came to Vercal with a Refolution to relieve him \ 
tad. Charles's Army encreafed every Day, which caufed 
the lEjiCjny to hearken to an Accomoiodation propofed 
Bb 4 by 
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by Orleans. Whilft the Treaty was canying on, they 
Jierniitted the Duke and his whole Garrifon, more 
than half ftarved, to crawl out of the City for Rc- 
ftefhmcnt, lelving the Care of the Town to the In- 
habitants ; the Confederates agreeing, that, if the 
Treaty came to nothing, the Duke Ihould be per- 
mitted to put himfelf into the Caftle, which fomo 
of his Men had ftill in their Keeping. 

Juft as the Treaty was near concluded, there came, 
unexpefted, 16,000 Swifs to join the French Army* 
Orleans, hearing of this, fent to the King, and 
eameftly be^ed him to give the Enemy Battle s 
which, if gained, Would be entirety conquoing all 
the Milanefe. The Duke had been iktisfied in his 
Defire, had not there been more Apprehenfions from 
the Swifs than the Enemy 1 for, being double the 
Number of the French^ they might have feiicd his 
Majefty's Perfon. This Confideration made the 
King's Counfel think it more e^^dient to make up 
Matters with Ludovie, and accordingly a Treaty was 
drawn up, and agreed to by both Piirties ; to wit» 

• That Charles ftiould reftore Ni>vMv Mid the Port 

• de la Spezzin to Ludevki upon his proinifing to 

• aflift the King with a certain Number of Ships and 

• Men to be fordiwith fent to Naples, and alfo g^ve 

• the French free Paff^e thro' lus Country, to pay 
' his Majefly 80,000 Crowns, to prefent 50,000 to 

• the Duke of Orleans, to make Reftitution of the 

• e^ht Gallics taken by the Genoeje at Rupttlo^ and to 
■ allow the French to fit up their Fleets in that !Port.* 

Thefe Matters being fetded, the King was (b im- 

Etienc to be gone, that he would not fray till the 
:ecution of the Treaty, but immediately went to 
Lyons, where he fpent his Time in Dancing, Nfafque- 
Tading, and following his Amours ; which being ob- 
fenred by Sforza, and as the French and Stmfs Armies 
were returned home, he refijfed to perform one Ar- 
ticle of the Treaty. 

No» 
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Now let U3>iee what Condidon the 
Kingdom of liapUs was in during thefc irj^^,ti- 
different TranfeAbns. We have be- ^iw'^^ Nap^ 
fore obferved, thit Ferdinand o(Ara- ofttr Charfct'^ 
Foa, King of jVJiZej, being deprived of \'"1'"' "«'' 
his Kingdom, had retired to the Ifles f^^jt^,. 
of Jfchia, which lay near the Condnent, 
without any ether Hopes, than what were built upon 
the Le^ue formed in favour of him : But, as foon 
as he knew that Qxtrlet had Thoughts of retuniing 
to Fmncty he went from Ifcbia to Sicily^ whither Fer- 
diaarid. King of Spain, had fent VefTels and Soldiers, 
under Pretence, mat, the War raging in Nt^s, he 
was obliged to provide for the Security of hu Kong- 
dom of Sicify. The General of thefe Forces was 
Cenfahe, a great Soldier, who had remarkably di- 
itinguillied himfelf againlt the M«ors ^Graiuda, an4 
whom the Spamsrds fimamed the Grand CaptaiK, as 
well to figniiy the abfolute Authority the King his 
Matter had given Jam over the Troops, as bis own 
extraordinary Talent for War. 

The King of Frtaut had l^ardiy left the Kiogdom 
of NapUst before FerdtmiiKi asd Gav^ho came co make 
a Defcent upon Reggia, op^fite co M^ina -, the Town 
was opened to theai, and the Caille obliged co fur- 
render after three Day* Siege ; their Army confjftwi 
of five thouiand Foot^ and eight hundred Hotie, who 
were joined by feme Troops c^ the CsflWn the^.had 
conquered ; and diey made thcrnfelves M^^rs aj& of 
Seminara-9SiA St. ./^aiiv, otfaer Towns oiQdsbria. 

D'^hiipef, who coauncoded jbr the French Kuig 
in CalabriOf immediately took ^e Field, attadod 
Confaho and Ferdinand^ utterly defeated them, and 
retook all the Towns, eiccepc Reggta, whither Cen^xw 
retreated, but Ferdimnd returned to M^fina. 

This was a very inaufpicieus Beginning for King 
Ferdinand ; but he was not-difcouraged, knowit^ chat 
his old Subje^ bcg^ to want him % and, co make 

amends 
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amends in fome meafure for this Misfortune, he ap- 
peared a few Days after, with a numerous Fleet, be- 
tore Salertta and j^nabtSy and immediately his Co- 
lours were difpkyed upon, the Towers of thofe two 
Cities, and along the Coaft, which gave him great Sa- 
tisfad:ion ; but, for want of a fufficient Number of 
Men, he durft not venture to make a Defcent. From 
thence he went to lay Siege to N^les^ to fee if his 
Prefcnce would caufe any Riling there, frhich had its 
Effeft in fome Places -, but the Duke of Mentpefier 
having diftributed his Troops, with great Expedition, 
in the moft important Pofts, all was quiet. 

Scarce had Ferdinand fet fail for hi^ Return to Si- 
eifyi when the Chief of his Party in Naples fent a 
Mcffcnger privately in a fight Bark, to intreat him to 
come the next Day, and land as many Troops as he 
could, to oblige Part of the French Soldiers to quit 
the Town, and promifed on their Part to do their 
Duty. 

Ferdinand did not fail to do as they dcfired, and 
the Succe(s anfwered lus Wifhes ■, for the Duke 
of Montpffier, contenting himfelf with leaving the 
Cafties well fortified, and having very imprudendy 
drawn out all the Forces that he had in the City, to 
repulfe thofe that Ferdinand had landed, the People 
on a fudden revoked at the Sound of the Alarm, and 
feixed all the Gates and Entrances of the Streets to- 
wahfe the Cafties, crying out every where, G^d bkfi 
Ferdinand ! 

The Duke of Montpejiert furprizcd at fo fudden 
a Revolt, gave over all Thoughts of^ hindering the 
Defcent 1 and, as the Gates of the City were in the 
Poffeffion of the Seditious, he was obUged to take 
a Round to te-enter the Caftle Novo. Ferdinand, be- 
ing at Liberty to march forward with his Forces, pur- 
fued his Fortune, and advanced to Naples, where h? 
entered in a kind of Triumph, with the Acclamations 
of all the People, ^ly 7th, two Days after the Battle 
nS Formvo. Xhft 
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The Marquis of Pefcaire, spi Officer of great Re- 
putation, liad iMn by for fome rime, but had never 
forfaken his old Mafter in his Diflrefs, now publickly 
appeared for him; and took apon him the Command 
ofPart of his Forces j the firft Tiling he did, was to 
^ve Orders to fortify the Town of Naples againll the 
Caftles, which was fo efFeftually done, that, whenever 
the French endeavoured to make a Sally or Attack, 
they were conftanily repulfed with Lois : Thus they 
found themfelves befieged in the Caftles i where, to 
compleat their Misfortune, they had but little Provi- 
fion, and much lefs Forage. 

Capua Auerfa, the Fortrels of MonJagon, and fome 
other Places, followed the Example of the Capital, 
and declared openly for Ferdinand ; thofe of Cajesa re- 
volted alfo, but they were difappointed, the Garrifon 
beat the Populace, and facked the Town. 

Some time after the Vejuttan Fleet arrived, and 
attacked Mjnopclis ; which, tho' well defended, was 
obliged to capitulate ; the Caftle alfo furrendered -, 
Poligtiano^ another Place upon the Sea-coaft, did the 
fame. Otranto, Brindes, and fome other Places on 
that fide were already in i^fr^j»Ws Intereft ; info- 
much, that the Lord de FEJpare, who commanded 
for King Charles in thofe Quarters with but few 
Soldiers, was hard put to it to keep his Ground, and 
the Duke of Montpefier yet more fo at Naples -, who 
at laft capitulated with King Ferdimndy to deliver up 
the Caftles in a Month's Time, if he was not relieved. 
D'Aihiprf was fick, and could not affift him ; hatPercy 
was in a better Condition, he attacked and cut in 
Pieces four thoufand of the Count oi Matalena^s Men 
Iiear Eboli. This Aftion fomewhat revived the droop- 
ing Spirits of the French, and fo much difmayed FiT- 
dinamy that he had Thoughts of flying once more ; 
and which he had certainly done, had he not been en- 
couraged by the Neapolitans and Colonnas to fland his 
ground, ^wcy proceeded to Naples^ where he found 

the 
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the Enemy's Entrenchments fo well guarded, that he 
could not get near the Caftle, and ^crcfore returned 
to NeU. 

De VerSy whom Charles had made Duke of Noldj 
fet out for France^ in order to report to the King the 
Condition the Kingdom of N^^les was in, and to foU- 
cit for Succours. The Florattine Ambafladors, the Car- 
dinal of 5/. Peter\ and the very Frencbmtn them felves, 
that had at firft diffuaded the King from this Expe- 
dition, unanimoufly declared, that it now concerned 
the Honour of the Nation to preferve their Conqueft ; 
but Cardinal Brkonnet, who had a great Hand in the 
Affmrs of the Government, from what Motive is not 
certainly known, hindered the reft from tfting. 

However, the King at laft refolved on a new Ef- 
fort, departed from Tours, where he left the Queen 
his Wife, and went firft to St. Demts for Devodoo'- 
fake, then to i^yoBj, gmng al! the neceflary Odeis 
for his fecond Expedition into Tiafy ; but, on a fiid- 
den, when it was expefted he would have paffed the 
Mountains, he returned Poft to Ttiurs, where one of 
the Queen's Maids of Honour had, as it were, forci- 
bly attrafted him ; in rtiort, theft grand Preparations 
at laft ended in only fending to Cajeta fix Veflcls, la- 
den with Men and Provifions ; fo that the French 
Power, from this Time, gready declined in Naples. 

The Confederate Forces flocked in on all fides to 
Fh-dinand, and fpread thcmfelves thro* the different 
Provinces, on purpofe to divide the French Forces. 

Gonfaho feizcd feveral Towns in Calabria j the 
Duke of Montpefier delivered up the Caftles accord- 
ing to his Treaty, and marched out with hb Forces ; 
he then came to a Refolution to go and join D'Aiitg- 
trf at Venefa, (who was then recovered of his Illnefs) 
and took Jttelk in the BafiUcate in his Pa0agc, which 
was the Caufe ' of his laft Misfortune. Montpefier 
Was foon followed by Ferdinand and Gonfaho, who 
there fo blocked him up, that it was impofllble for him 
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|Q (fc^ipe I, the l4mj^mets that he had with him de- 
ferted to a Mvn, wd went to the Enemy's Camp \ 
fo th^t tie wat now forcfd to capitulate, and furrcn- 
der bQtb himfelf and his Aimy, which was ftill be- 
tween five and fix thottfand ftrong, together with the 
whole Kingdom of Naples, to FerdtnoKi. This hap- 
peiied abwt th« Middle of Jifgi^, 

fmUmui oarrifld Meatptfitr to pit^lts, which was 
the mqft etfe(3:u8l Way to imbitter the Duke's Dif- 
^WW, by kadtng him, »s it were, in Triumph into 
a City, where h< had been but a few Months paft 
vcfted with Re|^ Authority ; nor qould any thing 
bo more for ftrdiMmd'i Glory, or more capable of 
Owning (he Pet^l^'s Veneratjpn for him : Yet 
it wa» not long thiK he enjoyed his Profperity i be- 
ing feized with a continua) fever, a Pyfentary at- 
tending, it earned hifp off In a few Days, and he 
died, without Ifloe, at Soma, on the Foot of Mount 
VifiKats i his Father Mph^ff died not a Year before in 
5^, at the Monaftery of M^vnt OHvet i Don Frtd«~ 
rick, j^kpnfi'i Brother, and Uncle to Frrdin^ud^ was 
recognj^od King in hia room ; fo that in lefs than 
two Yean l^aphs had five Kings, vw-old Ftriitu^\ 
^bei^fo^ his Son t FVdiiMitd, jus Gi^fon ■, Ctarks^ 
King of FraiH* \ and, laftly, Fredtrick. 

Wbrflial jy^nkigiQ-, GufTTf, and others, would not 
^y arid comply with the Treaty Mentp^er had 
nude for delivepjng up the Kingdom of N^Ui s yet 
010ft of th? Frmik Soldiers werg now in a mannsr 
worn out in this Country by Sword, Peftilence, ^c. 
Thcfe Lofl« fo affeOed Mmtpefitr, that he died of 
Grief at PuSrwli ; »nd thq Confederates purfued the 
entire Recovery of Naples Vigoroufly. 

From ^idk, Gtijahf went into CalaMa, reduced 

Maadefrania and Co^attPU ; and, to compleat all, he 

beficged D'Jukig'^yt Qovemor of the Province, then 

in Gfcpolit who defended himfelf fo bravely, thai he 

C c obtained 
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obtained honourable Terms, whereby be was alloweil' 
to cany his Forces inK> Frame with' Coloars flying ; 
but the Surrender of Cajttawas compffehendcd in the 
Articles : And, by the Ijafe of thefe Places, the irfflwA 
Were at laft enorely difpofleOed of the whole King- 
dom of Naples.

Before the Fremh were abfolutely driven oat of the 

Kingdom of Naples, Ferdinand, King of 5/wi^ not 

content with having violated the Treades made with 

OoarUSy 

* AfKrwudi called tlw frfKh Fex i bot now b/ moR,, the ft- 
ntnalDi/tm/i. i^ ,, , s^hhi'-i^ 
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Charles^ and ufing all Methods to crofs this Prince'* 
Defigns, by entering into a League againft him, wid 
Tending Ferdinand of Naples a Si^ty of Men and 
Shippii^, caufed Incurfions to be made into Langue- 
dec, where the Cavalry of Cqftile committed great Out- 
rage J but he had Reafon afterwards to rqient it ; for 
the Lord D'jSban, of St, Andre^ who commanded the 
French Forces in that Coimoy, haviag i^jeedily drawa 
K^ther fomeTioops and the Militia, not only obliged 
the CafiiUans to depart within four pays, but alfo b&- 
fieged and took 5fl^, a Town of RoiifUkny well ibr- 
tified by its Situation, and carried it by Allault theioth 
of OtSaber^ in which forty Spani/b Gentlemen, and four 
hundred Soldiers perifhed. This warm and -vigorous 
Refinance of the French made the King of Spain lay 
afide his Defign of continuing the War with France in 
thtrfc Parts, and a Truce was ftruck up for two Months. 
. But the Situation ceT Affairs was quite otherwifc be- 
tween our Monarch and the Moll Chriflaan King, 
during Jhs Neapolitan Expedition -, for,- after the 
Treaty of Naples, there was neither War nor Dif- 
ference between England and France the Reminder of 
his Reign ; 'Charles, laying hold of all Opportunities 
to teftify liis Rcfpc£t for Hemy^ and punctually 
|)aid the 50,000 lJvres» by half-yearly Payments, ac- 
cording to the Treaty. 

' The'Kii^ofFr<i»», aftertehad lolliVii^, 1497. 
for the moft Part of diis Year continued quiet 
in his Kit^dom, where he employed hitn^lf in 
ruling a new Army; having fo done, and taken a 
Body of Swifi into his Service, the Afikir of Recovering 
Nafks was brought upon the Carpet; Some of his 
CcKincil were for his agreeing with Fredericky and, in 
lieu of attempting to recover that Kingdom by Force, 
ta accept of Hom^c uid Tribute. Others prt^iofed 
to agree widi the Pope, who was Lord of the Fief, and 
firft to b^n with attacking the Milanefe^ and to givQ 
the Cpnt^a of the Whole to l^mis, Duke of Or* 
Cc % ,^„ ^,^^i 
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kans ( which laft Propofal btitig approved of, die 
Army advanced as far as ^ ^ but HiE H^hne& !«• 
fufed to accept of the Command, ■ whereby the Ex- 
pedition was ftoppcd, though IcV^ol Confultadons 
were held, fomc Refolutions taken iti refpcd ro pro- 
ceeding on the firft Propofai, and ftvfcral luUioM Princei 
ftrongly fohcitcd hii M»jcftf to puriut the Defignt 
Which he promifed n do, yet put off his Departure 
from time ro time fo long, that the Seiiba was too 
ivc advanced, aisi, othtr Affain interfering, the Dc< 
fcciit upOQ T^i^j dropt ; and thus ended the Year 

U97- 

The BeginAiAg of diis Year Charlts took i^ 
149^' Ms Refidencc in the Cafllc of ..^a^;^, anddi* 
verted himfeif in carrying on a magnificent 
fioilding thnr, his Thoughts being now intent tm 
leading a quiet and feicne Life. He alfo iffiduDuO^ 
turned his Mind towards reforming the State, heani.the 
Cwnplaints of his Subjcfts, depiScd cortupt JudgR, 
ftudied to reftore Juftice to its uicient Rules and Me- 
thods, to ftiee it from Extortion^ or Bribes \ confideted 
how to leffen dK Taxes, and bring them down to 
120,000/. yearly, which neither IhouH be levied but 
by die Confent of dw Eflates, and that Bpon exa:aor- 
diflary Orcafions ; and intended to defray die Chai^;cs 
of his Houihold and other Expeftces out of the Re- 
vennes. of his Demcfnes, and the antient Duties be- 
longing to the Ci-tfwn. It is tme* thcfe good biten- 
Hons came not into A<9:ion until he was (dmoR incapa- 
ble of putting them in Elteaidon ( for, before the End 
of M^ch he was taken ill fcvcral times \ and on die 
7th of j^il he came into the Galtery in the OfUe, in 
WdertO fee fonK Perfons pkyw Tennis, but bid not 
been there long, bi^fore ht was feixed with ui Apo- 
plexy, which caufod him » fid! backwards. The 
Courdtrs and Officers, . obferving his great Indi^nli- 
tion, laid him <oa an ordinaiy A(btt near Hie Place 
where he fell; io that Condioon he remained nine 
I Hours 
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Hours before he expired, which was about Eleven at 
Night« fho* at Intervals, recovering his Speech, he 
cried out, idy Ged, and the glorious Virgin Mary, St, 
CUucU and St. Blafs, be^me! 

Thus departed this puilliuit Prince in a miferablo 
Sute, not being able to recover one poor Chamber to 
die in, notwithftanding hil many Palaces ; whereby 
we fee Death leyels the King with the B^gar ; the 
Courden foon ^xibok their Prince, left him in a 
puny dead in that wretched Situation, every one be- 
ing eager to take Horfe, in onJer to carry the firft 
^ews to his Succeflbr. 

Cbaries lived twenty-feven Years and nine Months, 
reigned fourteen Years and a half, had three Sons 
by Am of Britatr^, who all died young : He Ihewed 
much Goodnefs, Humanity and Courtefy to all ; and 
iras Mafter of fuch an Evennefs of Temper, that he 
hatdly ever ordered a domefliclc Servant to be difmifT 
Jed, or treated any of his Subje^ with a harfh Word. 

D*niei fiiys, * That his Queen had fo deep a Senfe 
*■ of her Lofs, that Ihe flied many Tears, and mourn- 
f cd for him in Black, contrary to the wonted Cu-. 

* ftom J according to which the Widow Queens ufed 

* tt) ck»th thcmfelves in White -, frwn whence they 
f had the Nanie of the fpl/ite ^ens' 

Lewis, I>uke of Orkans, fuccccdcd l**" '*' -S^'**. 
Qmrks tfae VHIdi, by the Title of Xdwf G^' 
ZAvtithe XUth. The many Sufferings many. Spam, wrf. 
he Jnd undergone by Imprlfonment, Ittly. 
Famine, tfr. foftcned hisTemper, made 
him merciful, and taught himWifdom j he proved the 
better King, by having beai fo long a Subjeft, and 
had learned to moderate i;he Severides of fovereign 
Gomoiands, by having vmdergonij and felt the Weight 
of diem. ' ■ ■ 

He txgin his Rek^ in ludi a Manner as prefaged 
the foture Lenity and Happine^ of his Adminiflration. 
Soon a&r his Coronation he remitted a Tenth of the 

TMtes,^ 
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Taxes, and after that a Third \ he ccMifinned all die 
old Officers m dteir Fcrfb, widiout any Regard to 
particular Ferfons, putting into Piadicc the nobk 
Maxim he made with rekdon to Lxms de ia Trmo- 
vilUy (who had defeated and taken him Fiiibner at 
the Battle of S. Aubiu, and againfb whom fomc would 
have incenfed htm) TZu/ it did not hecowie the Ka^ of 
France te revenge the Dukt of Orleans'j ^forrel. 

The King opened his Reign in makii^ many gpod 
R^uiations for the Adminiftration of Juftice, and 
Re-ellablilhmenc of Military Difcipline •, and his Ma- 
jefty took great Pains to fee them executed, fupjncC- 
iing at the fame time feveral u&lels Offices ; and the 
whole Kingdom foon began n> cTqierience the happy 
Difference, that, generally ipeaking, there is between 
a Prince that comes to the Crown at riper Years, al- 
ready exercifed and knomng in AfFairsot Government, 
and a young King that is not only long a learning the 
Art, but at laft difcovers it only by die Miftakes he 
has committed, or been made to commit at the Com- 
mencement of his Reign. 

■ Tho' Lewis had divers important Afiaits to tianf- 
a£t both at home and i^jroad, upon his comii^ co the 
Crown, ftill that did not in the ieaft make him fo^et 
to treat the Queen Dowager with all the Honour and 
RefpeA ftie could defire, permtting her to return to 
Britan>rf, re-enter on the Poffeffion of her IXitchy, and 
exercife all Acts of Sovereignty, according to the 
Claufes provided in the Treaty of Matriage, between 
this Princefs and the late King her Spoufc. 

Notwithlbtnding this Conceflion, the King could 
not think of parting widi ib fine a Principality without 
much Reluctance. There was this very extraordinary 
Claiife in the Marriage Cwitraft, between CiarUs and 
Jnn^ ' That in cafe of the King her Husband's Death, 
' without IlTue, Am of Brittamy Quxild be obliged 
' to marry his Succeflbr j or, if that could not be 
* done, then the Princels was to marry the new Heir 
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* to the Grown \ for, if. the Queen fhould be ef- 
poufcd to any other Prince, Britamr^ would be dif- 
membered from the Crown of France, to the great 
Lois of that Kingdom, which was the Tiling intend- 
ed to be avoided by the Marriage Articles. 

As to LewiSf he had been married twenty Years 
to JoHe of France, Daughter of Lewis the . Xlth ; yec 
his Thoughts were now taken up to find out a Way 
to vacate this Marriage, whereby he might be enabled 
to efpoufe the Queen E>owager himfelf. The Method 
he took to cany this Point was fomewhat violent, 
but fuch as he infifted was warrantable, alledging, 
th^ Lewit the Xlth had forced him to the Match, 
when he was but fifteen Years of Age ; that he was 
under a Necefiity of complying, being threatened, 
on Refulal, with nothing leJs tl^ a Frifon ■, that 
he had privately made a Froteft in Form, and declar- 
ed he would never have any thing to do with her, 
tho' outwardly, to avoid the King's Difpleafure, he 
treated her as a Wife ; that he had made fome Steps 
towards obtaining a Divorce at Heme in Charles's 
Life-dme, who was not very well pleafed with him 
for it ; and therefore he did not then think pro- 
per to pufh the Matter any fiuther, becaufe of die 
Audiority which the Dutchels of Beurbon, Silter to 
Jane, had in the Government, The French Hifto- 
rians fay, ' That ihe was ill-favoured, deformed, in- 
* firm, and, according to the general Opinion, inca- 
' pable of having any Children, which was the Reafon 
' that rendered i«tfw difcontented with the Marriage.' 

By a Decree of the Council, Lewis took the Title 
of King of France and both Sicilies, and of Duke of 
Mian, to which Dutchy he with Juftice claimed a 
Right, as being the ible Heir and SuccelTor of VaUn- 
tina, his Grandmother, a Daughter of the illutbious 
^2nu\y of Vifionti, the true and old Sovereigns of Aff- 
loH 1 and therefore Lewis, upon his Acceflion to the 
Throne, in his Letters which he wrote w the Itdian 
Princes, 
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Princes, foJemnly declared, that he defigned to un- 
^lertake an Expedition into !ta^, in order to le^ 
cover the Dutchy of Milm i and at that Inftant the 
Identities and Fetutians compofcd their Diflfcrenccs 
(which had been fubftfting for feme time) by the 
Means of the Duke of Ftma-a, whom they chofe 
Arbitrator. 

But, before he proceeded on this Undemkii^, he 
took care to court the Friendfliip of fom« of hi» Neigh- 
faoun on this Ade the ^j, parucularly Che King of 
Et^lojtdy and the Arch-duke Plniip ; That of the U^ 
,tcc he effe(aually fecured, by delivering up to him 
the Caftles ai Jrtois and. Burgtmdjt puduant to th^ 
Treaty made with Ctar/fj the Vlllth ; and, in Return, 
agree^lc to the fame Treaty, i'if/tpdid Homage to 
Lewis at AiraSt bare-headed and ungirt, (in the Pre- 
fence of G«y it Recheforf, Chancellor of Prmce) whp 
was covered and fitting in a Chair. 

As to the Emperor, tho' he defigned to have af- 
fifted i/erza, he waa diverted from it by a War that 
was kindled agamft him in GueUerknd, the Occafwn 
of which was, Arnold Egmeniy Duke of GiuiderlauJ, 
having been very ill treated and even imprifoned by 
his Son Adolpbuit found Means not only to obtain his 
Liberty, but to get his Son confined, thro' the Affift- 
ance of Charles Duke of Mrgm^ ; for which good 
Offices, Egaefidj to Ihcw his Gratitude, agreed to give 
up his Dutchy to Charles, on his advwicing him 91,000 
Crowns, and allowing him to receive the Revenues 
during his Life. Accordingly, after /JSrw^'s Dcccafe, 
the Duke of Burgundy took Poffcflion of Guelderitnd: 
But, that Prince alfo dying foon after, the People of 
Guelderhxnd infifted on having Molpbuiy then FrifoDCr 
in tlie Caftlc of Vikiarden., delivered up to them \ tbo* 
he too was carried off by Sicknefs in a few Days afwr 
he was fct at liberty. Then Mkry of Burgiatdf, and, 
after her Deccafe, Maximilianh/a Spoufe^ aa Guar- 
dian 
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dian to his Son Philif, refoived to fupport, by FtJice 
of Arms, their Right to this Dutchy, as making 
Part of the Dominions of the Houfe of Burgm^. 
Neverthelels, Charles Egmond, Son to Aiolphus, dif- 
puted the Pofleflion with them, and maintained him- 
felf in the Dukedom, in ipice of the Power of the 
Adrian Family, and the Judgment of the Princes of 
the Empire, who gave it in favour of Philip. 

Maximilian was now obliged to come to a fpeedy 
Accommodation with Charles, whereby he held Part 
of the Dutchy during his Life. The Reafon for this 
Jijdden Agreement was, the better to enable the Emperor 
to oppofe the Stvifs, who, about this Time, had made 
Incuriions into the Aufirian Territories. This War 
was carried on between them with fuch Fury, that di- 
vers bloody Battles were fought, and not ]efs than 
30,000 Men cut off; the Victory fometimes inclined 
to the one fide, and fometimes to the other ; ih 
which different Engagements Maximilian fignalized 
himfelf by feveral glorious Anions ; but at Jaft, by 
the Mediation of divers Princes, he granted them 
Peace, which was concluded very much to his HonoJr 
and Advantage. 

Whilft the Emperor wae thus employed, C^fdr 
Borgia was not idle, having, with his Father's AHift- 
ance, formed great Projects, in order to raifc his own 
Grandeur in Italy ; and for that End he came to a 
Refolution to renew with mere Warmth than ever a 
Propofal he had made for marrying the Daughter 
oi Frederick King of Naples -, judging, that, as Things 
were then quiet, it was the readicft Way of arriving 
at what he had projcfted ; that, if he could but 
once get Footing in fome Part of the Kingdom 
of Naples, as the whole was Feudatory to the 
Church, he fhould in a little Time be able to ftrip his 
Father-in-law thereof, and get himfelf made Sove- 
reign, and by Forqe of Arms, and the Afliftance of the 
D d Pope's 
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Pope's spiritual and Temporal Power, maintain- Pttf- 
feflion thereof. . Nor did this Scheme fecm imprafti- 
cabie to him, when he confidered, that Frederick had 
neither Force nor Friends to fapport him. In this 
Attempt Borgia was affifted by the Duke oi MOoHt 
who hoped thereby to fecute himfclf a powecfiil 
Friend againft France. 

But King Frederick, knowing very well the Nature of 
thefe Syrens, turned the deaf Ear to the infidious Mu- 
fick with which they endeavoured to allure him, and 
in particular the Duke of Milan fent him a Letter^ 
wherein he reprefented, ' How prejudicial it might 
' be to his Affairs, If in that critical Conjunilure he 

* Ihould irritate the Pope, and perhaps provoke him 
' and Borgia to embrace. new Meafures ; and that, as 
' they were already wavering in their Politicks, 'twould 

* be too dangerous for him, by refiifing his Requeils, 

* to prevoke the Pope to fide with the French.' Yet 
Frederick was inflexible ; he anfwered his Letter, and 
among other Matters fet forth, ' That he well forelaw 
' this Danger, but of two Evik it was moft advifeable 
' to chufe the lefs, efpecially that which was leaft 
' difhonourablc j that, if he was ruined, it ihould nc- 

* ver be attributed to his own Choice, or his per- 

* fonal Mifdeeds/ 

The Cafe happened juft as the Duke of ^Ghm had 
im^^Lned ; for the Pope and his Son, finding they 
couid not obtain what they expefted from the King 
of N^les, determined at any Rate to fell in with the 
French Meafures. Accordingly his Holinefs difpatched 
two of his tmfly Miniftcrs to France, under Pretence 
of condoling with Lewis on the Deceafe of his glo- 
rious Prcd«:cffor, and to congratulate him on his Ac- 
telHon to the Throne. Compliments were not the 
End of their EmbafTy, his Holinels gave them in 
CbmmiSJon to ask the King to ufe his good Offices 
for promotii^ a Marriage between his Son Bergia 
\ and 
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and Omrlotta de FoiXt Daughter of Jane^ Queen of ' 
Navarre^ which young Lady then refided at the French 
Court. 

Thefe Miniflers no fooner made the Requeft, but 
Lxwis granted it, and withal offered to beftow very 
great Honours on Borgia, and give him the Poflelfi- 
on of confiderablc Eftates in France, provided his 
Holinels would grant him three Things i which were, 
firft. Security that he would affift him in the Ex- 
pedition he very foon intended to make into Italy : 
Secondly, grant him a Difpenfation for annulling 
his Marri^e with Jane his Wife : And laflJy, that 
he would make George d' Amboife, Archbifliop of iis- 
ban, his feithfiil Servant, a Cardinal Alexander readily 
confented to what Lewis defired, upon a Profpeft of 
eftablifhing that Grandeur to his Family, which he 
much thirfted after. 

His Holinefs, to fliev- that he was very ready to 
pleafe the King in the fecond Point, which he fo ear- 
neftly defired, fent a Commiffion to certain Commif- 
&ries, who were impowered to examine into the Va- 
lidity of the Marriage ; the Proteft made at the Time 
of folcmnizing it, and other Reafons for making it 
Toid, were produced, and Jane herfelf, eminent for her 
Sanftity, making no Oppofition, the Matrimonial Tye 
was foon declared nuU, which was confirmed by a Bull 
irom the Holy See. 

Thb Divorcement made Way for the King's Mar- 
riage with Am of Britanrej, his Predecefibr's Queen, 
whom he had formerly courted ; tho' Ihe on her parr 
had loved him, yet did not fubmit to it without 
Jbme Scruple j and the Fate of this Princefs was 
lingular in this refpeft, who had been married to 
Charles the Vlllth, on a kind of Divorce from Maxi- 
milian, whom fhe had efpoufed. 
■ The Marriage Articles were refpedively ligned 
jby both Parcifs at Nmtz, and the Nuptial Rites 
pd 2 celc- 
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celebrated with great Sokmnity. This grand Affair 
being effefted, Le-wis, that he might not be be- 
hind-hand with his Holinels, in Renlrn for the Fa- 
vours granted him, difpaiched an Ambaffador to Rome, 
wlvj was charged with a Commiffion that got him a 
veiy hearty Welcome -, for his Majefty fent by him 
a Patent for creating Borgia Duke of Valentinoisy a 
fmall Town in Dauphirte, with a proper Revenue an- 
nexed to it 1 he alio granted him an Attendance of 
one hundred Launces ( and the Ambaflador was or- 
dered to rcqueft the Popr, to permit Borgh to repair 
to the French Couit, which the Holy Father joyfully 
confenting to, and the King Tent nis State Gallies 
to Ojiia, to receive and condud him into Fmnee. 

Thefe Points being fettled, the Ambailador fet out 
in order to embark for France, accompanied by the 
new Duke VaUntimis, who was attended by fome of 
the chief Lords of the Ecclefiaftical State, with an 
exceeding grand Retinue. 

T-he News oi Borgia's intended Journey to France, 
and the Friendlhip lately contracted between the Pc^ 
and Lewis, greatly alarmed feveral Princes, pani- 
cularly Ferdinand and Ifabella of Spain^ who luggeft- 
ed to themfclvcs, that thefe Proceedings woula not 
fail of producing Effeifbs very much to their Prejudice. 
In order, therefore, to hinder as much as pofllble what 
might be defigned between thefe two Powers, they 
difpatched two AmbafTadors Extraordinary to tJie 
Court of Rime, who arrived there before Borgia was 
embarked. Their chief Inltrudions were to oppofe 
his going into France^ and to reprefent, that, ir his 
Holinefs fuffered him to go there, it might be the 
Means of difturbing the Tranquilhty and Repofe of 
yitaly ; wliich he, ascheir Spiritual Father, was bound 
to preferve, 

' The AmbafTat^rs being introduced to his Holinels, 
at firft they humbly intreatcd him to apply a Remedy, 
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ID order to prevent the Ditbrders that, it was feared, 
would enfue, in cide he did not recall his Confeni 
for Borgia's going into France. 

The Pope» with his wonted Eloquence, iet forth, 

* That it was not by any Means tit to retraA what 

* he had confented to, becaufe that would imply a 
' Meannefs of Soul, and a Want of Judgment * cfpe- 

* cially fince, having given the King oi Franct No- 
' tice of £^w's Furpofe of taking a Journey into 

* his Country, that Monarch had been fo complaifant 
*. to fend his Gallies to receive him, and, as he was 

* on his Journey to embark on board them, there 

* was no Remedy, he muft proceed on his intended 

* Voyage.' He further added, '.That they had no 
' Occafion to apprehend any bad Confequence itx>a3 

* his Proceedings, fince nothing was defigned thereby 

* to Ferdinand and Ifahella'^ Prejudice.' 

This Anfwer was no way fatis&dory to them \ 
they ftill perfiAed in eamefUy begging his Holinefs- 
to recall hu Son ; but, finding him inflexible, from 
Reprefentationj, they fell to heavy Accu&dons, and 
from Intrekties to Tlu^atnings. Hence Animofiry and 
Contention arofe on botK lides, mutual Reproaches 
were thrown out againft one another in very fmart 
Language, lofomuch that the Ambafladors fwore, 
Borgia uioutd repent one Day or other the Relblution 
he had taken, ^id die Pope himfelf be forced to bite 
his Fingers for Rage ; nay, they told him plainly, 

* That, while he continued in his prefcnt Way of 
' Thinking, their MaAer and Milhxfs would no 

* more ackno'vledge him as the common Father of 
' Chriftians, l;nce it plainly appeu^d, that, for ag- 
' grandizing his Family, he fufiered many icanda- 
' ious Things to be tranfaded in prejudice to the 

* Church.' 

Jlexander 
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Mtiumier anfwered, * He had been elefted by God 

* Almighty, and not by Men, to be the Father of 

* Princes, and fuch he was in fpite of Elnemies: 

* That it was not becoming the Father's Dignity 

* to fuccumb to the Caprices of his Sons, but the 

* Duty of Sons to obey their Father's Commands ; 

* lb ^t he would never eftcem them as lawful Sons, 

* but as B^ftards, who Ihould g^nfay what he did ?' , 
To which one of the Ambaffiidors replied, ' There 

* are Baftards enough already in Esme^ you need not 

* bring more into the Church.' At which Words 
jSexander was very much nettled, and in a great R^e 
told them, * What he had done vqs right, and was it 
' to be done agwn, he would do it, in fpite of thofi: 

* who dare to oppofe it.' On ^ich he turned 
his Back and retired abruptly to his Apartment. 
But the Ambalfadors, being as much incenfed as the 
Pope, declared they would not ftir till they entered 
a Proteftation by a Notary Publiclc. Accordingly, 
without any manner of Refpeft to the Place where 
they were, they ftamped and ftormcd about the Room, 
ihaking no fmall Clamour j ■vriiidi the Pope think- 
ing an Infult not to be borne with, bounced again 
out of his Clofet, came up to the Ambal^ors, and 
bid them in a great Fury be gone to their own Coun- 
wy, and proteft there, if they thou^t proper. 

Whereupon thefe Miniftcrs, finding they could 
obt^n no other Anfwer, retumed home. Tho* King 
Ferdinand at firft was very uneafy at the Pope's Ac- 
tions, at laft he gave himfelf no fiirthcr Troublft. 
on that Head, and fuffered both his Holincfs and 
JFraitce to adt as they pleafed, contenting himfelf with 
being ^a Spcftator only, not doubting in the End but 
K> reap'fome Advant^e from dieir confiifed De- 
fies, which ^cwdingly he did, as will hereafter be 
feen. 

During 

L)jL.:e..;C,001^lL' 
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During "^thefe TranJaftions, the French Ambaflador 
and Borgia continued their Journey ; and the Pope 
gave Orders to the Governors of aJl Places within the 
Ecclefiaftical tJominions to receive them with the 
highcft Marks of Honour, and to falute them with a 
triple Difcharge of the Artillery from the Ramparts 
of^all the garrifoncd Towns, as they paffed on, which 
was punctually performed. 

On Borgia's Arrival into the French Dominions, 
Lewis commanded that he fliould be every where re- 
ceived with all the Grandeur and Refpeft ima^ablc, 
and that the Guards, as he paffed thro' the Towni 
and Villages in his Kingdom, fliould meet him with- 
out the Gates under Arras ; and fo great were the 
Honours paid him, that Borgia himfelf was aftonifli- 
cd ; for wherever he came there appeared fuch Mul- 
titudes of Soldiers, and Crowds of People, who flock- 
ed &om all Parts to fee him, that, when he arriyed 
at (3nnorty the Place where the French Court then re- 
lided, his Domefticks wrote to their Friends at Rjme, 
that they had in France feen neither Tree, nor Wall, ■ 
nor Village, but only the Countenances of Men and 
Women, and the Beams of the Sun. 

His Majefty, hearing of the magnificent Tran that 
attended Borgia, could not have Patience till his Ar- 
rival at Court, but muft needs fee him before, which 
he did under Pretence of going out a Hunting, 
and met him about two Leagues without the City» 
where he received him with the greateft Tokens of 
Refpeft ; and, after taking Leave, he returned to 
his Palace, leaving Borgia to make his Publick Entry 
in fuch yiznacT as he pleafed. 

But as the great Splendor of this Entry is not to 
be matchoi in any Hiftories of Europe, and as ic al- 
mpft exceeds common Belief, we fliEill give the fol- 
lowing Account of it from Monfieur Braniome's 
Mmeirs.

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On the I Srfi of Decmher^ Cafar Borgia made his 
folemn Entry into Cbmen, being preceded by Cardi- 
nal Arnboifty Monfieur dt Rffoefteiitt the Scnefchal of 
^Thoulou/e, Monfieur de Cleremontt and other Gentle- 
men of the Court, and conducted by them as far as 
die Entry to the Bridge ; before him twenty-four 6nc 
Mules were led, loaded with Trunks and B^^ge, 
over which rich Coverings were fprcad, with the 
Duke's own Arms embroidered on them. After thefe 
came twenty-four others with Coverings of red and 
■ yellow Coloun, being the King's Livery. Next fol- 
lowed twelve Mules wiiii Sumpter Cloths of yellow 
Sattin barred crofr-ways. After them ten more, with 
Coverings 'of Cloth of Gold, having traverfc Bars 
rdfed and plain alternately, and with them other Mules, 
amounting to Seventy in Number. Then followed 
fntteen ftately large led Horfcs, the Caparifons of 
which were Cloth of Gold, mised with red and yel- 
low Stripes of different Stuffs, and their Bridles tied 
to the Genotte or Pummels of the Saddles. After 
■thcml came eighteen Pages mounted on fine Horfcs ; 
of thefe Pages fixteen were cloathed in Crimfon Vel- 
vet, the other two in Qoth of Gold rajfed. Next 
were fix other Mules richly accoutred with Saddles, 
Bridles, and Hamaffings, each led by a Groom on 
Foot dreffed in Crimfon Velvet, the Furniture of the 
Mules being of the feme Stuff. After them came 
two other Mules carrying Coffers covered with Cloth 
of Gold. [* The Speftators, fays our Author, had 

* many ConjeftiB^s about what was contained within 

* thefe Coffers, fome judging the Cai^oc to be rich 
' Jewels brou^ thither by die Duke as Prefents to his 
' Miftrefs, others fuppofed it to be the Pofc*s Bulls and 

* Indulgences fent from Rome, or perhaps fome Kinds 

* of Reiifts.'] Next to thefe marched thirty Gentiemcn 
cloathed in Cloth of Gold and Silver. Then came 
three Minflrels, two Kettle-drums, and a Rebec, which 
iaft was an Inftrument very much ufcd in thofe Days j 

the 
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"iieX«Rie*drums were apparelled in Cloth of Goldj 
the Rebec ftrung with Gold Wire, and the Inftru* 
pwnts themfelves Silver flung with laige Gold Chains. 
Tbofe Minftrels marched before Duke Falentimis'i 
Perfon, (between him and the thirty Gentlemen) 
founding their Inftruments the whole Way as ihej^ 
palTed along, with whom rode Muficians, 'viz, fbuf 
Tmmpets, and the like Number of thofe who found- 
ed Clarions of Silver. Behind them came up twenty- 
four Lacquies, dreffed in Crimfon Velvet, mixed, 
With Stripes of yellow Silk, marching on Foot by wajt 
of Guar(k about the Duke*s own Perfon, with whorfl 
lode the Marfhal TfAabtprf. The Duke was mounted 
on a ftately Horfe, adorned with fumptuous Fumi- 
tUFC i himfelf was dretTed in a Kobe of red Sattin and 
Cloth of Gold, plentifully befet with coftly Diamonds, 
and large Pearls. Around his Cap, or Ducal Bonnet, 
■ Were double Rows of Jewels, with fix or feven Rubies 
as large as the bigger kind of Beans ; all which re- 
flefted a dazzling Luftre on the Beholders : There 
Was a great Number of other precious Stones ftrewed 
here and there over all his Apparel, even on his 
Boots, which were covered with Cordage of Gold 
Thread twifted, ard bordered with Pearls j and 
' tiocKit his Neck he wore a Gold Chain worth 30,000 
Ducats. 

The Hcrie on which the Duke rode was charged 
with Foliage of Gold, and covered with Embofsments^ 
edibetlilheq with Pearls and precious Stones, neaf 
whidi was 3 Mule, appropriated for his Riding on 
other Occafions, and which was richly fiimiflied 
with Bridle, Saddle, and other Accoutrements, em- 
broidered and figured with Rofes-, about the Breadth 
of a Finger from one another. To compleat the 
Whole, there were twenty-four Mules i;overed with 
red Sumptcr Cloths, on which were the Duke's Arms 
emlHoidered j and after them followed a Number 
E e of 
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.of Carriages, or rather Chariots, loaded with Ba^^ 
and Things belonging to his Perfon. 

In this fplendid Manner did Cdefar Bor^ make 
his Entry into Qiinent where King Lewis himfel^ 
from the Windows of a Houfe, beheld the whole 
-Pageantry as it paflTed alohgr and doubtlefs, laugh- 
ing within himfelf, thought it too great Vanity to be 
affumcd by the Petit Due de Valentineis. In fine, no- 
thing but the Magnificence of the Afiatick Pnnces 
could have equalled it 

But what was eliteemod the mofl: exceflire of all, 
and a Piece of Luxury and Expence nef er befoK 
known in Chriftendom, waS' a Number of Hor-fes kd 
in his Train, the Shoes of which, fome Authors £iy, 
. were all Mafly Gold, a monftrous Vanity indeed, to 
cover his Horfes Hoofs with a Mettle which gjaca 
the Temples, and adorns the Heads ef Kings. 

The King received Borgia in great State, and with 
all the Honours and Marks of Kindneft that he could 
expeft, giving neither him nor the Pope Rea&n go 
repent their having fought his Friendihip, as by the 
Sequel will more fully appear. 

The Duke had not been four Days at the Prenth 
Court, before his Marriage with Cha-letie de Foht was- 
celebrated with the utmoft Splendor arid Magnifi- 
cence : That being accomplifhed, the King concluded 
a Treaty with him, who afted' as well, on his Fa- 
ther's Behalf, as on his own i the Sobftance of wiftch 
was, ' That the King promifed to aflift in putting 
* the Pope in pofieflion of Ibme Towns in Romagn*^ 
' that had been fevered from the Holy See :' But this 
was not to be performed till the Pope had c^€bl- 
ally aided Lewis in the Conqueft of ^Uat. 

After Borgia had obtained what he propoled from 
. going into France^ he returned to Rome with his 
Princefs, highly fatisfied with the -kind and generous 
Treatment he had met with at the French Court.

X^emii having done Chus far, "his Thoughts werp 
ROW wholly taken up with the chief Thing in view, 
die Conqueft of Milan and other States of //<^, 
which he claimed as Heir to the Eftates of the Houfe 
nS Orleans. 

Tho' moft of the Itdian Princes were very uncafy 
at the Friendfhip conlrafted between ^exander and 
Lewlty yet they were in hopes that the EmbarrafP- 
ment of a new Reign would free them, for fomc Time 
at leaft, from the French Arms ; and iodeed the King 
would not have been fo much in hafte to carry the 
War into Ilaly^ had not other Conjunftures, befldes 
ibcAffiftance of the Pope, prefented themfelves ; 

C'cularly, the Venetians had Been for fome time at 
met with the Duke of Milan, principally owing;- 
.to that Duke's Ambition, who endeavoured only tt> 
aggrandize himfelf at the Expence of his Neighbours. 
Nothing could have been more for the French King's 
Advantage, than the Mifunderftanding between thofe 
two Powers, the Re-union of which loft Charles the 
Kingdom of Nicies ; and with this Event we Ihall 
conclude the Year 1498. 

His ^feje%■ of France, by 'the different Pro- 1499." 
ccedings we have juft mentioned, feemed to 
have efieftually fecured the Friendfliip both of die 
Pope and his Son i this Point being carried, he next 
had recourfe to the Repubhck of Venice, in order to 
prevail with that State to declare War againft the 
Duke ai Asian-: Accordingly, the Beginning of this 
Yew, he fent an Apibafiador to Venice -, who had not 
been long ^ere before LevJis heard with Pleafure, 
jdiAt his Minifter had concluded a Treaty with the 
Republick againll the Duke of Milan^ which was 
afterwards figned.bythe King at Blais, jfpril 15th. 
•* By which die Venetians were to have for their Share 
■^ of the Mihmefe all the Towns beyond the River 
»* Mdoy and the Fft^fb to have thofe on this litfe 
? (IthwKive?.* 
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In fine, the Vmetiam Ihewed great Joy upon tiiQ 
Coricliifion of this Treaty, hoping in the End to poflefe 
ttiemfelves of that Part of the Dutchy (which the 
Pfai(b King was to have) either by Purchafe, or on 
his lofing it by ill Government, as it had happened 
before in the Ijkc Cafe : But in this they were tfli- 
(laken, and foon afterwards found the Obfervation too 
true, ' That, as to Princes and Eftates, the next 

* Neighbour being an Enemy, the more potent, the 

* more dangerous.' 

The Seafon for Aftion being now come, i>iw 
■fet out on his Expedition, but before that, he ob- 
tained Leave of the Duke of Savoy, for his Army ta 
jafs thro' his Dominions ; and, t;o ipake every thing 
more fecure, he entered into a new ofFenfive and de- 
fenfive League with the Swifs Cantons, tn which they 
exprefly declared, ' That they had no Alliance with 

* Ludovic, and owned the King's Tide of Duke of 

* Milatt.' 

After all thefe Negotiations, the raifmg Forces, 
»nd other Preparations in France took up fome Time, 
which could not but give the Duke of Miiart a great 
deal of Uneafinefs, as he found the Whole was le- 
velled againft him : He fought every where for Sup^ 
port and Proteftion, but in vain, for even the Em- 
peror failed him j and, inftead of affifting Ludoyic, he 
Concluded a Truce with France. This he was in- 
duced to do, in order to keep the French from aiding 
the Swifs in the War we have been fpeaking of, which 
jie had juft ended with thefe People. Poor Litdwii 
then would gladly have been reconciled to the Vem' 
tianSt and therefore made them feveral very advam 
tageous Propofals, but it was too late, they turned 4 
deaf Ear tp eyery Thing he faid or propoled j fo that 
the Time feemed tq be now come {qr bringing him. 
to Juftice for his enormous Crimes. 
' Duke Ijidovk had only one prince that was dif- 
pofed to ftrve him, which was Frederick^ HJng of iV«-' 
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^w, but he was chiefly fo for his own Security, the 
Intereft of the one being almoft in common with 
that of the other, for the Conqueft of the Mihmfe 
was only an Introdufldon to that of Naples : Tho* 
Ludovic was unhappy in that Quarter too, for Fre- 
derick was poor, and unable effeftually to aflift him, 
without inftanily expofing his own Dorfiinions to 
danger ; and, as they both found they had no 
Friends among the Chnltian Prince^ they had re- 
courfe to the Afliftance of Bajazei, the Emperor of 
the Turks, and accordingly prevfuled on that Mo- 
narch to declare War agwnft the Republick of Fe- 
Kce-, thinking that that would fo fully employ the Ve- 
netiansy as to hinder them from putting meir Defign 
upon Milan in Execution. 

The Vatetians loft no Time ; they not only pro- 
vided fufficient Forces to ward off the Turkijh War, 
but foon drew together a lai^ Army in Br^u^ on 
the Frontiers of the Milanefe, whilft that of France 
increafed in the Afiifan. Sforza being infornied what 
thofe two Powers were aiming at, and finding him- 
felf unable to wage War againft both of them, his 
laft Refuge was to fumifii his Garrilbns, and delay 
the War as much as poflible, in hopes that fome hap- 
py Conjunfture might turn out in his Favour. 

He had actually on Foot 2000 Men at Arms, 2000 
Light Horfe, 14,000 Foot, and a large Train of Ar- 
tillery, which he divided into two Bodies, giving the 
Command of one to the Count de Cajazza, who 
inarched to Bre^u, to put a Stop to the Attempts of 
the Venetians -, and the other, which was much more 
numerous, to Galeazzo of St. Severin, to make head 
againft the French -, and took upon himfclf the De- 
fence of the City of Milan. 

The French Army pafled the j^s about the End of 
July, under the Command of Lewis of Luxemburg., 
Count de Ligni, Robert Stuart, Marflial D^Auhtga^y 
and Jabii Jantes Trivu^ca^ ^nd ^e King kept himfelf 
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w readinds to join them with otlber RcffimenO, 
J^Fcading a Report that he was going in Pemui. 

If the Duke of * Milsn had been faithfiilly fcrvcd 
by his Generals and the Governors of his Towns, he 
had given fo good Orders, and taken fuch prop» 
Meafures, that, notwithftanding die great Superioritf 
tiS the Forces againfl: him, the French and Venetians 
would have been hard put to it to have penetrated 
&r into his Country, and in all probability their 
Cam^gn would have ended with only taking fcHne 
few Places upon the Frontiers j but the Cowardice of 
Ibme of the Commanders, and the Treachery (^ 
others haftened his Ruin. Several Fortrcflcs, cap*- 
blc of refilling the Enemy, furrendered immediatetys 
Valencia was delivered up to Trivulca by the Govm- 
Dor ; Torttma o^ncd its Gates at the firft Summons ; 
.^iUxandria, the ftrongcft Town in the whole Dutchy, 
except Milan, hardly held out at all, owing to the 
Count de Cajazza, who betrayed his Maflrr, and foo« 
after entered into the French Service, whidi fpread a 
Conftemation throughout the MUaa^e.

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Then the French Generals advanced to Mortara^ 
whither the Inhabitants of Tofuia came to capitulate, 
and iurrendered up their City ; moft of the other 
Towns revolted, and received the French Army -, and 
even Milan itfelf held out but a very little Time. 
The Venetians^ on the other hand, advancing to the 
O-flBwwM, made themfelves Mafteis of feveral Places 
about the Mda. 

Wretched Lkdevic^ finding his Condition defperate, 
and that his own Subjeds were in the Intereft of his 
Enemies, faw it was in vain to contend, quitted the 
Ducchy wirfi his Family, Septemher 2d, and efcap- 
ed to In^^ruckt having only the Caftle of Milan, and a 
few Towns left. This Fortrefs he a>mmitted to the 
Care of Bernardino dt Certt, and llored it with all 
Things neceflary to fuJtain a long Siege, and, to cd- 
courage him therein, he promifed to return fpeedily 
with Succours that he did not doubt of raiCng in 
Ceman^f. • 

But, as foon as LudevWi Retreat was known, moft 
of the remaining Towns, that had fttxKl out £or their 
Sovereign, offered to receive the French -, fo that they 
had nothing to do but to take Poireflion wherever 
they came. The Inhabitants of Cremena, obferving 
the Difpolition of their Fellow-fubjefts, offered like- 
wife to (iirrendcr to them, which they refufed to ac- 
cept o^ becaufe the Venetians-, by the Treaty, were to 
have that Part of the Country. 

Bernardino de Corte foon forgot his Maftcr, and 
delivered up the Caftle of Milm, without fo much 
as a Difchaige of the Cannon, luving fold the Place 
fcM: Money. 

Miferai Jays, * Tliat Bemardh Treachery appeared 
' ugly, nay, even horrible to the very Purchafers, 

* and which loaded and cloathed the Seller with fo 

* much Shame, that he died with it about ten or 
' twelve Days afterwards.* 

In Ihort, this great Conqueft took up but twenty 
Days. Genooy 
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Gatoa, * on this fudden Change of Afialrs, fent tk' 
puties with the Keys of their City to Count 4t 
JJgniy and futMnitted to Lewis the Xllth. 

The King, during this Flow of Fortune, remained 
at LyoaSy and, notwithstanding all the Care and Pro' 
vifion that he had made, in order to fucceed in 
this Elx^dition, he could not reafcxiably exped fo 
fudden a Conqueft As foon as he hoard of the Sur- 
render of the Caftle of Milan, he went immediately to 
that City, and made a Riblick Entry into it, OiUbtf 
I4di, in a Ducat Habit, and ftaid there about three 
Months, which Time he employed in regulating the 
Afeirs of the State % he took off a fourth Part of 
their Impofts •, allowed liberty of Hunting to the 
Nobles, which they had not before ; and, thinking 
to make them more affectionate to his- Serrice, fie 
diftiibuted a confiderable Part of hisDemefnes amcrngft 
them, particularly to Trivuka, one of his Generals, 
who he alfo made Governor of the Dutchy ; juid that 
of the Caitle he gave to theBwoh d' Efpi i the Com- 
mand of Genoa to the hard Ravejiein ; and the ether 
Towns belonging to rhofe States he committed to 
Officers of known Valour and Fidelity. 

Sdll it was a Matter of Surprize, that he trtifted 
(he Government of^Milait to Trivulcaj not that his Fi' 
idelity was to be queiHoned, but becaulc he was of 4 
fierce, haughty, and violent Spirit, Qualities very im-

All the Ponces of Itafy, except Frederick^ congra^ 
tulatcd Lewis on his good Succefs, and the Floren- 
tines * propofed to affift him in the Conqucft of 
Naples \ on Condition he would aid them to recover 

In order thereto, before Lxtois left t^ilan^ he gave 
IHreftions for jart of his Troops to march under the 
Command of the Lord Beaumont to joi n theFlorenti»es iii 
fubduing that City ; thefe Forces accordingly fet down 
before the Place, and ihade no lefs than three Aflauks 
againft it, and were as often beat off. The French 
finding the Fkretttines very rtmifs in fupplying tlieiri 
ivith Provifion, and feeing nothing before them but 
Stone Walls and Famine, Beaumont, without further 
Ceremony, drew oif his Party, and returned to Mi- 
Im. 

But the Succels, which attended Lewis in this Ex- 
pedition againft Milan, was by no nieans pleafing td 
Maximilian ; he all of a fudden changed his Note, 
and gave out, that he would alTift Ludovic with a con- 
fidcrable Body of his Forces, in ordei; to recover back 
his loft Dominions ; and jndefatigably laboured to 
raife up all the Princes of the Empire againft Francti 
by caufing formal Reprefentations to be made to 
thofe Princes ; wherein he fct forth the vaft Ambi- 
tion of the French King, the g/eat Injury he had 
done the Empire in feizing on Milak, and that he 
defigned nothing lefs, than to gcc_ Poffeffion of all 
F f lia^i

Now to attend Borgia : Soon after he arrived at 
"Rsm; he a£ted his Part, the Pope fupplying him with 
vaft Sums of Money, and, having imprifoned thofe 
■ of the family of Sfor-m that remained and fell into 
his Hands, he made himfelf Mailer of all the Cities- 
of Zji Romagna, except Bologna, and banifhed or mur-' 
dered their antient Lords. 

He feizcd upon Forli and Imola, and caufed the 
poor young Riari, their Lords, to fly for Safety into 
diftant Countries, and took Catherine, their Mother,- 
and fent her in Difgrace to Rome ; From thence he 
paffed to Faenza, which City he took by Force, and 

J3UI to Death JJior Manfredi, its Lord -, he did the 
ame by Armino and Pefaro, forcing MaJaleJia and Jobrt 
Sforza to fly, in order to avoid the Cruelty they were 
fuie to undergo ; then he befieged SinigugUa, and 
took it by Force, committing infinite Adts of Inhu- 
manity. 

With 'the fame Courfe of Depredations, by Craft 
and Blood, his main Inftruments thro' his whole Pro- 
ceedings, he deprived Monlefeltri of the Dutchy of 
Urbin, making him fly to Mantua. Then he led 
his Banditti againft the City of Camerino, which 
.he took, and put to death GiuUo Cefare and Varani 
in a mofl: cruel Manner, who had been long in 
PofTeffion of it ; and at laft fell to perfecuting all 
the neighbouring Princes : After he had fo done, he 
muft needs return home, to give his Father an Ac- 
count of his Adtions, which was fo acceptable, that 
nothing would do but another Publitk Entry : And 

Va'entinois entered Rome with a magnificent At-' 
tendance. As he paflfed bytheCaftle of St. jli^eh,- 
fuch Honours were paid him as never were known 
before, the whole Garrifon being ordered to ftand 
under Arms as he pafTed along. On the Walls and 
Ramparts were piared Enfigns and Colours flying. 
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<0Xi which were painted Reprefentatlons of his great 
Exploits, as fo many Hiftoiy Pieces of his vaft He- 
roifm J at the fame time there were not only a triple 
Difchaigc of the Artillery, but mufical Inftruments of 
feveral forts founded from the Forts : And, to heighten 
the Grandeur, Cefar cauftd a Tower of his own In- 
Tendon to be ere(9:ed near the Caftle of St. Aigela, in 
which were difplayed many other Trophies, in order to 
ihewhim invincible. Thusthe triumphantDukemarch- 
ed in State to the Vatican, from the^conyof whichold 
jHexander fed his Eyes with the Pomp and Splendor 
of his Son's Entry. As foon as he came to the Por- 
pco erf St. Peter's, his Hohnefs retired to the Cham- 
ber del FapagaUoy where he had appointed to give 
fiorgia a publick Audience. Thither Jlexander or- 
tiered to be brought five Culhions of Gold Brocade, 
one was placed on the Throne, where hjmfelf was 
fcated, another under his Feet, and three others were 
laid in order near the Foot-ftool of the Throne ; then 
jhe Doors of the Apartment were thrown open, at 
which the Foreign Minifters, with the chief Nobility 
And Generals of the Army, were allowed to enter : The 
Pope being ready to receive his Son, Borgia entered 
iJje Chamber of Audience between two Cardinals ; and 
€Mi his Approach to the Papal Throne he bowed very 
low, and Kneeled ; after which. Silence being com- 
manded, he made the following Speech : 

* Here am I come. Holy Father, with dutifiil Re- 

* verence, and the higheft Marks of Affeftion, to kife

\ for fo doing. On our Part, as Compenfarion for

t npurs and Favours ; for the Holy See wants not 
t Dominions and Riches to make her great, but 

* Princes, who Ihall acknowledge their own Great- 
( nefs, as proceeding from her, that fo they may the 
^ better procure a Veneration for her from others ; 
f fuch a one we will you to be, and accordingly ftiati 

* furnifli you with AHlftance for that End, in fpight 

* of thofc who feem lefs dutiful, in proportion as 
1 their Obligations to us are the greater.'' 

After this Valmtinoh kiffed both the Pope*-s Feet, and 
his Hands and Mouth, and then the Ambafladors and 
the reft of the Nobility were permitted to touch with 
their Lips the Crbfs on his Holinefs's Slipper. 

His Holinefs did not forget to perform- what ke 
had promifed in his Anf^yer 'to his Son's Speech, 
and accordingly granted him fuch Favours as he re- 
quefted. This, joined with the Succets which had 
lately attended him, fo puffed up the Duke, that 
he imagined himfelf inferior to none of the Cffars 
among the Remans, Accordingly he affumed the 
Motto, Jui Csefar, au^ nihil; and in the great 
Market-place, Nofuona, he ordered a Representation 
of the Triumphs of Julius, Gefar to be made with 
twelve very grand Chariots, nobly adorned with Tro- 
phies after the Manner of the Antients, wherein, 
in the laft of thofe Chariots he rode, drefled in fo 
pompous a Manner, and with fuch a vaft Number of 
Attendants on Foot, that nothing could reprefent one 
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t)f their Triumphs better, which was as near to the 
Defcription, that the Latin Authors give thereof, as 
can poflibly be imagined. 

But Borgia's Sun-ihine of good Fortune was foon 
ihaded, by his nexc Train of Proceedings. Hf had 
not been long in Rome hefbre he turned his Rage 
upon the chiefcfl: Families there, beginning with the 
noble Family of the Gaeiani, who were in PofTeffion 
of great Eftates in the Country of the Felai, putting 
to death Honorato and Cola Gaetani -, next he fell up- 
on the Coloma's Family, and, having difpoflefled 
them of their I-ands, forced them to fly to Si- 
citfi where they were received with great Refpeftj 
but, thinking to do the fame to the Urfini, he was dif- 
appointed -, for they, having entered into aLcague with 
other Rinccs, and raifed an Army for their Defence, 
encountered Borgia., entirely defeated him, and foon 
forced this bloody-minded Prince to fly, in his Turn, 
to imola ■, where the Pope, being furprized at this un- 
expefted Dilafter, had recourfe to his old Rcfiigc, Difr 
fimulation, offering the Confederates fuch Conditions 
that they themfelves, fuccefsful as they were, could 
hwdly «£pe<S j and, having thus lulled them aQeep, 
and made them lay down their Arms, in the mean 
while perfidious Borgia recovered himfelf, got a new 
Army, fell upon them moft cruelly, put fome to 
death, others he baniftied, and, in a Word, ufcd all 
the barbarous Means his wicked Heart coul^ invent 
to effeft their Deftniftion.

out of his Dominions, who, to enjoy their Liberty, 
^ve him great Sums of Money ; aiud, all this b»ng 
jtoo little, he fold divers Cardinals Caps, and at laQ: 
came to the Refolution of difpatching by Poifbn the 
rkheft Prelates of his Court, and amongft them fome 
yery rich Cardinals, whofe Eflates he intended t<> 
make himfelf Mafter of, in order to fatiate the in- 
human Greedinefs of his Son. All this while the old 
Debauchee, the Father, was taking his Delight in the 
Arms of the famous Courtefan before fpoken of; at 
the feme time receiving the News of his Son's Cruel- 
tics with the urmofl: Joy and Satisfaction : But, before 
Jkxander could put his direful Scheme in Ejtecution, 
(lie Year 1499 "Spired, and the enftiing Year the 
tope was otlierwife employed. 

Let us now return home, ipeak of 

E»glan3 /wry » 500, which proved faul to two Arch- 
Ccouand, ijco. bifhops iuid three Bifhops in E/fgiandp 
who all died in a httle Time of ead^ 
pther, namely, 

I. Tbemas Retberbam, Ardibjfiiop of Tork^ died 
p. his Palace of Cawood, in the Mbpth oi Miff, aged 
76, and was biiried in a Mfirble Tomb in (he Cathe- 
dial at Tork. This greai Prelate, generally callai 
^"1:0/, was educated at Rotberam in Torkjbirey and frcwg 
thence removed to Kiug^s Celine m Cambridge, where 
in proper Time he was made one of the Fellows of 
the College, then Cl^aplain to King Edward the IVth, 
and Keeper of the Privy Seal 1 afterwards Biihop of 
Rocbefter^ from thence tranflated to Lincoln, and mere 
he cfMitinucd nine Years ; bdng efteemed a Man of 
great Wifdom, King Edward alfo preferred him tp 
the high OiHce of Lord Chancellor, (which he enjoy- 
' ed 
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rd till that King's Death) and, laftly, to the Archbi- 
ihoprick of ToTk : He ercfted a Colfcge at Retheram, 
and dedicated it to the Name of Jefus^ which con- 
flfteid of a Provoft, five Priefts, fix Chorifters, three 
Schoohnaftere, one for fingrng, a fecond for Grammar, 
and a third for Writing : He gave a rich Mitre to 
fte Church of 2flri, was at great Expences in repair- 
ing and beautifying the different Palaces belonging 
to his Sec. Thomas Savagiy Bifhop' of London, fuc- 
ceeded him, whereupon Dr. UUUam ff^arham was pro- 
moted to Ijondon in his ftead. This laft-mentioncd 
Prelate was now greatly in Favour with the King. 

2 . Joba j^cock, Biihop of Ely, died alfo in the Month 
erf" flSef, and was fucceeded by Richard Redman M^ 
cock. Finding the Monaft:ery of St. Redigond was dc^ 
fcrttd by the Nuns, and run to Ruin, he convened 
it into a College about the Year 1446 ; he alfo laid 
out great Sums of Money in new Buildings, both at 
his Palaces In London and in the Country. 

3. John Motion, Cardinal, Archbilhop of Cante/- 
huTj, Lord High Chancellor, and Prime Minifter trf 
Kii^ Hemy the Vllth, died at Enoll tho i6th oiOSIo^ 
her, who was Son of Aidrew Morton, of St. Jbtdrew^^y 
MiS>oum in Dorfetjhire, and educated firft at Com Ah~ 
hryt then at Baliol CoUege, Oxford, whei-e he com-^ 
menced Doftor of Laws, Anm 1446, and was that 
Year Vice-chancellor of the Univcrfity, and Mode- 
rawr of the Civil Law School, j^mw i^^si ^'^ ^~ 
came Head of Peckwaier-itm, afterwards Advocate in 
the Prerogative Court of Cmterbury, and, being taken 
notice of by Archbiihop Bbitrchier, he was made Pre- 
bendary of For^/«|-/(7K and Watbrington in Sarum; then, 
applying himfelf to Court, he grew in Favour with K. 
EatBord the IVth, who preferred him to be Matter of 
the Rolls in 1473, being alfo at that time ReAor of 
St. Dunfian's in theWeft : In 1 474 he was created Arch- 
(fcacon of IVincbefter, and, on the Death of ff^Iliam 
^<5V, clcdcdBifliopofi:^,thc8thof^X-H78. This

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great and renowned Prelate and Statefman, by faisWHI 
gave * To his Church of £^ a moft valuable Crofierj 

* and a Silver Mitre gilt j founded a Chantry in the 

* Church ofBesr^ and left Exhibitions to be divided be- 

* tween twenty poor Scholars in Oxford and Camhridgi. 
' To his Church of Canterbury he was a very great Bc- 

* nefad:or, prefenting it with eighty Copes for Priefts, 

* Deacons, and Sub-deacons» richly embtoidcred with 

* Gold, with this Mottowrought in them, Deojitgrati- 
' arum aSia j he likewife gave a Hearfe-cloth of bladt 
' BiffeembroideredwithGold, and was at great Expence 
' inpardybuildingtheLanthom-tower in themiddieof 

* the Church.' His Grace built grear Part oi Lawbetb 
Palace, beiides laying out large Sums in repairing the 
<)ther Palaces belonging to his See^ which were very 
much decayed ; and intended further Ads of Muni&- 
cence, had he not been prevented by Death in a good 
old Age. He was buried in the Cathedral Church of 
CmteritirftVfhsre a magnificent Shrine is ercded to his 
Memory, and fucceeded by t)r. Dean, Bifhop of Bangor. 

Hiftofians agree, that Cardinal Morton was a mfe 
Man, and an excellent Orator, tho' morofe and haugh- 
ty in his Nature, but much admired and applauded 
by the King. ' It may be for this Reafon only, lays 
one of them, * that he was envied by the Nobility, 

* and hated by the People, who feldom or ever love 

* a Favourite.' 

On the other hand, it has been juftly obferved fay a 
learned Gentleman, * That Power, without Poliieneis 
' and Complacency, is at beft diftalleful, often hated i 

* amiable when it knows how to condefccnd. It is 

* thus that Men in high Stations avoid Envy from 

* fuch as Itand below them ; he who" cannot rife to 
' their Heighth, finds a fort of Retaliation, and 
' Amends in their coming down to him. No Man is 

* pleafed with a Behaviour that renders him con- 

* cemptablc. To make us think well of ourfelves, 

* by another's (hewing us wc arc well thought of by 

' him,- 
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* him, is a generous and artful Civility, a LcfTon 

* which ftately and rebuking Men want to learn. A 

* mean Man of great Quality and Figure (for fuel} 
' Incongruities we often meet with) teaches others to 

* fcom him, by his fliewing he fcoms them. Affa- 
' bility therefore, accompanied with good Senle, 
' which always guards it from exceeding, is the An 

* of keeping great Splendor from growing ofFenfive

Thef& Sentiments are certainly very pithy and julj. 

The* feveral Objeftions were raifod both againft the ~ 

Cardinal »id his Adminiflratidn, it is allowed by his 

Enemies, that (EmpfoJt and Dudley, wiio the King em- 

jJoyed aifser his Death, continuing fuch a Scene of 

Oppreflion) the People in general wifhed Morton 

alive again : They then faw, when it was too lace, 

the Difference between a Minifter who attempered 

the King's Nature, and kept him a^ much as he 

could from extorting Money of his Subjefts, and 

from thofe whofe only Study it was to devife new 

Ways for raifmg Loans, without refpeft to Per* 

fons. 

Thus obferves the above Author, * That Men do 

not eafilydifcem good Qualities and Intentions in 

one to whom they do not wilh well. All Men^ even 

thofc of the moft unexceptionable Charafters, are 

apt to form their Judgment over-liaftily, when their 

Paffions are warmed -, and from this Caufe it has 

often proceeded, that the inevitable Misfortunes 

of Times and Accidents have been charged upon 

fiich, whofe Intereft and Study it was to prevent 

them. This is one of the Evils and Uneafineffes 

infeparably attending every Adminiftration. When 

a State is under heavy Burthens and DifficuItieSj the 

Means to fupport it will be almoft always p ropor- 

tionably hcaVy : And as whatever proves heavy*, 

however neceirary, is eafily called Oppreflion j fo

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' the Hand which adminifters a Remedy may, mecrly 
' becaufe it is felt, be as eafily ftUed oppreflive.* 

4. "Thomas Juan^ Bifhop of Norwich^ died on the 
2d of November ; but we do not find any Thing re- 
markable in relation to this Prelate, who was fucceed- 
ed in his See by Richard Nieu. 

5. Thomas Lajtgton, Bilhop of Wincbejler, alfo died 
in this Month : The chief Prefent he made to the 
Church was a fine Silver Cup gilt, with a Ijitin In- 
fcription, weighing fixty-feven Ounces ; and he was 
fucceedcd by that great Divine and Statefman, Fox, 
then Bifhop of Durham. 

Lord DaHvbeney, Lord High Treafurer, alfo died in 
December following, and was fucceeded by the Earl 
of 5«rr7, who was then got h greatly in the King's 
Efteem, that there arofe an Emulation between this 
Nobleman and Bilhop Fox, which fliould gain moll 
the King's Favour. 

The Lofs of thefe Prelates, and a Lord High 
Treafurer were not the only Misfortunes tPiat attended 
England this Year 1 for we find two others, the one 
was the burning down the Palace of SbeitUy fituatc on 
the Bank of the Thames, in which a lat^ Quantity 
of rich Furniture was confumed ; but the King foon 
raifed a magnificent one out of its Ruins, and gave 
it the Name of Ricbmend, from the Honour of that 
Name in Torkjhire, with which, when Prince, he was 
inverted. This Palace Henry the Vlllth gave Wolfty 
for his Refidencc, on the Cardinal's prefenting his 
Majefty with that noble Strufture he had built at 
Hampton-court. 

There is now little more of the old Palace re- 
maining, than what is inhabited by a moft accom- 
plilhed Nobleman, the Right Honourable the Earl of 
Cbolmondeley, and Lewis U^ay, Efqj and a Gate-way, 
over which flill appears the Arms of Ei^land. The 
fine Green before it was railed in at the Expence of 
the late renowned Queca Carolina. 

Here 
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HcM it was that the moft noble Prince Edward the 
Hd died of Grief, for the L06 of his wariike Son, 
which was fuch an Affliftion to him, as was not to 
be conquered even by .Confolation itfelf : And in- 
deed England had juftf.Occafion to forrow ; for, in 
■ the Space of one Year, it was entirely bereaved of 
its two great Matters in Military Difcipline and un- 
tainted Valour ; both thefe Princes carried their con- 
quering Swords thro' France, and left fuch a Terror 
tin that Kingdom, as might defervedly give the Fa- 
ther, with j^rochus, the Name of ^tbu^erbolt, and 
j^ die Son, with Pyrrbas., that of an Eagle. 
f In this Place was interred Jnn, Wife of King 
f Richard the lid. Sifter to fVeazelaus the Emperor, and 
! Daughter to the Emperor Charles the IVth. She was 
\ the firft that taught the Englijh Women the Way of 
j Riding on Hoifeback that is now in Ufe, their 
I Cuftom before being to ride a-ftride, like the Men, 
I Her Hmband laid her Death fo much to heart, and 
I mourned lb immoderately, that he even abhorred and 
I abandoned the Houfe : But Hemy the Vth took a 
j Liking to it, and beautified the Palace with new 
I Buildings, fo that Henry the Vllth received it in a 
flouriOiing Condition.

He frequently changed his Rcfidence, and at 
laft relblved to take his Family to Qdais, till the 
Itoiger was over. 

Upon his Arrival there thcArch-dukePii/^fentAm-

The 
Arch-duke called the King his Patron and Father, as 
appears by his Majefly*s Letter to the Lord Mayor 
of Lsxdan, wherein he acquaints him with the Sub- 
fiance of what pafied at the Interview. 

Before the End of Septeirtber-, the Plague ceafmg, 
floW7 fet out with his Court for England^ where he 
arrived in good Health. 

Our Sovereign had not been long returned, before 
he bethought himfelf of finding out fome new 
Scheme to raife Money jrom his Subjc<fi:s, notwith- 
fianding they had been juft before miferably harraSed 
fey the Pl^ue ; but, as he was at Peace with all the 
"World, he had no Pretence to demand of his Parlia- 
ment new Subfidies, therefore other Methods were 
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to be devifed. Perkjn Warbeck^s Affiiir was a plenti- 
ful Fountain, which was not yet exhaufted : Tho* the 
Commiffion he had given regarded properly fuch only 
as had been in Arms againft him, and the Conunif- 
fioners had fo well executed their Truft as to bring to 
hb Coffers large Sums ; yet he was not ladled, 
but iffued a ftcond CommifEon, directed to ilic 
former Commiffioners, wherein Notice was taken, 
that all Perfons, who had any way adhered ta 
Warbecky were ftill liable to the Rigour of the Law ; 
but the King, in his great Clemency, was ready to 
grant them a Pardon, on Condition that they paid 
proper Fines. Upon this the Commifiioners caufed 
kttti Inqueft to be taken of thofe that affifted Mi- 
chael the Farrier, one of the Authors of the firft Cor- 
nifii Rebellion^ and Warheck the Impoftor, having 
a Power, even where the Panics that had tranfgrefled 
were dead, to fell their Eftates, if the Heirs reflifed 
to make a reafonable Compofidon. 

It was obferved upon ihb Occafion, that, if the 
King had been favourable to th& Rebels, during the 
Troubles, it was only out of fear of driving them to 
delpciate Meafures, while they were yet heated, fince 
he (pared them not, as foon as he believed them to 
be no longer dangerous : And, tho' Mbrtm was ac- 
cufed as being the Author of thefe Oppreffions, yet, 
after the Cardinal's Death, it was plainly perceived, 
that the Accufarion was falfe, and chat they fprung 
from the King him'felf. 

When Princes under Colour of Law put Hard- 
fliips on Particulars, a Remedy is to be fought Sram 
the Law ■, and when the Law, fairly adminiftered, 
will afford none, the People will acquiefce j or, if 
they blame any thing, they will blame the Law ; and 
when they fuffer not by Law, but from meer Vio- 
lence, they will have recourfe to Violence ; much Pro- 
vocadon, fome Mana^ment, and a skilful Leader will 
find or laifeiomc Spirit in them, often enough to ac- 
compUlb 
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compUAi great Revolutions ; wimefs Sicify imder the 
Fretuby Switzerland under the Yoke of ./A^a, the 
Low Cetmtries under that of Spain, and our own 
Nation under fomc of our Princes -, fo that it is 
not furprizing, that Hemj had, almoft throu^ his 
Iffhole Reign, Plots and Rebellions formed and raifed 
againft him, confidcring the oppreflive Treatment 
tlw Pec^le from time to time met with under his 
Government. 

Soon after the Cbndufion of the Peace between 
Ettgland and Scotland, the Mtnifters of both King- 
doms proceeded to fctdc the Marriage Articles be- 
tween James and Margaret, which were approved of 
by their refpedive Nfaftcrs. As the Princefi Marga- 
ret was then only between ten and eleven Years old, 
the Confummation was delayed till three Years after, 
when it was accordingly performed, as we Ihall re- 
late in proper Time. 

During thefe Tranfa£Hons Mr. fVelfey continued at 
Oxford, very ufefiilly employed in his School and 
the College, where he every Day gained more and 
more Repuadon, as well for his Ixaming, as governing 
the School, and inftruiling the Youth committed to 
his Care ; but, as he was preferred to a living before 
the End of DKemher riiis Year, he left the Univer- 
iity and repaired to his Cure, where we fball for the 
prefent leave him. 

■ This proved a Year of general Joy 

o/^Au^iaea St. ^^^^ Philip's Lady was delivered of a 
MatthiatV Dof. Son and Heir, in the City of Gbertt, on 
St. Matthias'^ Day, whom they named 
Charles, and who afterwards became the famous Em- 
peror Charles the Vth. 

The Citizens of Ghent, to exprefs their Joy upon 
die Krth of this Prince, biiilt a Gallery, reaching 
from the Fahcc to the Church of Sx.Jelm, being 

three 
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three thoufand feven hundred Feet in Length, and 
feven in Breadth, fupported by ftately Pillars, with 
forty triumphal Arches, every \. one bearing the 
Name of a Kingdom or State the new-bom Infant 
was likely to be Heir to, thro* wliich he was carried to 
be chriftened. 

Aifian Fhrentirte (a Mao of low EJttraftion, but 
had raifed himfelf by his Virtue,- and at laft arrived 
to be Pope) was made Preceptor to Prince CharUs 
when feven Years of Age* but Adrian could not pre- 
vail on him to apply to Learning, for his Inclination 
was alt6gether bent upon Arms. JVilliam de Cray, his 
Governor, is faid to' have indulged his Humour too 
tnuch, in order to gain his A0ei5tion, inciting him to 
read the Hiftories of France and Spain only in their 
refpeftive Languages, in an old uncouth Stile. 

However, Charles fpoke Fletnijh^ High-dutch and 
Italian well, and Spanijh but indifferently, rill he was 
arrived at Man's Eftate ; he underftood very little Lof- 
tin, which he often found the Want of. His youthful 
Exercifes, befidcs handling the Weapons, were Wre- 
ftling. Tennis, Hunting, and all that inured the Body 
to Hardihip, and made it fit for War, 

Afffjfwf^ Prince o( Spain, died foon after (3?af!ej was 
bom, fo that the Right of Succeflion devolved OA 
Uie Princefs Jane, (fecond Daughter to Ferdinand and 
I/aklla, King and Queen of Spain) Wife to Arch-duke 
Philip, and Mother to Prince Charles. 

His Holinefs was very bufy at ^' P-^^^s tti- 
i2««i? this Spring, in celebraring the "'•^'Sj <" Rome 
Grand Jubilee, and delivering Par- ^w'^'S'*' 
dons and Indulgences to fuch of the 
FaithAil as had large Sums to purchafe them ; anj 
jSexander was fo lavilh of his Favours, that he granted 
a Jubilee not only to thofe that came to Rome, bu^ 
even to fuch as could not, or would not come, oii 
their paying a valuable Confiderationt 

H h To 
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To gjve an Idea of the chief Ceremonies of a Ju- 
bilee, we ihall obferve, that there are fqren principal 
Churches at Romey where Pardons are to be had ; and 
every one of thefc Churches have at leaft one falfc 
Gateway nude up with Brick, called the Hofy Gate, 
which is never opened but in the Jubilee Year. The 
Pope goes to St. Peter's Cathedral in an Ann-chair, 
carried by four Men cloathed in red ; when he comes 
to the Holy Gate he ufes the Words in the xxivth 
Pfalm, Verfe 9, Liftupyeur Heads, O ye Gates ! Szc. 
and gives one Stroke with a Golden Hammer, on 
which the Wall (fo contrived that the leaft Blow may 
bring it down) immediately falls, and all enter that 
have a mind to have the Benefit of the Jubilee. There 
is always fuch a Concourfc of People on this Occafi- 
on, that never was a Jubilee but fome of them were ■ 
fuffocated and trod to Death ; yet the Zeal of the 
People is fo extraordinary, efpecially of the Vulgar, 
that they will not leave behind the leaft Part of the holy 
Materials that made up the Gate, but each carries 
ibmcwhat to his refpeiftive Country for a Reli<5h 

■ Alexander (hewed plainly what Authority he took 
upon him, as well in Heaven, Pur^tory, and Hell, 
for in the Jubilee Bull, concerning the Pilgrims that 
ihould die in their Journey to Reme, he lays, ' We 

■ grant, that, if they die truly confeffed, they fhould 

* be free and abfolved from all Sins whatfoever ; and 

* over and above this, We abfolucely command the 

* Angels, that they place their Souls in Paradife, en- 

* tirely exempt from Pulsatory.' And in another 
Bull he lays, ' Our Pleafure is, that the Pains of Hell 

* do not afHift them in any wife whatfoever.* And 
in another Place granted, to thofe that took upc»i 
them the Crofs in the Hofy Landj ' That each of them 

* fliould ia-vc Power to bring out of Fuigatwy 
■ two or three Souls, fuch as they pleafed.* 

Having thus liberally beftowed ms Indulgences^ he 
ieot Commimoners to aU the States of Chriflxndom 
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XQ colleft in the Money that fhould arifc by the Ju- 
biiec, and the Commiflioner appointed ior England 
was Jafier Pens, a Spaniard, who wifely executed his 
Commiffion without Nojfe or Scandal, and carried a 
large Sum of Money home to his Mafter : He alfo 
was charged with another AlFair, (that fcemed of great 
Moment, but tended alfo only to fill the Pope's Cof- 
fers) which was to acquaint the King, * That the 

* Pope was refolved to publifh a Crufade againft the 
■ Titrhi that therefore, as had been agreed with their 
' reipeftive Ambaffadors, the Hungariatu, PeUmians^ 

* and Bebemans were to make War upon the Turks in 

* Thrace, the French and Spaniards in Greece, and him- 

* ftlfi the King of Engiaiui, the Venetians, and Prihccs 
' of Itaif, who were moft powerfiil at Sea, to attack 

* Conftantinople : That in confequence of this Refolu- 

* tion he had fent Nuncio's to all the Courts, to ex- 

* hort their Sovereigns amicably to end their private 

* Quarrels, that all the Forces of Chriftendom might 

* be united for fo pious an Undertaking.* 

But Alexander was too well known to be thought 
to a£t only from a Motive of Reli^on and Zeal . 
for the Glory of God ■, confequently every one 
few, that the fole Defign of the Crufade was to colleft 
Trcafure by voluntary Contributions, as well from pri- 
vate Perfons as Sovereigns. However, Henry, un- 
willing to (hew his Diflike of this Projeft, tho' pro- 
bably it might meet with Obftacles enough elfewhere, 
told the Nuncio, * That no Prince in Chriftendom 

* fliould be more zealous than himfelf to promote 

* this Eicpedition for the Glory of God, and the 

* Good of the Church : That, as his Dominions were 

* fo remote from Cot^antinopk, as he had no Galleys, 

* and as his Mariners were not fufliciently acquainted 

* with the Mediterranean Sea, he judged it more 

* proper, that the Kings of France and Spain Ihould 

* accompany his Hohnefs by Sea, whereby not only 

* all Things would be fooner ready, but die Jealoufy 

Hh a t wifely 
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' wifely avoided, which would infallibly rife between 
^ thofe two Morarchs, in cafe they fhould march to- 

* gether by Land without a Superior : That for his 
' Fart, he would freely contribute both Men and 
f Money towards the Undertaking ; and, if the Kings 

* oi France and S^ain fhould refufe to accompany 

* the Pope, he would go himfctf and command un- 

* der him, provided all Differences betweetTthe Chn- 

* ftian Princes were firft appeafed, (which he fhould 

* not obftrutft, fince he was in Peace with all the 

* World) and feme good Tpwns on the Coaft of 

* Italy were put into his Htwds for a Retreat in 

* cafe of Neceflity.' 

Thfc Pope eafily perceived the Meaning of this 
Anfwer, and, as the reft of the Princes probably re- 
turned the like, the Crufade vanilhed into Air. Mean 
while the King, to difplay his Zeal, appointed Am» 
bafladors to go to Rome to treat with thePope coh- 
Conceming that Affair ; but it does not appear whe- 
ther thofe Ambafladors ever went from i>K(ij». Henry'i 
Anfwer being made publick, the Knights of Rhodes 
pleifted him Proteftor of their Order, imagining no 
Prince in Chriftendotn was pore jealous than he 
for Religion, 

■ Now to return to ^Slan ; The People 

S",i ^1"""'^ of that Dutchy were divided into Par- 
MilMi- "^^5' the one caUed GuelphtSy and the 

other Gihelines, (fomething like our Par-r 
ties of ffliigs and Tories in England) the former was 
the moft numerous, tho' the leaft regarded in ASJan. 
As to the Governor, it manlfcftly appeared on feveraJ 
Occafions, that his Inclination fbiely run in favour of 
the latter. It happened, that a Parcel of Butchers, of 
the Guelpbes Party, making fome Difficulty to pay a 
Tax the King had not impofed, only permitted, 
■ Mutiny arofe % aid the Governor, inftead of 
ordering the Guilty to be feized, killed fome of the 
Mutineers w^th his own H^^id. Tjiis, Joined to the 

jntoler- 



intoleiable Ptide tvich vhich he goyemed the Dutchy, 
drew upon him the Hatred - of the People, and fori 
waided the Execution of the Gi^elines E)e£gnof R&f 
vplting. 

lMdo%iiCyhem% veil infpmied of all chefe Particu- 
jars, and having, fince his Retreat, got a Body of 
Forces leather, immediately muftered his Army, 
(conTifting of Bfteen hundred Men at Anns, Burgun- 
i£«u,and twelve thoufand Svotfs) re-entered his Duichy, 
^nd marched towards Coma, of which he quickly made 
himfelf Matter. 

- The Gibelines in Milan, as foon as they heard he 
W4S in the Neighbourhood, took Arms, and was 
feconded by the Townfmen. On the 2d of f*- 
iruaty, Trrvulea was beficged in the Town-houfe, 
where he defended himfelf for a Time, notwithftand- 
ing the fmall Number he had with him ; and at laft 
iffued out with his Battle-ax in his Hand, courage- 
oudy fight his Way through, and got fafe into the 
Caftle. 

Upon holding a Council of War in the Caftle 
it was agreed, that the Place was capable of hold- 
ing out for fome time, that the Governor ihould , 
Dot confine himfelf thcic, but immediately depart^ 
and provide for other Places, which aocordingly he 
did, with four hundred Men entering Novara, and 
(iQivii^ed others to Mortara. 

No fooner had the Governor quitted ?SUm, but 
the IXike marched into it, where he was received with 
more Joy than had been expreffed on his DepMtufe 
five or fix Months before ; at the fame time feveral 
Other Places funendering to Zjtdavic, he was in a lair 
Way of ibon pofiefling himfelf of the whole Dutchy.' 
Duke Ludovic fent the Emperor and other Princes, 
who had declared for hitn, an Account of the happy 
Succefs of his Enterprize, and defired Succours of 
(hem i but only Ibmc Princes of little Confequence 
ftude any haSiQ tq comply with his Pefire : How- 
ever, 
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ever, he proceeded with Refulution and Vigour, and, 
- having left fome Forces to block up the Caftle of 
Milan, went himfelf w lay Siege to Novara. This 
Town, after a vigorous Defence for fome Days, was 
(^liged to capitulate ; after which he befieged the 
Caftle. 

This Flow of Fortune did not ran very long in 
Ludevic's Favour, before Ljwis was informed of what 
had pafled at Milan^ who loft no Time, but g^ve 
Orders to march Forces into Iti^ were fo expedi- 
rioufly executed, that, in the Be^nningof /^/, ten 
thoufand Swifsy levied by the fUilifF of Dijon, fix 
thoufand Frencb Infantry, and one thoufand five hun- 
dred Men at Anns, widi all their Equip^e, were 
drawn t(^ether under Mortera. Lewis dt la TremcviUe 
was made General of this Army, and the Cardinal 
jyAmhoife came Mmfelf to Vereeil^ to fee more per* 
fe6tly how Affairs flxxxJ. 

La Trmaville marched inunediately to Novaraj un- 
der Prerence of raifing the Siege of the CaftJe, but 
in reality upoh a more important Defign, viz. to 
feize D^ievic by the Treachery of the Swifs in his 
Army, whofe Officers the Bailiff of Dijon had giuned 
over. By their Advice alfo the French Cavalry fpread 
themfelves along the Banks of the Tefin, to hinder 
eight thoufand Italian Foot and four thoufand Horfe 
from joining Ludevic, who,-having fome Sufpicion of 
a, Correfpondence between his Swifs and the French., 
had fent for the Troops he had left before the Caftle 
of Milan. 

As foon as the Frmcb Army came near Novara, 
^e S'Ufifs, of whom the Garrifon of that Place moft- 
ly confifted, mutinied, under Pretence of not having 
^eir Fay, and Ludevic did all that he could: to ap- 
pcafe them, and promifed to pay diem out of the 
Money that he was to receive from ASlan. This 
RT>mife fecmed to quiet them ; but, when he Dro- 
poff to marc)i ag^nft the French and give them Bat- 
tle, 
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tie, dic7 refufed, and the Chief of the Swifs Officers 
told him, *That there being a great Number of 5«wyj 

* in the French Army, they could not fight againft 

* them without the emrefs Confent of the Cantons i 

* and that, to avoid imbruing their Hands in the 
' Blood of their Countrymen, Relations, and Bre- 
' thren, they were refolvod to return back to their 

* own Country.*, 

This Anfwer fully convinced Ln^ic, that he was 
betr^ed ; he made ufe of Entreaties, Fromifes, and 
evenTeais, to diffuade them from their Defign, tho' to 
no Putpofe : At lafl he only be^ed them, by way 
of Favour, not to abandon him to the Fury of his 
Enemies, but conduct him into a Place of Secu- 
rity, from whence he might difmife them, if they 
ftill perftfted on quitting his Service : This they alio 
abfolutely refijfed, and told him, * That he had no 

* other Way bwt to blend himfelf with them, and 

* by that Means make his Efcape, if he could/ That 
being the only Expedient remaining for him, he 
agreed, and the Swi/s^ having Leave of Lewis de la- 
Tremaville to return home, began to file off in fight 
of the French Army } and the Generals, carefiilly ex- 
amining their Faces, difcovered Ludevic, armed and 
drclTed like a Swifsj and feized both him and his 
principal Officers, Jpril loth, of whom no doubt the 
treacherous Swifi had given previous Notic*;. Ludo' 
vie was immediately carried into France^ and impri- 
foned in the Cafile of Laches^ where he died about 
the Year 1510. The Taking of him gave rife to 
this Proverb in France^ U a etipris cemmek mauret 
He was taken as the Mwr, a Nickname ^vcn him 
from the BlackneG of his Complexion. 

Such was the Fate of this Duke, who deferred no 
better, having uTurped the Dutchy of Mtlan from his 
Nephew, whom he poifoned, committed many 
Treachciiies againft Francey and baffled his Neigh- 
bours, Ailics, and Enemies. 

Ijidovi^i 
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Ludovic's "being taken was the decifivc Stroke of 
the Milanefe War ; his Brother, Cardinal Afcanio, fled, 
and was ftopt at EJvolta in the Plaifantitie by the Ve- 
netians, for whom the King immediately fent MeOen- 
gere, tho' he foon after fet him at Liberty in regard to 
his Dignity j but ZWaf/f's two Sons fled to the Em- 
peror's Court. Ail the Milanefe fubmitted, and 
Charles D'Jmhife, High Steward of France, and Bro- 
ther to the Cardinal of that Name, was made Gover- 
nor, in the room of TrivuUa, the King now being fiilly 
convinced of his Error, in giving that Command to 
die latter. 

This Revolt of the People of JW/im coft thor 
Metropolis the Heads of ten or twelve of ihci^ 
Chiefs, befidcs the Sum of two hundred thoufand 
Crowns ; and on Hefy Friday, a Day of Mercy, Car- 
dinal D'jltftboife received the Jmenda honorable of the 
Rebels in the Town-hall, and pardoned their Crime 
in the Name of the King. The other Cities were 
taxed fo favourably, that it Teemed rather a Subfidy 
than Punilhment. 

The War being ended, the Swifs Forces that wert; 
in the French Service returned home j but in theii' 
March feized on the City of Bellinzonne, which (huts

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This Treaty was confirmed by Ferdinand on the 
1 1 th of NovnTnher at Granada. 
One of the French Writers affirms, * That there 

* was nothing in the Treaty to caft an Odium on the 

* French, by reafon of the Hoftihties which continued 

* between the Subjeds of NapUt and thofe of France ; 
' but the Cafe was different in refpedt to Spain, which 

* had always fupported Frederick and his Predeceflbrs, 

* lb that there was need of fome apparent Motives 

* for this Change i that of Religion and the Defence 

* of the Church was then, and has been ever fincc 

* advantageoufiy applied by thofe Monarchs. Ferdi- 
' nand therefore entered into Manifefto's, which he 

* publiihed upon this Occafion ■,' and one of the 
Caufes ailedged in the Declaration of War againft 
Frederick was, ' For that he had made a League with 

* the Turks againft the Chrijlians, meaning the French 
_ ' and f^enetiansy when they tirfl; attacked the Duke of 

* Milan.' 

The Treaty between the two Kings remained a 
Secret till the Time they entred upon Aftion. As 
fbon as the Pope heard of this Treaty, he readily 
promifed to grant both Princes Affiftance in their 
intended Defigns, hoping thereby to augment the 
Power and Riches of his Son, the Dukede f^alestinois. 

The King had yet one Bar to remove, which rela- 
ted to the Emperor ; it was neceflary to make him 
his Friend at this Juncture, or at leaft to prevent 
his oppofing his Projefts ; the laft Point he carried 
by the following Means : Firft, he prefented Mw/- 
milian with a large Sum of Money, which he 
had always great Occafion for : And, fecondly, he 
propofed a Marriage between Clauda of France, and 
Charles of Jujiria bom this Year. The French Wri- 
ters fay, ' Maximilian Iwallowed the Bait, for which 
' he can only be excufed, by the Apprehenfions he 

* was under, that Lewis might fall upon his Son 

* PhiUp in the Lato Cofmtriet.* 

.-The 
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•The Apprehenfions in refpeft to the Emperor being 
removed, both Lewis 3X\d Ferdinand \a^ no iitnt^ but 
itnttiediately ordered their Forces to march. 

Mizerai fays, ' His King could have carried his 
* Point without the Afliftance of that politick Prince.' 
Be that as it will, as they had entred into a League 
to conquer Naples, and (hare it between ihcm, they 
accordingly fent their Troops into that Kingdom. 
Gonfahoy called the Great Caplain, being conftituted 
Ferdinands General, fet Sail from Malaga with a large 
Fleet, and a great Number of Forces which landed 
in Sicify, and went from thence with the Venetian 
Fleet to take the Ifle of Cephalonia, and returning af- 
terwards to Syracufe, there waited for new Orders from 
the King. 

His Arrival gave the King of Naples Joy rather 
than Difquiet, who depended very much upon Suc- 
cours from Spain, in cafe the King of France Ihould 
any ways difturb him in his Kingdom. He endea- 
voured alfo to divert the Tempeft by the Offers he 
made this Prince, whofe Preparations were not un- 
Icnown to him, and who amufed him without break- 
ing the Negotiation j but Matters did not continue 
long in fufpenfe : 

For, as foon as the King of Spain's Fleet was failed 
for Sicihf, the French fet Sail from Provence, under 
the Command of the Lord de Ravejiein, Governor of 
Genoa, and the Land Army, which was affetnbled in 
the Mihtnefe, marched towards the Kingdom of Na- 
ples, and was to be joined by the Forces of the Duke 
de Valentinois, who had fome time before made him- 
felf Mafter of Faenza. The Army of France was 
commanded by the Marflial lyjubigny, and the Count 
of Cajazza, who arrived at this Honour by the late 
Treachery he had (hewn to Ludovic. 

As foon as the French Army came within fight of 
■ Rome, the Amba(!adors of Frame and Spain obtained 
$n Audience of the Pope, in Prefence of the fa- 
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cred College, and notiBcd to him the Treaty mada 
between the two Kings, (of which the Pope hid been 
already well infonned) one of them denund^ng the 
Invelbture of the Kingdom of N^les for the King of 
France, his Maftcr, and the other that of Povtlle and 
Calahf^ for the' King of Spain ; their Requeft wa^ 
Impiediatcly granted, and the whole Secret difa>- 
^ered. 

Never did any Event caufc nwre Surprize than 
this, or afibrd more ample Matter of ReHedUon tor 
the Politicians ofTtfify, moft People blaming the King 
cf Frame's Imprudence, in adinitting the King of 
^patH within the Kingdom of Nta>lcs^ where the latter 
would keep Pofl*enion with much more £afe than the 
Other could doj (by means pf the Kingdom of Sfcify) 
^d from whence he would fooner or later drive out 
the Frmcb. The King of Spain they acqifed of 
Treachery, in proflituting the Confidence, which 
^ Prince of his Family had put in hinii to deprive 
him of his States, and throw hiin headlong down a 
Precipice, by pretending to fave him from it. 

Frederick King of NapUs was furprized whfn he 
found Ferdinand and Lewis were united with an Inttn- 
tion to conquer his Kingdom ; he faw \\e fliould foon 
be overwhelmed by two fuch fonnidable Powers, 
which it was abfolutcly impoflible for him to refift ; 
He had no other Way to take but to put the final! 
Number of Forces he had into hb Tbwos, and to 
^rpute the Ground with them as kmg as he was 
able. 

lyAi^ign^ was received |ntp N^lts t Q^ua s^id Gs- 
jeta held out for fome time, and then both furrender- 
•ed ', 4nd Frederick, who was retired into the Caftle 
Novo, feeing himfclf clofely befieged by D'^Af^ijfiiy, 
without any hopes pf Succour, 'vas obUged to capi- 
tulate. 

' The Fr-encb General alkiwed Frederick to withdi*w,

|o go where he pleafed, permitting him at the fame 
f imc to take any thing out of the Caftlcs of NapUsy 
except die Cannon belonging to darks the VlUth. 

It is very remarkable^ that within that fmall 
Illand, in wmch Frederick took fhelter, a deplorable 
Example of the accumulated Mlfety of old Ferdi' 
ttatid's Progeny was to be fecn at that Time: 
Firft of all, Frederick himfelf, now diveftcd of his 
iCingdoiPf with a numerous Family of Children, de^ 
ititute and unprovided for, and his eldefl: Son in z 
lielplels Condition, ihut up within Tarento. Here alfo 
vas Frederick's Sifter Beatrix^ who had been in a bar- 
barous Manner divorced ftom her Husband, IjidiflauSy 
King of Hungary ■, and IJdtella, Ducchefs of Milaii. 

On Frederick's Airival in Ifcbia, he began to thinfc 
jn what Manner to difpofe of himfelf and Family, 
beii^ now no better than an Exile in his own Coun- 
try i and, refle&ing on the barbarous Treatment he 
he had met with ft^m the Sfamfi} King, his Relation, 
^e denrmined, rather than to have any thing to do 
■with that Nation, to feek Proteftion and Safety from 
Jus very Eneinics : Therefore he fent to Lewis, de- 
filing a Safe-guatd for bringing him into France^ 
where he declared he intended to pals the reft of his 
Days, which Propolal was immediately accepted by 
the French King. Accordingly, Frederick, having 
left his Family in IfibiOy with Prejpero Oloma, (whQ 
had retired irom &me, to efcape ^ing into M&tan- 
4er^s Hands) embarked on board one of the five 
Gallies fent to convoy him, with which he arrived 
jafe in France ; and, as foon as he came there, Lewis ' 
received him moft gradoufly, and for his Support 
Ik had the Dutchy of v^«« as a Free Gift, with an 
^uiditional Revenue of thirty thoufand Ducats per 
J^mWH, which was paid Frederick to the Day of his 
t)eath, tho* the French were fome time after driven 
pat of N^es. The kind Treatment, Frederick met 
vicfa in R'auce, Cooa induced him to fetid Orders »>

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deliver up the Ifland of Ifebia to the French, which, 
tho' with fome Delay, was done. 

Whilft lyAubigvf was fo fuccefsfuily employed in 
executing the Oilers of the King of France, Gonfd- 
va, afting with no Icfs Application and good Fortune 
for the Intereft of his Prince, went to Calairta, where 
they almoft in every Place immediately fubmitted : 
He met with no Oppofition, except at Manfredma 
and Tarento, tho* it was not long before their Go- 
vernors capitulated too. One of the Conditions, for 
the Performance of which they required a particular 
Oath from Genfaho^ was, ' That he fhould give the 
' young Duke of Calabria, Son of Frederick the dc' 

* throned King of Naples, Liberty to withdraw to 

• whatever Place he thought proper ;' which, by a 
private Order from his Father, was to be into France \ 
but Gmfalvo, notwithftanding his Oath, fent him in* 
to Spain, where, by kind and benevolent Ufage, they 
endeavoured to mitigate the Severity of his bad For- 
tune, Such was the Fall of this uiih^ppy Branch <^ 
the, Houfe of Jrragon. 

On the other fide, the Duke de VaUnthets, was in 
the Purfuit of majdng himfelf Mafer of Piombino 
and Jpiano, jnftead of joining the French Army, and 
the Pope feized all the Towns and Territories of the 
Colotmas and SaueUi about Rume, which two Fatniliej 
had long been Enemies to that of Alexander. 

In the French Army there was a great Number 
of young Princes and Lords that went Vohmticrs, 
among whom Lewis, eldeft Son of the Duke of A&s/r 
pifier,'-9/zs one ; and it is related of him, that, going 
to pray to God over his Father's Tomb at PuxxeaU, 
refledting in his Thoughts upon the Miferics he had 
endured, and the deplorable Manner of his Death, 
his Blood was fo moved thereby, that it put him 
into a Fever, of which he died at Naples s which 
Inftance (hevt^ the Maxim not always true, ?%tf Zmvb 
defcends fironier fivm Parents to Cbildrat, than it reaf 
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wids from Childrm to Parents. With this melancholy 
Event we ftiall conclude the Year 1500. 

The long projeded Marriage of ike jiffam if 
Yrvasx. Arthur with Catherine, Princets Ergknd. 
iii ArragoUy Daughter of FiT<&wi»i/ and 'i°'' 

Ifahelky ttx)k Place this Year ; Ihe landed at Plymouth, 
October the 2d, and on the 14th of November the Nup- 
tials were Iblemnized, jlrtbur being fixteen Years of 
Age, and Catherine eighteen. After which there was 
a grand Entertainment, Sports, and all Recreations 
that befpoke a general Joy ; and in the Evening the 
Royal young Couple, with the ufual Ceremony, were 
put to bed. The next Morning (as the Servants about 
the Prince reported) he called for Drink, which not 
being accuftomed to do, one of the Gentlemen of his 
Privy-chamber asked him the Reafon of it ; to whom 
Jrtbur merrily anfwered, / heave been in the Midfl of 
Spain, which is a bet Country, and that makes me thirjiy. 

Speed fays, ' A grave old Lady lay between the 

* Bride and Bridegroom, to prevent any further Con- 
( • fummarion of the Marriage, in regard to Prince 

' Arthur's Youth.* But HoUingJbtad was of a very 
diflFcrent Opinion, who afferts, ' That the Marriage 

* was anally confummated.* 

At this Time the King was at Peace with all Eu- 
rope, and, having deftroyed his domeftick Enemies, 
aivd heaped up very confiderable Riches, it migiit 
be reafonably thought he had all he could defire 
in this World ; yet his Subjefts fared never the 
better : As his Avarice was infatiable, and he had 
now leifure to look about him, it puflied him ftill 
more upon getting of Money. 

He had raifed up, on the Death of Cardinal Mor- 
ton, two infamous Minifters, Sn Richard Empfon and 
EhitMd Dudley, who regardlefe of their own and the 
King's Reputation, fought only to gratify his miferly 
jfiumour, and devife new Means to fill his Cofiers. 

Edtmmd Dudley, Son of yeha. Dudlg, Efqj fecond 

Son 
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Son of^oAa LoitJ 2>«%, of Budity Cafile in Stafford- 
Jhire^ became a Student in the Univcrfity of Oxford 
about the Year 1478, went afterwards, as it feems, td 
Grafs-Inn in Holbwit., where he, in a ftiort time, be- 
came a Proficient in the Miaieipal Law. He ws 
firft Under-flieriff of London, and held it about fix 
Years, during which Time he got a full Knowledge 
of the Nature and Extent of the Pcnai Laws, and 
bufied himfelf greatly in enquiring after thofe who 
had incurred Forfeitures. When he was thus qualified 
he ingratiated himfalf at Court, and quitted his Of- 
fice to enter into the King's Service, and fi»on after 
he was elcAed Member of Parliament. He was alfo 
well-sldU'd in the Laws of the Land, and able td 
give a favourable Turn to the moft odious A6Hons. 

Empfon fprung from the Dregs of the People, be- 
ing the Son of a Sie^maker, who was fo little 
alhamed of any Injultice he committed, that he ufed 
to glory in Iniquity. Notwithftanding, the King 
looked upon him as a proper Perfon to be jointly 
employed with Dudley, and acc<wdingly they were 
conftituted Commiffioners of Forfeitures. 

No fooner were they entered upon their Office, but 
they immediately retained in their Service a Number 
of Perfons, in thofe Days called Promoters^ (known 
now by the Name of Informers) and had 3 Set of 
leading Jurors at Command, whereby they could have 
any thing found as they picafcd ; they fpared neithei* 
Great nor Small, not confidering whethcf the Penal 
Law was reafonable or not, in ufe or obfolete. 

As to Hemy, their Mafter, we do not find that he 
pardoned any Fines or Conlifclations ; on the contra- 
ry, where Money was to be had by a Forfeiture, he 
never pardoned, an Inftance of which we have in die 
Cafe of Lord Oxford, tho' he had done him the 
greateft Services both in War and Pcace^ 

The Ear], forgetting it was forbid by Aft 6f IV- 
liament to give Liveries to any but hu menial Ser- 

tantttf 
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vants, it fell out, when the King went to vifit the 
Earl at his Caftle, (where he was entertained with all 
poffible Magnificence) that his Majcfty at parting ob- 
ferved a Number of Men drefled in rith Liveries, 
ranged on both fides, to make a Lane for him, on 
which he turned about to the Earl and faid, ' My 
' Lord, I have heard much of your Splendor and 
■* Hofpitality, but I find they exceed all Report*, 

* thefe handfonne Gentlemen and Yeomen I fee on 

* both fides of me arc furc your Menial Servants.* 
The Earl fmiled Mid anfwered, ' That he did not 
' keep fo many Domefticks ; that thefe Men came 

* only to do him Honotir on extraordinary Occafions» 
' iuch as then offered.' The King, who was as di- 
ligent to find out a Forfeiture as his two Minifters to 
icvy it, flarted a little, and faid, ' By my Faith, my 

* Loid, I thank you for my good Cheer, but I mult 
' not iUffer my Laws to be broken before my Face \ 

* my Attm^cy muft talk with you.' Which he did 
to fome Purpofe, for it coft the ELarl 1500 Marks. 

His Majefiy looked clofely after his two Commii^ 
fionere, and inade T>adliy keep a Book, wherein were 
regularly entred the Sums recovered by the Com- 
miflion of Forfeitures, which was from time to time 
perufed and fettled by the King himfelf, as appears 
From feveral Mamorandums of his Writing in it ; 
among others was this remarkable Item, ( ' Received 

* of ■ — ■ five Marks for the Pardon to be 

* procured, and if the Pardon do not pafs, the Mo- 

* ncy to be repaid, except the Party be fome othef 
" ways fatisfied,') wrote with the King's own Hand, 
which fheWs he was not willing to pardon die 
Man, and yet couH not refolve to reftorc the Money, 
In this Manner Hejtty employed great Part of his 
Time during this Y«ar -, and for riie wefentwe fhall 
leave him with his two Leeches deviling new Ways 
to extort Money from the Subjcd, under Pretence of 
Forfeituree, and return to the Tranfadions of feveral 

K k Princes, 
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Princes, in refpcft to the Afiairs of Ita^^ and other 
Earn abroad. 

«.,,,, At this Time it vifibly appeared, 

^^ mS^' ^^ *= ^'"*>" between Fr^e and the 
Spun. Venetians was confidenibly lefTened, the 

Conqueft of Naples was by no means 
agreeable to the Republick* which they foon ihev 
w^ by their endeavouring to fpirit up Msjiimilua 
to break the Truce he had lately concluded with 
Lttois. Thefe Proceedings made that Monarch ne 
way uneafy, in regard he ^preheoded that he fhould 
be able to defeat ^ir Defigns, and by that Means ic 
would give him a Pnetence to fall out with the Ve^ 
netians, and thereby,, one Time .or other, get all the 
Towns they poffefled in the Milantfe into his Hands. 
Having this in View» he coiuted A^miUan'% Friend- 
ihip with as much Ardour as the Vetutians endea- 
voured to make him his Enemy. One of the French 
Writers relates, ' That XnwJ carried his Point at 

* laft, thro' Bribery, and the Cardiaal B' Anboife-,* who 
attended the Emperor, then refiding at 'Trent, and 
concluded a Treaty with Yam Atgit/i the loth. Among* 
other Arricles were thefe : Firft, ' That the Marriage 

* between Levtis^s Daughter Qauda and Charles, Maxi- 

* mUaa'% Grandfon, was confirmed. Second, Lewis 

* agreed to afllfl the Emperor with all his Forces, to 

* recover fcvcral Towns which, the Venetians had fbr- 

* merly taken &om the Hoafe of Auftria \ and the 

* Emperor alfo agreed to the Prolon^tion of the 

* Truce between the two Powers.' There was likewife 
another Article, wherein Lewis undertook ta |>ay 
Maximihan no lels a Sum than 140,000 Uvres od 
iits giving him the Invefldture of Milan, both, which 
were to be delivered at Frankfort. 

This Treaty being concluded, the Venetians were 
dtfappointed, and all they got by their Attempt was, 
CO nake X^mis th^ic^Eaemy, which they afterwards felc 

the 
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the bad EfFeft of-, but, before he had Time to ihew his 
Refentment, other Afifeirs interfered. 

Ifabella of Spam was now very fickly, which caufcd 
feveral to apprehend flic had not long to live. This 
made the Cajiillians very defirous to fee PhiUp and 
Jantt the next Heirs to the Crown, before the (j^een's 
Death. Accordingly, to pleafe thofe People, the 
Arch-duke PhiKp^ and Jane^ his Dutchefs, took a 
Tour to Spam in November, making Paris in their 
Way : They were there received and entertained 
with the utmoft Pomp, and Philip took his Seat ia 
Parliament as a Peer of Prance, where both he and 
his Lady folemhly confirmed the Marriage Articles 
oiQ>arles their Son with Lewis's Daughter, and then 
the King made, in Concert with Philip, feme Additi- 
ons to the Treaty of Trent, and obtained a Promift 
from Philip to fee that the Emperor granted him the 
Ltvcftiture of the MHanefe according to Agreement. 
When this -was over, Philip and his Princefs (after fif- 
teen Days Stay at Paris) proceeded on their Journey, 
and were condufted to the Frontiers, having all ima- 
ginable Honours paid them -, and, to fliew fiirther the 
King's high Refpeft for this Prince, he granted him 
a Power of pardoning Criminals in every City that 
he paffcd through. 

His moft Chiiftian Majefty, purfuant to the reite- 
rated Runufes, botii cX Maximtlian and his Son Phi- 
l^y did not doubt but the Emperor would grant him 
the Invcftiture, according to the Treaty, and for that 
End he fent an Ambaflador to the Diet of Frankfort^ 
where Maximilian promifed to receive the Homage for 
the Dutchy of Milan, and at the fame time grant the 
Invcftiture -, but the Emperor did not come there ; 
fo that Lewis was difappointed, and the Ambafla- 
dor had nothing more to do, than to m^e a pub- 
lidc ftoteft againft Maximiliai^s Proceedings, which 
accordingly he did, and then returned home. It was 
Jfoon ^ftcr ili&orcrcd, riutt the true Reafon, ^r the 
K k 2 Eipp(;iw;>* 
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^mperor's thus behaving himfelf,. was owing to tho 
King of Spain's Intrigues, who had made him a Prc- 
fent of a large Sum of Money, which induced him 
to keep away from the Diet ; and here we Ihall end 
the Year 1501. 

In the Month of 'January^ Prince ArthuTy 
Affairs ef with his Ptincefs, fet out for ^fl^j, in or- 
*wScot ^" ^ ''^P ^^^ '-■""^ ^^ ImdlffWy but he 
land. ' had not been long in thofe Parts before he 

1502. was taken ill, and died April the 2d, not 
five Months after his Marriage at Ludtim: 
Caftle, univerlally laniented throughout the King- 
dom i for he was a Prince of fine Parts, and of a ge-^ 
nerous Difpofition, fo that the People expcfted, in 
cafe he had fucceeded to the Crown, as much Lenity 
under his Government, as they had experienced Seve- 
rity from that of his Father's. 

The Aptnefs and Ingenuity of Prince Arthur In his 
Studies were very remarkable, who, tho' he was not 
Seventeen when he died, liad read over all the Latin 
Claflicks, _ He was buried fuitable to his Quality in 
$he Cathedral of ff^orcejier, where his Aflies now rc- 
Riain. 

HoUingpaad tells us, ' That Prince Henry was ftopt 

* for Ibme time alter his Brother's Death, from taking 

* upon him the Title of Priwre of Wales^ till it was 
. * known whether Prince Arthur's 'Widow was with 

* Child ;' but Authors differ as to the Time, .fome 
making it fix Months, others lefs. In the CoUedHon 
of the Publick Ads, we find Letters Patent of the 
22d of June, 1502, wherein he was ftiled Prince ef 
(Vales i fo that, at the moft. Prince He»ry did not con- 
tinue three Months in Sufpence. 

King Henry, finding much Advantage from the Pro- 
ceedings of his two Minifters, Empfon and Dudlr/j 
greatly encouraged them ; but, tho* they gained Fa- 
vour with their Prince, they became more and more 
hated by the People, infomuch that they were often 

forced 
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fortrd to go guarded to protedt themfelves from the 
Menjices of the Populace. 

By thcfe Means Henry having amaffed together 
very great Wealth, he on a fudden refolved to be- 
ftow Part of it in building a magnificent Chapel 
^joining to die Abbey Church jit Wefiminfier., to be 
called after his Name. 

In purfuance of this pious Defjgn he foon fell to 
Building, and on the 24th o\ Jqmary the firft 
Stone was laid in the Prefence of John Philips ^bbot 
ai fVfftma^er ; Sir Regimdd Bray, Knight of the Gar- 
ter J Dr. Bams, Mailer of the Rolls ; and divers 
others i on which the following Infcription was enr 
graven:

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He was remarkable for being of a free and fociabic 
Temper, for living in a friendly and open Communi- 
cadon witii his Farinitonei^ and Neighbours \ and he* 
once went with fome of them K) a Fair, in an adjacent 
Town, where 'tis faid he drank to Excefs, which creat- 
ed fome Diforder. A furly Knight, Sir Amias Paw- 
iett (who had made himfelf famons in the Office of 
Commiflioner for enquiring after Forfeitures upon the 
Defeat of Perkin fV^beck) being in his Company at 
that Time, or hearing of it, caufed Welfey, tor that 
Offence, to be fct in the Stocks ; Others have thought 
this Report was raifed to excufe Peewlet's Behaviour, 
which, as Dr. Fiddts thinks, he could not well juftify. 

Godwin fays cxprcfiy, * That Sir Amias treated 

* Woljiy in this Icandalous Manner for little or no Oc- 

* cafion,' Be that as it will, this Treatment was not 
fctfgpt When fVtlffy arrived to the Dignity of Lord 
Chancellor he fent for the Knight, and feverely re- 
primaided him for the Treatment he had met with. 
Gtvendijb folly fets forth that Matter, and therefore- 
we ftiall only obferve, that, when Sir yhnias Pawlet 
purfued his Humour, in fetting rfie reverend Reflor 
in the Stocks, there was a vafl Difpropqrtion in their 
Circumflances. Sir Jmias was of an ancient Family, 
a Juftice of the Peace, and a Man of great Authority 
in the Country ; Thopias tVolfpf^ 3 poor SchooImafter> 
then lately preferred to the Benefice of Ltmington. 
Time (IVb^ •anil not Tim produce ? ) altered the Cafe ; 
the latter mounted to be Lord Chancellor, the other 
condnned what he was before ; Panaltt was now obliged 
to obey WolfQ'% Summons j SiAmiffion and Contri- 
tion for the paft Offence was the Condition the Jufldce 
was reduced to \ nay, he was glad to do any thing to 
get rid of an ABur that feemcd to prognolUcate the 
Ruin of himfelf and Family : Therefore, let Men in 
Authority purfue the true Paths of Virtue and Ho- 
pour, for then the Rifing of their Inferiors cannot be 
attended with any Inconvenience to them. But, on 

the 
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the other hand, when they purfue the Di^tes of onlj** 
their own Paflions, and punifh Men niore out of Hu- 
mour than Jufticc, it's poflible they may meet with 3 
difagrecable Return. It's requifite, indeed, that oro- 
per Refentmcnts, for Injuries received, fhould at times 
be fliewcd, in onjcr to deter great Men from cruftiing 
and hurting their Inferiors contrary to Reafon or Law. 

The reverend Dr. Fiddis^ upon the Refentment 
Wolfey afterwards (hewed, for the Treatment he had 
met with from PawUt^ reafons after the following 
Manner : 

* Some have thought, that i Chantellor ofEn^landi 

* an Archbilhop of Terky and a Cardinal, ou^t to 

* have forgotten an Injury, tho' of a moft provoking 

* Nature, done many Year^ before, to a private Pa- 
' rilh Prieft ; and there is no doubt, had the Injury 
' been merely perftmal, it would have been more be^ 

* coming a great and generous Mind to have buried 

* it in Oblivion j but the Cardinal thought, perhaps, 

* the Order itfclf fuffered, by an Outrage attended 

* with the laft Circumftance of Infamy ; and fo it 

* might appear to him not altogether improper, or 
' unrcaTonable, that (bme AnimadverCion fhould be 
' made upon it, tho* at that Diftance, by a Perfon of 
' his Authority, in cafe, as the Laws then ftood, he 

* had any Authority to that End •, tho* admitting in- 
' deed that he had, it may ftill be a Queftion, whe- 

* thcr he did not extend it too far/ 

Upon the Whole, whatever might be theOccafion 
of this Infult, it contributed to render our Wolfey very 
uneafy in his Cure, efpecially as he was now expcrfea 
to rude Treatment from ignorant and ill-bred People* 
which muft neceflarily leffen his Authority, and there- 
fore he thought it advifeaWe to change the Place of 
his Rcfidence, and to remove where he might find a 
more fit Opportunity of diffinguilhing himfelf, and 
perliaps of making his Fortune, by appearing in a 
better Light. 

About 
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■" About this Time the Marquis of Dorfet died at his 
pleafant Seat at Pyr;go, near Havering in E£ex, and 
was fucceeded in his Honour and Eftate by 'Thomas 
his eldeft Son, to whom Erafmus had been Tutors 
This Accident was another Reafon that induced Mr. 
iVolfey to think of removing from Limington -, the 
principal Support of his Hopes being now taken 
away, by the Death of fo confiderable a Noblemanj 
who might have been an Inflrument of his further 
Advancement. 

But it appears, that, a Httle Time af- Wolfey fhafi 
ter the Marquis's Death, Mr. m>lfey was ^SSL? 
received by Dr. Deiifty Archbifhop of j/4n' 
Canterbury, as one of his domeftick Chap- 
lains. * The Author of the Britijh jHttquities feetns 
ro think, that the Office Wolfey obtained was entirely 
owing to his perfonal Addrcfs and Affiduity, and not 
to any foreign Inftances. Be that as it will, by this 
Introduftion he had an Opportunity of making him- 
felf more confpicuous, and thereby paVe the Way for 
his further Promotion. 

Now let us return to foreign Affairs : jjaln o/Spain. 
The latter End of the laft Year, we 
left the Arch-duke and his Princefs purjbing theit 
Joumey to Spain ; on the 29th of January they arri-' 
Vcd at Fuenterabia -, at this Place they found fevcral 
Perlbns of Quality waiting to attend them. On the

deprived of; and, as a Reward lains to that venerable PrelaM 

for the iUbourB of thofe learned the late Archbifhop Itsijan. 
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7th of Felruarf they proceeded to Aeir Cacholick 
Majefty's Oaurt, which was then held at SeviUtt who 
received them with the hi^hcft Tokens of Love and 
Rcfpeil ; and on the aod, in their Prefence they were 
fwom Heirs of C^ile and Leon, After this, Duk: 
PhUif and his Lady made a Prt^refe thro' the Coun- 
try, and on the loth oi Mtrch flie wa* delivered of 
Prince Ferdinattd at Artala in SptUn, who became Eai- 
pcror after his Brother dories. 

The renowned Prelate JGmenes was then Prime Mi- 
niller to Ferdinand and Ifahella -, a Ihort Relation of 
whofe Original and extraordinary Rife here follows. 
His Father was a Man of Quality, 
Orighi and ^fi ^ but rcduccd fo low, that he could 
jM/xiaiMies.'" ' fcarce provide for his Son at School; 
fo that Ximenes .was obliged to read 
Law in his Chambers to leveral Students, who contri- 
buted towards hisSupportat the Univerfity, employing 
his fpare Time in the Study of Divinity. After he quit- 
ted the Univerfity he went for Rome, where he beha- 
ved fo well, diat he obtained from the Pope one of thofc 
they call Speculative Bulls •, wtiereby he was to be pro- 
vided with the firft Prebend that Ihould be void in 
his native Country, and it happened to be that of 
Arch-prieft of the Borough of Uceda, which he was 
the more defirous of having, for the Conveniency of 
being at home, tho* the'' Revenue was mean. But 
die Archbilhop of Toledo had beftowed it on his Al- 
moner, y ex Ximenes infifted wi his Right. TlwsOp- 
pofition was looked on as a high Contempt on the 
Archbilhop, for which he was fent Prifoner to the 
Tower of Ucedot where, complaining of his hard Fate 
O an old Prieft, his FcUow-Prifoner, he anfwered 
lum, ' That a wife Man was always free^ and lefi tut 

• bit Uhertj even in Chains and Irons ; ceafe then 10 

• complain, (fays the old Gentleman) endure with 
' Patience what now attends you. Suffering is often 

• die Way to JPrcfennent. In the veiy Place you are 
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* in, was locked up one that afterwards became Arch- 
' bifliop of ToUda ; great Miferies uftier in fome Per- 
' ions to great Preferments, who, by Submiflion to 

* the Divine Will, triumph over their Calamities ; 

* the Innocency ofyour Vifage, and Majeftyofyour 

* Countenance, are, in my Judgment, Prefages of the 
' like Fortune t» you.* After a while Xtmenes^ bang 
rcleafcd from his Ccmfinemcnt, foon quitted publick 
life for a Qoifter. The Gravity of his Manners, 
and the Holinefe of his Ufe, invited thofe of the firft 
Quality to -wfit him, and his Fame foon reached the 
Court i and Princes having Privilege to feleft out of 
Cloifters Men of great Parts and eminent Charafters, 
to partake of their Favours, IfahHla, the famoas 
Qjeen oS Sfain, chofe the fagatious Xtmehes from 
^mong his Brethren, and called him out of a re- 
clufe Life to attend the Court in the Year'1492, 
where he foon gave fiill Proofs of his Abilities : 
But, the Mode of a Court not fuidng the natural 
Bent of his Mind, it was not long before he quitted 
ichat Station, and entered into the religious Onier of 
Beggars, for which he was fo unfit, that one of his 
Order told him, Nf Mm was mere certainly bom to 
give to all, tmd beg of none, than be. 

In 1496 the Archbifliop of Toledo died, on which 
Queen Ifabelh fpared no Pains to have Xtmenes pre- 
fetred to that high Dignity, and accordingly he was 
depein placed, where every Day, by hjs great Aftions, 
he became more and more iamous, as well in refpeft 
to his faithful Services for his Prince, as his due At- 
tention to the real Intereft of his Country, which his 
many noble and generous Foundations will teftify to 
jbateft Pofterity. 

He firft: founded a fine College at j1rca!a, his na- 
tive Place, where Prince Terdinani was bom, which 
iavourable Incident Ximenes did not fail to improve, 
and laid hold of the Opportunity of the general Re- 
joicing on that Occafion to get the College, founded 
LI 2 there 
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tliere by him, exempted from Taxes, »id all Dinner of 
Impondons ; arA the Inhabitants of y^csjb, in Me- 
mo.y of this Favour, keep to this Eiay the Cradle of 
Vn\:cz Ferdinandi for whofe Sake they were remitted, 
and blcfs the Name of XmentSy who procured the Ext 
emption. 

As he was going from his Lodgings, the Day the 
young Prince was bora, he met the Officers of Juftice 
leading a Malefeftor to the Gibbet^ whom he ftopt, 
and granted the wretched Criminal a Pardon j telling 
him, ' That tho' it was an Aftion beyond his Audio- 

* rity," yet fo much ought ?o be allowed upon a Day 

* of general Joy to all Spain.' 

After this he built another College, which he let 
apart for Maids of bonefi Families^ whofe Parents were 
unable to provide for them j and, adjoining to it, a 
Nunnery, for the Entertainment of fuch who were 
inclined to bid farewel to the. World j with this Prot 
vifo, that none fhould be taken injco it, but fuch as 
came voluntarily ; and to ihofe who defired tt» lead 
fccular Lives, befides their Education, he ^ve ho- 
nourable Pordons, and djfpofe^l of them in Marriage, 
according to their Conditions ; a aioft laudable Foun-; 
dation indeed! And it is gready 10 be lamented, that, 
among the numerous beneficent Afla, by which the 
Generofity of the Brilijh Nation ,is diftinguiihed, there 
Ihould be no Foundation of this kind erefted among 
lis, for the Benefit of the Female Sex^ which might be 
the Means of making a handfbme Provifiop for defti- 
tute young Women, defcepded from good F^nilies, 
whofe Qualities rcpder them unable to undertake fer-, 
vile Employment, and who may be of too tender a 
Compofition to endure Hardihips. What greater In-i 
ftancf of Humanity can any Peffpn give, or how be 
more capable of promotingthe Good of" Ciyjl Society, 
than by projeifting a Method, that thofc, who have 
been unhappily left by indulgent, tho' hot opulent, 
Parents, may, by being properly educated and pror 
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yided for, become both ufeFul and ornamental to their 
Country : And as there has lately appeared amongft 
us a laudable and noble Spirit, in erefting an Hofpi- 
taj for P66T defirte4 Infants, (which had been many 
Years a projecting) it inductd us the rather to men^ 
tion XimtHei's noble ahd well-judged Foundation, in 
hopes fqme generous Perfons may be excited, one time 
or other, to follow fo great and ftiining an Example, 
and go and do likewiff. 

But to proceed : The beginning of ?*' Caufi e/ iht 
this Year the French and Spafiiar^s §^^^^^%'""-* 
were very bufy in ffettlirtg the limits J^^ ^^ ^; 
of their reftieftive Conquefls in the cMfurh^ Naj^s. 
Kingdom of i^J^/Wj which foon afford- 
ed Matter for DifpUtation, fome Articles not being 
clearly exprefled, in the Treaty: Both fides proceeded to 
Violence, and the two Kings, upon the Advice of the 
Quarrel, declared, that it was not their Defign to de- 
cide the Matter by Force of Arms, and ordered the 
Stahdards of Frahce and Spain to be fet on the Tow'era 
of thofe Cities, about A^hich the Difpute arofe, 
till the Affair could be^ wnicably determined, Not- 
withlUnding this Order, it was thought the two Ge-: 
rierals were defirous of War^ that they might have 
the Glory of getting the whole Kingdom ibr one of 
their Matters. Gonfaho Was all diis while at the 
Head erf" the Spaniflj Forces, and the Duke of Ne- 
mdurSy whom die King had made Viceroy of NepUsf^ 
comtnaiided the French Army. 

They were fo near each other, and their Stations 
fo intermixed, that it was difficult to avoid all Occa-; 
fions of Qjirrel. Gon/alvo begun Hoftilities, as the 
French lay» and drove them from Tripalda^ Mid made 
^ Attempt to furpjize ?V^'<*, but was repulled. 

By this time the Viceroy received a Reinforcement 
vS Men and Money, and, being by that Means made 
ftixM^CT thap Qonfalvo-, he made Reprifals pn him, en- 
p-ed G^iiH^Ot ^d iubdyed it, except tw9 Places. 

Gen/alvOf, 
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■ Gm/alvoj obfcrving that the Frencb were fuperior to 
him in Force, to prevent a Surprize, throwcd up In- 
treochments at Barlttttj where his h^ Qiarters then 
vas, determining there to make a Stand againft them, 
if they Ihould attack, him. 

The King, upon Advice of the Taking of *tripaida 
by the SpoHtardst advanced to LyonSy and from thence 
proceeded into Jlafy-, as well to encourage his Army, 
as to fupprefs, by his Authority, the great Difturbances 
then on Foot in tu/aofft which were likely tp be very 
prejudicial to the Af^iis of Nt^les. 

Florence was infefted with Civil Wars, on aceount 
of Ptter de Meditis^ who was drivoi out of FJoraue in 
the Reign of Charles the Vlllth, as we have befors 
lelated.' In Jhort, this Prince had made himfelf WUt 
ftcr of y^ezzs, befides other Places, and was prepar- 
in<» to aft fiirther when the King arrived in thofe 
^its. As foon as hb Majefty appeared, he not only 
ftopt his Progrefs, but obliged Msdicis to give up the 
Places he had taken from the Republick, by which 
Means the Peace of that State was again reftored. 

His Majefty's next Care was to look into the CcMi- 
dition of his new conquered Kingdom of NapUs, 
^here he found the Face of Af^rs greatly chu^ed 
m his Favour, his Troops having ftc^ Gonfatao's Pror 
grefs, and fceraed to be in a Condition of making 
head, with Succefe, againft that daring Commander, 
in cafe he came out of his Intrenchments. Lewisy 
-fVom fo feir a Profpeft, apprehending Matters in thofe 
Parts were in a good Situation, fet out for Fr-anee, 
where he quickly airivcd. 

The King was no foon^ g<»ie, but the Duke of 
Tfemcttrs was for entring upon Aftion j he immediate- 
ly called a Council, where it was deliberated what was 
beft to be done at this Junfturc. Notice was taken, 
that Gonfaho was then intrenched at Barktle. It was 
propofed by lyjubigir^-, the honeft Stoichman, that the 
jbeft Way would be to attack Gen/alvo in his Intrench- 
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ments, bccaufe, as the choiccft of the Spanijh Troops 
were there, it might be a decifive Blow, in cafe of 
Succefs ; Init, unfortunate for Fratue, he was over- 
ruled, it beir^ only carried for bloclung up Barktte, 
the Conduft of which the Duke of Nemours took 
upon himfelf. 

In the mean time the Marfhal D^Jubignyy with a 
Body of Forces, marched to Calabria ; in his Way he 
heaid, that Hugo de Qirdene, a Sfatiifi General, was 
buided at Rtggio with a conliderable Force, and there- 
fore refolved to engage him inlhintly. Accordingly, 
D*Aih^nf came up with the Spaniards on Chrijtmas- 
Dttff and attacked and defeated them, killing no le& 
than 1000 Men upon the Spot, and took 1500 Ri- 
ibners, with 15 Colours. 

Matters did not fuccced fo well at BarUtte, there 
the Duke failed in what he propofed ; for Gonfaho^ 
as foon as he found the French Army was divided, 
marched out of Barlette with Part of his Forces, and 
furprized Rubos^ an important Poll, and took the Com- 
mander Prifoner. This Lois was preceded by that 
of Caftellamette, a fmall Town, which made the Con- 
queft of Barktle yet more difficult It was faid, thefe 
Misfortunes would have been prevented, if the Duke 
had not been difappointed of the Forces he expedied 
from Affiw), and which he was deprived of by the fol- 
lowing Accident. 

The Swifs Cantons, that were neighbouring upon 
the MUanefiy had, as we have obferved, feized BeUin- 
zome-, this City the King claimed as Part of the 
Dutchy of Milan -, and they on their Part infifted, it 
belonged to their Qmttm, and therefore demanded, 
that Lewis would give up his Pretenfions thereto ; 
upon his refuling they took up Arms, and prevailed 
with fome of the other Cantons to- join them, and 
then they marched tn a hoftile Manner into Milan. ; 
tnfomuch, that Q>aumont (who had been lately made 
Governor of the Dutchy in the room ofCbarUs D'jht- 

ieife) 
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ieije) was furprized to fee at his Heels an Anny of no 
lei's than 1 5,000 Men, he bemg unprepared to refift 
them. 

In rfiis Situation he was obliged to flop the March 
of the Troops going to the Affiftance of the Duke 
of Nemours, and pniploy his Thoughts wholly on 
making proper Diijxjfitions to ward off tlie iapid 
DeGgns of the Swifi ; for that Purpofe he pofted 
his Army upon the Plain at the Head of the Pid&ges 
to the MountMns -, and, in order to hinder their pene- 
trating further into the Dutchy, next he fcnt a Sum of 
Money to the S-Jtifs Camp, which was diftributcd 
among feveral of their Officers ; this C4ufed a Divi- 
fion among rfiem, the Forces of the Cantons^ that lay 
remote from the Milanefe, ?nd who had no Intereftin 
preferving Bellinzome, mutinied, and faid, ' They 
' would not break the Alliance with France for a pn- 
* vate Quarrel,* and refufed to adl: or proceed further. 
Chaamojit laid hold of this lucky Incident, and pn)- 
pofed an Accommodation, which at length was ac- 
compliftied without Bloodflied, upon the following 
Terms : The Governor promifed the Swifs, in the 
Name of the King, not to difturb them in the Pof- 
feffion of die Town for a Time limited, and withal 
gave them hopes, that his Mafter would be prevailed 
on to quit his Pretenfions to the Place. Macten 
being thus made up, the Swifs returned home. 

The Emperor, during thefe Tranf- 
•Tle Emptrer'i Con- aftions, inftead of making the King 
ta. 'SH' '^f P'-?"" Sarisfaftion for fo foon 
Favours jht^-n hy breaking the Treaty he had made 
Lewis ta Borgia. with hjm at ?>£«/, endeavoured to do 
him greater Injury, by fetting die 
Pope and the King at Variance, but, mifcarrying in this 
Piece of Ftne^e^ it broke for the prefent all his Mea- 
fures; however, it had this EfFea:, that, when the 
Duke of Valentinois waited on him, in his Return out 
of Italy into France^ his Majefty received him with 
, . 1 .., u,,i more 
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tnore than ordinary Demonftrations of Kindnds and 
Honour, and granted hirti and the Pope many Fa- 
vours, which he otherwife would not have done. Thofe 
Conceffions encouraged both the Pope and his Son to 
Continue their Afts of Rapine and Oppreflion where- 
cver they came ; yet, as if Heaven had threatned 
Indignation to their black and diabolical Machina- 
tions, fevcral remarkable Accidents then fell out, that 
feemed to warn them from their wicked Courfes^ 
but thefe made no Impreffion either on the old Father 
or his Son ; they went on as before, which brings us 
K> the Conclufion of the Year 1502. 

We have already fpoke of the A- yfffem tf England 
grcement for the Efpoufals of 7tfW« --^s^otiand. 
the IVth, King 6{ Scoilartd, with the '^°^- 

Princefs A^rgaret, and, on' the 25th 
of January this Year, the fame was publilhed in fd- 
lemn Form at St. Ta%^% Crofs, for Joy whereof Te 
Deum was fung throughout the Cities of London and 
fy^mTtfier^ and other Rejoydngs were made fuiiable 
to fo happy m Union. 

In the Month of June, the young Princefs was 
conducted by the King her Father, as far a^ Cakoel- 
ftoit in her Way to Scotland^ (where the Coijintefs of 
Ricbmcnd his Mother then refided) there Henry deli- 
vered her to the Care of the Earl of Northumberland, 
Who with a great Train of Lords and L^ies palTed 
on with her to /iiriJ, where the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, 
and worthy Inhabitants' of that antient, noble City, not 
only received and entertained her in the grandeft 
Manner, but alfo made her fevefal valuable Prefents, 
and, at her Departing, did themfelves the Honour to 
accompany her out of the City in great State. At 
taking Leave, her Royal Highnefs declared, ' That 
' ihe ihould never forget the Favours (hewn her by 
' tham on this Occafion.' 

From lork the Earl attended her into Scotland, and, 
in the Month of u^^^Ji, her Marriage with King 
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"James was confummated at Edinl>urgby * on which fo- 
letnn Days were kept at Court for Baiiquetting, Masks, 
RevelHng, Barriers, and Tiltmg, acconiing to the Cu- 
ftom of thofe Days. 

The Pope, foon after Margaret arrived in Sceflaid, 
prefented the young King with a Sword and Diadem, 
wrought with Flowers of Gold, which was prefented 
to him at Holy Rood Pakce. 

In Confequence of this Marriage, y^mtes the Vlth 
of Scotland, and lit of England, Great-grandfon of 
Queen Margaret, mounted die Britijb Throne \ and, 
in- the Reign of the late glorious Queen Atn, the two 
Kingdoms were united ; which are, when fpoke of 
jointly, called Great Britain ; and it is our hearty 
Wifh, that, for the Good of both Kingdoms, the 
Union may for ever continue. 

We cannot quit this Subjeft, without making a 
few Obfervations, and we Ihould think ourfelves iMp- 
py, if we could convince the Gentlemen of the North, 
that this fortunate Event is as much for their Inte- 
reft as ours. 

The Words Freedom and Free Kingdom found fo pa- 
thetick, are in themfelves fuch valuable Bleffings, and 
if the People of the North had loft them, they might

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then jnftly have been di^leafed ; but in reality they 
never enjoyed them fo much as fince the Union. 
Before the Kingdoms were united, there was always a 
Contention who Ihould he Mafter of the Borders. The 
Scots were fure to take all Opportunities to get rhe 
Bnglijb Northern Counties into their Pofleflion, and, 
after they had plundered them, the EngUJh were as 
fure to retake them, with confiderable Advantage. 
When the Scots found they could not mafter the En- 
glijh^ they ufed to call in the French to their Affift- 
ance, to whom the Scots were only Dupes ; for, when- 
ever the French could make a good Peace for them- 
felves, they never minded what becameof the Scots. 

Scotland loft always by War and Treaties with En- 
gland, except in this Uttion. Now they trade without 
the Expence of a Fleet ; and many of their Merchants 
have more Money than fome of their Kings had for- 
merly. As for the poorer fort, who were meer Slaves 
before, they are now free -, for no Lord of the Manor 
can force their Service, or command their Livep, both 
which they could do in Time paft. 

James, by his great Liberality unto Strangers, and 
fpending beyond his Income, in founding religious 
Houfes, repairing Caftles, and bpilding Ships, (three 
whereof were of an extraordinary Bignefs for ihofe 
Times) became in want of Money to fupport the or- 
dinary Expences of his Court, which was now greatly 
increafed by his Marriage ; fo that he run into Debt 
for Subfidies. The Scotch Writers fay, * He would 

* not levy without the Confent of his Parliament, 
' which he did not think proper to call.' This put 
him upon Confulring Men learned in the Law, in hopes 
of acquiring and gathering in Moneys by means of 
fome of the Laws then in Force, tho' oblblete, after 
the Example of his Father-in-law, Henry the Vllth. 

One of thefe Laws was, ' That if the PolTeflbr of 

* any Lands die, and leave a Minor to fucceed him, 
' his Tutcl^e belongeth to the King, with the Pro- 

Mm.2 * ■% 
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* fit of the Land, •until he arrive at the flill Age of 

* 21 Years.' This and fome Penal Laws in Force 
■were immediately ppt in Execution, by which fcveral 
Sums of Money were brought into his Majefty's Trea- 
futy ; and at the fame time feveral Projedtors and 
Informers endeavoured to perfuade rfie King, that, 
in cafe they were encouraged, they Ihould foon find 
out as many Forfeitures as would enable him to iup- 
port the Dignity of the Crown, without asking any 

■ Aid of his Parliament. 

As the King was generally belowd by his People, 
none refufed to pay what the Law flriftly demanded 
from them \ and his Majefty, perceiving the Readir 
ncfs of his Subjefts to comply even with the moft ri- 
gorous Part of the Law, was charmed with their Dut 
ty and Loyalty i but, feeing that many of his feith- 
ful Subjefts were put to great Difficulties on that Ac- 
count, out of his fmgular Grace and Goodnefs, he at 
once ordered a Forbearance of the Execution of thofe 
Laws, which was called Pollmg bis Subjelts, and, to, 
fatisfy his People that he was in eameft, he treated 
his ill Advifers as Enemies both to his Perfon and 
Government, and caufed them to be thrown into Pri- 
fon, where they foon after miferably ended their 
Lives. This Aft of Clemency gained his Majefty 
the Hearts of all his People ; and, immortal would it 
have been to the Memory o( Henry the Vllth, if he had 
followed fo great and fhining an Example : And, we 
believe, happier had it been for our Nation at this 
Time, if many opulent Perfonages of late Years had 
not been too much tiniSured with Henry's favourite 
Foible. 

Soon afr^r the Marriage of the Princefs Margaret 
with James the IVth, two further Treaties were con- 
cluded between England and Scotland ; the one of per- 
petual Peace and Amity, and the other relating to the 
Outrages that might afterwards be committed on the 
Borders by the Subjei^U of either Kingdom. 

The 
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The Joy of the People upon this Marriage foon a- 
bated by the much lamented Death of the Qiieen, 
which happened on the 1 1 th of Ffbniary. Stow fayr, 

* In Child-bed, having been delivered of 9 Daughter, 

* (who was named Elizaieth) in the Towpr, who cx- 
' pired foon after her Mother.* The EngliSj Writers 
unanimoufly agree, ' That the King never loved her, 

* tho' ftic bore him feveral fine Children ;' one of 
which was afferwards the famous Hemj the Vlllth. 

HolUngJhead takes Nopce, ' That the Queen was re- 

* markable for her Virtue and Piety, and was gcnc- 

* rally called J^^W^fiw Elizabeth: That Sir iiir- 

* ginkd Bnrf died about this Time,* of whom he 
makes this remark, * That he was, for his high Wif- 

* dom and fingular Love to Juftice, ftiled the Father 

* of bis Country ■' and, ifany thing had been done con- 
trary to Law and Equity, he would in a peculiar Man- 
ner reprefent it to the King, which many Times had 
a good Effeft. 

Notwithftanding the King had been thus blefled 
with fo good a Minifter, and was certainly acquaint- 
ed with the late Aftions of his Son-in-law, the 
King of Scotland^ yet he could not be prevailed upon 
to difmiis Empfen and Dudley^ who were purfuing the 
fame Steps in England, which the ProjeSors and Pre- 
pteters were fevercly punilhed for in Scotland: And 
the Manner of Empfon and Dudley'^ Proceedings was 
partly thus; 

I ft. They caufed fuch as were reputed rich to be 
indided of fundry Crimes, and, when the Bills were 
found^ by the Grand Jury, committed them forth- 
with, there to lie, till of themfelves they defired to 
compound with the King ; but, if they delayed too 
long, thefc Minifters had their Emiffaries ready to 
terrify them, by making them believe their Lives 
were in Danger ■, fo that the Parties were at length 
forced to come to Compbfitions, which perhaps tore 
from them the beft Part of their Eflates, tho thefe 
Minifters 
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Minifters termed them Mitigations, as if the King 
iiad done them a Favour, in aUaying the too great 
Rigour of the L^w. 

2d, At length they came to fudi a Height, that 
they proceeded without obferving any Form of Ju- 
ftice, fending forth their Precepts to attach and cite 
People before themfelvca at their own private Houfcs, 
as a Court of CommilTion i'and there, after a funi~ 
mary Proceeding by Examination, without Proofs or 
Witncfles, palled Sentence and condemned them in 
large Fines to the King's Ufe. One would have 
thought all criminal Caufes had belonged to that kind 
of Jurifdiftion, which, tho' very rare in the foregoing 
Reigns, were grown common in this. 

3d, They charged the Subjcfts Lands with Tenures 
in Capitty by finding falfe Offices, and fujng them for 
Worihips, Liveries, Premier Seifins, Alienations, fcfr. 
refufing, on divers Pi;etences and Delays, to admit 
People to traverfe thofc falfe Offices according to 
Jaw : Hence they formed Variety of ProceiTes, where- 
of they themfelves were the Judges, and which were 
always decided in favour of the Crown. 

4th, When the King's Wards had accomplillicd 
their fiill Age, they could never have a Livery of 
their Lands without paying exceflive Fines, contrary 
to the cxprefs Tenor of Magna Qiarta : They alfo 
vexed Men with Informations of Intrufion upon fcarce 
colourable Titles. 

5th, When Men were outlawed in perfonal Afti- 
ons, thcfe Mbifters would not permit them to purr- 
chafe their Charters of Pardon, unlcfs they paid great 
and intolerable Sums, keeping up the Rigour of the 
Law, which on Outlawries gives Forfeitures of Goods i 
nay, contrary to all Colour of Law, they maintabed, 
the King ought to have the half of Men's' Lands and 
Rents during two whole Years. 

6th, They would alfo threaten the Jurors, and force 
then) to find as they fliould direfit j and if they re- 

fufed 
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fufcsl tx) aft as direded, they were cited, imprifoned* 
and Bned. 

We think this may fuffice to fiiew what Wretches 
thefe Minifters were, and Ihall only fay, that it dif- 
covers a poor Spirit, and a contemptible Ambition 
in a Prince, when he fwelis liis Prerogative by catch- 
ing at every Advantage of the Slips of his People j it 
b fcparating himfelf from the tender Relation of a 
Father and Protestor^ a Character indifpenfibly attach- 
ed to the Glory of a King, and the contrary is tliat 
of a Fee and an Enfnarer. And we wilh we could 
(ay, that fbme of the Offices erefted in Henry's Reign 
for collefting of Forfeitures, &?f . were no longer hurt- 
ful to the Subjeft, thro' the Condud: of the prefenr 
Manners. This the Lx)rd Shaftesbury was fo fenfible 
might be the Cafe in his Time, that, upon fwearing 
Mr. Serjeant Tburland, on his being appointed one of 
the Barons of the Exchequer^ particularly advifes him 
in the following Manner : ' Let me recommend to 
' you fo to manage the King's Juftice and Revenue 

* as the King may have mod Profit, and the Subjeft 

* leaft Vexation ; raking for old Debts, the Number 

* of Informations, Projefts upon Concealments, I 

* could not find, in the Eleven Years Experience I 

* have had in this Court, ever to advantage the Crown. 

* But fuch Proceedings have for the moft Part deli- 

* vered up the King's good Subjects into the Hands 
' of the worft of Mm.' 

Though the King had been thus captivated, yet 
he was not altogether unwatchful to improve the 
Trade of his People ; for, as Ferdinand had, by means 
of Chrifiopher Columbus's Expedition, made a fuc- 
cefsful Difcovery of fevera] Parts in the ff^efi-Indies, 
Henry thought proper to encourage his Subjects in the 
like Purfuit : And we find, in the CoUeflion of Pub- 
lick ABSt that he was pleafed to grant a Patent to 
yames EUiot and Thomas Afisburfi^ Merchants of Bri- 
Jioly and to John Gonfalez and Francis Fernandez^ Na- 
„.... ,.,wuP^es 
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tives of Portugal, to go under Englifi) Colours in qiiefE 
of unknown Countries. Upon certain Terms there- 
in expreflcd, his Majefty gave thefe Merchants Leave 
to vi^hial and man a Ship at Brifiol for the Expedi- 
tion, with whom were joined three finall Ships, fee 
out by fbme Merchants of London. 

As Columbus's Difcovery was only in the South W^ 
Parts of the World, thefe Adventurers were of Opi- 
nion, that there might be the hke made in the North 
Wefi Parts, and accordingly they failed from Br^d 
Weftward, to Latitude 67 Degrees and a half, and 
would have gone to Cataia^ if the Sulor^ had not 
forced their Commander to return back j which, tho' 
in fomc refpcfts it proved an abortive Voy^e, gave 
fuch Satisfaftion to his Majefty, of the Reality and 
Advantage that might be made in cafe of Succeis, 
that he granted new CommiMons for a £trther At' 
tempt. 

About this Time was brought to Court three Men, 
taken in the Newfoutid Iflands, by Sebaftian Cabotty 
who were cloathed in Beaft Skins, and fpoke a Lan- 
guage unknown ; two of which were feen about two 
Years after in the King's Court at fyejimif^er, dreffed 
like Englif^m, neither could they be difcerncd from 
fuch. 

Mr. ff^olfe^ was now eftabliflied 
^'■■J^o^ff? ream- agreeable to his Inclination, and, by 
^Z^r/LZoe^l his obliging and rtfpeafiil Behavi- 
if J,(hbip>?fl>wt. our, he fo gained the Favour of 
Archbifhop Dean-, that he was af- 
terwards recommended ,to the Pope, who was pleafed 
to grant him a Difpenfation to hold two Benefices, 
that was looked upon in thofe Days as an Inconfift- 
ency * j but he was foon deprived of hb Patron, for 
it appears that his Grace died on the 1 5th of February 
following, greatly lamented. The

The Church and f^alace at Batigor being burnt 
in the Ground, as tt was feid, hy G-iseu Glindawer, in 
Hmy the iVth'i Time, he beftowed a great deal of 
M01K5 in rebuilding thaJi ; andj as he was defirous 
fi> neceilkry a Work fiiould be compleated, he left his 
Succeflbr a Mitre and Crofier of great Value, on Con- 
dmon he fini^ed thcfe Buildings:

* hving.* Be that as it wills certain it is, Svcjoh 
was pleafed to make JVolfey his domefldck Chaplain, 
and to take him in his Retinue to Calais^ which proved 
Very lucky for him. 

Welfey had not been long in Sir7tffot*s Service at 
Calais^ before he gained fo much Favour, that he 
committed to his C^ the entire Charge and Manage- 
ment of his Office. This Truft fFqlf<y fo well if 
charged, that he gave Satisfedion both to the Knight 
and thofe whofe Bufmefs called them to tranfeft Af- 
fairs with him. 

In a little Time after. King Hemy 
^tucf%n ^^ pleafed, in Confideration of Sir 
u tht Kiir^ * yobn\ great Age, to difcharge him from 
that Office ; foon after which, he and 
his Chaplain returned to England^ (where he did not 
forget H^elfey'% faithful Service) and with his Maje- 
fly's Cfxiftnt retired from Bufmefs, in order to fpond 
the Remainder of his Life in the Country : But, at 
his taking Leave of the Kirig, he fo effe£hially re- 
commended ff^elfey, that his Majefty appointed him 
to Be one of his Chaplains. 

■ Now ff^o^ey was got to the Step he had fo much 
defired -, for many times he had ufed to lay, Jjf ^Ir 
could kit Jet one Foot in tht Courts he did not doubt but 
to ebtaiti any thing he could wijb for. 

He here begun more clofefy to ftudy the Know- 
ledge of Men and Things, (as he had done before 
that of Letters) and in which, by the incredible Pev 
netration of his Wit, the Facility and Capacioufhels 
of his Genius, accompanied with a profound Jud^ 
ment, he made fuch a Progrefs that furprized tnao7 
iilMJUt him i fttf it was not only hk good Fortune tluc 
exalted him xa that wonderful Greatnefii he after- 
wards 
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watds anived to> but alfo his Induftry and extraordi* 
nary Parts. 

The firft Thing Wolfvf did, after he had obtained 
diis Preferment, was to court the Favour of F<?*, Bi- 
Ihop of Wmhefier-t and Sir 'tbofnas LoveU, who were 
very much tiufted and refpefted by the King, and as 
he was by his Office frequently in the King's Pre- 
sence, and &id Mafs in his Qofet, he alio endeavour^ 
ed to improve thofe Seafons to ferve other Ends. 

Bilhop Fox and Sir Thomas Lovell foon took Notice 
of ffc^e/s uncommon Capacity and Diligence, who 
not only thoi^t him worthy of Preferment, but of 
being employed in the important Affairs of the StaK, 
and it was not long before they had a proper Oppor- 
tunity of doing him real Service i upon which they 
unitol in recommending him to liie King for his fine 
Wit, Eloquence, Learning, and Afliduity. 

No fooner was Archbiftiop Dean bu- 
ried, but the King recommended Bilhop J^JX*"/* 
IFarbam to fucceed him, who accord- Canterburj^af? 
ingly obtained that great Preferment in LtrdChamilkr. 
the Church -, and was likcwife, from be- 
ing Lord Keeper of the Great Seal, (which Office he 
had enjoyed ever fince the Death of Cardinal Martoni 
xaifed to that of Lord High Chancellor. 

H^arbam was enthroned Aichbilhop in fuch foJemn 
6t9^ and Grandeur as Scarcely to be credited v there- 
jorc we are induced to give the Particulars of this 
pompous Inftahnent, in order to fiiew the great Re- 
\e& paid to Archbilhops and Bilhops in thofe Days, 
even by the greateft Peers of the Realm : And, by 
this Specimen of the Splendor of their Feafls on fo< 
lemn Occafions, it fully appears, that Wolfp/ was not 
the <mly Ecclefultick that made grand Entertain- 
ments ; which muft greatly take off that Reproach 
on him, of being the fole Perfon in his Time thac 
eficAed Pomp and Grandeur ; for, tho* Henry the 
ynd^ vv not tt this Feaft, as Henry the VlUth was 
Nn 2 . ,,,„„,,, at 
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U many of Wslfef%^ yet, it's &id, thU EnferitAtmnent 
was equal to any provided by Wolfej \ aml> without 
doubt, had the heaft been at Lmim, inftead of Can- 
teriury, we (hould hare ftwnd Hnny. tht VUth one of 
the Archbilhop's Gucfts. 

Oil this Ozcafion no lets a Ferfon than the Duke of 
Bitckiitgham was the Archhi&Qp's. High Steward, 4n4 
m the 8th of Ahrcb he fet out fur (^trhr^t attend* 
ed with a Train of one hundred Horfemena being Soon 
tullcwed by this Reverend Prelate, who was accom-r 
panied by feveral Biffaop&, Abbot% Noblemen, and , 
(ither Peifons of the Erft l^itin^on, befides a very 
great Retinue. The Duke havi»g amved and Seen 
that Matters were in Hcadiiv6 to mxive the Aicfar 
|;)ilhop, he fet out from Cmttr^uty with his Attend- 
en^, and at a fniall Dtftence from that City met 
him, and conducted him to the G»te of Chri/t-Qgircb, 
and here the Prior and Convent received the venera- 
ble Father, and walked barefooted before him to th« 
Cathedral. 

On the 1 2th of A£rrii he was placed on the Throne, 
prepared for him in the Chim:h, habited with all th« 
Robes ai^ £nfign$ of SacKdne& and Honour appetv 
ftuning to fo great a Dignity, being fonoDoded by «i 
infinite Nupiber of People, both Clergy and Laity. 

The Archhilhop was alfo attended to the Cathedral 
by a Monk from the Ptior of Gm/triwy, bearing a 
large Crp&, which he delivered 9> his Gr^ce, repeaeia^ 
difife Worrit,

Aftep (he S«vice of the CfciKch was gone thro' in 
its uantrit Sol^Wiity, the Archfeifhop proccaied K> hii 
Pakoe, atootded by the Duke, his High Steward, and 
(he reft of fhe Company, whcK a grand Entertainment 
was provided. 

At the Table with the ArcWbiihop &te the Earl of 
Ejfex, the Bilhops oi Rochefier and Man, the L«d 
j&ergavemiyi the Lord Bnik^ the Prior of Canterhttryt 
and the Abbot of St. Jugufiines. 

Before the firft Diih was ferved up, the Duke came 
riding into the Hall bare-headed, and p^ hk Com- 
pliments to the Archbiihop and his Company, and then 
retired to his own Table, in another Apartment, at 
which were placed die Iwi C^tm» Sir Edward Foyn- 
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ingSt Lord Chief Jilftice Phineam, Sir IViUiam SceU 
Sir Thomas Kf«p, and others. 

Belides thefe two T^Ies, there vras one at which 
Noblemen and Knights ^t ; mother was filled witii 
Doflors of Dirinity-and Law, and others with die 
Gentlemen of the Country, beltdes many more with 
Multitudes of Perlbns of inferior Degrees. In flicat, 
the Companies were placed according to tteir irip^ive 
Qualities and Conditions in Life. 

The Beginning of this Year Arch-duke 
y^a^tf pi^iip returned to Flanders by Land, having 
hi IiaJr ^"^ propofed himfelf to be a Mediator be- 
ii(. ' twetxi hjB Cathf^ck Majefty and Lewis, af- 
faring him the King of France vtas very wil- 
Lng to fettle their late Differences in an amicable Way, 
and Ferdinand at laft confented to his Sor^s ,Pefire. 
Being thus prepared the Arch-duke proceeded to 
France, and foon arrived at Lyons, where the King 
had made fome Stay, in his Return horn liafy, wi^ 
the Cardinal D'Anhije. 

It is fcarcely a-edible with what Magnificence and 
Honour Philip was received, by the King's Orders, 
in the dif^rent Towns as he paued on in the French 
Dominions, Lewis being very defirous of ^ning his 
Favour and Good-will in the prefent Juncture ofAf- 
&irs. Nor was Philip wanting on his Piut to remu- 
nerate the Honours and Favours fhewn him by Lemis 
with a M^nanimi^ and Geserofity adequate to his 
princely and auguft Station. 

Thefe Princes had not been long wither, before 
they concluded a Peace between Franci and Spain, 
which was fign'd at Blots by the King and die Arch- 
duke, and runs thus : 

* Ftrfit That a Sufpenficm of Arms fliould be im- 

* mediately jroclaim'd in the Kingdom of Naples be» 

* tween the French and Spaniards. 

* Second, That, in Virtue of the Marriage con- 

* eluded between Madam Qattda of Francej the King's 

* paughtcr. 
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• Daughter, and C^^Ui of Atfiriay Son to the Arch* 

• duke, the Kings of France and Spam ihould diveft 

• thefflfelves, the one of the Kingdom of Naples^ and 

• the other of the Duichies of Cakbria and Pevilldf in 

• Favour of the youi^ . Prince and Princefs, who 
' from that Time ftiould bear the Title of King and 
' Qjeen of Nicies, and Duke and Dutches of Ci^ 

• hia.' 

* Thirds That what the King of Frante had pof- 

• feffed in that Country before the War Ihould be go^ 
' vem'd in the Name of Clauda^ by a Lord of Lewises 

• naming ; and that Philip fhould in like manner 
' govern that which the King of Spain was in the 

• prefent Pofleffion of, in the Name of his Son. 

* Fourth^ That the Difpute concerning the Coun* 
' try called Capttinatay which had been the main Oc- 
' cafion of the War, (hould continue as it was, and 

• that the fame Ihould be decided by unprejudiced Ar- 

• bitrators to be chofen by the two Kings.' 

Lewis on the Conclufion of this Treaty, (famous- 
for the Ceffion of the Kingdom of Naples from France 
to Spmii) thinking that a Peace would infallibly en- 
ilie, kept back the Succours preparing for halj i but 
he leam'd to his Coll, that there is no fecurer Way. 
CO put an efiedual End to War, than by preparing as 
if It were to be carried on with more Vigour than 
ever. ' 

The King of France^ in Purfuance of the Treaty, 
fent an Order to his General, the Duke of NemeurSy 
and the Arch-duke, on the Part of the King of 
SpatH^ fent likewife an Order to the Spanijh General, 
Gonfalvo, n> forbear Holtilities on both Sides : But, to 
Nemmr^s great Surprize, upon his imparting to Goti- 
/ah» _the Orders he had received, he fent for .An- 
fwer, that he could not obey the Arch-duke's Com- 
mand, without .having firft confulted the King his 
Matter. The Truth was, Ferdinand had acquainted 
him with the Occafion of Philip's Journey to

The little Re^ml mtd Co iht Treaty was toon fol- 
lowed by two fignai A^oasj the &^ fought thtf 
2 1 ft of jfyril in Gtlairia, where D*^iigii^, one of 
the Finmc^ Generals, was defeated in the rery Vimi 
that he had fome t^e befere, widi gK« GI017, okv- 
quered both FefMnattds King of NapUty and Gaifiiijie, 
the ^>)»jft General. By this VIdtMy the SfMidrds 
gained ieveral Towns f?Mn die FrtlKb. 

A iecond A^icMs more conliderably injurious ttf 
the Frtntby was in eight Days irfttf the firft Engage- 
menr, in which the Duke ie Nmotirs, the ^aicb 
General, in his Attack on Gmfii^ was killed by a 
Mufket Shoe. The Death ^ chts Cotftmandet hflv* 
iag rpread a general Terror stniong the S^icR, Gafh 
fahoy perceiving the Difbtder oi' the i^aw^, iOaed 
out of his Camp, and ftnilbed the Defeat ; and tho^ 
Night coming on prevented a greater Slaug^er^ yH 
the n^le Anny difpetfed, fled 10 the Wead^ and 
abandoned the Artillery and Baggage. 

The SpaniJ^ HHtwianft make three dioufand three 
bomlred kilted of the Enemy's Side, but the FrMei 
AnDsls add -another thotifend^ xt6 make o^ niM 
SfOmards flatn, annsng whkh was nsi on« MMt of 
Note. 

General IfA^igw^^ after his Ddiaat, efcaped to A* 
C^le of jhtigoU, where, f«emg n6 Lil«mmod ^ 
Affiftance, he capitulated, on C^iK^tfon (hat bis Gaf- 
fifon (hould have liberty to go where diey pleafed, 
but himfelf to remain Prifoncr. In ftort, the y'tSeo- 
hfcs the(?nu«/C(^AiM,0i!»/Mv,9fe{aiiied, he fe wefl 
• irriproved. 
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improved, that before the End of June the French 
were drove out of the Kingdom of Naples^ whereby 
Ferdi/tand became Mafter of that Country, lavs fome 
few Sea-port Towns that liiil remained in the Hands 
of the Venetians. 

Lneis^ upon receiving the bad News of the Defeafi 
and Definiction of his Forces in Naples, took much' 
to Heart the treacherous Treatment he had met with 
from Ferdinand, and held fev'eral Councik Eo confult 
how to revenge himfelf on fo unjuft an Enemy, and 
at laft they came to the Refolution of fetting on fooll 
four Armies, three of them to be employ'd at Land; 

, and one at Sea ; The Command of the Body of Forces 
at Land was given to the femous General TrimovilUi 
confifting of eighteen thoufand Foot, and near two 
thouland Men at Arms, who were diredied ro march 
to NapleSy in order to recover, if pofliblcj that Coun- 
•try, and the other three were defign'd for attacking 
Spain. The firft of which, commanded by the Ijord 
TyjShrgt and the Marlhal de Gie, cdnfifted of five 
thouland Foot^ Swifs and French, and about one thou^ 
iimd Men at Arms, were fent to make an Irruption 

i towards Fontarabia. The fecor_d, commanded by the 
^Jixitia\ di Rieux, which was almoft twice that Num* 
bcr, had Orders to enter Spain by Roufillm, while the 
Fleet was to be employ'd in fcouring the Coafts of 
Catalonia and Valencia. 

The Army under the Command of le Tttmcvilli 
moved but flowly, and on its Arrival in the Territo^ 
iaes oi SiennOi the General was feized with a Difiem- 
per that put him Very much out of Sorts: But that 
did not hinder the Frenth Forces from being drawn 
up at Parma ; and as Lewis was now deprived of the 
beft of his Generals by Death, Sicknefi and Impri-' 
fonment, he thought proper to give the Command 
of his Army in Italy to the Marquis of Mantua j thii 
he did, to prevent the Marquis's declaring for the 
ipoMM'dsi (who had very much folioited him) tho* at 
6q belt 
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bcft he was only a recondled Enemy, it being but Ae 
preceding Year that the King had forbid the Floren- 
tines to take him for their General. 

Juft at this Time Pope Alexander died, (which put 
a Stop to the Progrefs of the Marquis's Anns for 
the prefent) whofe Death was owing to a ftrang* 
Accident that brought him to his deferved End in die 
following Manner. 

The Paifaning jHexondeT had made nine new Cardi- 

J>(j)/Alwcander, nals ; but, before they were admitted 
miiib bis Cha- into the Sacred College, the Pope and 
raaer. ^^ ^^ j^^^j^ ^ ^g ^^^ obfcrved, con- 

fpired againft their Lives, in order to come at theit 
Wealth; but Divine Vengeance tum'd the Afiair, 
and permitted their own Snare to be the InOrument of 
bringing on their exemplary Puniftiment, Ruin and 
total Downfall : For the Pope ajid Borgia had con- 
certed to poifon thefe Prelates. This Piece of Ini- 
quiry they defign'd to have perprelrated at an Enter- 
tainment to be kept at a Vineyard near the Vatican* 
belonging to Cardinal Adrian di Contelo, who, as he 
was remarkably wealthy, was one fingled out to fall a 
Viftim, and for that Purpofe Borgia prepared Wine 
muted with Poifon, and delivered it to the Pope's 
Butler, who they had let into the Secret, direfted 
him to attend, and not let any One drink of it but 
thofe intended for the Slaughter. Accordingly, At- 
gujithc loth, the Pope and his Son, about the Cool 
of the Evening, came to the Vineyard where they 
were to fup. Some Authors relate, that Jlexanda 
ufually carried the Hoft in a Gold Box, out of a 
fuperftitious Notion he had received from a certan 
Aftrologer, that while he- carried the holy Wafer 
about him he fhould never die, and whidi therefore 
he took Care not to be without ; but, having now 
left it in his Apartment in- the Vatican, upon miffing 
it he difpatch'd his Butler to his Chamber to bring 
it hither ; and while he was gone, the Pope being 

vciy 
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very tlurfty, dcfired the under Butler to give him 
ibme Drink, who, finding fix particular FlaOcs laid 
by in a Comer, imagining they might contain Wine 
of a finer Sort than the reft, he EUed out a large 
Glafs of the poifoncd Liquor ; this he delivered to 
the Cup-bearer, and he to his Holinefs, who, not ap- 
prehending any Danger, (being eager to drink, and 
ois Mifld running upon .nothing but the wicked 
5cenc of Mifchiet and Villainy he was about to ^) 
without Hcfitation fwallow'd the Draught, as did his 
Son another Glafs mixed with Water. 

Immediately the Poifon began to work in 'Jlexan^ 
<fcr's Bowels to fuch a Degree, that he fell fuddenly 
off his Chair in a Fit, and was taken up for dead : 
jNor did his Son Serbia cfcape the Effeft of his own 
Handy-work, being in like manner feized with radt- 
ing Agony Mid tormenting Pain. The Cardinals 
coming in the mean time, and finding what had hap- 
pened they inflantJy retired, leaving Dire&ions fof 
cooveying the Pope and his Son to their refpeftive 
Apanincnts in the Vatican, and fiom that Time they 
iierer law each other again. 

Tlie Pope in fpme fm^ Degree recovered his , 
Senles, and ^as blooded and vomited, and all Kinds 
' of Remedies ufed for his Recovery, but in van ; 
lor, after receiving all the Sacraments of the Church, 
he died on the iSth of yhgufi, in the yzd Year 
of his Age. 

Borgia did not die at that Time, but, for his 
greater Scour^ and Anguilfa, God permitted him tQ 
outlive his own Formne and Grandeur, and to fee him- 
iclf deprefled and bi$ Eiiemies exalted ; for, by the 
Vigour of his Youth, and Force of the powerfal An- 
l^oces g>ven him by his Fhyficians, being fre- 
^]uently, as fome fay, put into the Belly of a Mule 
ripped up alive, by d^wes he got the better of his 
Ulnefs i notwithfhuidii^ for many Months, he was 
oJten giievoufly fick and textured. 

Oo 2 'It 
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* It cannot be denied, i&ys a good -Author, but 
Popfi Alexander h?d the Advantage of a majeftid: 
Perfon, and was endow'd with Talents and a Capa- 
city able to manage the Government of an Empire 
as extenfive as that of Alexander the Great ; but for 
Tyranny, Luft and Cruelty he was not to be matched 
with the moft barbarous among the Nero's or CW/r 
gala's, haying been the moft fc^ndalous of any thM 
ever filled the Papal Ch^r, whofe Life and Gondud 
was entirely repugnant to his pretended Belief and 
Profeflion.' 

As foon as the Pope's Death was publickly known, 
it occafioned fo much Joy at Rsme, and aftervrards to all 
Chriftendom, as can fcarfcely be expreffed, they now 
feeiAg an End of that Tyranny which had terrified the 
whole World j fo diat, in Prbpordon as Alexander had 
been feared while living, he was defpifed and abhorred 
when dead. And fo much was hte very Burial and 
Funeral Rites n^le^ed, that the above Author relates, 

* After Alexander's Death the Vice-Chancellor was im- 

* der the Neeefllty of ordering the Officials of dw 
f Clergy, the Superiors of Convents, and the Confia^ 

* ternities of Seculars to attend at the Vatican, on the 

* Penalty of being divefted of their Dignities and O^ 
f fices, which they did accordingly.' 

The Corpfe at firft lay expofed to publick View, 
tho' a moft frightfiil and horrible Spei^le, and was 
fpblagk, fo much fw;elled and deformed, that it icarce- 
ly could be known ; and, altho' It was" the conftant 
Cuftom, at the Funerals of Popes, for the People to 
kifs the Hand of the deceafed Pontiffs, yet nO one 
pffer'd this Token of Affefliion to Alextmder. In the 
Evening the Corpfe was carried, by a few Porters and 
hvp Carpenters, to the Chapel where it was to be in-; 
terred, who all the Time je'ered one another, dericUng 
the Office they were about ; and, as the Coffin hap^ 
pened to be 'tod fliort, they beat in Part of the Corpfe 
^fth their Eifts, and ^coffingly laid to it, ^ if it had

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hten alive, Rpme may now he affw'd you never fia^ 
gtt out of this Place. Finally, to ihew the utmoft 
Contempt, they placed it in a very mean Tomb, on 
die left HandSide of the AltwinSt. Peter^s Church.

As fpon as C^far Borgia w(w recovered he found 
himielf not 4 little embaraired, the Publick was io mucli. 
inlenfed a^nft him and his Family ; the Urjini and 
the GjZmww'j "were very troublefome, and even put aU 
RoTne into a CombulliiMi } the Cardinals were exceed- 
ingly uneafy, . the French and Spanijh Annies having 
thr^pied tp march up to Romey and diveft them of 
die Liberty of the Conclave ■, and, to fhew they were 
in eameft, their Forces fet forward, and the French Fleet 
^o, which lay at Cajeta, wqs commanded to go and 
ieciie the Mouth of the Tiher. 

Yet thefe different Proceedings had no other EfFcdl 
than to retard fhe EJcftion of a Pope for a Tifne, 
Means at Uft being found to prevail both on the French 
and Sptfniards to order their Armies to halt, and tp 
iUffer the Qfdin^ tP proceed %o the ^edion of 4 
Fope. 

- The 
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The Okhcc fiall upon Francis Pitoliy- 
i^'^l^^^ BMW, whoaffumcd the Name ofP/«j the 
'ZZ fiT' IIId» a Pcribn whofe Virtue, and Cbnduft 
ttfitrdiiJ. rendered him worthy of the Q)mt; and 
Oefar Borgia gained fo much Favour with 
him, that his Holine& was pkaied to aflign him A- 
partments in the Ca&k of St. Jngelo^ and pennittcd 
him to enjoy the Eftates that he acqtarcd in the late 
Pontificate. 

The Pope being defied and ietded the Tumults 
in Rome began to iubfide, and Tranquillity qipear : 
But this pious Pope was removed by Death the iSdi 
of OSobsTi abcAit twenty-fix Days iifter he had been 
exalted to the Papal Ch^r, occaHcmed by a Gangrene 
■ox Sore in his Leg, which, finne fey, Paiidelfo ?*- 
trucci^ Lord of Sienna, had bribed his Siugeons to 
poifon with the Plaifter they laid to it. The -Lois of 
nim was regretted by the Generality of Pet^le, being 
very much beloved for his Merit and exemplary Life. 

His Holinefs's Nephews and Reladonss on (he fiift 
Report of his Romotion to the H(^ See, were al- 
ready ftying to Rmne like fo many Bees j but, bef<»e 
they coLild get within the Gates, they received the £)d 
News of their Uncle's Deceafe. 

The Pope's Death expcrfed Cefar Borgia a fecwid 
Time to Fear and Dangeri the GinBnal de la Revere 
laying hold of this C^portunicy R> compais his De- 
figns, he went to Borgia to defire the Votes of his 
FatSion, and promifed, if he ftiould be chden Pc^, 
to continue him in the Dignity of General of the 
■Holy See, in Poffcffion of Remagna and the wher 
Towns he had conquered in his Father's Time, (great 
Part of which had, revolted,) wid that he would pro- 
cure a Marriage between Borgia's Daughter ajid his 
own Nephew, Son to Francis Maria dela Rsvere^ his 
Brother. 

Borgia now thought himfclf happy under his Wfif- 
forcunes, accepted the Offer, and pnocurcd iat dt la 

Ravere 
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Revere the- Interdl of the Span^ Cardinals, wht^e 
prejudices againft Rovere, relating to his Attachment 
for France^ were not qyite removed by his Conduft in 
the preceding Conclave. The Cardinal had the lame 
Succels with the Italian Cardinals, through the great 
Promifes he made them -, Co that it is ma- 
nifeft he was chofcn Pope before the ■'SV^p^''^ 
Conclave met, and accordingly was ere- Novcmb^' 
ated on the firft Meeting, 'Novemier the tbefrft. 
&ft, (an unheard of Inftance .who took 
the Name of Julius the lid. 

And it was Matter of Wonder to the ferious Part of 
the People, that the Cardinals had To unanimoufly 
inyefted a Perfon with the P^l Dignity, who was. 
of fo turbulent a Difpofition, fo formidable to dolVEf- 
chicf, who had for the moft Part fpent his Life in Party 
Matters and Broils, and had confequently brought 
on himfelf the Hatred and Ill-will of many Pcrfons 
of the firft Rank : But, when it was coiJidered on 
tiK other Hand that he had been for many Years a 
Cardinal, and was become very powerful ; that his 
Magnificence far exceeded all others, as well as his 
Angular Greatnefs of Soul j that he had gained the 
Charafter of the chief Defends of the Dignity 
9svA Privileges of the Church, and thereby obtain- 
ed, as well as by his immoderate Promiles, no 
fmall Number of Friends and Adherents of the Nobi- 
lity, f^c. his Elcdion continued njj longer Matter c£ 
Surprize. 

The Populace received the News of his EleiStion 
with extraordinary Dcmonftratitms of Joy, becaufe of 
the great Eftcem they had for hb Perf<m ; tho' /Uex- 
tmder the Vlth had fuch ^ Averfion to Julius^ that 
he kept him in Banifhmetit from Rome for the Space 
of ten Years. 
^ Julius, it's true, did own a great deal of Kindnefe 
for hb Reladons, but was very zealous to enrich the 
Church i and therefore iaid. That be would have be- 
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Jtgwed Upon bis Kindred all that be hidi ^ all ibat bl 
bad was not the ChuHb's. 

As foon as he was ele&ed Pope he . own*d W )m 
Priends, that he had once been.fincerely in the Intereft 
of France^ but that the Mortifications he had received 
from that Crown,- by the frequent Breach of its Pro- 
mifes» had foixred him to alter his Mind } that, tho' 
he was arrivpd at the Pontificate, he was not obliged 
to forgive the Freticb for the Oppofition they made 
againft him, by keeping him eight Years out of it. 

Borgia, at the Time Julius was eledcd, 
'^'4T* f had four Places left, wiiich he offer'd to dc- 
^^rabi ^^^r inio.^is Hands; but the Pope at &ft 
fiiewed himfclf very generous, and would 
not accept of them, and withal told him» that he pa^ 
mitted liim to retire where he pleafed- Thb Borgia 
accepted of, and embarked on board a Galley at OfitOi 
in order to quit the Territories of the Church j but, 
before die Galley fail'd, the Pope changed his Mind, 
and caufed him to be draped from on board the 
Galley, and fent ro Prifon, where he was detained 
till his Holinefs had got into Pofleffion the Places 
Borgia firft propofed to deliver up : And that being 
done, Julius dilcharged him out of Prilbn, and fai- 
fercd him to go to Gonfalvo, die Sfamfls General, who 
kindly received him. But after he had been with him 
Ibme Time, Gen/a/w received Orders from his Mafter 
to fend iiim into Spain, which he accordingly did, and 
no Iboner was BovgiA arrived in that Kingdom, but he 
was fentenced to perpetual Imprifonment. After he 
had been detained a Prifoner about three Years he 
found Means to make ' his Efcapa, and took Refuge 
under John D'/ilbrel, King of Navarre, where he rc- 
fided till the Year 1516, and tiien was killed in a 
Rencounter by a private Gen d'j^m, who knew hire 
not. Thus ended the wit^ed Life of that more than 
vicious Prince.

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It's cercun moft Metihave fome Vanity, and thence a 
Fondnefi for Fame ; and if, in acquiring it, they would 
eftablilh that which is kfting, and avoid Reproach of 
Infemy, they muft fqiiare their Aftions by the Rule of 
Tnith. With Pofterity, little Evafions, felfe Colour- 
ings and Chicane will not pais for Reafon, tho' they 
nwty for a time be impofed on our Cotemporaries» 
who arc too often influenced by Friendihips, engaged 
in Bwties, warmed and mifled by Paffion and Partia- 
lity. Death Mid Time deftroy all Artifices ; the In- 
tentions of Men,^with all their Motives and Purfuits, 
are then icanned to a Nicety, What avails now Alex- 
andir and Borgia's Craft and Subornations, their Power 
and high Pofts ? Does the Awe of Purple, or the 
VioIetKc of the Sword, do Guards and perverted 
Laws fccure their Memory, as they did their Perfons ? 
Do we, for Example, fear-their Charges ofTreafon, 
<M- the vile Breath of their Informers, while we 
treat them as the Tyrants, Pefts, and Oppref 
fors of the Earth when living, as Suborners of 
Pequry, and Murderers in cold Blood ? What is it 
to us, that the one was a Pope, and the other a 
Prince ? Men of S«ife find no Magick in Names, 
but regard Monfters as fuch, whatever Titles For- 
tune or Deceiwrs gave them, or they themfelves 
affumed. Thus Tyrants fuffer the Vengeance of After- 
Ages, and terrible it is to thofe who are tender of 
their Renown, Hence they ought to be more afraid of 
. luture Cenfure, which is generally well-grounded, and 
will certiunly out-laft temporary Praife, that is often 
falfe, fleeting, and at beft to be fufpefted. Now, i£ 
Tyrants are hated and defpifed, furely the Indigna- 
tion of Mankind cannot be Lefs againft Sycophants and 
Flatterers, who frequently change Princes into Tyrants, 
and make them worfe ti^n they would be ? 

About this Time there appeared a gene- ^airt if 
ral pifcontent among the People of Eng- Englaau, 
tandi owing to the cruel Procewiings of the 

Pp King*i 
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King's two infamous Minifters -, but this no* wys 
affeited his Majefty'; for his Mind was intent on 
Ways and Means to prevent a large Sum of Money 
from going out of his Pocket. He had received one 
hundred thoufand Crowns in part of the Portion with 
/Irtbur's Princefs ; but, as that Prince died without If- 
fue, Henry was obliged either to return Half the Mo- 
ney, or, if he kept the Lady in England, to give her 
the third Part of the Revenues of the Principality of 
Wales^ Dukedom of Comwal, and Earldom of Cbe- 
fier \ either of which were equally grievous to a frince 
of Hmrf% covetous Temper ; however, he could not 
ev^de both without breaking with Ferdinand^ a Step 
not eligible at prefent. 

To carry this P{Mnt, and make all eafy, his Rtijeft 
Was to get Catherine married to his Son Henry, wiiicli 
would effeftually lecure the firft hundred thouland 
Crowns, and procure the other. The King, big with 
thefe Expeftarions, caufed Propolkls to be made to 
Ferdinand, and he readily agreed to the Match, pro- 
vided a proper Dilpenfation could be obtained. This 
Henry was in no doubt of, and therefore both Kings 
joined in applying to his Holinels for what was ne- 
ceflaiy, in the Name of the Prince and Princefs: 
, But, before the Meffenger arrived at Ronte, the Pope 
was dead, which for the prefent put a Stop to their 
Application. Pius was no iboner elefted Pope, than 
lie alio died, and this was another Hindrance k> the 
Affair. As ibon as Julius was eleiSted, the Petition baiig 
prefented, he was pleafed, by a Bull dated the 2olk 
of November, to grant, a Difpenlarion to the Purport 
following :

This is the Si4^hmce of that &nious Bui], the Va- 
lidity of \riiich was lb much i^Tputed in the AKiir of 
^e Divorce of Queen Catherine from Heitrj the Vlllth. 

If Jrthur's Marriage with Catberi/ie i^ not been 
a^ualfy con^mmated, as the Lddy afcerwards affirmed^ 
it's furprizing, that Jtihus the lid flioold not be »c- 
quaintcd with fo ^vourable a Circumfbince, wfiich 
would have been a better Plea for the Difpenfetion, 
than the pretended Reafon for [Detaining fhe Peace 
between Eagltmd and Spetli. 

When the Difpenfation was obtaned^ Prince Hemj 
was not thirteen Years cdd, and confequently not of a 
fuitable Age to confijmmate Manoge, and thetefbre 
it W5S delayed till a more proper Time. 

The Afikirs of the Frenchat this Time, 
0/ih* Wtfr in fout of Italy) were attended with very bad 
S.'"««S Succefs ; for the Army, fent by them to 
trench M the Confines of Fontarabia, was, thro' ill 
Napka. ' Condu*^ and the Want of Money, very 

foon broke and difbanded ; and theirFleets 
having met with as bad Treatinent on the Coaft of 
Spain, had retired to MarfeiUes -, and the Army that 
marched to Perpignsn, in which the French King fo 
much confided, befieged the Tqwn of Sal in vain, and 
were obliged to retire. 

Tlicn the King of Spain begun a new Gainc j he 
pretended, that he would willingly replace Kii^ Pre- 
Herick on the Throne of Naples^ provided the King of 
'^'rancs would agree to it,; whifh put Frederick upon 
labouring to acfonimodate the Diffei^ices that had 
»ifen between the two Crowns j this he fo far effeft^ 

■' ' ' : ;..,; ^ 
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ed, that both Kings agreed to a Truce fw five Months, 
but that only refpcfted their Dominions out of lialy. 

Upon this the King of Spain fent Ambafladors into 
Fraace, who maoaged Matters with fuch Cunning and 
Art, as to make Frederick believe, that the King of 
France was the only Perfpn.that obftrufted his being 
re-eftabli(hed in Naples -, tho' the real Truth was, both 
france and Spain bad tiieij- Eyes <m nothing fo much 
as the Conquell find Keepit^ that Kingdom. 

The Frfncb Army in Italy, as foon as Jtdius waa 
elefted Pope, entred iqx)n Aftion, and advanced thro' 
the Country leading towards St. Germano -, whereupoii 
Gonfaho placed Garrifons in Rocca, Secca, and ]^onte 
C^nOt and fo pofted the Remainder of his Forces, that 
Jie foon put a Stop to the Progrefc of the Enemy. 

The French, in their March, were Joined by the Mai^ 
quis of Salusszo, and the Troops from Gaeia, which 
cfiahled them to get PoffeiTion of the Dutchy of 
Trajetto, and foon after the whole Country of Foitdi^ as 
^ as the River Garigliano ; but, finding they could 
not didodge the Spaniards from thtir fliong Holds, 
were fijrced to fcek for a Paflage over the River 
nearer the Sea-fide ; fo that after they had halted 
two Days near .4?«^, they took that Town, and left 
jn it feven hundred root, and then paffed on to Pomo 
CwOT, ■ marching "by the Way ofFondi. 

Thefc Proceedings erf" the French Army were judged 
to be of great ImpcHtance ■, for, as Gonfaho was infe- 
rior to them in Strength, nothing feemed to appear 
that couW hinder them, after they had got over the 
River, fiom marching direftly to the very Walls of 
Naples ; and, having a confiderable Fleet at Sea, the 
French Generals now apprehended Matters had a good 
Afpeft. 

Gonfaho thereupon marched with all his Forces, in 
order to oppofe the Enemy, and a Cnart Engagement 
cnfued, which ended in their difappointing them as 
to palGng the Kiver. Oa the Frencb Side Bagli di 

Digiano 
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Digiano was flMn, and in the Spanifli hxmj Fabio Taa- 
loy Or/mo's Son : It was faid, had the Frerub pufhed 
on courageoudy, they would in all Probability have 
gained the Day, but, by fhewing a kind of Timidity, 
they loft the Viftoty, and with it their Hopes of fu- 
ture Succefs ; for, from that Time their Affairs grew 
worfc and worfe. 

Many of the French Writers lay the Blame of this 
Mifcarriage on the Marquis of MaTttua^ who they ac- 
cufed of holding a fecret Coirefpondence with the 
Spaniards ; but others fay, that among the Frejub Com- 
manders there was no fmall Difordcr and Contention; 
for the Frmchy according to their wonted CuHom, 
difdaining to be commanded by Italian Officers, did 
therefore not obey the Orders given them by their 
chief General ; for which Reafon he left the Freacb 
Service. 

After his Departure the Marquis of Saluzze took 
upon him the Command of the Army, and ordered 
a Rampart to be made near the^ Entry of a Bridge that 
fecured a Paffage over the River, where they alio built 
a Baftion to hold a laige Number of Men, fo that the 
Spaniards could not now annoy them, and therefore the 
French faffed over in Safety ; but other Incidents ibon 
fell out which defeated all their Projefts, as well thro* 
the Bravery and Refohidon of Gonfalvo, who deipifcd 
Fatigue, as their own bad Conduft. 

Gonfalvo was encamped about a Mile from rfie Rif 
ver, where « his Army was in a very bad Condition, 
for want of Pay, and thro' the Rigour of the Seafon, 
the Winter being far advanced : And, as the French 
were pafled the River, Genfaho was adviled to rerire 
to Capua, that his People might fuffer the lels, and 
Ihunthe Danger that feemed to hang over theirHeads, 
their Purfuers being fHll fuperior to them in Num- 
ber 1 but this Advice was with great Magnanimity rer 
jeiftcd by him, telling his Advifers, ^at he rather da- 
ftred his ownGrtgve faould not be a Hondas brfodtb from 

the 
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the Euemft tbofi, by removing backwards a few Paces, to be 
fare to live a hundred Tears. "With this fingular Con- 
ftancy of Mind, he furiering patiently all the Uneafi- 
nels and Inconveniencies he met with, and, having 
fortified his Campj he refolved in this Situation to de- 
fend himfdf, if attacked. This put the French at a 
full Stand, and made them winter in very cold and 
C0[nfortle& Quarters, on which a great Sicknefs among 
them followed ; inlbmuch, that the Italian Troops, in 
their Service, deferted, and their Number otherwilc 
deoreafed vifibly every Day ; but what contributed 
moft to their Ruin, was the Difcord among the Com- 
manders, who obferved neither Difcipline nor Order. 
In fine, the French being fruftrated in their Defigns, 
partly by the Stedfeftnefs of GonfalvOy and partly by 
the BittemeJs of the Winter Seafon, no material Adtion 
enfued ; only now and then a fmall SIdrmilh, in which 
generally the Spaniards got the better : Many of the 
FreTicb Cheers, as well as Soldiers, died, while the Ene- 
my .encreafed tiieir Numbers, by the Addition of the 
Vrfini and others ; fo that Saluxzo was fo far reduced, 
that, inftead of attacking of Gon/ahe, as he intended, he 
was obliged to retreat to Cajeta. 

Genjalvo loft no Time, but immediately 1504. 
befieged Saluzzo at Cajeta^ and the Marquis, 
finding a terrible Famine would be with him fooner 
than any Relief, capitulated, JoMuary the ift, that the 
Soldiers might depart either by Sea or Land into 
France^ and all Prifoners be releaied without Ranfom, 
with whom the Mwflial D'Atbigny obtained his Li- 
berty, and returned into France ; but the Article, in 
refpeiit to fetring the Prifoners at Liberty, not b?ing 
clearly worded, Gonfalvo afterwards took Occafion to 
dilute the Matter, ailedging, that, by Virtue of the 
Stipulation, thofe other Noblemen of the French Party, 
in the Kingdom of Naples^ were not included. 

Peter of Medici^ who followed die French Camp, 
met witi^ 8 greater M.isfOrtune than this j for, at the 

fame 
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ikme Time they decamped at G^gUene, he and ^- 

veral. other Lords, having with them four Pieces of 
Ardlleiy, embark«l in a large Boat, with H Defign 
to IHI for Gaeta ; but the We^t of the Metal, and 
Number of Paflengers were fo great, that, at the 
Mouth of the River, the Winds being contrary, the 
Boat funk» and th^ were all drowned. 

By this Defeat at Gartgliam, on the Banks of whic^ 
the French had lain for the Space of fifty Days^ they 
entirely lofl: the noble and opulent KingdtHn of No- 
■ fUs 1 and of the whole French Army very few were 
laved, or efcaped Imprilbnmcnt or Death \ rhoft of 
thofe Foot, who thought Kt have laved themfelves by 
Flight, perifhed on the Roads thro* Hunger and Cold ; 
and thofe who got alive to Rome were in a naked and 
miferable Condition, Numbers of them died in the 
Hofoitals, and many even in the Streets. Nor were 
the Misfortunes which attended the French NobiUty in 
the Army lefs calamitous, occafion'd by the Hard- 
ihips they had undergone while lying at Gtitigtiam^ 
many of whom either died on Shipboard, or imme- 
diateiy on their Arrival in France^ and among diem 
was the Marquis of i'j/wzzff. 

From thefe SuccelTes, and the expelling the Moors 
out of Spain^ the Name of the Spaniards^ which till 
then had fcarce been known to the neighbouring Na- 
tions, became formidable to the whole World.

Lewis now finding his Treafure and the Blood of 
his Subjcfts much exhaufted, the' he had been fo 
ftiamefully ufed by Ferdinand, yet they again treated 
with each other, by which means they concluded a 
Truce for three Years, and agreed it (hould extend to 
all their Dominions, 

About this Time alfo Lewh was in Ne- 
Irt ''*'"\f' °" g^t'^ti'^"^ ^^h other Powers, and a Treaty 
niilian"Lew^ of great Confequence was foon concluded 
flw^Plulip. ' at 5/91J, between the Emperor and the 
Arch-duke Philip on the one Part, and 
himfcif on the other ; in which the Marriage of Ijwii^ 
eldeft Daughter (or of the fccond in cafe the firft died) 
with Prince Charles was again confirmed, with feveral 
confiderabJe Additions in his Favour, and the Catt- 
traft was fign'd by Francis de Falois, prefumprive 
Heir to the Crown, (who fucceeded Lewis by the Ti- 
tle of Francis I.) and other Princes of the Blood 
Hereupon the Emperor gave Lewis the Inveftitaie of 
the Dutchy of ASlan, in a different Manner from that 
firft propofed, which was granted only to the King 
and his Daughters ; whereas it was now made to * Lewis 

* and his Children as well Males as Females, provided 

* he paid 120,000 Florins.' 

This Treaty was fo advantageous to the Houfe of 
Auftria, and fo prejudicial to France, that it was 
thought the King never defigned to {tand by it ■, for 
the general Opinion was, that Lewis entered into this 
Treaty for no other Reafon but to prevent die mifcar- 
rying of another, which he had very much at Heart, 
a League between him, the Emperor, and the Pope, 
againft the Vetietians. 

Thefe Princes were not a little diflatisfied with that 
Republick ; Lewis, for the Motives juft mentioned, 
was greatly inr^ed. The Einp<;ror could not pardoH 

them. 
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diem, on Account of the League they had made with 
France., for feizing the Dutchy of Milan ; and the Pope 
had noleis Caufe of Complaint againft them, for taking 
Foflellion of Faenza and other Towns which had be- 
longed K> the Holy See ; but the publick Pretence for 
this Union was to make Wm againft the Turks, with 
whom the Venetians had concluded a Peace : And it io 
happened, that their Treaty with the Turks, and that 
of the Pope mth the two Princes, were figned the 
lame Day, September the 22d. 

If the Execution had been as fpeedy as it might, 
the Venetians would probably foon have been in a very 
bad Situation ■, but while that was delayed they had the 
Opportunity of making it up with the Pope, who 
reaped this Advantage, he got Ibme of the Towns re- 
itored, th^ he was to have by the Treaty. 

Lewis, having miffed what he propofed from the 
Xeague, b^an Ki alter hb Thoughts in refpeft to mar- 
rying his Daughter Qauda to Prince Charles, and the 
rather becaufe of the two following Events that hap- 
pened this Year, and which afterwards made great 
Altoations in the Affairs of Europe iij, general.

Thus the King, continually amafling Wealth at a 
Time when his ordinary Expoices were very moderate, 
and husbanding it in the beft Manner pofflble, became 
at la^th cxtreamiy rich b ready Money \ but then 
he doubly ruined his Subjects, by draining their Purfes, 
and hindering the Coin, of which he had great Quan- 
tities by hini, from circulating in Ti^e ; and ftill Bjk^ ■ 
foH and Dudley continued thdr Extortions without any 
ReJerve, and with a Rigour unexperienced by the£fl^- 
lijb under any of their former Kings. 

The 19th of ^gujty Henry ilTued out a Proclama- 
tion, giving Notice, * That he had appointed Commif- 

* fioners, to whom his Creditors, and fuch as had any 
' Demands upon him, might apply from that Time, 

* and continue rill Micbaelmas come two Yeais.* It is 
hard to judge whether he did this from a Principle of 
Equity, or only to blind People's Eyes ; and it is dif- 
ficult to believe, that, whilft he fuHoed his Subje^ to 
be opprefled by his two Minifters, he really intended 
to do Juftice to all the World, 

Much about this Time the Earl of St^olk, in his 
Fury, murdered a Perfon of low Rank, fw which Of- 
fence he was inditfted, and obliged to appear at the 
King's Bench Bar to plead to the Indiftment 1 but he 
found Means to obtain the King's Pardon, upon which 
he went into Flanders, where he ftaid fome Time, and 
then returned back to England ; yet the King took no 
Cognizance either of his Flight or Return. 

Hall fays, ' At Prince Arthur'^ Marriage, no one 

* made a greater Appearance than the Earl, by reaibn 

* whereof he run in Debt.' Hollinglbeadiccm& tothink 

* That tho' he appeared grand on that Occafion, yet 

* he envyed the Felicity of Henry the Vllth's Family, 

* and could no longer wjth Patience fee thcpi enjoy the 

* Crown,' 
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Empfon and Dudlty was now got to that Heighth, 
that the great Men themfejves met with fixim them no 
better Uiage than the Mcaneft ; in flioit, both equally 
^oaned under the OpprefEon of thefe two Horfe- 
leaches, who foared neuher Friend nor Foe. 

The Earl of St^dk therefore fended, as nothing was 
to be heard but Murmurs and Complaints among all 
Ranks of People, that in the End fome violent Storm 
might be raifed againft the King, efpecially if they law 
a Perfon of Diftindtion ^pcar to head them, and, as 
he was of the Houfe of Tork by his Mother, he ima- 
^ned the Time was come for him to put in his Claim 
to the Crown. Fcrfifting in this Belief, he perfuaded 
fereral L^ords and Gendemen to promife to fupport 
him at a proper Seafon, and then he retired into Flan- 
ders a fecond Time, with his Brother Riebard^ from 
whence he eipefted a powerfiil Aid, by Means of the 
Dutchefi of Burgundf, who'was Itill alive and retained 
an implacable Hatred againft the King ; but ibe ibon 
after ended her Life, without being able to fiicceed in 
any of the Projefts (he had formed to deprive Henry 
of the Crown. 

The King was not a litde furprized at the Earl's 
Retreat, and did notqueftion but that he and his Ac- 
complices had contrived fome Plot in England, before 
his Departure. In order to be fiiUy informed of this, 
he had recourfe to the lame Arts ufed with Perkin 
Warheck ; Sir Robert Curfon, Governor of the Caftle of 
HammeSy near Calais, (whom he knew to be fit for his 
Purpofe, and entirely at his Devotion) was the Perfon 
he employed ; the Knight, purfuant to his Inftrudions, 
rclinq^fhed his Government, under Colour of an Af- 
itont (tho' defignedly) put on him by the King, came 
to the Earl of Suffolk, with Offers of his Service, with 
whom he played his Part fo well, that the Earl impart- 
ed to him all his Secrets, By this Means Henry came 
to know. that ^//w/» Courtnrf, Son to the Earl of De- 
vonfiirtt who inarricd Catberine, Edward the IVth's 
. Daughter)

When the Arch-duke rcceifred the Ne*s of Ifa- 
kella'& Death, he Wis empby'd in endeavouring to 
ftq^pids fome dcnncitick Broib in Flanders, which pre* 
vented his repairing into Spain io foon as he couIcT 
have wiJhed, and was obliged to leave to King Ferdh 
nand, his Father-in-law, the Government of Ca/iilt, 
tho* fiilly bent to take it from him as foon as poffiblq. 
On the other Hand Ferdtnandy improving on I/aiella'i 
Will, pretended to keep the AQminiftration of that 
Kingdom during hts Ljfc, prot»bIy becaule Ihe had 
not Hmited the Condnuancc. 

This Difpute bred fome Uneafutefi in Henry, whofe 
Cafe was the fame with Ferdtnan^i, m the C^iniori of 
manjr People, moft of his Subjects being, perfuaded 
EUzahetb of Tork, his Queen Owfort, was of Ki^ 
rile true Queen of England^ and confequcntly the Crown 
feU, after Jier Deceale, to Hmrj, her Son and lawfid 
Succellbr ; and, tho* he had afi^^d to hold for certain, 
ihflt the Houfe of Tork had never any Right to the 
Crown, he was very much diiharbed. It is true, thaf, 
bcfidet his Defcent frosn the Houfe of Laacafter, he 
had founded his Right upon tvn> other Titles, r\&awt\% 
Conqueft, and the Approbation of Parliament, as we 
have before obfcrved ; but he dearly perceived how 
weak thcfe two Foundations would prove, fliould the 
Houie of Torky by Ibme Revolution, come to g^ 
GfDund. 

Upon this Account he was v«ry attentive to what 

pafled in Spatn, looking upon the Dccifion of the Con' 

acit there as a Preeodcnt.for or agaJnil him. On the

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odier.Handt he wasafnud that Philipj who had ap- 
peared for fome Time clofely united mth Lewis the 
Xllch, would join in a Lei^ewith chat Monarch and 
the Emperor, to oblige Ferdinand to rcfign C^ile w 
him'} and in that Cafe he forelaw he fhould be forced 
dcher to abandon Ferdinand to thefe three potent Ene- 
mies, or enter into a War ^ainfl: them to Jupport 
him, both which were equally t^pofite to his Intereft. 
In fine, he had caft his Eyes upon the <^en Dowa- 
ger of Naples^ Widow of King Ferdinand, for a Wifi^ 
in order to enjoy the large Dower affigned her in that 
Kingdom, hoping perhaps, fcy marrying that Queen, 
to render himfelf Umpire of the Differences between 
■Lewis and Ferdinandy concerning the Kingdom of 

To be fiilly informed therefore of the Difpofition of 
the Cajiilians, and the Qualities of the Queen of Na- 
ples, he fcnt three Perfons into Itafy and Spain, not as 
Ambadadors, but as Travellers for their Pleailire. 
However, to procure them Accefc to the Qiecn of 
Naples and Ferdinand, he fo ordered it, that the Prin- 
irefs of Walts gave them Letters both for the King her 
Father, and the Queen. Thefe Gentlemen's private 
Inftruftions, with refpeft to the Queai, were very 
particular : His Majeify wanted to be informed of her 
Age, Complexion, Stature, Health, Temper, Incli- 
nations, Behaviour, and, 03 be fure, of her Etlate: 
This fhcn^ he was not willing haftily to pcfolve i tho* 
the Projeft foon vanifhed, when the King heard itota 
his Meflengers, that the Queen's Jointure had been 
very confiderable, but was changed by Ferdinand, fince 
'he had been poffeffed of the Kingdom of Naples, into 
a Penfion for Life. 

When the Gendemen arrived in Spain the Conteft 
between Ferdinand and Philip, his Son-in-law, was 
ilill in the lame State ; they therefore acquainted the 
•King, that Ftri^)*5«Acontinucd to govern Cejlile as 
AdniiniftratCtf, and even hoped-.toperfiiadei^ifey/>/> to 
... leayg 
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leave him the Adminiftration diereof during Life, ei-" 
ther by the Means of fome of liis CounciJ, wJiom he. 
had gained over, or by threatning him to many again, 
and fo give an Heir to the Kingdom of Arragon ; that 
therefore there was a Projedl of iVIarriage between". 
Ferdinand wid Gertnaine de Foix, which would be cer-- 
tainly accompliflied, in cafe Philip molefted his Fa- 
rfier-in-law : That Ferdinan^^ Secretary Iiad difco-- 
vered to them as a great Secret, that thg Marriage of 
Prince. CJ&<w/« oi At^ria with Qauda ot France would. 
not take Effeft, iJwis the Xllth being refolved to 
give his Daughter to one of the Princes oi France : But 
riiefe Informarions containing nothing certain, Henry 
could take no Meafures till he law the Courfe of the 
Spanijh ASdiTs. 

'. Whilft Ferdinand and Philip were in Treaty coiv- 
ceming their Difference, Philip and Jane were pro^ 
claimed King and Queen of Caftile at Bruffels, which 
(hewed they intended not to refign the Adminiibariori 
of Cattle toy Ferdinand, as he liad flatter'd himfelf 
But his domeftick Broib hindered him for the prefent 
from executing his Refolution of going to CaJiiU with 
his Princefe. 

He knew the CafiJlians were not pleafed with Perdi- 
nandj and did not doubt, as foon as he and his (^een 
appeared, all would declare for them ; for .the iamc 
Reafon Ferdinand ufed all Sorts of Artifices to diflliad? 
them from this Voyage. 

There were feveral Perfors at the Court of Spain, 
that advifed FerdtTiand to take the Tide of King of 
Cafiile, under Pretence of being defcended from the 
Male Line of the antlent Kings of that Realm ; but 
he knew better how to govern his Ambition -, and 
many of iiis Grandees were ^verle even to his being 
Adminiftrator of it ; and, in cafe Jans Ihould not be 
in a Condition of governing by hecfelf, they urged, 
ph^t the Government devolved upon the Arch-duke, 
Rr a who 
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fvbo VIS already acknowkdgecl King, and that Ftf- 
/frjMffti ought to retire to hU Kingdom of Arragon. 
. Ferdmand thought, as his Affiiirs were ihifi ficuated, 
be. could not make a better FrDvilion for his Security 
than to gain Lewis to be his Friend » and, as he 
knew that this Frioce had a great Regard fw Gar- 
mame de Foix^ his Sifter's Dai^ter, he therefore de- 
manded her of him in Marriage, ofiering to fettle ^ 
Crown o{ Naples on the Children begoteen of herBf>df. 
On the odter hand, IjviU^ hsvii^ 
T^JTJ" ^^^y ^^ ^^^^ ^ Thoughts of at- 
Spain, oa^ tcmpung to reconquer the Kingdom of 
utiitb. NapUst readily granted 5irrf«iMi*s Ret- 

quell, which was the more agreeable to 
him, for that thereby a Way was opened' for fettling tlw 
remaining Differences fubfiflnng between Fratut 
and SpatHi and for both Furpoics the two Kin^ foon 
agreed on a Treaty, wherein was a Clauie, * That, in

fcrting in the Treaty fome Articles in their FavcHir j 
the fim readily granted him a Difpenfatian for the 
Marriage, and the Cardinal was very aftive to foiwaid 
the Negoriation, whereby the Treaty was fign'd at 
Slcii on the 12th oiO^ober, the FcSce publiftied be- 
tween the two Crowns, and, in the Monm of Mareby 
the Year following, ^e Marriage was folemnized at 

- Valkdolid, whereupon the NeapolitdHs took an Oath of 
Allegiance to Ftrdinand, and Germaitu, as King and 
pueen of Naples. 

. This News caufed great Uneafinefles and Broils in

He made iLww f« a great Value both on die PoWef 
lie gave him to diipofe of the Benefices in the Mla- 
neje^ and on the two Caidinati Caps he lent hini, one 
fat the Nephew of dw Cardinal D'AmioiJi^ and the 
other for w ^rVawvt^f ( and, in Rernm for this Fa- 
vour, the Pope prevaiicd with his MbJI Chrtftian Ma- 

jifiy CO employ ms Forces to recover Bologna for him, 
out of the Hands of John BmtivogUa, which was 
accordingly efFeded. This Lord, finding himfelf al^ 
fiiukcd^.oiw yho had ever been his Protestor, en- 
treated him at lad to intercede with his Holinefs, td 
give him Leave to go out of the Town, and carry hi6 
Goods along with him, which, with foiru Difficult/, 
■was granted. 

Juliui^ having got Bglogna into his PolTeinon, made 
a pompous Entry into the City, where he granted fe- 
veral FavourB to die inhabitants which were well re- 
ceived, and oontribuced not a little towards mtdclng the 
Pei^ie eafy under their new Matter. Notwithftanding 
Lewis thus aOifted Julius^ without whofe Aid he could 
never have taken Bfiltgruy yet at times, when in his 

Cur 
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Cups, he could not help dilcovering his Hatred U> 
Lewis and the French Nadon. 

At the Time thcfe di^rent Matters were' 
^airi ^ tranladting abroad. Prince Heitry entred into 
England, the 1 5th Year of Ws Age, and it was debated 
in Council, Whether his Maniage with Car 
tberinet his ftx)thcr*s Widow, fliould be carried into 
Execution ? This was oppoTed by feveral weighty Rea- 
ions, which fo ixc prevailed, that it was again put fM: 
But in the niean time the young Prince privately viGt- 
cd the Kfbop of WvKhefier^ and fubfcribcd the follow- 
ing Paper.

After diis It does not appear that ai%y fijrther mcn- 
rion was made, during the Remainder of hi« Fa^w'i 
Reign, of the Prince's manying the Princefi Caheritte -, 
nor that any Applicadon was made to the King by the 
Court <tf ^aiti to pr<is the fame from the Time of 
obtaining the Difpenfation, which is a clear Evidence, 
specially if we confider what followed in the enfylng 
Reign, that that Court did not think the Rrince yet of 
z foitable Age to conflimmate the Matriage. 

About this Time the Empercn* MaximilieM fent an 
Ambafiador to propofe to the King a League agiunll 
the Turks ; bur diis E/nbafly was (as R^n avers) only 
aPretence to demandof //f»ryan Aid ofMoney, who, 
too Weil undcrftw»ding the Nature of thofc Propofals, 
(and tinding the Amb^ador was alfo chai^d with 
other Propofals for bonwwiBg a Sum of Money of him) 
chcfe rather to make him a Prefcnt of 10,000 /. than 
to advance any in Aid, or lend the Sum defired. 

But yet the King did not care to part with his Mo- 
ney without having fomething for it, and therefore htj 
took the Of^rrurtity to conclude with Maximilian an 
advantageous Treaty of Commerce, and another of 
Friendfhip and Alliance, which were to continue for 
a Year aher the Death of the SiKvivor. 

Mr. IVolfr^ behaved fo well in his

Notwithftanding Erafmus's Inclinarion to fiay in 
England we find, that, after he had fetded a Corres- 
pondence with his learned Friends, pardcularly with 
Mr. Thomas Wolfey., he retura'd to Paris^ where he 
took the Opportunity of writing a Piece highly in the 
Praife of England, and dedicated it to Lord Montjoy, 
From Pans he went to St. Omers in the Year 1501, 
where he wrote an excellent Manual of Piety and good 
Morals. Six Months of the intermediate Time be- 
tween his leaving and returning to England he Ipent in 
Holland, and ftill it feems he had a great Defire to ftep 
over from thence to England, to fpend fome Time 
with his Friends, among whom he diftinguiflied Dr. 
diet. Dean of St. PauFsy Mr. Thomas Mere, and Mr. 
ffelfey, as die chief. 

When Erafmus came to England a. fecond Time, he 
firft took up his Refidence at London, and whilft he 
continued there. Or at fome Country Seat near adjcan- 
iflg, he and his Friend Mr. More, (who was now be- 
come a Student in LincoUl slnn) fpent fome Part of 
their Time in trandating certain Dialogues of iMcian 
from the Greek. And tho' the Knowledge of this no- 
ble Language was foon found to be of infinite Advan- 
t^e to our Countrymen, yet there was not wanting 
at firft a Set of gididy and ignorant youi^ Men in the 
Univerfity of Oxford^ who oppofed its Prt^refi, and 
„ v^,o«»?^nng 
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gathering inio a Body, called themfelves Trojans^ be- 
gan to wage War widi the Grecians -, and, to appear 
more terrible, they chofe their Leaders, and dubbed 
them with the Names of Priam, He^or and Paris. 
Thefe Franticks did much Mifchief for a Time j but, 
thro' the Care of the Heads of the Univerfity^ and 
the Afliftance of Erafmuj, fFelfey *, and others, her 
iaithful Sons, the Grecians at laft carried their Point, 
and the Study of this Language has ever fince met 
mth the higheft Encouragement, as well in the Uni- 
verfities as in the difieient Schools throughout the 
Kingdom. 

The Fame of Erafmus's great Learning foon reach'd 
tfie Court, and it muft not be foi^ot, that Erafmus 
being at Greetmieb, Mr. Thomas Mire came to pay 
him a Vifit, and for Diverfion carried him to EJtbam, 
the Nurfery of the Royal Family ; for there it feems 
the King's Children were educated. When they came 
to the great Hal], meeting Prince Henry, (who was 
then fcarce nine Years of Age) Mr. More and an- 
9ther Gentleman prefented him fomc of their elegant 
Pieces. Erajmus, not being apprifed of their In- 
tention, was not then prepared to do the like : But,

This put the young Prince, when he 
was at Dinner, upon fending Erafmus a fhort EpiftJc, 
as a Sort of Challenge \ and, tho* Erafmus had not 
been a long Time converfant with the Mules, yet in 
three Days he drew up an elegant Ode in Latin Verfe, 
Hexameters and lamiics, in Praife of King Henry the 
Vllth, his Royal Iflue, and the whole Kingdom of 
England, illuftracing his Piece with an Inftance of 
jikxanJer's Generofity to the Poet Cherylus, and of the 
Acceptance of a Cup of cold Water from Artaxentes j 
concluding, that if his Highnefs would vouchlafe to 
accept of fucb a Trifie, he hoped to offer fomewhaC 
more confiderable, when his princely Virtues, advanc- 
ing with his Years, would afford a more ample Field 
of Poetry, Farewely illuftrious Prince, (iays hej be 
the Patron of good Letters, adorn them with your Ex- 
att^le, protefl them by your Authority, and improve them 
by your Bounty. Thus began the literary Correspon- 
dence between Prince Henry and the great Mafter of 
Europe, Erafmus. Whilft Erafmus refided in or near 
London, he was introduced to Archbifhop JVarhamy 
Lord Chancellor, at Lambethy who very kindly re- 
ceived him, as he himfelf relates in a Letter to ^ 
Friend. ' When the Archbiihop, a litde before Din- 

* ner, difcourfed with me, and found me not a Man 

* of many Words, he forbore till after Dinner, and 
' then reafiumed his Difcourft in fo eafy and affable a 

* Way as was very agreeable, and at laft difmiffed me 

* with an honorary Prefent ; This, in a genteel Man- 

* ner, he gave me in private, afting at the lame Time 
' two Parts, the one not to put me to the Blufh, and 

* the other not to raife Envy in others.' 

Erafmus next made a Vifit to Cambridge, at the 
Requgft of Fifher, afterwards the famous Bifhop of 
Rochefier ; but the learned Authors vary much as to 
the I'ime he was there ; Fuller makes it in 1504, and 
Knight in 1 506. But we rather think it was the latter 
End of tliis Year, for that it appears, from Knighi'% 
Account, 
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Account, that Erajmus was in London on New Year's 
Day, 1506, and prefented, as a New Year's Gift, 
one of Isician's Dial(^ues tranflated into Latin, to Dr. 
Fex, Bifhop of IVinchtfter: After which we do not 
find any Account of his returning to CamhriJge. 

It is remarkable, that the Dotflor enumerates in his 
life of Erafmusy P. 27, his firft Acquaintance upon 
his coming to Oxford, to wit, Mr. Thmas More, Mr. 
^Twmas JVolfey, Burfar of Magdalen College ; John do- 
rymond, foon after Prefident of the fame College \ and 
Slbomas Halfy, who afterwards was promoted to a Bi- 
ftioprick. * Thefe were, fays Knight, his intimate 

* Friends, as appears by the Correfpondence he kept 

* up with them, after his Removal from Oxford* 
But has not given us one of Erajmus's Letters to Wbl- 
fiy, among the many he has to others ; and what is 
yet more ftrange, notwithftanding fo early a Friend- 
Ihip between thefe two great Men, he takes no No- 
tice of Erafmus'i paying any Vifit to his Friend Wol- 
fty, upon hjs fecond Coming into England., tho' he 
was then in the high Road to Preferment, and, before 
Erafmus's Departure, no lefs than one of the King's 
Chaplains, and in great Favour with Bifhop Fox, and 
the other learned Minifters, that had then very great 
Intereft at Court. 

Erafmus''% great Friend and Cotem- Of the Origin 0/ 
porary, the learned and ingenious Sir ■S"' Thomas More, 
Thomas Mere, vf as hom'm Milk-Jireet, "^'n/i^^^ 
London, the only Son of Sir John More, 
ICnight, one of thejuftices of the King's Bench, who fent 
him to be educated at Oxford, and, after quitting that 
Univerfity, he was eletfbed a Burgefs, and fat in the 
Parliament, called the laft Year, when the Commons 
Confent was demanded for raifing a Subfidy to be 
paid to the King, upon the Marriage of the Princefs 
A^rgaret with yemes the IVth of Scotland, which, as 
fome Writers fay. Sir T^&wjwj ftrcnuouny oppofed, and 
by thftt Means the King was difappointed in his Fx- 
peftation ^ 
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pedtadan ; but they are mlftaken, for it appears 
plainly fixim the Records, that the King obtained 
what he afked from his Parliament. Tho' Sir ?^ 
nuu'i Oppofidon raifed his Majefty's Indtgnadon fo 
high againft both Father and Son, that a Compl^t 
being afterwards brought a0dD& Sir Joht^ in refped 
to his execudng his Office, he was clapt up in the 
Tower of Xj/mdon^ and there detained ^foner dll he 
purchafed his Liberty, by paying loo/. but it does 
not appear, whether he was difmifled horn his Office 
or not. However, certun it is, that, as Sir ^Ihemas 
did not afk Pardon of the King, for oppofing his Re- 
queft in the Houfe of Commons, which Dudky ad- 
vifed him to, he was made fo very uncafy the latter 
Part of the Kill's Reign, that he had Thoughts of 
redring beyond Sea, in order to avoid his Majefty's 
Difpleafure.

Henry no fooner heard of the unejfpefted News, but 
he fent the Earl of Arundel to compliment them, whq 
executed his Commiflion in great State, at the Head 
of three hundred Msn on Horfcback, and, for the 
more Grandeur, entered W^moutb by Torch-light, 
The Earl, being introduced to the King and Queen, 
delivered his Majefty's Compliments, and withal af- 
fured them, that he had it in Command, to let them 
know, they might htre ufe as much Freedom as in 
their own Dominions, and that his Mafter would make 
^ pofTible Hafte to come and embrace them. 

Philip, now finding it was in vain to think of rer 
turning before he had feen the King, polled to Wind- 
for, leaving his Confort to follow him by eafy Jour- 
. neys ; five Miles from IVindfor he wgs in a very fplen- 
did Manner received by the Prince of Wales, accom-i 
panied by fever^l Lords, Earls, Kpights, and others 
y M to 
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to the Amount of near five hundred Perfons ; about 
four Miles from fVindfor, Philip was next met by the 
King himfelf with all his Court, to 
Philip and give hjnj a hearty Welconne. Philip at 
iZ'^vHS. rt'ft meeting the King, told him, na 
for. i^« wiw pumjbed for his rifufing to come 

within his walled Town^ Calais, when they 
met laft : To which the King replied, iT^ai flails and 
Seas were nothing where Hearts v>ere open, attd that be 
was here onfy to be ferved. King Philip's Queen was 
Jikewift received in a very Royal Manner. 

His M^efly now began to thjnk how to reap ibme 
Advantage from the Accident which had throwol diem 
'into his Dominions, yet he did not let a Day pais but 
new PIcafurcs and Diverfions were found out to make 
their Stay in England agreeable. 

Some Days after Henry infinuated to Philip, that, as 
he bad altered his Condition, it would be proper to re» 
new their Treaty of Commerce, to which he agreed, 
Rapin avers, ' That the Realbn alledged by the King 

* was of no Force j for Philip, by being King of Car 
*■ Jiile, was no lefi Sovereign of the Low Countries^ the 

* firft Dignity caufrng no Alteration in the laft.* But 
his Majcliy had his Aim, Philip plainly perceiving 
that, as he was in his Power, nc ought carefully to 
Bvoid all Occafions of offending him, left he Ihould 
find fome Pretence to detain him jn England. He was 
not ignorant of the ftrift Union between Henry and 
Perifinatid, and therefore was under forpe Apprehenfion, 
that he would think of obftniflring his Voyage to ob- 
Jig? hi^ l-'ather-in-law. However this might be, the 
Treaty was renewed, hut with feme Alterations to the 
vft.dvantaf;e of the Englijb. 

Soon after this Puint was accomplilhed, Henry told 
Philp, in a ftrious Humour, Sir, Tou have been faved 
pn my Cot^, I hope ytu will not fitffer me to be Ship- 
foreckfdonyour^s. Philip asked him, ff^hat he meant 
fy that Speech > I mean^ feys t|ie King, th^t that hair- 

Praised 
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hramed Fellow^ the Earl of Suffolk, is proteSied in your 
Country, and begins to play the Fool, when others art 
we«ry of. if. I thought. Sir, (replied the King of Ca- 
JiiU) your Felicity had been above tbofe Thoughts ; hut, if 
it troubles you, I will banifh him. His Majefty an- 
fwered. Hornets were beji in their Nejis, and worji 
when the/ fled abroad, and exprefled his Defire of hav- 
ing the Earl delivered to him. This Requeft ftartled 
Philip, -who faid, He could not deliver up the Earlwilb 
Honour-, nor will it be for yeur*s -, for the fp'orld will 
tbiskyou ttfe me as a Prifoner. Henry fmartly rejoined. 
Then the Matter is at an end, for J will take that Dif- 
bonour upon me, and fo your Honour isfaved. 

The King of Cafiile, perceiving Henry was bept on 
having the Earl delivered to him, and that he had in 
his Hands an infallible Means to obtain his End, took 
a little Time to confider what to do, and, apprehend- 
ing, that he might have Occafion for the King's Friend* 
ihip, he came to a feeming fudden Refolution to deli- 
ver up the Earl, and withal laid, Since you are pleafed 
to give Laws to me, permit me to do the fame by you ; I 
will deliver him up, but you Jhall give me your Honour, 
that you will not take away his Ufe ; which Henry com-' 
plied with ; and Philip defiring Leave to tranfaA this 
Affair in his own Way, it was granted, Philip hereon 
fcnt to the Earl to advife him to return to England^ 
for that he had obtained his Pardon of the King. Suf' 
folk joyfiiUy received the News, and foon after landed 
at Dover, where he was put under a ftrong Guard and 
conveyed to the Tower. A gracious Pardon indeed ! 

This Affair being finilhed to Henry's Liking, he now 
opened his Mind to Philip concerning another Matter^ 
that was, his Defign of marrying Margaret of Savoy^ 
his Sifter, and Pbilip feemed very well pleaied with 
the Propofal. , As indeed nothing could be more for 
his Advantage, than to make Henry his Friend, left he 
Ihould openly efpoufe the King of Jrragon'& Quarrel. 
Uu a la 
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In Ihort, there was not much Treaty about the Matter, 
it being foon concluded on. 

Whilft theft Affairs were tranfadling, Henry not 
only continued his Entertainments and Dlverfions for 
the King of Cajtile and his Royal Confort, but alfo 
made him one of the Knights of the Garter. 

Philip having been in England three Months, and 
Henyy obtained what he defired, they began to thbk 
of proceeding on their Voyage ; and accordingly, ha- 
ving taken a lliitable Leave of the Englijb Court, they 
went to Falmouth, where they embarked on the 23d 
of April for Spain. Though Philip could not but ftc 
through all the Careffes he received from Henry., he 
was paffive, being under a fort of Neceflity to com- 
ply with his Demands while in England, having it not 
in his Power to depart when he pleaftd, otherwife it 
tannot be thought, as he intended to fail for Spain in 
"January, he would have ftaid. in England to near the 
End of Jp'Jl. 

The Royal Pair at laft landed at Cermf- 
yj'^'ip/'""* ma del Conde in Galicia. Philip, before he 
P""- ]g^ (.f^g j^g,^ Ceuntries, haci fent an Ara- 
bafiador to the King his Father-in-law, and foon 
after a Negotiation was carried on at Salamanca, 
where it was agreed, * That they fhould all three have 

* an equal Authority in Caftile ; that publick Inftni- 

* ments Ihould run in all tlieir Names ; that, as ibon 
' as the King of Caftile and Queen Jane arrived at their 

* States, the People iTiould take an Oath to them as 
' their Sovereigns ; that they (liould do the fame to 

* the King ofjlrragon, as Adminiftrator'Of the Reidm ; 
^ and to Charles Duke of Luxemburg, as Heir to the 

* Kingdoms of Civile, Leon, and Granada ; that the 

* Revenues fhould be equally divided between the two 
■' Kings J and that the Governors of the Towns and 

* Fortrefles Ihould be named, one Half by Pbilipy and 

* the other by Ferdiiiahd.'

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This extraordinary Scheme of Government made 
the Q^ilians apprehenfive of great Troubles, efpecially 
when the King of Caftile, being landed with his Forces, 
dedared, that he would not Hand to the Treaty of 5*- 
lamanctt. Ferdinand on the other hand was already re- 
folved what to do : As foon as he faw Philip, he 
declared, in a Conference he had with him at a Place 
called Remejfal, that he was determined to retire to 
his Kingdom of .Arragen upon certain Conditions, 
which he named. 

The Propolals were fo much in his Favour, that 
he immediately clofed with them, and at the fame 
time it was agreed, ' That Ferdinand fliould refcrve 

* to himfelf the grand Mafterihip of the Mili- 

* tary Chders ; certdn Legacies left him by the Will 

* of the late Queen, his Wife ; the Revenues of the 
' Indies, which were not then fo confiderable as they 

* have been fince ; and a Penfion of 25,000 Crowns.* 
No fooner were the fevcral Articles ra- 
tified, but Ferdinand fet out for Aragon, ^."^ J^^""*"^ 
and from thence proceeded to Naples, ^^i^^^linr 
not doubting but he fliouId fpcedily hear pies, 

of a Change In Caftile. In the mean 
time he nude a fecret Proteft in Prefcnce of fomc 
Lords againft this Treaty, to which, as he declared, 
he had been forced. He chai^d Ximenes, and Fre- 
derick I}M\it o^Aiva, to be careful of his Intereft in his 
Abfence, and gave Orders to all thofe of his Party 
to follow their Advice in every refpeft. 

The King of Caftile's Joy, at the great Advantage 
he had gained over his Fadier-in-law, was greatly aba- 
ted at the News he received at Valladolid, of what had 
paffed m France in the Affembly of the States held at 
Tours. 

Notice has already been taken, that in f^e . 

Marriage Treaty between Qauda of France "France. 

and Charles of A0ria, there were ftipulated 

fundry Covenants as advantageous to the Arch-duke 

Oforlesy 
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QforUs^ as they were prejudicial to Prance ; inlbmudi, 
that the common Opinion was, even at the Time of 
entring into the Treaty, that the King paffed it widi- 
out any DeTign to execute it •■, but, as there was a 
Treaty, he was under a Neceflity of finding out fome 
Pretence, confiftent with his Honour, for fetting it 
aGde. 

The Es^dient he pitched on for this Purpofe was 
toaffemble the States, at die Inftance of feveral Lords 
of the Kingdom in Concert with him. This Meeting 
was held at Tours^ where the States laid before the 
King, * the great Inconveniencies of the Treaty and 

* of the Marri^e concluded between Madam ClanJa 
' of France and Charles of A^ria :' And he anfwercd, 

* That he had nothing more at Heart, than the Wel- 

* fere of his Subjeifb, but he could not without great 

* Reluftance recede from the Promife he had given 

* for the Marriage in queftion.' They replied, * That 
' he was obliged, by his Coronation Oath, to provide 

* for the Security of the People God had entrufted him 

* with above all other Things ; that it was not in his 

* Power to alienate the Domain of the Crown, ac leaft 

* without a confiderable Advantage accruing thereby 

* to the State ; that the Alienation he had made on 

* the Occafion of this Marriage was, on the contrary, 

* very prejudicial to it ; that he could not oblige the 

* Princefs in Perfon to confent to it, who was yet a 

* Minor ; and that they humbly intreated him to 

* marry her to Francis de Falois, which would be a 
' much properer Match for the Princeis, and more 

* for the Good of the State.' 

The King, convinced by thefe and other Realbns, 
urged upon that Occafion, told them, ' That he would 
' confider of it, and communicate his Refolution to 

* them the next Day in the General Aflembly of the 

* States:' Accordingly he declared to them, 'InCom- 
.* pli^ce with their Zeal for his Glory, and the Good 

* of his Subjeifts, he granted chem die Requeft chcy 

• had 
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* had made fiich preffing Inflances to him for, and 
' had refoived, that the Princefs (houlu not be efpou- 

* fed to Charles o( At^ria, and did confent to her 

* Marriage with Francis de Falois, prefumptive Heir 

* of the Crown.' 

Upon this the whole Aflembly broke out into an 
Extremity of Joy, which the moft Part ejtpreffed ra- 
ther in Tears than Words, and the King was fo fin- 
fibly touched with it, that he could not refrain from 
them himfelf This Joy was compleated, when, on 
tfie 2 1 ft Day of March-, being the Feaft of the jfcm- 
Jibn, the Princefs was betrothed to Francis in die 
Preience cf the whole Court, by the Cardinal JfAm- 
boife 1 after which the King difmifTcd the States. 

Thus this Prince correfted the.greateft Miftake he 
had ever been guilty of ; but fome fay, he plainly 
forelaw, that, before Prince Charles and tlie Princefi 
C^uda could be of Age to marry, many Alterations 
would fall out, fo as to open a PafTage to him for de- 
parting from the Treaty. 

He gave all his Allies Advice of what had pafled 
at Tours, and particularly to the King of England, by 
an Ambaflador he fent oh purpofe : But it was not fo 
cafy to obtain the Approbation of the Emperor and 
rfie King of Ca/iile, becaufe of the great Injury accru- 
ing fipm (hence to Charles of j^ttfiria, who began at 
that Time to be called Prince of Spain. Upon the 
whole Lemis cloaked himlcif under the Pretence, that 
he had been forced to this llefolutlon by the States of 
his Kingdom, who made ufe of their Right upon this' 
Occafion. 

Thefe Princes not being in a Condition to Ihcw 
their Refentment, the Ambafladors met with a better 
Receprion than they expefted.- The King of Cafiile 
(tiore efpecially had Reafon to carry it fair, left I^:s 
ftiould fall on the Loiv Countries during his Abfence, 
snd more fo, becaufe he found a general Difcontent 
amon§ his People in Cajiik, partly ocq4rioned by the 
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fpringing up of the Mines which Ferdinand had laid 
before his Departure, in order to embarrafs him. 

But the Death of the King of Cafiity 
y>iDiaihaf which happened, Sepimher the loth, at 
•rcLa'ile."^ ^K/yoj, gave a new Turn to Affairs. He 
went to this Place ^ainft his Will, 
to pleafe his Qi'een, and the Caufe of his Death was 
feeding Coo plentifully at an Entertainment given him 
by Don John Emanuel^ tiis Favourite, and ufing too 
much Exercife after it ; for that Day he found him- 
felf indifpofed, and died the ^th Day after he was 
taken ill, before he had reigned in Q^ile full five 
Months. He was a handfome Perfon, fomewhat fat j 
witty, loving, and bountiful to excefs. Upon the 
Death of this Prince, the Eftatcs enjoyed by him m 
Flanders defcended to Prince Charles, his eldeft Son; 
and as he was not of a fuitable Age to govern 
that Country, the Flemings requefted the EtnpercM-, 
Maximilian, to take upon him the Government, till 
his Grandfon came of Age, which he conditionally 
accepted of, and then deputed Margaret of Savffj, 
his Daughter, to take Care of all Things in his Ab- 
fence, who foon after arrived at Brujfeb. 
-_ . ■ The Grandees of Spain alfembled on the 

Srai^^ Death of King Philip in Ximenes's Chamber, 
to confult about the Government of Cajiik. 
The Conftable, tlie Admiral, and the Duke of Aha 
advifed to fend and humbly intreat King Ferdinand, to 
t:epair immediately into Spain, and in the mean time 
chufe fome able Perlbns to take Care of the publick 
Affairs ; the Point as to cimfing them, occafioned warm 
Dcbr^tes ; at laft Ximencs delivered his Opinion to the 
following F.ffcft : 

* My Lords, King Ferdinand, with great Glory, niled 
' this Kingdoni for many Years, before it defcended to 

* his Son-in-law ; let us not now therefore fall out among 
' ourfcives about theChoice of Governors in his Abfence, 
' God having given Cafiile Men capable to govern it, 

* and fucha^cangive a good Account of thejrAtftions. 
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Upon this the AfTembly unanimoufly chofe Xtmenes^ 
the Conftable of Caftik^ and the Duke of Mva^ Go- 
vernors of the State, Guardians to the Queen, and 
Tutors to Prince Charles. Xitnenes informed King Fer- 
•dtHandofv/hzt had paffedjwho in Return ordered him to 
lakeCareof every Thing, with hiswonted.Fiddity and 
Integrity, till his Arrival in SpaiH. 
- Now the fagacious Xtmenes fat alone at the Helm, 
fbr, notwithftanding the Refolutions of the aforefaid 
Affembly, he was, by the Council Royal, chofen fole 
Guardian of the State, the Queen, and the Infant 
GtarleSy and rwfcd Regiments of Horfe and Foot for 
Guards to the Queen, Prince, and himfelf. The 
Grandees of Spain, aftoniihed to fee a Man bred in it 
Cloyfter, have recourfe to Arms for authorizing his 
Condixft, blamed him as a giddy-headed Perlbn : But 
he, who knew of what Importance it was to awe the , 
F^ious, and have Forces in Readinefs to fupprefs Ir- 
ruptions, gave them Leave to talk, but profecuted 
his Defigns. 

Queen Jane, by the Travels in Child-birth, or ra- 
ther (as is faid) by Ibme poiibnous Drugs, given hef 
by a Fiemijb Lady, King Philip's Miftrefs, was much 
difordered in her rational Faculty. This made her 
wander iqj and down the Countries ; quitting BuTgos, 
Jhe took a Journey to Bennerriak, where (he was de- 
livered of a Princefs named Catherine. While (he lay- 
in the Citizens oi Medina took up Arms, and brought 
the City to the Brink pf Deftruftion i the Province of 
Granada, and the Guards of the Sea-coalt alfo, were 
become Enemies to their Country. Ximefies prudent- 
ly oppofed the one, paci(ied the other, and by de- 
grees made all quiet. 

All Europe being much indebted to , , , 
Columbus for his valuable Difcovery of Xtl^nLn 
the Weji Indies, we (hall here continue a /,//i;, piatb. 
fliort Account of him till his Death. 
Some Time after his firft Voyage, he proceeded on 4 
Xx. , v.,uJ^ad 
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fecond to the Wefi In&es, On the 3d of November^ 
I493, he faw Land, and it prov'd to be an Ifland, 
which he named Dominica., becaufe difcovered of a 
SunJay, where they faw Swarms of Parrots, crying 
aloud as they ufually do -, at this Place he catched the 
firft Parrots that were brought into Europe. Sooo 
after he faw feveral other Illands, to which he gave 
different Names ; particularly he fetded a Colony, 
called Ifabella, in the Ifland of Hifpaniola. His Men 
in this Voyage gave him much Uneafineis, owing to 
their being in very great Want of Provifions ; yet 
that did not hinder him from failing farther, where he 
not only difcovered Cuba, but the Ifland of Jamaica. 
As for the firfl; he could not certainly tell whether it 
was an Ifland or not, and from thence he returned 
to Hifpaniola^ and had for fome Time both Ene- 
tnies and Famine to encounter ; and even the many 
Services he had done for Spain did not protcft 
him againft the Maiice of his Foes, who mifrepre- 
fented his Aftions to their Calbolick Majefties. Upon 
hearing of what they had alledged againfl: him he re- 
timied to Spain, and came, into the Bay of Cadiz on 
the 10th of yuncy 1496; from whence he attended 
their Majefties, where he fo well juftified his Con- 
duft, that they were pleafed to difmifs the Complaints 
brought againft him. 

On the 30th of May, 1498, Columbus fet Sail upon 
his third Voyage with fix Ships, in Purfuit of another 
new Difcovery. On the 20th oi Juguft he difcovered 
the Ifland of 'Trinity ; from thence he proceeded to 
Hijpaniola, where he had feveral Mutineers, as well 
Spaniards as Indians, to engage with, which took him 
up the Remainder of this ' Year, and moft Part of 
1499, before he could overcome them, and after- 
wards he had another Infurreiftlon to encounter, which 
he alfo happily fuppreffed in the Year 1500. 

The Beginning of the Year 1501, Francis de Bova- 
dilla arrived at Hifpattiola^ with a new Commiflion 

from 
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IVom Ferdinand and Ifabella; he no fboner landed but 
he very attentively llftned to the Complaints of the 
moft notorious of Cokmhush Enemies ; and, without 
fo much as feeing him, or hearing what he had to fay in 
his Defence, Bovadilla caufed him to be feized and 
put in Irons, refilling to permit any Perfon to converfe 
with, or even fpeak to him. This is Spanijb Grati- 
tude indeed ! In that Gjndition, like a Malefaiflor, 
he fent him into Spain^ where he was brought iiito 
their iMajefties Prcfence at Granada, on the 1 7th of 
December^ who received him gracioufly, and declared 
they were lorry for the Treatment he had met with, 
it being not their Intention, that he Jhould be any 
ways ill treated, and at once ordered him to be fet 
at liberty, withal promifing to redrefs his Gric- 
' vances, and to make him in fome meafure eafy ; for 
the prefent their Majefties direfted 1000 Ducats to be 
paid him, but the Satisfaftion promifed for the Inju- 
ries he had fuftained, particularly from Bovadilla^ he 
was never able to obtain. 

Notwithftanding the Treatment he had met with, 
his Mind ftill run upon taking another Voyage to the 
Indies, and this he accordingly did 1 for, on the 1 3th 
oi February, 1503, he fee fail on his fourth Voy^e, 
and on the 9th of May he arrived at Grand Canaria^ 
and then failed to the IHand of Martinico, where his 
Men landed to refrefh thcmfclves ; from thence pro- 
ceeding further on his Voyage, he difcovered not only 
fcveral Illands about Jamaica, but, on the 29th of 
September, he found out Porto Bella, which will be for 
ever iamous in the Englijh Annals : ¥ot, tho' ftrong- 
ly fortified and guard^ by three Caftles well planted 
with Cannon, advantageoufly fitiiated in feveral Parts of 
the Bay, yet it was taken and altogetiierdemoliihed by 
our brave Admiral FfrwM, with ^;c Men of War, &ff. 
inNovember, 1739. 

Columbus left Porto Bella on the c(th of November^ 
and failed to rfic River Belen, where he refolvcd ta 
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fettle a Colony •, from thence he entered the JRiwr 
Vtra^^ and found the Gold Mines of Urira, where 
he had Plenty of Gold Plates delivered to him- In 
the Year 1504, he arrived at Jamaica, and ibund the 
IHand in great Dlforder -, but, by his Prefence, he in 
feme rneaf^^e pacified the Malecontents ; and, after 
B fhort Stay there, he land«l once more at Hijpanhki^ 
where he was again ve^y ill ufed by the Govemw : 
Here he received the News of the Death of the Qieen 
pf Spain, which was the greateft Afili£tion that could 
have befallen him after all his Sufferings, Ihe having 
. always favoured him, and in whofe Proteftion he 
Confided ; whereas King Ferdhiaad was ever averie to 
.}iijn, and only amuled him with fair Words. 

Upon this he fet out iorSpem in 1505, where he 
rcfted himfelf for fome Months at Seville, ^d then 
waited on the King, who he thought did not receive 
Jiimas hedefervedi and, to concliide our Account of 
this great Man, he laid it fo much to Heart, that he 
ended his Life on the 20th of M»y, 1506, at yaUa- 
4clid, and that before he knew whether CuBa was an 
Ifland or not, which he much defired. He was a Man 
of an undaunted Courage, and high Thoughts ; bore 
"(he many Troubles and Adverfities that had at- " 
tended him with great Magnanimity, ever relying on 
the divine Providence. In Ihort, had he performed fuch 
wonderful Enterprizes among the Anrients, (a Relation 
whereof would fill a Volume) 'tis not to be doubted, 
that he would have had Sutues, and even Temples 
erefted to his Honour, and fome Star dedicated to his 
Name, as was done to Hercules and Bacchus: And, 
jvhatever Treatment his Memory may meet with in 
Spain, in Great Britain it will he renowned whilft the 
World endures. 

But to return, the King of Spain was all this while 
at Naples, where he employ'd himfelf in regulating 
both the Civil and MUit^y AiFairs ; wid thoi^ 
he had received the News of the Death of die King 
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rf CafiiU^ yet he was in no Haflc to return to Sfainy 
being well affured of Xtmenesh Devotion to him, and 
of tho& who had been cholen by this Prelate, ta 
govern under him diuing the Interregnum. 

Ferdimmd was now very intent to maintain an en- 
tire ConefpODdence with the King of France ; the 
Pope alio carried it fair wi):h this Prince, in hopes of 
rtcovering, by his Help, th« reft of the Towns that 
had been formerly forced from the Holy See, which 
ftill remained in the Hands of the Venetians. His 
Holine& being af^ri^ed of King Lewis's Inclination 
to renew the League concluded at Blais againft that 
State, it put him upon fetting it again on foot -, but 
the following Incident happened, that retarded the Mea- 
iures propofed by him for this Purpofe. 
The Genoife revolted, and gentle 
Methods were in vain made ufe of by cLol /Zr'f. 
his Majefly of Franee to reclaim them, /tjlytitBicach. 
which obliged King Lea/is to march in 
Perfon at the Head of an Army to chaftife them : 
At firft he met with great Difficulties, the Rebels, 
having got a confiderable Body of regular Forces toge- 
ther, difputed every Inch of Ground with him : How- 
ever, he carried his Pdnt at laft with much Glory, 
the whole Expedition being managed with all polTible 
Prudence and Vigour, ana, tho' it coft the King an 
obftinate Battle, he gained (he Victory, and forced 
them to furrender at Difcretion. 

The Clemency Lewis ihewed upon this Occafion 
(fays Guicciardin) charm'd thofe People ; he allowed 
them to continue all their antient Cuftoms, only with 
this Difference, that, as they had formerly held their 
Titles by Contrafts, they were npw confirmed as Pri- 
vileges, with the Referve of Right to deprive them, 
upon a new Revolt. 

The Expedition of Genoa difcovered various Scenes 

of ftrSDge Politicks. Demetrio JuJUniatUt ont of the 

principal 
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principal Leaden; in the Revolt, being condemned 
to be beheaded, confefled jtift before his Execution, 
that the Pope had fomented the Revolt of Genoa, at 
the fame Time that he was impatient cX renewing the 
League againft the Venetians. Lewis had his Thou^ts 
opon the fame Defign, provided he could perfuade 
the Elmpcror to enter again into the League j yet at 
the lame time the Pope promilcd the Venetian Embof- 
iadors to fiipport their State againft France, in cafe 
fhe fhould attack the Republick. 

Ferdinand of Arragon, notwithflanding 

httrvii^ he- jjjg Treaty he had made with the King of 

S w Prance, (one Article of which was, ' That 

Lewis. ' the Children to be bom of him and his 

* new Queen Ihould inherit the King- 

* dom of Naples,') decreed, at a Meeting of the States 
pf that Country, ' That the Children of his Daughter 

* Jane fliould fucceed to the Crown.* And tho' he 
had thus broke the Treaty, he put himfelf into 
the Hands of Lewis, at an Interview he had with him 
at Savona. Tb^ewereMifieries, fay the French Writers, 
vsbich were difficult te fathom. 

Lnvis now thought proper to ho- 
I«wis ,^nui Fa- fjoyf Qottfalvo with fome diftinguilhing 
:Z"SZS M"ta of RrfP^ft. ^Mch »as the laft 
AtdinDi^att. this famous General enjoy'd ; for Fw^ 
dinand, pretending to be dilTatisBed with 
Ibmc ofGon/alvo's latter Adtions in Naples, left him with- 
out Employ or Recompence the reft of his Days, (which 
were not many after this) and fhew'd him no other Ac- 
knowledgment for the fignal Services he had done, than 
that of a magnificent Funeral. So fickle and dange- 
rous is the Nature of Fortune, and the Favour of 
Courts; ill Services deferve Punifhment, and gc>od 
Services, by the Envy of Competitors, often go un- 
rewarded 5 yet the Name of truly great Men can't 
die. Gonfaho got immortal Glory abroad, and a fm- 
gular Rtverencc in the Dominions of Spaint Qf which 

„. ,.^ 
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die Hiftories of that Country afford frequent Inflanccs* 
chough flighted by his ungrateful King. 

Ferdinand on the other hand, to ex- . 

prefs his Eftecm for the Marlhal B'Au- ^JiwSyS 
bign^., who had likewife diftinguifhed jim after died. . 
himfelf in the Wars of Itahf^ and was 
now laid up with the Gout, did him the Honour of 
a Vifit. This General did not long furvive after this 
Favour was ihewn him ; however, he left behind him 
the Character of a brave Soldier, and a faithful Ge- 
neral and Governor. 

Thus the two Kings paffed three Days together, 
and then parted ; Lewis returned to France, and Fer- 
dimmd continued his Journey for Spain, where he foon 
aitived in Safety, and once more took upon himfelf 
the Goveminent of CaftUe, which, with the King- 
doms that compofed what is now called Spain., he go- 
verned till his Death, and here we fliall end the Year. 
1506. 

On the 2ift of January, Margaret, 
Queen of Scotland^ was delivered of a ^7", '^, 
Son, ftUed Jams Prince of Scotland SS." 
and the Ifles. Her Majefly, by the 1507* 
Throws in Labour, being brought to the 
very Pangs of Death, 'James went in Pilgrimage on 
Foot for her Recovery to St. Ninian's in Galloway, a 
Place in thofe credulous Times femous for the Burial 
of St. Ninian, the Apoftle of the Britons, and well 
known by the Proceflions and Vifits from the neigh- 
bouring Countries of £»^/iwii and JrfiiW; and, at his 
Return, he found the Queen recovered, and the young 
Prince dead. But the Year following his Queen 
brought him another Son, whom they named Arthur^ 
who aifo foon after died. 

The Lois of hb two Sons, which he took as a 
Punifliment from Heaven for the Death of his Father, 
made him again very uneafy in his Mind, which put 
him upon a Defign ©f leaving his Kingdom for a. 

while. 
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white, to vifiC the Hgfy Sepulchre, in (ndcf R> »■ 
laatt for the Wrongs he had done his Royal Sire, in z^ 
pcaring in Arms againft him ; but he was diverted 
from diis Fn^rds by other Accidents that afterwards 
aiofe. 

The Beginning of this Year Maxima 
Y^ff ^if. '*" arrived in FUmderSy and tocdt up his 
Sm^^MvL- Refidencc at Bruges i Henry , being in- 
imiltui. formed thereof, called to mind the A- 

greement he had made with the laie 
King Philip, in reiped: to marrying his Sifter AfargO' 
ret, and he now feemed defirous to confummate the 
Maniage; but, as there were fome Points to fettle 
with the Emperor previous thereto, it put him upon 
enquiring after a proper Perfon to fend as his Ambaf- 
lador, in order to conclude thefe Matters. 

Bilhop Fox and Sir Thumas Lovell recommended 
H^el/ey -, the King thereupon commanded him to be 
brought into his Prefence, and^o^ being introduced, 
his Majefty propofed fevcral Queftions to him, re- 
lating to Affairs of Sute, which he anfwercd fo dif 
creeuy, that Hettry foon difcovered he was a Perfon 
of fo prompt a Wit and excellent Underftanding, that 
he thought him fit for the Charge, and he was onicrcd 
to prepare for his Journey. 

Whilft his Inftrudions were drawing up he had fie- 
quent Accefs to the King and Council, to whom he 
gave frelh Prooft of his Capacity for political Affairs -, 
but, having received his Difpatches (ki a Sunday, about 
four in the Aftemoon, he fee forward from Ridmumd, 
and foon came to LoTiden, where he found a Barge 
ready to carry him to Gravefend ; in leJs than three 
Hours he arrived there, immedKUely took Poft-horfes, 
and reached Dover the next Momii^ ; the Pailage- 
boat being juft going off for CaJau, he was io lucky 
as to get to that Place before Noon i from thence he 
proceeded with fuch Expedition, that he got to the 
Imperial Court on Ji^nJay Evening. 

Th, 
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The Emperor, having Notice that a 
Minifter attended who was charged with ^^^"^'^^,1' 
a Commiflion from the King of Eng- ^„J^^, ' 
land, inftantly gave him Audience, to 
Whom fFalfy opened his Credentials, and, having 
delivered them in Form, pray'd, that his Return to 
his Sovereign might be expedited ; to which Requeft 
Maximilian was fo favourable, that the fame Night he 
received his Anfwer, wherein every thing he had pro- 
pofed on the Part of his MaftCT was agreed to. Upon 
this, early on Wednef^ Morning, he tookPoft for Ca- 
laiSt where he came at the Opening of the Gates, and 
found the Paflage-boat ready to put to Sea ; he em- 
barked therein, and in a fhort Time landed at Dover i 
Poft-hoifes being there ready for him, he got fafe 
that Night to Richmond^ where he repofed hlmfelf 
after fo iatiguing a Journey. On Thurfday Morning 
he attended at Court, and as foon as he law his Ma- 
jcfty he threw himfelf at his Feet ; the King, not ex- 
pefting to fee him there, and, fuppofing he had de- 
kyed his Settingnaut, gave him a fevere Rebuke. On 
which, tn Henry's great Surprize, he addre0ed him- 
felf in the following Words : 

* If it may pleafe your Highnefs, I have 

* already been with the Emperor, and dif- j'„'l^//ll 

* patched your Affairs, I truft, to your ibiK'«£> 

* Grace's Contentation ;' and then prefented 
hk Ijettets of Credence. 

The King, diffembling for the prefent his Admira- 
tion, at this extraordinary Difpatch and quick Return, 
afked him, If he had not received Orders by a Mejfen- 
ger? ffolfey replied, * He had met with liich a Mcf- 
' fenger upon the Road in his Return, and received 

* the Orders ; but that he himfelf, when at the Impe- 

* tial Court, having preconceived the Subjeft Matter 
' of it, as ahfolutely necefiary to his Majefty's Ser- 

* vice, had prefumed to fupply the Defcft of his 

* DUpatcbes m ^t Particular > and, becaufe he had 

Yy * ther^iu 
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' therein exceeded his Commiffion, he humbly im- 
• plored his Pardon.' 

His Majefty, being pleafed with the Expedient, 
and in general with the Succels of his Negouation, 
readily cxcufed him, withal giving Wolfey his Royal 
Thanks for the Service he had done ; and for the pre- 
fcnt he was difmiffed, being commanded to attend af- 
ter Dinner. 

J . , Wblfy was' ready at the Time appointed, 

Ki^ in ' ^° rei>ort his Embafly to the King in 
Cauniit. Council, where he appeared with fo grace- 
ful a Deportment, and delivered himfelf in 
fuch eloquent Langu^e, that he received the utmoft 
Applaufe 1 all declaring, that he was a Man of Capacity 
and Diligence, and deferved to be further employed. 
Archbiihc^ Parker, in his Brit. At- 
Archbifi,!^ Par- ^ig g^ygs Wolh the following Cha- 
g^^/„_ racter, DoHus ejt, Orattone aulas —Cor- 

poris eliam Gefiu tf Habttu cencirams. 

There is no doubt but his elegant Manner and Ad- 
drefs contributed very' much to inforce that natural 
Dignity that appeared in him fo early ; for he is al- 
lowed to have had a fine Perfonage, as weli as a 
graceful Way of delivering himfelf It's no wonder 
he was foon taken notice of, becaufe thofe excellent 
(Salifications leldom fell of giving a Man great Cre- 
dit in publick, efpecially in the Courts of Princes. 
When an Orator delivers himlllf with thefe Advan- 
tages he is generally thought to fpeak well -, even 
Men of Parts are apt to be filent, and to fubmit to 
his Decifions, without examining flridtly into the 
Chain of his Reafoning. 

Cefar found them on many Occafions of great Ser- 
vice to him, even when under the diladvantageous 
Circumftances of a Captive, in the Hands of ru^ed 
and intractable Pirates -, and the fuperior Genius 
that, as jinthot^ was told, always leHened his own 
Dignity ia the .Prefencc of Mp0ust was certainly 
, ■ .,,„„,,, thde 
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thcfe Qualifications, or natural Endowments, inherent 
in him ; of which, at feveral Interviews between thefe 
great Men, Aigajius ever appeared to be poffefled in 
a more eminent and confpicuous Degree. Thefe 
may be termed a Spirit of Authority and Dominion, 
whereby Nature has diftbguiihed fbme fmgular, tho* 
few, Perfons, and which fometimes happens to Ihine 
in People of low Rank (witnefe Perkin H^arheck) with 
a Graceflilnefs and Luftre that is furprizing. 

It was the Prevalency of this Genius that difarmed 
the Soldier,, fent with exprels Orders, and came 
fully refolved to aOaflinate C. Marius. It is very 
neceflary for a General, but more efpeciaily for a 
IVincc, in whom we call it Majefty, It was frequent- 
ly feen in the Roman Senate, and in the Emperors 
of Rome^ fome of which owed their Elevation to 
it : But it has no where Ihewed itfelf more nobly, 
than in the Brilijh Parliament, particularly in the Per- 
fons of the two late Speakers, who for a long Series 
of Years have graced the Chair of that auguft Af- 
fembly with the higheft Honour. 

Thofe who have drawn Wolfey fcem to have had 
a particular Defign of giving him a grand Air, but 
it's no wiiere cxprefied with ia much Life, Power, 
and Grace, as in the excellent Statue cre£ted to his 
Memory in Chrift Churchy Oxford, at the Expence of a 
ProteftMit Bifhop, the late Sir Jonathan Trelawny. 
Shake/pear defcriixs Wolfey after tliis Manner : 

There's in bim Stuff that puts him to thefe Ends i . 
For, not being propt iy Ancejiry, whofi Grace 
Chalks Succeffsrs their Way -, nor call'd upon 
For high Feats done to the Crown ; neither alfy'd 
To eminent Affifiance : "But, Spider-like, 
Out of bis felf-dra'xn Web, that gives us Note, ■ 
The Force of his own Merit makes his Way. 
A Gift that Heaven gives for him that hieys 

Place next to the King. •

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It is evident, Wolfey rai&d his Sentiments wiift 
bis Fortune \ as he was preferred, he ftudied to be 
equal to the Truft rcpofcd in him, and always coft- 
dudted both himfelf and his Converlation fultable to 
the different Station of Life-he was in. 

As we have been fpeaking of WolJe)^% ^^ AbiU^ 
ties, which feemcd K) pre&ge his future Grcatnels at 
Court, we ihall here fpeak a few Words in tefped to 
Courts in general, extruded from an It^n Author, 
who obferves,

Walft/t after his Return from his Embafly, in parti- 
cular waited on his great Friends, the Bifhop of iVin- 
(hefier and Sir fiomoi Lovell, to acknowledge the Fa- 
vours they had refpciftively conferred on him ; and the 
jUng hin^elf feveral times a(;knowIe;fged the Service 
lihefe Minifteis had done, in recommending fo able a 
Perfon to be empbyed in this Embafly, which fo 
gfeatly pleafed the Bifliop and Sir Tbamas, that they 
were ready at ajl Times to do ff^olfey good Offices. 

There is another Re^n afligned, befides fyolfey*s 
perlbnal Merit, why Btihop Fox fb eameftly, and ory 
all Occafions, cfpoufed his Intereft ■, that Prelate had 
a particular View of doing b'nifclf Service, in the 
Promotion of one fo well tjualified for a.^y Employr 
ment at Court, and hopad, by the Afliftance of fo able 
and aftive a Perfon, to be in a better Condition to ob- 
viate the Defigns of his potent Rival the pari of Sur- 
fjy and t^ that Means hinder his I/ordOiip from fill- 
ing the Court with tub Creaiunes and Pependants ; rho'

After the King had fettled his Mar- 

iz:!::T^ ^^\^t^^^ with Af«:m,w««, he 

tvMtH awland fent Ambafladors to Margaret of Sa-aiyf, 
anJF^^- to negotiate an Affair with her, that re- 
Tiited both to the Intereft of his Subjefts 
and the People of the I^ow Ountries^ who foon con- 
cluded with theDutchet aProvifional Treaty of Com- 
merce, till fomc Differences, caufed by the late Treaty 
between the Merchants of both Nadohs, could be ad- 
jufted, which was figned at Bruges the 5th of June. 

Thefc Ambatfidors merwards met 
ATreat;/ e/Mar- fomc MiniftcTS belonging to the EJm- 

mU tbt Primtfi reft ot the Year in Treating of the 
M&17. Marriage of Charles, now ftiled Arch- 

duke of jhftriay Sovereign of the Low 
Countries^ and Prince of Cafiile, with the Princcfi 
ik&rVt ^ Majefty's fecond Daughter, who was one 
of the moft beautifijl PrincelTes in the World. Ac- 
cordingly, on the 21ft of December, they figned a 
Treaty, whereby they agreed in the Names of their 
, Mafters, that Charles fhould marry the Princefi A&jy, 
whofe Pordon was to he 250,000 Crowns of Gold, as 
foon as he was 14 Years of Age, who was then not fe- 
ven i and at the fame time the Treaty of Perpetual 
Peace, Amity, and Alliance was renewed and confirm- 
ed between Maximilian and Henry. 

On the 17th of December, the Marriage between the 
young Prince and Princels was accompliihed, (per ver- 
ia de prefenli) the Lord de Bergbes being Prince 
Qiarles^s Proxy, and as fuch he efpoufed the Princels, 
gave her a Ring, and laluced her publickly in the 
Name of the Prince her Spoufe. 

. Henry was become lb ablblute, that no Man 

&igUnJ, '^"^ oppofe him, or even Jhcw the leaft 

Difcontent j he laid afide the Thoughts of 
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calling his Parliament, as he had no Pretence fc^ ask- 
ing any Aid of them -, fo that, in fhbrt, that calkd in 
the Year 1504 was the lafl: in his Reign. In the mean 
time his two Minions, Empfon and Dudley, continued 
their Extortions and Oppreflions with all in:3ginable Ri- 
gour. This veryYear they fharplyproftcuted Sir ^/i'fl»» 
Capellf late Lord Mayor of Lot$don, and fined him 
2000 /. for that, in the Time of his Mayoralty, (which 
was in the Year 1503) he had received feJfe Money 
from a Perfon accufed of Coining it, and n^eftcd to 
bring the Vaxty to Juftice. 

This exort)itant Fine Sir William did not, or could 
not pay ; and for his Contempt, Empjim and Dudln fent 
him to the Tower. Another Inftance was that of their 
attacking Sir La-Wrertee Aylmer, Lord Mayor, and both 
his Sheriffs, fining them looO/. and, on their rcfiafing 
to pay the Fine, fending them to Prifon, Next they 
profecuted Alderman Harris, who tocA the Treatment 
he met with fo much to Heart, that, before the Af- 
fair he was chamed with was determined, -ile died of 
Grief. 

Our Hiftorians fijrthcr tell us, that feveral, bcfides 
thofe we have mentioned. Aldermen, Sheriffs, and 
others, were called to Account, profecuted, and com- 
pelled to pay large Fines by Empfon and Dudley^ to pur- 
chafe their QuiLtneis ; who were fo rapacious, as even 
not to fufFer the Magiftrates to go thro* their Of- 
fice before they fell on them, under various Pretences. 

Whilft the King, with his two infamous Minifters, 
were thus intent upon heaping up Riches, his Majefty 
found himfelf frequently feized with the Gout, which 
at firft he difregarded, as not believing it dangerous ; 
but the Humour by Degrees fallmg upon his Lungs, 
it turned to a Tiffick, which made him conceive he 
had not long to live. He fuffered, however, hb two 
Minifters to continue their Exaftions without any Re- 
Jpedl of Perfons. 'Tis faid he had amafled together 
one Million eight hundred thoufand Pounds Sterling, a 

Sum 
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Sum prod^tous in thafe Dl^ys* which he kept under 
his own Key in fecrec Places at Richmsnd. 

This Teu- the Sweating Sicknefi raged in England^ 
*he«of died great Numbers of People. 

After the Emperor had fetlM his A^ri 
'&ami^ in Flanders^ he proceeded into Germam^ and 
aHcmbled a Diet at Onfianee, where he ha- 
rangued With great Vehemenccj upon the Fraicb 
King's entering Itafy with a numerous Army % the 
Envojrs of the Pope and the Venetians feconded him, 
and reprcfented the Danger the Whole Country was in», 
of fallmg a Prey to that potent Monarch ; efpecially 
as he had fucceeded in his laft: Expedition, which «i- 
^creafed the Alarm, and fo much fta^ered the Diet, 
that they at firfl: feemed inelinable to conclude a 
League with all the Pnnces of the Elmptte againft 
FroHce. 

The French Agents at Cerffiance endeavoured (lily K> 
remove all thefe Sufpicibns, by rcprefenting, that their 
Prince could not do lefi than lead an Aimy into Itafyf 
to fubdue thofe who had taken Arms againft him ; 
and this Remonftrance was feconded by a confiderable 
Diftribijrion of Money, which abated the Heat of 
the warmcft'Oppofers ; and, in a Word, they fiirther 
<rf>ferved, that after the King had reduced Genoa, he 
immediately returned into France with his Army, this 
fully baffled the Eirperor's Defigns, and deprived him 
of the Pretence which he made ufe of to animate the 
German Princes againft the French ', and at laft it was 
only decreedj that the Empire fhould fiimiih Ata)emt- 
Han vritii an Army of 8000 Horfe and 22,000 Foot fiw 
fix Months, to accommodate him in his Journey to 
Rome, in order to be crowned Emperor. 

This Refoiution confounded the yem~ 
Maximilian /ig„s . for Maximilian demanded a Pail^ge 
tZ'y^^- '^"^' ^^''* Territories j and, on the other 
juii. hand, the French Agents at Fenice declared, 

in cafe they granted his Requeft, Lteeis 
would break with them, rcprefenting, that their Ma- 
"■■ " ^^'^'^'y^ Oct 
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fter could not with any Prudence forbear at fuch a Con- 
junftufe from marching an Army into Ilafyj both to 
protect his Dominions and oppofe the Emperor's Pro- 
grefi. 

The Senate upon this Occafion was very much embar- 
iaffed, at laft they informed the Emperor they were 
ready to grant him a Paflage thro' their States in his 
Journey toRome, provided he came without his Army.J 

This Anfwer was very dilpleafmg to Maximilian^ ■ 
and he refolved upon a new Method ; having feqt ibme 
Forces k> different Places, in order to leave the f^erte- 
tiam in Sufpence what Road he would take, he de- 
manded Quarters of them for 4000 Horfe at Verona \ 
they rcfiiieS him,' which was what he expeifted, and 
■wanted this Refulal to juftify the Incurfion he de- 
figned to make upon the States of that Republick. 

Accordingly, being ariived at Trent^ he declared he 
-■would look upon all fiich as Enemies who oppofed his 
Paflage ; the Marquis of Brandenburg, his General, 
thereupon feized Cadera ; the Emperor marched thither 
himfeif, ravaged near twenty Leagues of the Country, 
took t*o Forts, that opened to him the Road of Tre- 
vifan : But, inftead of purfuing his March, he retired 
W Inlprucky which gready lurprized the World j 
tho' it was this Prince's Cuftom to begin EntMprizes, 
without having Patience to finilh them. 

In the mean time Bartbelomew Mvia- 
noy the Vmettan General, coming to af- SlJlT^i 
lift the invaded Country, attacked and 
utterly defeated the Germans, retook Ca- 
dt»-a and the other Towns, feized fome belonging to 
the Emperor, after which he entered I/iria, where 
he took Triefie ; and, for thefe good Services, the Ve- 
netians received their General into Venice with Tri- 
umph. 

The Germans maintained their Ground fomewhat 

better in the 3>«)/m, where fome Skirmifhcs paifed 

"with various Succ«is,- «U the fuc Months Service of th& 

' Z 2 I v.,kFofc« 
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Forces of the Em[nre ms exprcd, when mdt of 
them withdrew, and left the Country in great Danger 
of being forced from Maximilum : ^t on this he pro- 
^^ pofed a Tnicc with the Venetians, who ac- 

v^^^ cepted it, and they CMicluded one for three 
Years \ whereon the Tranquillity of Itafy 
again Jlourifhed, and the Year 1507 expired. 

The King, at the Opening of this Year, 
^^ ftifl found himfclf fenfibly decline, which 
f^i made him think he had not long to live. 
As to his intended Marriage, which the Be- 
ginning of the laft Year he was fb fond of, he now eiv* 
tirely laid it afide ; his Illnels increafing on him, made 
him think of Death more than a Wife. ]^t, when 
his Health would permit, he fpent his Time in the 
Company of the moft able and learned Men that his. 
Court produced, amoiig whom he admitted his Chap- 
Iain fVbl/efy and at laft die King n>ok great Delight 
in his Company, ofiten advifing with him in intricate 
AiFairs ; and, in order to have him nearer to his Per- 
fon, he not only gave him the Dcanry of 
ZaS ^'""^^ ^\ ^ (as fome Authors aver) 
•^Lincoln, niade him his jUmener, and (as others aft 
lert) one of his Privy-Councih 
Wolfey, being thus preferred by the King, refined 
his Living of limngion ; tho' Blfliop Gedwyn reports, 
' That Wolfey refigned his Living on the Occafion of 
• the Indignity done him by Sir Amas Pawla* But 
he was miftakcn j for he kept it till the End of this 
Year,. when he was made Dean of Zjwo/h, and the 
Year following, on the 2d of Jul^t his Succeflfor wai 
inftituted to Ldmington. 

Hemy Prince of Wales was now feven- 
^r««Hemy teen Years of Age, and was a very beautr- 
w^^ W *"'» promifing, hopeful young Prince, who, 
Eraftmu. obferving the general Refpedt fliewed to 
JVelfey, was pleafed iikewife to diftinguiOi 
hiiH} and often to difcoune with hint Hours at a time. 
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WoVej fo well conduded himlelf on thefe OccaCons, 
that the I^ince &>ok great Delight in his Companf, 
which obferving, he omitted no Opportunity of fiir- 
ther ingiaiittii^ himfelf into his Highnels*s Favour, 
by regularly paying his Court to him. 

Erafmus on his Fart was very ambitious of keeping 
iro 3 Corre^ndence with a young Prince of fo mudi 
toqxiaation, feveral Epjftles p^ed between them; 
Hmy in particular, the latter End of this Year, wrote him 
an elegant Latin Epiftle of his own indidng, and in his 
own Hand-writing, a TranflatiMiofwhich here follows.

* good, however, as to continue your Correfpondence,

Thus ftood the Friendftiip of Prince Henry for thefc 
learned Men a little before hiis Father's Death, and wc 
fliall prefendy fee that, when he fucceeded to the 
Crown, he did not forget neither the one nor the 
other, efpccially Wolfey^ on whom -for a Time he 
heaped fuch Honours and Preferments, that they al- 
molt furpafs Imagination. 

Laft Year we mentioned the King's marrying his 
Daughter Mary to the Arch-dulce Charles, with which 
Alliance he was fo pleafed, that, in a Letter to the 
City of Ijondont he expreflcs himfelf as if he thought 
he had built a Wall of Brais about his Kingdom, in 
having for his Sons-in-law a King of Scetlatidy and a 
Prince of Cafiik and Burgundy. 

About this Time the Arch-duke Charles (lxx>d in 
need of 50,000 Crowns, and he ^pl/d to Henry he 
that Sum ; but, tho' he was looked upon as his Son- 
in-law, he cculd not find in his Heart to part with 
his Money Vithout a Pledge ; therefore, to feciffc 
the Repayment thereof, the Prince pawned to the 
King a Jewel, called the Ricb Flower de Lmcc, which 
weighed 
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v^eighed In Gold and precious Stones 211 Ounces and 
a half, tfn Inventory of the Jewels contained in it we 
have in the Fadera. 

li was laid, that this Money was boirowed for him 
to make a F^re at CoMh-ay, where the memorable 
I^jeague was ibon alter fornied with feveral Potentates 
againll the VoKtiatu. 

Notmthftanding Henry upon all Occafions fhewed 
an immoderate Defire to heap up Riches, yet at Times 
he affifted his trading Subjefts, for Hall tells us : 
• Hdity the Vllth lent the Merchants a great deal of 
' Money without Gain or Profit, in order to encourage 
■• Trade.' 

His Majefly this Year finifhed the fine Hofpttal in 
riie Savir^ for the Relief of the Poor, which he en- 
dowed with Land HiHlcient to maintain 100 Perlbns. 
This Houfe vtas firft called Savoy Place, by Peter Earl 
of Saveyt the firft Builder thereof, Father to Bonifacey 
AnchbiJhop of Canterbury^ in the 29th Year of King 
flirwy the ind, who created him Earl of Richmond ^ 
the Houfe afterwards came to the Dukes of Lancajiert 
and by that means fell inK> the King's Hands, who 
converted it to an Hofoital ; but now the Revenues of 
the Lands that endowed this Hofpital are apply'd to 
other charitable Ufes, and one Part of the Hofpital 
is made into a Prifon for the Soldiers, and in the 
other Part are placed Barracks for the Foot Guards. 

JBefides this, charitable Foundation, Henty founded 
three Houles for Francifcan F'riars, which was called 
Obfervanls j the firft at Richmond, the Iccond at 
Greenwich, and the third at Newark : He a!fo founded. 
three others of the fame Family of Frandfcan Friars, 
called Conventuals, at Canterbury, Newcajile, and Souib- 
ampton, which all fell with the religious Houfes in 
the Reign of Henry the VlUth, 

About the Beginning of September that worthy Pre- 

Ikte Tbopias Savage, Archbiftiop of Tork, died, at his 

Caftle of Cawsod, a Peer, who, befides the Great- 

/nei< of his Birth, was highly elteemed, not only for his 

- I- Fidelity 
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I^delity to his Prince, but his great Wifdom. He laid 
cue a conlidcrable Sum <^ Money in repairing the 
CafUe of Giuvm!, and the Manor of ^fre^jp; hewas in- 
terred at lerk, tho* he appointed b; his Will, that his 
Heart fiiould be buried in a Giancel, founded bjr him- 
fclf, at Maedes^ld in Cbejbire, where he was bom j 
snd wa& llicceeded by Dr. Cbriftopher Bajnbri^e^ who 
foon after m>aired to Rome, to get his Eledticui con- 
firmed by the Pope, where we ihall for the preibac 
leave him. 

This League will be memorable as 
^'^ ^T* W M Time lafts. It's no extraonii- 
•C'4*»5^ nary Thing to fee fcvcral States com- 
yme^xa. bine againft one, that is more powerfol 

than any or all <^ them, eith^ to fet 
Bounds to her Grcatnefs, or to bring down her exor- 
bitant Power j but it b what very rarely happens, that 
feveral Sovereigns fhould confederate againft one infe- 
n<»' State, with Defign to deftroy it, which was the 
Purport of thb famous League, concluded between 
the Pope, the Emperor, and the Kings of Fratue and 
Bpain^ ag^inft the Republtck of VtHise. The Event 
whereof may teach all States and Kingdoms not to be 
abfolutely fecure, but to feiu*, even where the greateft 
human Prudence tells them, that no Change can hap- 
pen. This Republick never had been in fo flourifhu^ 
a Ctmdition as then. It poOefTes nothing now but 
vhat it had before; but, fince the Time of that 
League, it has loft feveral Provinces. 

The Fleets which the Republick maintained 
made, as it were, one Continent of the feveral 
Pats of her Dominions ; thole Fleets were ftrang 
and well fupported, the Arienal, from whence they 
trere fitted out, m^htjuftly have been reckon'd a- 
mongft the Wonders of the World ; the Carpenters^ 
in building thofe Ships, bad a peculiar Art, that other 
Nations were ignorant of i (which. Heaven be praisM! 
our Own lias now) kfomucb, that every thing belongs 
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ing to Navigation vu nude and perlbrmed there in 
greater Perfcdion, than any where elfc \ their Sea- 
men were the mtrfl experienced in Cbriftetidomt (as the 
Sritip are now juftly accounted) and, they had 
no Enemy to fear, but Winds and Storms ; the other 
maritime States of Jtafy^ . who had formerly difputed 
the Empire of the Sea with the VenetianSt were 
fallen into Decay, nor did the Turks then underihind 
any thing of Sea-i%hts. 

To fuch a Pitch was the flouriftung and extenfire 
Trade of ^«»/(f arrived at that Time (having £»f^^iW 
on the Northf Egypt and the Black Sea on the South 
and Et0) that they were commended and envied by 
all other Nations o? Europe^ (as the Britons are by 
many at this Day) and immenfe Sums were continu- 
ally running into their publick Treafury, arifing fron» 
che low and eafy Dunes laid on their Merchand^. 

Thofe large Revenues enabled the Government to 

five their Soldiers greater Pay than other Princes and 
tates could do, (as Great Britain does at this Time) and 
that made the beft Commanders and Soldiers to court 
the Service of St. Mtrky it being the higheft Ambi' 
tion of the ItaUoK Generals to command the VemtioH 
Forces. 

Nor was the Publick rich by impoverilhing Ac 
Subjefl: J Silver Plate, which was very rare in Europe 
before the Difcovery of the JVefi Indies^ was fo com- 
mon among the Fautians, that their Elnemies made ii 
the SubjeA of their Invectives -, the two laft Ages 
iiave not produced more fumptuous and noble Palaces, 
than die Venetians had at that Time. In fhort, their 
A^irs in general were in a very happy Situation. 

Of all die Sovereign Princes that Ii^ed the Leagu« 
of Qmh-^y Macimilian was the only one the Venetians 
had reafon to fufpeft, becaufe that by it he had the 
Means of getting a ^"eat deal without hazaniing the 
Ijofs of any thing •, by fharing the Venetian Domi- 
ni^n* with otbw Pti;^ hp acquired Tciriteries in 

■ ,■ „.... .....m* 
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Itafy, tho* indeed he ftood in more need of Wealth 
than DominicHis ; for, by his exceeding Lavilhn^ 
he was lb often in Wane, that he obtained the Nick- 
name of Maximilian the fcor. Still he was fully re- 
folv'd to revenge himfelf on the yenetians, coft what 
it would 1 His Grounds of Complaint were many, 
and he had lately, as we have mentioned, received a 
very ienfible Mortification fiom them ; and that was 
not all, the whole City of Fenice was fiiU of fatyrical 
Prints, and Pieces of Painting, rcflcfting on the Em- 
peror i the Comedians fpared him not on the Stage, 
and the Streets rung of the infolent Ballads that were 
made to his Dtfhonour ; all which, no doubt, heigh- 
tened his Difpleafure, fince Princes often relent In- 
juries and Affronts done to their Perfoiu more warmly 
than tbofe that are done to their Kingdoms. 

Another Piece of Indignity and Treachery the Ro- 

Eiblick put upon the Emperor was this, fome few 
a^ after the figning of the Truce, he fent to the 
Venetians to propofe a League for driving Lewis the 
Xlldi out ofltafy^ and dividing his Dominions in that 
Country between them : They liftened to the ftopo 
£ik, but to no other Incenr, than that they may be 
able to give the King of France an otaft Account erf" 
them, which they did, and then rejeftcd his Offers. 

MiximiliaM was always ready to fign TreatiK, if he 
could get good Store of Gold ; and therefore no one- 
ever propofed to him the putting his Name to any 
fuch Deed, without affuring him a good round Sum of 
Money fo foon as the Pen was out of Hand. 

The Beginning of December the Gmlinal D'AnioiJey 
on the Part of his Mailer, King Lewis^ arrived at 
Camhrwj^ where he found Madam Margaret of Aufiria, 
(Dutchefs Dowager of Savoy, Daughter and Miniftef 
of Maximilian her Father.) The lame Confidence Zxwis 
had put in the Cardinal the Emperor had placed in this 
Princefs^ who had all the T^ents and Qualifications for 
the Management of the g^teft Afiiuts.

*rhe Pof e's NmciOy at the Court df Frame, well 
knew that -fthat was propofed to be treated of at Cam- 
iray, was fee oft Foot by the Pope himfelf, and therefore 
he chtarfulfy accompanied the Cardmal to the Con- 
grefi ; but When he was defircd to alTjft in fettling the 
Articles, he declined it, dlledgingi he had no Inftrafti- 
ttis in Forth concerning that Affair ; whereupon the 
Cardinal undertook to aft bpth for his Mafter and the 
Popt. Anti th6' the Spaftijh Ambaflador appeared at 
Cdmhrdj, he neither hindered nor forwarded the Nego- 
tiation', which waS Ibitable to King Ferdinand's Views. 
In' faft, the whole Negotiation was lolely managed 
bj Madam Margaret and the Cardinal. 

in tkt rrieali while, left the FeHetiam fliould be alarm- 
ed at this C6ngrefs, it was neceflary to throw Durt 
in flieil' Eyes. The moff plaufibfe Pretext, therefore, 
■*f* flioi^ht to be that of accommodating by a formal 
Tftaty fofne Differences which had lately arifen be- 
twttri Prince Charles an'd the Diike of Gusldres. To 
rna£e this Trick go down the better, a Treaty 
With the Diikd of Guildtes was pubHckly Ilgned on the 
loth of Decemief, with great Ceremony 1 and the very 
j'ame t)ay the offeAfive League againit the Venetians 
Was figned, with as rriuth Secrecy as the other was 
f ublitk ; which funs thus :

* account of the Revenues or Adminiftration of Ca-

* That all .thofe, who would be comprehended in 
this Treaty, fliould be obliged to ratify it in twa 
Months. 

* Finally it was ^?^d, that none of the Powers 
contrafting fliould make either Peace or Truce with 
the Venetians, without the Confent of the refl:.' A 

Condition which Princes and States ^re as carefiil to 
have put in all their Treaties, as they ,afe negligent to 
petform it. 

Tlus Treaty was quicWy figned by the Dutchefs of ' 
Savc^j on the IVt of the Emperor ; and by the Car- 
dinal JTJtnhoifei on the Part of the King his Matter, 
and alfo on the Part of the Pope, upon the Nuncio's 
refiiTing to fign it. 

But the Spanijb Ambaflador Ihewed either more 
Complailance or more Courage in this Matter than the 
Nuncio i for tho' the Articles in this Treaty were 
Settled and agreed to without communicating any of 
them to him ; yet after he had ieen the Articles, 
which had procured to his Matter the Sea-Ports he 
So much defired in the Kingdom of Naples, and the 
peaceable Admlnittration of CaftiUt aiKl that for a 
long Time, he made no manner of Scruple to fign 
the Treaty ; knowing, that King Ferdimmd was f 
prince acruflomed to break thro* more folemn En- 
gagement than this, whenever he found it for his 
jbitereft 

A a a 2 The 
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The Treaty was no fooner prefented to Maximiltaif 
and Lewis, than they ratified it. 

The Duke of Perrara and the Marqijis of Muntu^ 
entred with much Satisfaftion into this I^eague, |x- 
caufe of the Honour that was diereby done them, an<} 
for that they were like to reap more Advantage by i^ 
at Icaft for the prefent, tlian inferior Princes ufu^y 
find in their Alliance with their Superiors. 

The Duke of Savoy, (for whom, as well as other 
Princes, a Door was ftiU left open) delay'd coming jij 
till Lev?is the Xllth had been fuccefsful in feyeral 
Encounters ; then this Prince wrote to him to be rcr 
ceived into the League, the Duke's Letter bearing 
Date the loth of Mjy, 1509, and that of the Kiijg's 
the 19th of the fame Month ; However, let the It 
fue be as it might, the Duke was admitted, fiij 
Grievances againft the Venetians yrtK founded uJMjij 
his Pretenfions to the Kingdom of Cyprus. 
' Lewis and Maximilian had ratified the League of 
Cambray, before it was known at Venice ;hat it was 
figned. The Report of that Congrefe only alarme4 
fome of the Senators, and they were looked on 4^ 
Men whom Fear had made excelTively iiifpicious. In 
the mean time their Ambaflador at the French Court 
believed all that was told him by its Miniftersjwho now 
|)retended great Friendfhip for the Venetians^ aiid declar- 
ed to him their Matter was determined to fupport the 
Republick againft all her publick and fecret Enemies ; 
gnd, being thus lulled alleep himfelf, perfijaded (he 
Senators to reft fecure, by telling them, that the Re^ 
publick had not a, truer Friend in the World than the 
King of France. Some juftjfy (he Conduct of the 
French Minilters upon this Occafion, and iay they only 
paid tiie Venetians in their own Coin, for ^e Tridfe 
they put upon France, in concluding a Treaty for dri- 
ving the late King Charles the Vlllt^ oi^t of Naples, 
which has I?een before related. 
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. Mizerai, the French Hiftorian, makes the following 
Obfervation on Z^vis the Xllth's Conduft upon en- 
Iring into the League of Cambray. 

*■ There was neither Security nor Advantage (lays 

* that Writer) for him to aflbciate either with Ferdt- 

* «W or Maximili^, who had ever been, and could 

* not but always be, his Enemies i nor with the Pope, 

* who pl^nly difcovered he hated the French Nation ; 

* and who befides had the ambitious Thoughts in his 

* Head of over-ruling all Itaif. There was no Amity 

* nor Confederation that he could truft to, but the Ve- 

* netians, and there were none but they that would 

* fuffer him to tje in thofc Countries, provided he at- 
' tempted nodiing againfl: them, and would let them 

* enjoy their Ufurpations ; Neverthelefs, when he pro- 

* ppfed ih\s League in his Council, without whofe Ad- 

* vice he pever refolved on any thing, ail that were 

* prefenf, ftaping their Opinions fo as to make them 

* fuit with the Hatred he had declared againft the 

* Venetians^ rather rfian grounding them on the Rea- 
' fons of found and good Politicks, were for the King's 

* joining in rfie League, Jave Stephen Poucher., Bifhop 

* of Faris^ who, not able to mice his Fidelity ftoop 

* to that unfaithfiil Comp'^fance, argued vehemently 
' and rariopally, that France could not have better 

* Confederates in Italy than the Venetians ■-, and that 

* the Society of all the reft was ruipous and deflru- 
■ ftive.* But his Advice prev^ed not, for it was 
judged advifeable for the King to fct heartily to 
work, in order to obtain' the End propofed by 
the Treaty. The firft News the Senate had of the 
concluding thp League, was by the Means of their 
Refident at Milm-, which gready furprized them. And 
with thefe diflFerent Proceedings, both at home and 
abroad, ended the Year 1508. 

This Year was no fooner opened, but all the 
"Princes concerned in the League of Gaflf^jy fet ^l<^- 
Bbout (he E^ecHpon of it, ;he never the Dan- 
ger 
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ger grew, the more fenfible the yautians were of the 
Reality and Terror of it, and they then fell on proper 
Meafures for warding off the War, or« in cafe out 
could not be done, for defendii^ dicmfelves, as bc^ 
came a great People. The firft Stey therefore they 
took was to fend to the Pope to offer him all the Con- 
ditions they had formerly rcfufed him, and they left 
no Stone unturned to difunite the Enqjeror and the 
Kin_g of Sfain from the King of France ; but all their 
Efforts proved unfiiccelsfial, each Prince, iqwn differ- 
ent Motives, were equally deaf to the IVopoIals of the 
Senate. 

All the Misfortunes that ufually happen in thofe 
States, which Fortune ieems to have abandcmed, fell 
heavy at this Time on the Republick of Vance. Whci- 
ther by Chance, or by Treachery is uncertain, botiheir 
Arfenal was fet on fire, and a great Fart of it burnt 
down i and thofe, who ufcd to take Aims for their 
Defence, lifted themfelvesin the Service of their Ene- 
mies. 

However, the Venetians affemblcd an Army of 
4.0,000 Foot, a numerous Body of Laght-horfe, and 
3000 Men at Arms, and made the Count de PitigSana 
General of the Whole, and Bartholemew Motana 
lieutenant-general. It was but a fmall Part of this 
Army that was fent into Garrifon in the Places they 
poffefled in Naples and Hjtmagm, bccaufe their FJee^ 
that was ready to put to Sea upon the fifft Orders, 
was to fuccour the Places that were moft likely tt) be 
attacked by the two Enemies. Thoi^h the Pope's 
Armies were never very formidable, and the Kmg of 
Spain had not as yet made the requifite Preparations. 

As for Maximiliatif confidering that his Manner iirai 
to threaten long before he gave the Blow, and that 
there was little Appearance of his falling' upon them 
before the latter End of Mrf, the Venetians thought 
it advifeable to fend only fomeMilitia to guard the Pat 
fesp through which he mult cotne dpwn into //^. But 
, ■ s. .wij^'ilbeir 
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dieir greateft and moft imminent Danger was from the 
King of FrancCj and therefore die chief Force of the 
Republick was directed to that Quarter. 

The King o^ France was firft in the Field, he pafled 
the Jlps in v^/V, and fent Montjc^^ King at Arms,' 
his Herald, to declare War upon the Venetians with 
die ufual Formalities, The Marlhal de Chaumont com- 
mitted the firft Adt of Hoftility, and pafled the Mda 
with 3000 Horfe, and 6000 Foot ; befieged trevi^ 
took it, and made one of the Venetian Proveditors Pri- 
foners. Thus begun the moft bloody War that ever 
liahf (aw fince the Devaftarion committed by the Bar~ 
karians. 

Upon this the Pope thundered out his Ball againft. 
the Venetians^ by which he fummoned them to furren- 
der all that they had uluiped from the Holy See^ on 
pun of Church Cenlures, and an Incerdift upon the 
State. The Republick, anfwered his Holinefi by a Ma- 
nifefto ; but it was too hie to de&nd themfdves by 
.Writing. 

Their Generals were not idle, but advanced to Fon- 
tanella, an advantageous Poft, from whence they fent 
a lai^ Detachment to retake Trevi, who fucceeded in 
their Attack, before the French could come up to re- 
lieve the Place, 

Thou^ the Town had capitulated, yet the Lives 
of the Men, and the Chaftity of the Women were 
left to the Mercy of the Soldiers, who, with brutilh. 
Fury, exercifed dl forts of Inhumanity, as the Venetian 
Hiftorians themfelves, parttcularly Bembo and Jujiiniani 
own. Their Cruelty upon this Occafion raifed in 
hewis the XUth die utmoft Indignation, and cauted 
him to lay afide his natural Benignity, and foon after h& 
retumed the Treatment : For when an Enemy afFefts 
Cruelty in the Banning of a War, K> be indulgent 
to them were to be cruel tt) a Prince's own Subje&. 

Lewis no fooner knew the Fate of Trevi^ than h^ 
relblvcd to go and fight the Enemy's Army, tho* he 

..... ,.,u>Sf 
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was fure they were fuperior in Number to his own. In 
order .to attack them, he was obliged to pais the Addd^ 
which he did at the Bridge of Cabana, t^o' the Veheii' 
am were not above five Miles from that Place. 

■ The Event we are going to relate is of fuch Irhport- 
ance, that we think it neceflary to be partfcular as to 
the Situation of the Place where it Happened. 

Cajfana fiands on the right Side of the AUa, upoii 
an Ejninence which commands the oppofite fctnk of 
that River, and at the Head of a Bridge, adjoining te 
which there is a Piece of Ground in the Form of a 
Semi-circle, lai^e enough to con^ii a little Ariiiy^ 
This Ground was planted with Trees, and divided by 
Hedges, which rendered it veiy commodious forTrtops 
to intrench thenifelves there, in order to fecure inc 
Paflage of other Troops that followed ; it is alfo co- 
vered on the fide of Ae Jddd by a Canal twenty FooE 
broad, and fix Foot deep, incJofing this Ground in Sie 
Shape of a Bow, which, joined with the Water of the 
yidda^ forms Ca§a»a into an lOand. 

The French did not doubt but that the Enemy had 
pofleffed thenifelves of the Eland that lies betweth the 
River and Canal, iri order to hinder their paffirig By 
the Bridge of Cajfatui -, and the Marlhal ^ Trivulca\ 
who was of that Country, was pofitive that the V^ene- 
tians were intrenched the^e ; but, when he underitood 
that die Venetian General had been fo fer overfeen as" 
riot to poflels diemfclves of that Poff, his SuiprKe 
wds fuch, that he could not forbear crying out, TotDay-y 
M}ft Ghrlfiian Kin^r you will win fbe Battle ! 

So fbcMi as i>w/i the Xllth had parfed the Aida\ he 
gave Orders for laying Bridges over the Canal, which 
iriclofcd the Kknd on the frfe of the Gbidza ^Adda^ 
aiid the fame t)ay he encamped his Army within half 
a league of the Enemy. 

_ The Venetian Army had RivoUo on their Left, and 

the King, feeing no Likelihood of a Batde, rclblved 

xb go and attack that Pkcc, with a Dcfign either ta 

u- .. ,v.HH!y I string 



isfing the Enemy to an Engagement, or fink thd 
Credit of their Arms, if they (hould look on, and fee 
the Place taken -, and, that he might not be at a Lofs 
whatever happened, he kept one Part of his Army in 
Order of BatrJe before the Enemy's Camp, whillt lie 
befieg*'d the Town iwith the other. The French Army 
being thus employ'd, the Count de Piligliano fatisfied 
himfelf with drawing up his Troops in Readinelsj 
bpon the rifing Ground they poffeffed, withoiit at- 
tempting to relieve the Place, which was taken by 
Storm, Le^is, being encouraged by the Cowardice 
of the Fenetians, refolved to proceed to Faila, tho' 
he knew that in his March the Flank of his Army 
muft be expofed to the Ejiemy. His Defign was to 
make himfelf Mafter of that Pofl:, from whence it 
would be no hard Matter to intercept the Enemy's 
receiving Succours from their Magazine of Provifion 
at Cremona. Jhiand foon fathomed their Defign, and 
therefore a Refolution was taken to prevent it, and to 
reach Vaik before them, and thereby pteferve their 
Communication with Cremona. What made thiS 
the more feafible was, that tlie Venetians might 
match along the Hills and rifing Ground, and con- 
icquently have a fliorter Cut to that Place than the 
French could have, who were obliged to keep the 
Road" that leads by the Jdda, from Ri-OcUa i in fhort« 
the two Armies were (o fituaued, that the French Iiad 
the Bow, and the Venetian! tht String. 

Though Avlmo'% Projeft was well laid, t> , , ^ 
yet" it failed of the expefted Succefs, for the Agnaddi 
Marfha)sC£aKOT0«/and7rfuWi:(7, who headed 
the-Van of the French Troops, made diem march 
■with itich Speed, that between Agnadel and Vaila they 
came up with the Rear of the Venetians^ the Country 
thereabouts being fo very woody, that Jlviano, who 
commanded thoie Fwces, never perceived the French 
till they werejuft at his Heels. This mightily fur- 
B b b prized 
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prized him, and he immediately fent for the Count 
de Pitigliano to come to his Relief, finding there was 
no other Way, to iave the Army, but fighting. In- 
the mean time he threw his Infantry, and fuch as 
were every Moment coming in to liim, into the 
Vineyards, and raifed fuch Batteries as the Time' 
would allow him upon a Bank, planting his Gendar- 
mery and Light-horfe on a Plain behind that 
Ground. 

Cbaument having with youthftil Ardour attacked the 
Venetians^ before he had fijfficiently view'd them, was 
foon repulled with Lofs : His Swifs were broke, while 
they were endeavouring to make themfelves Mafteis 
of the Bank ; and his Horie, while he Was making 
them file off towards the Vineyards, were treated very 
roughly by the Venetian Infantry : But the King came 
up very foon with the main Body and Rear of the 
Army, who had heard by the Way, T^a/ be might 
bait if bepkafed, for his ProJeH mas defeated, and the 
Venetians were already Miners 0/ Vaila. To which he 
replied, IVell, then we fhall have one Trouble more than 
we expeiied, which is to df/ledge them : And he dircftly 
ordered the Vineyards to be attacked by the Gafcen 
Troops, and in Perfon led on the Swifs again to the 
Bank, being the whole Time expofed to the great and 
fmall Shot of the Enemy. All the Ilalian Authors 
bear wimels of his extraordinary Courage on this Oc- 
cafion ; fome Courtiers, who were obliged in Honour 
to follow the King, endeavoured to cloak their Fear 
by the fpecious Pretence of preferving his Perfon, 
and took a great deal of P^ns to convince him of the 
Danger he was in : To thofe cowardly Gentlemen he 
laid. Let thofewboare afraid fhelter themfelves behind me. 

The Bank was at laft carried, after it had coft the 
Swifs a great deal of Trouble, Whilfl: they were thus 
employed, the Cafcens were carrying on their Attempt 
to make themfelves Mafters of the Vineyards j but^ 
meedng with ^cater Refinance than they e:^>cded, 

their 
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aheir Courage began to feil them, and they were abcwt 
«> retreat at the very Inftant the King appeared in the 
Field ; when la Trimoville, pointing to his Majefty, 
cry'd to the Soldiers, My hraoe Boys^ the King fees you. 
On which Words the Gafions refumed their Courage, 
became as frefli Troops, and made fuch a vigorous Ef- 
fort, as in a Moment made them Matters of the 
Ground they had been difputing fo long. At lall the 
Cavalry, and the French Gendarmery came up cbfe to the 
Venetian Army upon a level Ground. No fooncr were 
the French in this Situation, than the Venetians threw 
down their Arms, or lun away, whereby jhe once 
glorious and brave, but now difconfolate and confiif- 
cd, Venetians were totally defeated, their Baggage and 
Artillery takenj and their greateft Ofiicers, fave the 
Captain-general, either killed or made Prilbners ; 
among whom was /ihiafto^ who, though he was dan- 
gerouQy wounded in the Ajftion, would not fuflfer 
Eimfelf to be carried olf ; fo iJiat, when he was 
broi^t to the King, his Face was fo befmeared with 
Blood, it was hard to know him ; and thole who 
carried him aiTured that Prince, that, when they took 
him, he was endeavouring to rally fome of his Ihatter- 
.ed Troops. Brantom, in hb Panegyrick on this Ge- 
neral, gives us a Circumftance that happened on his 
being taken Priibner, which we think ought not to be 
omitted. Whilft he was paying his Refpedl to the 
King, he heard the Alarm founded in the French Army, 
which Lewis had ordered to be done, to rally his 
Soldiers •, but this Prince, making as if he was 
furprized at the Noife, JVbat, lays he, Signior Barto- 
iomeo, have not your Men enough of it? have they 
a mind to try another Bout ? Sir, reply'd Jlviant), If 
there are atry more Feats of A^s to be done^ your Mm 
mufi jight with one another ; as for our Men, you bipve 
fo hanMed them this Day, that for a Fortnight to come 
you need not escfea fofee their Faces,

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The Vmetian Anny certainly loft this Batde thro' 
(heir Faint-heartednefs, for fo great was ^eir Confter- 
pation, that the Count de PUigliano could not rally 
^ofe cowardly Run-a-ways, or lo much as draw thep} 
together, till they had got 93 far as Brefia, which is 
forty Miles from the Field of Batde. 

It was fougjit on the 14th of Airy, and I^ewis the 
Xllth, according to the anticnt Cuftom of the Kings 
of France^ ordered a Church to be huilt on the Field 
where riie Conqueft was ipade, and, having dedicate4 
jt to the Virgin Mary^ called it Our Littfy of Vi^orj^ 
which Stmfture ii ftill in being, and goes by the &mc 
Natrie} and no longer ago than the Year 1705, it 
proyed a happy Augury to the Fr^/w^, who, under the 
Command of the Duke of Vendofmt, beat the Imperial 
Army in Sight of this Church. 

Wherever the French came the Gates were opei^ed 
fo them, Bergamo-t Brejfia., Crema, ^nd all the Plac« of 
icls Note, which lay iii thofe Parts, that ihey werP tQ 
|Wovcr by Virtue of the League otdmiray, recdved 
them J Pi(eighi$ni and the Towns of Cremona yielded 
likewife qn the firft Summons : Only the Cattle of 
Cremona held out for fome Time, becaufe Zacb. CojU*- 
finiy and fome other Fbwfwa Nobles, who had thrown 
ihemfelVes into it, could not think of paying t^ofe c^t 
pcITive Ranfoms, which they knew had been cxaflred 
from their Eijuals. It was thought that Pefibierfi 
would check the Ardour of the Frei^fh ; but the beft 
Fortifications cannot hold out long, when they are iU 
flefcpdcd,; and therefore it was, that this Place was 
^en by Storm two Days after it was befieged. J>K"'i 
reyeng'd, with the utmoft Rigour, at Peffkiera the 
.Injury that had been done him at Trevi aga^nft the 
Laws of War, putting thp Garrifon to rfie S^ord, jnd 
one Peribn, to'ftrike the Example more hpme, cf 
higher Rank, yr^ h^ng*d over the Battlements pf the 
CaiHe'. Though Hiftorians are upanimQus jn the 
i<dation of this Faft, yet they difagree as (o the 

Nanie 
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Name and Dignity of the un2iappy Mao, who was 
made fuch a Spe&aclc for the Faults of his Coun- 
trymen. ViAory fo attended the French, that their 
King, jo the Space of fifteen Days, conquered more 
than fell to his Share by the Treaty of CaiMi>ray. 

The Pope for his Part had fent into the Field an 
Army, which at that Time might be called confidcrablc, 
confiffii^ of 13,000 Men, of which 400 were Spear- 
men, commanded by the Duke of Ferrara, in Qudity 
of great Siandard-bearer of the Church, a Dignity the 
Pope had lately conferred on him, and which was not 
then hereditary to any Family, as it is now to that 
of Farnefe. He had under hun a Lieutenant-general, 
iran. Maria de Roverot Julius the lid's Nephew, 
who he had lately made Duke of Urbino. The Car- 
dinal Bithop of Pdvia accompanied the Duke in Qua- 
lity of Legate, who was a Man of great Merit, but 
pnc who (ervcd the Church much better in his tempo- 
ral Capacity, than he edified it in his fpiritual. Pope 
JuliuSf having an entire Confidence in him, had en- 
trufted him with the chief Authority in the Army, his 
Holinefi not being fo fond of the Duke of Ferrara, as 
fo dg)end entirely upon him ; and his Nephew had 
riot Ejcperience enough to be put at the Head of f^d^ 
3 Stand Enterprize. 

There were no great Exploits done by this Army, 
but the Succefs of the Battle of Jgnadel prov'd as 
(Tuch to its Advantage as if it had won the Day ; the 
Towns of Roinagna threw open their Gates to it ■, the 
Caftle of B^emia was the only Place it had to cake, 
which foon after furrendered upon Terms : But the 
Pope's Officers, contrary to Agreement, made them 
Pnibners of War ; whereby Julius got PoflTeffion of 
^11 that he defiga'd to recover from the Vemtians, bj 
Virtue of the Treaty of Camhray. 

The Emperor, tho- he had, acceding to the iaid 

Treaty, folemnly engi^cd to open the Campai^ bc- 

|are the Ewiraqon of 40. Days, reckoning trom the 

■•■■'•' ^ " ■ ■ Day 
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Day that France began the Rupture with ihtVenetiass, 
chofe rather to remain quiet at Vrwtf, where he afted 
no further than to receive the Oaths of Fidelity 
<Tom fuch Places as fell to his Share by the Treaty ; 
^d was fb very negligent, that he did not fb much 
as think of fending Garrifons into fcveral of thofc 
Places held in his Name •, in fliotj, all that he did to- 
wards performing the League was, the granting die 
Inveftiturc of the Dutchy of Mtlan in Favour of 
LiKvis, purfuant to the Treaty, and writing to 
die King of France a Letter of Thanks for his va- 
liant Exploits i and, to fhew that he was entirely 
Friends with Lewis, he burned his red Book, ia 
which he alledged he had kept an Account of the 
Injuries and Afrunts he Ivtd received from the Crown 
<a France. 

LewiSy upon the Receipt of the Emperor's Letter, 
fait the Cardinal D'AmboiJe to him at 7r«tf, and of- 
fered him all manner of Affiftance, and likewife pro- 
ipofed an Interview between them, which he at firft ac- 
cepted of, and the Place was fixed for it ; but .all of a. 
fiidden he declined it. After this the French King 
took a Tour to Milan, where he ftay*d fomc Days, 
and then itx. out for France. 

The Commanders of the Sea-portt, which the 
Venetians poffeflcd in the Kingdom of Naples, (after 
the Defeat of their Army) readily delivered them into 
the Hands of his Spanijh Majefty, who gave himfelf 
ho ot'ier Trouble, than to pofiefs himfelf of thofe 
Places ; for it appears he took not one Step to aflifl: 
the French., but, like Maximilian, contented himftif 
with reaping the Benefit of other Men's Labour: 
Thus, each of the principal Princes, that engaged in 
Ae League of Cambray, in a very Ihort Time, recovered 
what they had propofed from the Treaqr, foiely by the 
Conduft o^ Lewis the Xllth. 

The Lofs of the Battle oi Agnadel was no foonq- 

known at Venice, than it was fiirprizing to behold the 

Miyyal&l 
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umTcrfal Alteration that appear'd in the Countenances 
of the People of that City, which made the greater 
Impreflion, for that they had not been ufed to 
feel fiich Adverlities, but, on the contrary, gene- 
rally carried Vi£lory home : Their Behaviour, there- 
fore, upon this Occafion, was like Men not accuftom- 
cd to Difappoinmients and Misfortunes, having, no 
Command over their Paffions, which fully demonr 
flrates, that thofc that have only felt Profperity are 
leaft able to bear AfHidion with Patience. They 
cried out even on Heaven and Earth, and exclaimed 
agiinft the Inftability of mortal States. Their Sor- 
row encrealed when they confidered, that, by this 
Loli, they were deprived of the Glory of being 
accounted the greateft State in Italy, which made 
them give way to Defpair ; fome ran crying about 
the Streets, whilft others flood complaining' before 
the publick Palace, where the Elders and Senators 
were fitting in Council, to confider what was proper 
to be done under fo great a Calamity ; for in Fadt, the 
Conftemarion they were under within Doors was equal 
to that without ; and, in this Perplexity, the Senate 
fent Orders to their Officers, to let all the Towns in 
the terra Firma at fiill Liberty, and to dilcharge them 
from the Oath of Fidelity they had taken to St. Mark j 
and of all their Dominions in Italyy they referved no 
more than the City of Venice^ and the Land ad- 
joining to their Lakes : In brief, this renowned Re- 
pubhdi, from the higheft Pitch of Power and Gran- 
deur, was reduced to one fingleCity, and thisin lelsTime 
than twenty Days, in which deplorable Condition we 
Ihall for the prefent leave them, and return home. 
It does not appear that our King any way . 

interpofed in this War ; for the latter Part '^^f, 
of his Life he feems to have minded no- 
thing but feeding his immoderate Avarice, oppreffing 
his Subjefls, by putting the Penal Laws in the utmbft 
Force againft licm i but, before the End of Februaryy 

he 
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he fcnSbh ibnnd his Hodth decay, and dtac be wi 
not long for this World : 

For his Majefty being ooubltfd with the Gouc, the 
Defluxrm, at laft taking into his Breaft, w^ted h^ 
Linws ; fo that in the Spring of the Year, in jartiar- 
kr, he had great Fits of die Phthifick : Ncverthelcfi 
he continued to attend BuTinels as before m his Health ; 
but as his Illnefs cncreafcd, he began more ferfoufly Co 
think of the World ro come, and to prepare fcM- it {as 
he though) in good earncft, by doing Aas of Charity^ 
giving large Alms to the Poor, and difcharging all Pri- 
fcmere for Debt about the City, that lay for Fees or 
Debts under forty Shillings i but lurely die mie ASt 
of Expiation would have been to have made Reftrtu- 
oon to the Oppreffcd. 

Henry, hearmg of the bitter Cries of his P^pfe 
agdnft the Opprellion of Empfon ajid tfu^, aid 
their AccompUccs, pardy by devout Perfons about 
him, and p^tiy by publick Sermons, (the Preachers 
doing their Du^ therein) was touched wirfi ^at Re- 
morfc for the fame ; and fo hardened were his two 
Minifters, that tho' they could not but hear of theft 
Diftraftions in the King's Confcience, went on with as 
g^at Severity in their Ejaftions and Oppreffions as 
ever ; but the Time foon after canae, that they wei« 
called to a ftrift Account for their paft Aftions, and 
made a publick Example of, as a Warning and Ter* 
ror to Oppreflbrs, who wickedly extort Money from 
the Subjeifh upon Penal Statutes, and rake after ob- 
folete Recognizances, in order to put them in Suit, 
to the Dilhonour of the King their Matter, and only 
for their own filthy Lucre ; Iwit we fliall defer fpe^- 
ing fiirther of it, till we enter the enfmng Reign.

* Merrrory,. departed this Life, the 22dofj^r//.' 
To fopi up his Majcfty's Charaftcr in few Words, 

from the different Accounts given us by Hiftorians, 
he h4d two Pbints chiefly in view ; the one to keep 
the Crown in hrs iintf, and ijic other to accumulate 
Riches; Jn boch which he fqcceeded. He had not any 
Ambitioh in making foreign Acquifitjorts, tho' he was 
obdiged fometinies to take up Arms ; yet no Prince ever 
loved Peace more; for he generally prefaced his Trea- 
ties with fetting forth, Tbat, when Chriji came into the 
World, Peace was fmg ; and when he went out of the 
Wbrldy Peace was bequeathed. He never opened his Mind 
but to his principal Minifters, and then only to thofe who 
were to fee his Orders executed. His Ambaffadors were 
chiefly inftrufted to inform themfelvcs with the Secrets 
of the Courts where they refided, which, they fo well 
executed, that there was rtot a Prince in Europe had 
better Intelligence. Ferdinand of Spaig., much of the 
fame Temper, was extremely ufcful to Henry -, nor 
was it in Ferdinand's Power, all his RcIgn, to get 
any- Advantage over him : On the contraiy, Henry 
C c c. , v., uinja.de 
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made ufe of his Spanifi Majefty to fervc his own Ends ; 
for, by keeping a ftri£t Correfpondence with that Prince, 
he prevented the French from intermeddling in the £«- 
glijb Affairs. As the Intereft of other Princes cohfiftcd 
in different Things, fo Henr/% was principally con- 
tained in his having fiill Coffers : He was extreme- 
ly iufpicious, as thole moftly are who deal much in 
Secrets, becaufe they think all the World like them- 
felves. His Wifdom confifted more in extricating 
liimfelfout of Difficulties, than finding Means tx) avoid 
them. He was of a ferious Temper, ever thought- 
ful and intent upon his Affairs, without being di- 
verted by Pleafurcs ; to which he was very little ad- 
difted. He was of a Stature taller than cbmmon ; his 
Face long, thin, and lean, like the reft of his Body \ and 
in Publick appear'd very grave, which made his Sub- 
jefts Ipeak to him with Fear : He could, however, 
be affable, if Affairs required it. Some Hiftorians 
fay he was rather ftudious than learned ^ and that 
what he read in his Jeifure Hours was generally Fretub, 
tho' he underftood Latin. The City of London was 
his Paradife, for, what good Fortune foever befel him, 
he thought he enjoyed it not till he acqudnted them 
with it i but ftill he hardly ever remitted any Forfei- 
ture incurred by her Magiftrates. Irlp was buried in
